Self Control—SeriMMi by the Jl«T. Henry W nrd 
Heecber. 
This church waa yeaterday, as usual, crowded to 
the doors. The Kev. Mr. Ueetiher took for hts text 
Romans vol., 28—"Anu wo know that all things work 
lor good to them that love Ood.” The eighth chap­ 
ter of Komans was the great centre of spiritual and 
^hrlstlau doctrine; It was the evolution of the thought 
of the divine nature and the great fountain of moral 
Idea. After some general observations on that sub­ 
ject 
the 
reverend 
gentleman 
proceeded 
to 
diiato 
at some 
length 
on 
the 
sclf-control- 
img power of mankind. 
He showed 
that It 
was possible for man to resist his passions and 
Btrugglo succesBfuUy agulnsc all temiiiatlons, how­ 
ever sirong or msiUmus. Jlo instanced the case of 
a prize hghier m tramlug for a pugilistic encounter, 
as an example of the great power oi human en­ 
durance. ^uch men s ore not generally possessed 
of much moral culture or reiiueU iiuanties, yet 
when preparing for tiie.r battles they comiuorod 
their desires, abandoned lor the time their depraved 
associations, and witii an Iron will restrained ihelr 
otherwise violent passions. Vet while men should 
strive to vaniiuisn the lemptatlons that suiTouutlod 
them there should nevertUulesi be no want of force 
on lUeir part, lor by men’s own energy were they 
made strong. Men having Intense convictions in 
regard to tiic great aifairs in life were likely to sikv 
ceed. Adverting to the Influeucca of public senti­ 
ment, 
the reverend gentleman explained that 
they not unlreqiiently 
aeied 
as a drawback 
on Christian me. I'ublic seutluicnTi wassiicnt, yet 
powerful. Like natural law, working day and 
night. It was lar more powerful than a more noisy ap­ 
paratus. Men bociime better or worse unconsluiisly, 
and so U was always unsafe for a man, no mutter 
how good he was, lo keep bad company. Notwltu- 
Biandmg all the dangerous Inilueuces wlilch some 
thought Kurroundeil public scatimuut there were 
men who found a way to elude public sentiment by 
the eddies which charuclerized It. Now, it wa.s held 
by men, both m the high and the low spheres ol 
of Uie, that public sentiment marred their religious 
progress. Prules.sioual men and others would con­ 
tend that no man could follow their busluess, what­ 
ever It might be, and succeed and at the same time 
lead a Christian life. 'I'lic lawyer, the merchant, 
the 
mccuaufc, 
the 
shipbuilder,

mason, m fact, men of every grade, subsiaii- 
Ually 
asserted 
that, to bo 
sure, 
it was a 
very line thing to be good, but no man fol­ 
lowing thetr pursuits successfully conld be a Chris­ 
tian m the proper seu.se of the term. That was no­ 
thing short ol being a declaration of lufldelity. In 
the next place, there were blinding temptations 
ullar to Individuals, and winch they were 
Rie"lmpre.s8lon were irresistible. Hut there were 
conslderaiious against an the arguments brought to 
bear upon that sunjcct. Xue will was the grand 
couiroliing power, it was possible lor a m anto' 
overcome all temptations, conntoract tbe luiluences 
01 public sentiment m regard to hlmscdf and rise 
into a pure, Christian life, liy the power or man’s 
own will all the lusidiuds snares by which he was 
Burroniided, 
every temptation In life, whether 
political, sensual, or pecuniary, tlio worul, the flesh 
and the dcvil, could be deitaicd. The reveremi geu- 
tleiiiaii demohsirated that though iiio Christian tiio 
was marked by diUlcuiUcs, yet the Uetermihc.l en­ 
ergy of iiiuu would eiraoie him to pursue it succc-.-is.

No uepartincut of knowledge had produced a set of 
principles and theories Which could be setup with 
any cuufldcnce against the irutlis of revelation. 
Tpe principles of astronomy were better known 
than those of any other scleuce, aud the In/ereuccs 
from them led lo predictions which had an aduiini- 
ble luifllmenu Yet the developments of that very 
science and the wonders and glories of the Heavens 
wiucii it SOM forth really only declaro i he glory 
Of (iod, as was said by the psalmist thoii.-ianiis of 
vears ago. Ip t!ie social world it was the same, 
the principles of all the ages always showing that 
the CuurcU of the Lord shall staud.

M. Butler, 
of Philadelphia, preached last evening to a large 
congregation in behalf of the charitable Institution 
known as the “Shepherd’s Fold.” The reverend 
gentleman took his text from the book of Proverbs, 
zlx., 4;—“But the poor u separated from his neigh- 
bor.” This was spoken by Solomon In a manner of 
reprehension, it being tho separation of the classes 
that he condemned. Tho poor lu society out off 
tfom Its aid are compelled to use entreaty, and tbe 
rich answer the appeals abrnptiy.

pf separation arUes from sheer seinshiieM and 
neartlesHuess of human nature. The theory u “let 
each man take care of hlinscif.” 
some seem 
io suppose that If a man is poor It Is nis own fault, 
BDd that those so situated ore the repres*motives of 
deceit. Olhcrs, looking a little higher, argue that it 
Is an equalitv Intended and ordained. This is neori- 
Icu philosophy. 
Vet another class, a thoughtless 
and merry chis», wholly ignorant of the jioor iii the 
world, seldom meeting them, hut wlieii in com act 
with them turn a deaf «-ai to ihcir uppouli, ilcclar- 
lip: ihttt “It Is too bad lliero are so many iii povcriy, 
but they camiot help it.’’

The large chapel of the University, Washington 
square, where the congregation of tho Church of the 
Strangers worship, waa well illled yesterday morn­ 
ing to listen to the Rev. Dr. J. Ralston Smith, Secro- 
tary of tho American Bible Society. After the usual 
preliminary services tnc reverend sentlcman se­ 
lected as his text, Psalm cxxx., 7—’’For with the 
Lord there is mercy, and with hiin is plenteous re- 
deiuptiou.” 
The thougbUul observer of nature, said tne doctor. 
Is Impressed with the immensity of God’s works. A 
seed DO larger than a grain of sand enlarges Into a 
germ ol great ’ooaiity. That which seems diminutive 
in one view, becomes oUen times, in the processes 
of nature, very great, as it reflects the bouniUess 
chiiracier of God’s resources. Look where you will 
there IS lound more than royal raunlflceuce from 
Ood, whether in tbe earth beneath us. In the moun­

The Fninilv Life—The W ife and H er Ontics— 
Mermon by tbe R ev. Dr. YVilliain Alkinan. 
At the morning services In this church the Rev. 
Dr. lUkman preached on ‘’The Wife and Her Du­ 
ties,” in a dlfwourse, full of the eloquence of good 
sense, and no loss artistic than theologicah Tho 
church was crowded and the congregation yielded 
a breathless and edifying attention to the preacher 
throughout. 
He took h IS texts from St. Paul to the Ephesians 
V., ‘22, and Paul tp Tilus, IL, 4—5, “Wives submit 
yourselves untiS^our own husbands os unto the 
Ixird,” Ac. 
He said those words were recelvwl by many with 
a smile of tucredulity, and were even rejected abso­ 
lutely by others. The promises of obedience made 
by the bride at the nuptial altar were frequeutly 
nowadays regarded os a mere formality—an Old 
World custom neither to be regarded nor rever­ 
enced. This principle he held to be not only fuisc 
Slid wicked, but the cause of the evils and wretched­ 
ness which so often lollow marriage. In saying this 
he was not supporteil alone by the Bible. The best 
of the world’s philosophy—all that was oullgliteucd 
aud holy in It—aud the flnest principles of human 
nature were entirely with him. 
This principle Dr, Aikinan elucidated with ranch 
force and fervor. Without reverence on the part of 
the wile there could be no love. In the heyday of 
yomhiHl love the sentiment of every maiUeu was 
that unless she could ‘ look up” to the man of her 
choice she could not love him. 
That was true; so 
true that tho beloved object was often Investeii 
witn 
impossible 
qualities 
that 
ho might be 
like the 
ideal 
of 
tbe 
woman 
who 
loved 
him. 
This principle of reverence waa so strongly 
implanteu tii woman that a woman ussunmig iitie 
position of master waa not at all a loveiy spectacle 
for female eyes to look upon. Indeed, when the 
order of nature was reversed all affection was gone. 
This obedience was not subjection on tho part of the 
woman in a .elavlsh sense; it was only tne reciprocu- 
tiou of aireiAion. The wiie had left all lor her hus- 
band, ami the husband should be supreme. Wlieu- 
mau’s heart turned ioward.s auy one else 
was gone. 
•se sacred principles duly attended to were a 
fount of happiness; but certain duties followed from 
them. A wire should have no secrets from her hus­ 
band. rnev should be one. Her husband’s delects 
She should couceal even from her dearest mends, 
aud from this wise rule she should never depart, 
except when her case became de.sperate. 
.Many 
women, however, Imagine when they have secured 
a hnstaud they have done the work of tlieir life, 
«0 they neglect themselves. Their rule, however, 
should be to essa.v constantly to solve tho proliloni 
of 
married 
life, which

how to increase 
and 
strengthen 
love. 
That 
they 
could 
do 
by being 
after 
marriage oil that they were 
before—neat In person, careful in word and act, 
diligent in 
the care of 
their househoiil, ac­

of spring flowers. 
The house should not only be 
mude pleasant, but the wife, besides keeping up her 
personal attractions, should, by daiiy reading of 
good books and by informing herself from the dully 
pajiors of the progress of events In the world around 
her—she should be able to Interchange ideas with 
her husband aud thus banish me m nul whp n 
IS .so often connected with tho Idea of homo, and 
which leads the discontented husband so olten Into 
the paths of rum when he has once set his heart on 
exterunl dissipation.

Mermon by Rev. F ather Taylor, a Convert. 
The services at St. Andrew’s Church. Duane street, 
were conducted yesterday with the usual solemni­ 
ties. Sb Andrew’s Church la one of the oldest 
parishes in New York, and the venerable pastor. 
Rev. Father Corran, has been many years in charge 
of It. At High Mass Rev. Father Taylor officiated, 
and he also preached. Tho lady who presided at 
the organ was Mrs. Burna. The mass sung, aided 
by a volunteer choir, waa Haydn’s No. 1. 
Rev. Father Taylor, a convert from tbe English 
EstabUshod Church, in commencing his discourse 
took for hid text Colosslans, 1., 9-14—“Giving 
thanks to God tho Father, who baa made us worthy 
to be partakers of tho lot of the saints in light; 
who hath delivered ua from tho power of darkness, 
and hath translated us into the kingdom of the Son 
of bis love.” 
He said that this being the last Sun­ 
day before Advent was more than any other Sunday 
in the year that CJirlstiana were Invited to give 
thanks to Goa, who made us partakers of the 
gospel and sharers in the Inheritance He prevideU 
for us. Tho lesson mciilcated waa a simple one, and 
should lead ua to return thanka for many glfta re­ 
ceived from Almighty, but for none other more 
than the gift of lalth.

The little, highly decorated Baptist church on Mar­ 
rad Hill, Lexlngtoa avenue, was not well flllcd last 
evening.

Omnipotence, who could 
comprehend that characterlsttu of the Divine Being. 
Ills omulacence was equally incomprohenslblo, so 
also was the tnune character and aspect of the 
Deity, and yet His footsteps were la ail those. Pass­ 
ing from the attributes ho dwelt particularly on 
the varied dlspcnsatlous of Providence, histori­ 
cally and Bocliilly. In the latter aspect of the deal­ 
ings of God with man, where wo had to rest verv 
frequeutly entirely on faith m Cod, for if we were to 
trust him It was not because we could ever see the 
reason of this dispousatlon towards us, but we often 
were called upon to trust God when it seemed as 
though HLs ilisponsiitions towards us were all agaiust 
us. Our Father m liouven saw tho end from the 
beginning: He saw that which was good lor 
us, ami It frequently hnppened that It came to 
this that either He must tear the mol from us and 
put It lu the grave, or Ho must put us In the grave, 
rnon His dispensations in this regard were fre­ 
quently disciplmsry. He had crowned us with mer­ 
cies and loving kindnesses, luxurious homes, wealth 
and all that it could bring—loving hearts in our 
family circle, troops of friends—all was a suashlue 
of daily life, yet we never acknowledged the giver. 
With the steeples ot towering churches overshadow­ 
ing our homes, with the sung of Zion even in our 
hearing—with a preached Gospel, so eloquent, so 
persuasive, It might win us to listen to it for Us 
external attractiveness. If not for anything else— 
we lived the lives of lioatliens; wo never acknowl­ 
edged God, either in the family or abroad. God had 
tried everything to bring us to hiinsoli. He now 
look from us that upon which we had centred our 
llle’s affections aud He had thus brought us to Ulin- 
seif. When we got lo our heavenly home wo should 
see that He had not only done well but that Ho bad 
loved us well also.

REV. M . GAUGE’ S CKURCH. 


.Mention by tbo Rev. D r. M artyn Mcndder, of 
Man Fraiieiaeo. 
A sermon woe preached by this gentleman in the 
Rev. Dr. cause’s church, in Tweoty-third street, 
yesterday forenoon. Ho took hla text from St. Psul’a 
epistle to the Ephesians. Ho described Paul as a 
man of great intellcctnallty, who "had hla eye 
always on God,” and who loved him with his whole 
ttPBrt. in tho passage from which he read of tbo 
Bcnptures. wherein the apostle Intimates that there 
is one thing that be lacks, to bo as ho desired to be, 
in perfect communion with God. the speaker said 
thai that one thing was personal per:ectlon In Us 
entirety. There were two kinds of personal perfec­ 
tion—the inward and the outward. The flrat wasthe 
perfeoHon of the soul itself, and that waa what Paul 
said he hod not. Yet If any man but Jesus, tbe God 
u. was perfect, it waa Paul. Ills love fur God. his 
tude, his Joy and intelligence, his solf-sacn- 
all call for our special admiration. Yet he said 
ho was not periect. Tho speaker had once heard a 
minister say he was perfect, and no never wanted to 
hear that mhiister speak again. Christian pcrlec- 
tion consisted, flrst. In perfect, not liiflimo know­ 
ledge, for Inilnlte knowledge was lied’s uloiie; that 
Is, Jiist as imicU knowledge as wo have capacity for. 
for tho small as well as the great; socuudly, the har­ 
mony of all our faculties and powers, ami, thirdly, 
purity. Harmony should exist in the soul; Instead 
of worrying wo should bo at peace. Giir vl.sionssliould 
be undisturbed. No two powers should lie nulling 
in different wavs, like uutraiiied oxen .umler ilio 
s.amc yoke. I’m lt>, us a pari, of ChrHtiWi pcrfec- 
fectiou, should be purity of motive and rlghicoiis- 
nesa of our lives. All wrinkles should be snioolhed, 
all cxcresaeiices wiped off, all mievoiiness levelled. 
Ihcii, as ihe last qitulity of perfeciioii, waa fcllow- 
Hhip. The speaker thmt went on to describe what 
Paul meant by lorgeltliig thu past. Ho said there 
was no sadder Bigiit tiian that of ii pers.iu lu nuUiiro 
mttphood mourning over hla pant life, over time 
wasted away, sinned away. The past coiild not be 
recalled, nor 0011 Id it be forgotten. In Hie general 
sense of Ihe term; but it could bo orowaed out of 
tho mind by other thoughts.

At /.ton church, coruer Madison avenue aud 
Thirty-eighth street, Kev. .N. II. Chamberlain deliv­ 
ered the second of his series of lectures ou “ lleury 
VIH, 
and hlfl 
Divorce»,” last evening before 
anumerouB congrcg.itlou, 
Tho speaker took the 
ground that tho character of bluff King Hal, ludo- 
renalbie as It was In manr regards, possesses ne 
welgnt In the charge made by Catholics that such 
character gave birth to Proiestauilsm. The true 
history of the Eugllsh Rclormatioii has never been 
written. Tliose who have given us a picture of it 
were too near the scenes of which they wrote to 
give a clear conception of them. He waa willing 
to admit that] Henry VIII. was a dcfecilve ruler and 
Ciiristlan, but ho was ouly au lastruuieut In the 
hands or God lor the establishment ot the pure 
religion and the reformation of the English church. 
The kmgshlp and marriage of Henry play au im- 
portautpart In the KeluriiiaUon; for in the twelve 
years that elspsod between his marriage aud the 
tsmiing of the I’ope's bull of excoinnuimcntlon iiio 
chiel work of the Iteformation was lielng done, the 
strong leaven was at work in England and was soon 
bound to burst forth with tremendous vitality and 
make a wreck or I’opery.

Hut this was incoa- 
celvabie, and while we were not Jusiilled m disbe­ 
lieving unymiiig merely because it was Inconceiv- 
able, the bcaef lu such a negation would reqmre a 
greater effort of mlml than any of the inir.tculous 
events recorded in the Old or New ’Jestaments.

Fnblie Education and Nationality. 
At a dinner of tlio directors of the Edinburg 
I’hllouophlcal Institution oa Satarday evenlag uo- 
vembero. Lord Moncrelff (L'ord Justice Clerk) made 
the fellowtng remarks in regard to the education 
question:— 
1 do nut think the difficulties In the way of the set­ 
tlement of iheeducatlouquesUonareeotiiesiasUcal 
difficulties, f believe the eccieeiuslmal dtmcuUies to 
be mere phanloiuA 
I’Ue religious question does not 
stand in tuo way of Scottish educuuuu; there is uo 
suco difficulty presenting Itself lu this country. 
There are no mountoin,s l<i the path; there are oniy 
molehills. But a great mauy molehills are as bad 
as one uiountalu, or rather a great deal werso. If 
you flud the old accustomed rood that you 
travel full of those lutle 
risings 
they 
are 
apt to trip your horse. If It were a mountain 
you could tunnel It, or make your road round It. 
It was o veramolchdl, I ifunk, that wuiiain lU.’s 
hor.se stumbled and brought mat great potentate to 
his end. VVe manage the muuntaiu well enough; it 
is levelled-lhere is -a raiiroaa earned over it; and If 
tho molehills cun only bo .evelloa aiso, there is noth­ 
ing to impede mo career of Scottish educaUon. 1 
Uuve only ohe murtiUcatiou In leaving pubiie life, 
it IS not that 1 have uot succeeded in carrying a 
measure of education for this country, tuougli that, 
uo doubt, would nave beeu a great and glorious 
achievement, which 1 «hould have boon itroua to 
have hud my name cuuneuttid with. It is that, with 
uo difficulties lo speak of m our way, we are going 
10 let Eugian'l get the precodeuee of ua I am aoriy 
mat such Hhould bo the case. I trosi, however, tliat 
in other Uiiuds that cau.se may succeed, and mat 
alter all we shall be ublu, nut to luiluw, but to set 
mo example to me sister ceuntiy lu the quusUou ot 
eauuatiuu.

Turkey and Esrypl—Complication* Krvivod. 
Tho iliiBeulty between the Siiltan and 
Viceroy is yet far from lioing aniicabiy and 
hariuóíiiously seUled. Although Temporarily 
qiiiefed by outside pre.ssiire pendin;? the ]»ro- 
jiarationa for and ceremonies of the opening 
ol the Piiez Canal, its revival may be ex­ 
pected at any time thereafter. la the com­ 
prehensive schedule of tributary duty enun­ 
ciated in tho first and ¡nsistcJ upon in the 
second note addressed to the Viceroy last 
summer, it became evident that the Sultan 
was determined to humiliate his royal vassal 
hy e.xacliiig conditions which would wound 
his amour propre, and place Egypt in 
the same position as other less important 
provinces of the Ottoman empire. 
An 
ancient firman, unearthed for the occa- 
sio:i, was held threateningly over Ismail 
Paoiia’s head, and a strict compliance with 
and adherence to its odious conditions de­ 
manded as the price of’ the Sultan’s favor 
and the cs.?ential for future trauquillity. 
The Commander of the Faithful believes 
that bad European Powers evinced a favor­ 
able disposition to the overtures of his 
ambitious vassal nothing less than a modern 
Egyptian empire, with Ismail at its head, 
was the end and aim contemplated. Hence 
his wrath. Hence his determination to rebuke 
those dangerous aspirations, and to ’insist 
ujion the specifications of tlioso firmans which 
conferred hereditary administration upon the 
family of the Viceroy. Tho idea of inde­ 
pendent rule must be cru.shed cu t; the fresh 
blown glo.-ies derived as the prc.«iding spirit 
and the grand master of the ceremonies at 
the inauguration of the Suez Caual, and those 
dreams of future greatness which Ismail no 
doubt indulged in witnessing the gorgeous 
pageant, must be di.ssipatcd by another ulti­ 
matum, which, we arc told, will order the 
acceptance of the Turkish proposals without 
condition, or a suspension from the viceroy­ 
alty as the consequence of refusal. 
It will be remembered that the second note 
of rebuke despatched by the Grand Vizier in 
the name of the Sultan declared his satisfaction 
with the Viceroy’s assiirance.s of fidelity made 
in answer to the first complaint; but that satis­ 
faction was materially qiialtBed by tho press­ 
ing of certain points in the imperial missive 
wiiich loft no doubt that the Sultan was not 
satisfied with the explanation. Notwithstand­ 
ing the conciliatory resjioiise of the Khedive, 
selling forth that be had never sought to trans­ 
gress his rights and duties as defined by impe­ 
rial firmans; that he was sensible and grate­ 
ful for favors received, and had regulated his 
c.nduct according to the will and orders of 
his Majesty; nolwitbstaiiding his many ex- 
) reasions of fidelity and devotion—his frank 
explanation which he hoped would remove 
unfavorable impressions produced by unjust 
accusations—he mu.st give further proof of his 
loyalty. His appeal to the clemency and gen- 
erosi.y of his master, and his avowed readi­ 
ness to 
an^d hy his moat respectful hom­ 
age at the foot of his Majesty’s thróiie, w'ére 
answered by the renewal of terras which we 
were disposed to consider as imjieriouH, arbi­ 
trary and oppressive. These were ¿« fol­ 
lows-.—Tho Egyptian army tnnst he reduced ; 
not more than thirty thousand needle guns 
mint 1)'! ordered ; all other anus ami iron-clads 
tliat had been Imrgained for must bo counter­ 
manded; taxes must be imposed and collected 
in the name of the Sultan only ; the financial 
budget and contracts for foreign loans subject 
to his approval and authorization; better 
treatment must be guaranteed to Mussulman 
pilgrims to and from the Holy Shrine; and 
lastly, no direct ofllcial iutcrcoiirso must be 
held by the Viceroy with foreign Powers. 
After a due coiupli.inco with these terms and 
tho assurance of a faithful observance thereof, 
the note in qu-stion graciomly announced that 
the homage -and visit of ihe Viceroy would be 
acceptable at Constantinfqde. 
Tho Suez Canal movement and the oarne.st 
counsels of friendly I'owers wero instrumental 
in tiding over the crisis which then appeared 
imminent. The Viceroy did not accept all the 
conditions required, nor did he absolutely re­ 
fuse any. He did not go to Coustantinonle, 
nor did the .Sultan demaml the.i and there the 
¡ enforcement of the foregoing stipulations. Tiie 


1 sUirin was lulled, but it has not pa.-.m-d over; 
j and now when tho celebrations of the great 
I canal are terminated wc are to realize its con- 
j qiiences. The iro of Abdul .\ziz, stirred up 
while the Viceroy was visiting the courts of 
Europe last summer, and but 111 concealed 
while the iioaors ot the occMloa were being 


dispensed with a bounteous hand to royal 
guests at the grand levoo along the Isthniiu of 
Suez, will not contain itself longer, and the 
dreaded ultimatum must bo again submitted, 
and this lime with a threat of suspensión from 
the viceroyalty. 
Were several interested powers of Europe in 
a less critical coudition as regards tho preserv­ 
ation of peace; were Franco at liberty to fol­ 
low her inclinations and sympathies, and were 
it not essential for the time being that tran­ 
quillity should prevail until Napoleon shall have 
have passed through the ordeal of reform which 
his government is now undergoing, it would 
be no iliiBcult matter to foresee the issue of 
these exactions on the part of Turkey, and to 
predicate an opinion, amounting almost to a 
c-ertuinty, that they would be met with au in­ 
dignant rol 'sal from Egypt. 
Unforluiiately 
for the Khedive, neither Franco nor Eng­ 
land is prepared for a rupture on this 
question; and while their mediation might 
moderate the demands of the Sultan, it is not 
probable that they will energetically protest 
against the humiliation of tho vassal. Without 
the hearty support of a powerful ally It would 
be reckless in the Viceroy to defy his ma.ster, 
and, as the part ot prudence and wisdom, we 
shall e.xpcct his submission. In this, however, 
we see no promise of a permanent reconcilia­ 
tion. Such humiliations, if endured for tho 
present, will eiulyUerJm sj^it, sUij^late him 
io relieved e.xertioas towards securing Jlie aid 
of European potentates, and prompt him to 
strike for independent royalty whenever a 
favorable opporlimity shall bo pi'oseated. 
The Sultan is promotin' tho germs of future 
complication.s, which are to end in a stnugle 
lor the mastery of tho Suez Canal, and which 
in their importance must enlist several of the 
great Rowers of Europe. Ismail I'achn, con­ 
scious of the future of Egypl and of his own 
coming importance in tho destiny of that coun­ 
try, may well afTorl to bile his time, make 
concessions and snhmissious to his Jealous 
masier, and do cyerytliiug to prevent a rupture 
at this time. Patience and prudence will 
yield an ahiiudant harvest of good at no distant 
day; uud the time will come, if we may be 
allowed to indulge in the niwt reasonable 
speculation, when the jurisdiction of ihe Sub­ 
lime Por^e shall cease to enthrall this “ laud of 
promise, ” and no Oriental master shall ques­ 
tion the right of Egypt’s sovereign to use the 
public treasure whenever he may see fit 
for the advancement of national enterprises. 
Tho designs of tho Sultan, actuated by a 
natural desire to continue control over a tribu­ 
tary Power which promises to become a source 
of immense revenue to his government, will be 
tolerated only just so fur as the present neces­ 
sities of the European situation require. The 
sovereignty and independence ot Egypt will be 
accomplished whenever the free operation ot 
the canal and the interest of neighboring Pow­ 
ers shall make it expedient to guarantee for 
the enterprise that security and liberal direc­ 
tion which it will hardly experience while 
under tho control, directly or indirectly, of the 
Ottoman empire. 
City Politics—The Coming Charter Kl« ction. 
In another column will ho found, under tho 
head of “City Politics,” a review of the prin­ 
cipal field of strife in the coming charter 
election. The offices of Civil and Police Jus­ 
tices are very important, and the qiio.stions 
coming up in judical connection there-with, 
whether criminally or civilly, ollen involve 
very serious consequences to tho citizens. It 
is, therefore, gratifying to know that in the 
host of candidates there are prominently pres­ 
ent men who are in every respect fitted for tho 
positions they seek. Tlie field is almost entirely 
open to democratic candidates, but there is* 
enough of them to pick and choose from. 
Tammany may not nominate tho best men, but 
then tho fault will be its own, and it must be 
held responsible for any mistakes it may make 
in this matbw. Tho leaders cannot hereafter 
claim immunity under tho plea of “ political 
necessity.” The game is in their own hands— 
the selection of the best men rests with them— 
and it is a duty they owe to tho people that 
they shall select none but the best.

Or. OÍTliiaatOB«*a Ke»*rt—Dtoo*verv o í tha 
Aonrees of tke NUe. 
We reproduced yeaterday from the London 
l^ont of November 9 the report of Dr. Living­ 
stone on his explorations and the sources of 
the Nile. This report was read on the even­ 
ing of the 8th Inst., at the opening meeting 
of the Royal Geographical Society, in tho 
Theatre of the Royal Institution, London, 
Sir R. Murchison, the president, in the 
chair. The Count de Paris, the Duke of Wel­ 
lington, Sir Bartle Frere and Mr. Crawford, 
M. P., were among the crowded and fashion­ 
able attendance on this memorable occasion. 
Dr. Livingstone’s report is dated “Near 
Lake Bangwoolo, South Central Africa, July, 
18C8.” It begins with a reference to his 
despatch dated February, 18B7, in which he 
had recorded his impression that he was then 
on the watershed between the Zambesi nnd 
eidiiT the Congo or the Nile. More extended 
oKervation subsequently convinced him that 
his impression was essentially correct, and 
with Lis habitual modesty ho announces one 
of tho most glorious discoveries in tho annals 
of modern geographical exploration by 
saying:—“I think I may safely assert that 
the chief sources 
of the 
Nile 
arise 
between ten degrees and twelve degrees south 
latitude, or nearly in the position assigned to 
them by Ptolemy, whose river Rhapta is pro­ 
bably the Rovuma. ” The short sketch of his dis­ 
coveries which ho then proceeds to give conclu- 
shows^h^t the springs 01' tl!® 
hitherto tiéeín searched for very much too far 
to the north. “They rise some four hundred 
luiled south of tho most southerly portion of tho 
Victoria Nyanza, and, indeed, south of all tho 
lakes except Bangwoolo.” VVe need not reca­ 
pitulate the details of Dr. Livingstone’s jour­ 
ney from the valley of tho Loangwa over the 
upland space some three hundred and fifty 
miles square, south of Lake Tanganyika; the 
country of Usango, east of that space; the 
southern end of the great valley enclosed be­ 
tween Usaago and the Kone range; ncross tho 
Clmmbezo in ten degrees thirty-four minutes 
south, and Its confluents south and north, with 
their hippopotami; the mountains of Rua ; the 
upland, on tho northern slope of which he dis­ 
covered on the 2d of April, 1807, Lake 
Liemba, in the midst of “as perfect a natural 
paradise as Xenophon could have desired;” 
and of tiis a fuíl and minute description 
is given; 
towards 
the west of Tan­ 
ganyika, avoiding the district disturbed by a 
war between tho chief of Itawa and a party of 
i'friry traders from Zanzibar; his visit to 
Nisama, the chief of Itaw a; to Lake Mooro ; 
to Cazciube, and north towards Ujiji, which he 
could not reach on account of the inundations. 
Dr. Livingstone gives a vivid account of the in­ 
undations which obliged him to return to Cam- 
beze. Only one of his attendants would ac­ 
company him as far as he was able to go ; the 
others on various pretences absconded. “The 
fact is,” he says, “they are all tired of this 
everlasting tramping, and so verily am I. 
Were it not for an inveterate dislike to give in 
to difficulties without doing my utmost to over­ 
come tliem I would abscond too. I comfort 
myself with the hope that by making the 
country and people better known I am doing 
good, and by imparting a little knowledge oc­ 
casionally I may be working In accordance 
with the i)lans of an all-embracing Providence.” 
In such simple and noble language does tho illiis- 
trioiis explorer reveal tho secret motives of the 
ambition which loads him to expose his life lu 
behalf of science and the welfare of mankind. It 
is not at all surprising that this passage and 
other eloquent passages in his report were 
greeted with applause at the meeting of the 
Royal Geographical Society. The justifiable 
complaints which Dr. Livingstone makes of 
certain persons who have fallen into ridiculous 
blunders by tampering with his mathematical 
observations also provoked and merited sym­ 
pathy. To a postscript he consigns in a char­ 
acteristic style, under tho head of “Always 
something new from Africa," an allusion to his 
discovery of a large tribe that lives in under­ 
ground houses in Rua. Many other travellers 
would have written a volume about such a 
discovery, but Dr. Livingstone contents him­ 
self with a brief mention of it. The whole 
civilized world will rejoice in the announce­ 
ment by the President of the Royal Geographi­ 
cal Society that tho great problem of the 
sources of the Nile has been solved-that the 
road is open to his illustrious friend, whose 
return, he said, might bo expected within a few 
months, and who would receive a welcome 
such as few EuglLhmen have ever expe­ 
rienced._________________________

N ew . mué Uwuuon Ak4»Nt Cuba. 
It is srideat from our correspondence from 
Cuba that the revolutionary patriots are more 
determined and are exhibiting more vigor than 
the rest of the world gives them credit for. 
They are burning the sugar plantations, and 
oven their own property, in order to weaken 
tlieir enemies by cutting off the resources the 
Spaniards have been relying upon. This is 
touching tho Spaniards in a tender place, for 
they have been calculating upon seizing the 
sugar crops and other productions for the 
means to carry on the war. In other words, 
they intended to slaughter the Cubans and to 
subjugate them if po8.ilble by using the wealth 
of these very Cubans for that purpose. Spain 
Is too poor to carry on long such an exhaus­ 
tive war as that in Cuba, unlcRS she can draw 
resources from the island itself. The Cubans 
have wisely determined not to supply the 
means for the Spaniards to cut their throats 
with. This may seem a terrible alternative 
and a fearful destruction of valuable property, 
but it is tho natural result of war, and to the 
Cubans may be the price of liberty. It may 
prove a mcrcitul measure in the end, just as 
the terrible, destructive raid of Sherman’s 
army through the Southern States led to the 
immediate closing of our civil war. The revo­ 
lutionary government of Cuba, under Céspe­ 
des, is showing extraordinary vigor and deter­ 
mination. 
We Ije&r from Washington, too, that the 
kdmlmstration is IJkely soon to take a decisive 
course with regard to Cuba. The remarkable 
naval movements in and to the West 
ladies, as well as other movements of 
the government, indicate this. But

and 
therefíTré it is not known on which side 
the government is going to act. There cer­ 
tainly is no necessity for a naval force to sup­ 
port Spain, nor for any action of tho govern­ 
ment whatever for that purpose, even should 
the government be so cruel nnd so far forgot 
its duty to the cause of republican liberty and 
to the sentiment of the American people. 
Spain has been sust'ained too mncji and too 
long, ill an indirect way, in its brutat war upon 
tho Cubans. Any change that may be con­ 
templated, therefore, must be in favor of 
Cuban Independence. Nor havo we any doubt 
that tho Tresident and Congress will soon 
act in accordance with public sentiment in 
this country, and throw tho weight of the gov­ 
ernment on the side of republican liberty and 
the independence of Cuba.

Moran, tho putative and confessed father of the 
unborn child, cdlied upon Mrs. Lozier, and. w ith 
g reat effrontery and every-day. off-hand business 
air, made a proposal to Mrs. I.oaler to hnng about 
prem ature delivery.

A telegram from Ottawa, dated November 18, 
pnblisUed on Friday ^ r n l ^ states on w hat is 
te m e d good authority “ th at there la no tru th in the < 
report from W ashington th at the governm ent of the 
Dominion had threatened retaliatory mea'^nres if 
the present restrictions on com m ercial intercourse 
w as continued by the United States.” The report 
from W ashington, as oonlnlned in the W ashington 
telegram of tho 14th instant, and to w hich the 
Ottawa despatch refers, m ade use of no such w ords 
as “threatened” or “ retaliation.” The ex act ex­ 
pression w as as follows:— 
The Canadian authorities havo notified our gov- 
ernm ent, through official docnm ents, th at unless the 
trade between the tw o countries is arranged so as to 
bo som ew hat reciprocal, they fear they w in be 
unable to w ithstand tho pressure from all p arts of 
the Dominion, urging them to do away w ith the 
system of fishery licenses, and compel A merican 
ffsnermen to rem ain outside of the three mile lim it 
01 the shores of Canada; to establish duty on foreign 
coal, 80 as to give the m arket of W estern C anada to 
Nova Scotia coal. Instead of having it supplied, as at 
present, from Pennsylvania and Ohio; to placo an 
export duty on pine lumber, and an im port duty on 
A merican broadstuffs, a large m arket for w hich u 
now found in Canada, under the present Canadm u 
tariff, the returns from the last year show ing tho 
value of breadstuffs. barley, w heat, Ac.. Im ported 
from tue United States into Canada of |iA 282,60l. 
The authority for the above statem en t is am ple, 
and U contained In the budget speech ol the 
Canadian Finance M inister In th e Dominion Parlta- 
raeut on toe 7tU of May last, in w hich ho said, 
speaking of the com mercial relations betw een the 
United sta te s anu C anada:— 
We may now fairly say to our neighbors, the 
United States, tills sU te of things lias gone on for 
three o r fonr years, but you m ust unilerataiid it can ­ 
not continue. 
The tim e may soon come w hen 
we may require to have a national policy of our 
own, when the exceptional interests to which I havo 
alluded, which are now suffering w ith special sever­ 
ity, will havo to bo couslderod in this House. 
But I 
do not think tno tim e to do this la when we m ay bo 
on the eve of opening up negotiations on the whole 
question. 
These rem arks were made lo deprecation of tho 
attem pts by Members of the House to Impose Uiutes 
on American products. 
W ith special regard to the 
flsherles, a return has Jnst been published by the 
Dominion governm ent in reply to an address of the 
Hou.se of Commons and which is to be laid before 
th a t body in February next, containing reports of 
the Minister of Marino and Fisheries, w hich embody 
several strong declarations as to the tem porary 
character of the flshery license system and urges the 
governm ent to yield to the prayers of m e Nova 
.Scotia flsblng interc.sts by abandoning the license 
system and thus excluding A m erican fishermen 
from their w aters. The Privy CouncU of Canada 
fully endorsed the M inister’s views, saying that, the 
license system “ was adopted on the distinct under­ 
standing th a t unless some satisfactory arrangem ent 
betw een the tw o countries be made during m e 
course of the year this privilege will cease, and all 
conccsslona made in the treaty of 1864 will be liable 
to be w ithdraw n.” And they continue:— 
The Privy Council cannot refrain from respectfully 
impressing upon his Excellency (the Governor Gene­ 
ral) the urgency of com m im lcailng w ithout lurthor 
delay to the Ainerlcan goverum unt the course de­ 
cided on, a.s they feel, should th u not lie done, ad­ 
vantage may be taken to continue tho present sys­ 
tem for still a nother year. Already has decisive action 
been deferred m the hope th a t certain indlcaiiuns 
of a relum ing disposition tow ards renewed com ­ 
m ercial intercourse, which w ere perceptible In tho 
United States, would lead to proposals obviating the 
necessity for any special policy on the fishery,ques­ 
tion. These, however, havo n o t as yet led rt any­ 
thing dctlnite, and the subject being In this lusiauce 
more urgent than when, tw o years ago, U was 
pressed on the decision of the Canadian govern­ 
m ent by Mr. Secretary Cardwell (ilic British Colo­ 
nial Secretary), it is or the highest im porianco that 
no further tim e should be lost. 
The entire pam phlet Is full of expressions of a 
sim ilar character, including the following from Mr. 
MltchelL mo M inister of Marine and F lsh e n e s:- 
Uuder all or these circum stances It is respcctm ily 
but earnestly subm itted w liether the system of 
licensing United States llshtng vessels, avowedly a 
provisional one and implying no. principle, should

Im porters of lumber ana ploughs to the A rgentine 
Republic will be interested to learn th at the reduction 
of duties on those articles la from tw enty-three to 
fifteen per centum —a reduction equal to an average 
of four dollars In gold per thousand feet on lum ber 
and sixty cents In gold on a piongh. 
E xport dntles 
on unw ashed wool and sheepskins have also iioen 
reduced from six to tw o and a half per cent for 1870. 
A pam phlet has just appeared, entitled "R em arks 
concerning the m eans to re-establisli tho declining 
state of eorameree between the Im lted States and 
th e Argentine Republic, by the proper reduction of 
the present tariffs." 
The fact is stated th at the 
quantity ol A rgentine wool purchased by the United 
States w aa only 8,100,000 pounds In 1K07, having been 
nearly 28, 500,000 prevlotw to the adoption of the new 
tariff. 
The pam phlet concludes by pressing upon

tures and trade, os well as beneficial to national 
income and A rgentine producers aud consum ers of 
A merican commodiuos.

W asui.nuton, Nov. 20, 1-03. 
About noon to-day an old genUeman, accompatiied 
by tw o pre.iy little girls, aged respectively about flvo 
aud seven years, called a t the Wlitte House a nd asked 
for an interview with the I’rosideat. The affection­ 
ate care displayed by me old gentlem an lor his Jiitlo 
companions might well have led any one to sup­ 
pose m at he w as their grandfather or other near 
relaUve. Hut a few m om -nts’ talk w ith him w ould 
dispel the Idea. The Interesting little pair were not 
of Uta blood, blit proved to be captives ransom ed 
from mo Kiowa Indiana in 1S08. The old gentleiiian 
was* Col. J. il. Leavenw orth, forracrly one of mo 
Indian agents of our governm ent, who carae to the 
E.xecutlve Mansion lor the purpose of enliarmg tno 
syuipathie.s of tha President in bchall of his tw o 
little w ards. 
Ihesto.’-yof those little children is of more than 
common inicre.st. In January, ls53, a band of m e 
Kiowa In d ian s m ade a raid Into D eaton oonnty, 
Texas, killing and capturing a nnmDer of w hite 
men, women and childrea. 
Among these captives 
were two lamliles—tne Fitzpatricks and tho Longs— 
to oiiher of w hich our tw o little raasom ed children 
m ust belong, tor all the rest know n to have been 
victims to tho raid referred to have been accounted 
for. 
Fitzpatrick, w iih his wila. Infant ooy and two 
little daughters, w as Journeying through Denton 
county at tho tim e of the raid, w hen he w as over- 
taken by tho Indiana, scalped and p u t to death. 
Tho poor wife w as obliged to witness her h usbam rs 
Slaughter, and fell, weeping and lainllug, npon the 
road Bide. 
In this 
coudition she berself was 
butchered, and the brains of her llttlo boy dashed 
out on a rock. Tne tw o girls w ere com initw a to 
the tender mercies of ths Kiowa sucaivs, who 
w rapped them up la biankcu and bore them off 
into cajitlvtty. 
Colonel Leaven wortli, tho agent of our govern- 
n 'u t a t the tim e In th a t reglón, soon h e ar! of tno 
mirage that had beea com m itted and comniancod 
proccedingB to obtain the release of thocapiives. 
Our story, however, m ust be conducd to the tw o lU- 
:le girls referred to above. 
Colonci L eavenw onh happen ed to m eet the Kiowa 
chieftain, Fara-ga-aoit, and abruptly catechized him 
relative to me m urder of the w nucs lu Dcutou 
county and the abflactlon of children. 
“ Why did you kill the w hite m an and his wlfo and 
pappo'jsc, who w ere travelUng along the road 
in Denton, and carry away tUclr tw o liitlo chit, 
tjrea?" said Leavenw orth to the chleltaiu, in Indian 
dialect. 
At this Para-ea-3olt hold dow n hU hoad and, tu rn ­ 
ing to a squaw th at wa.s w ith him, said to nor:— 
“ How does tho Cray Ca.gie (the Inulau nam e given 
to Colonel Lcavenwortli) know this r” 
Colonel Leavenworth, who understood the tongne 
perfectly, on hearing this rem ark of tlie ch icfuln, 
knew m at Para-ga-solt w as m e leadar of the band 
that had committed tho outrage and rcbnkcd him 
severely lor having been concerned in It. The In- 
diau h ^ d down his head remorsefully and rom aluc 1 
Silent. 
Colonel L cavenw irtn asked the c'uleftaiu 
w hat he had none w ith tae two liiUe caildrcn, and 
heard m a t they were in the custody of some of tho 
sqa.iws of the tribe. 
Tho Colonel then dem anded 
their reloase, a t mo samo Ume offering to psv 
hamlsome ransom , tnougb onr governm ent did not 
allow any rem nneration to be paid for captives laid 
by the Indians. Co.ouel L.iiycnw orth know well 
that there would be no hopo of ever o btalirng their 
re!ca.so otherwlae, ana, th at had ned em an did the;r 
siineiider on any other term s, the Indinns would 
have slauahtercd the cliÜaroD rath er than give th»ui 
up. Tho Indian chief prom ised to relca.se tha hitie 
gii'is and departed. 
ODo day while Colonel Leavenw orth was ahsent 
from ni.s agcacr, soma tw enty raiies away, some of 
tho Indians brougtit to bis secruiprr th'; tw o litile 
giriri and released them. 
As the cnildrcn w ere too 
young for a roan to take care of, m e secretary sent 
mem to a friendly squaw, called Chejenno Jenny, 
wi:n directions to w a;ch over them la tho mopt at- 
tenavc manner. Tiiev had u t been long rn tlo r tne 
(. ,.e 1)1 till» eqnaw when th s Indiana carae aorsn and 
carried the ctutdrcu off. Colonel l.oavcnw onh, on 
rofarning to tu» agency and hearin»; of this act, was 
both gnevc l and lucsi.sod, hut teit more m an ever 
deslrons of reieasiag the poor little orphan children, 
lie made a ijeco.nl ctTori, therefore, and wa* re­ 
warded 
w ith 
success. 
Three

fonuuately, however, l>eaycnworth found himscii 
m mo same embarra-ising llx us his secretary.

Ad w ent well for a while, and tho colonel 
hoped m at bis warda would bo safely cared for until 
p'lch tunc a°^ be could send them into some ciyllized 
place w arre their proper iraining would tie attended

Put one day chovenne Jenny came running to 
m e agency, with team in her eves and m oauing oit- 
mriy. 
it wae m e sam e story over again. Tn* ' 
diaui had visited her place 
and run off ■ 
the children once 
mor*. 
The poor squaw, 
had become deeply attached to the gins, seeiard 
heart broxen, and Colonel Leavenw orth liimaelf 
was scarcely ics, aifected. A lte ra d bis exertloi 
it waa too bad to I.ave the Utile orphans, who ha 
b c'n twice released, offain captirea. Jn ihis stra 
a friendly Indian chief volunteered hi.s aaslstanc . 
He told Leavenworth not to lam ent, for he (the 
Chief) would s f i l i a i the children should be givei 
up for good. 
iTila chief started off m pursuit, am 
til the lucantimo Colonel l.csvenw orth had sent m ci 
-cngcr.s lor lul.itary snpport, but in vain. On flimsy 
preie.xts the railuary autuontiea of the d lsiru t 
rcru u 'i to give aid. no i after a while t.'oioncl Ixta- 
venworlh found hitnsed alone and surround 'f by 
nearly iS.iXw Indians, some of whom were inendiy 
to him.

The Emperor or Austria sst out yesterday for 


Vienna, on his return from Suez. 


Onr flies from Encland supply exhausted aetalis 


of the recaption of her Majesty the Empress of 
France m Cairo, besides describing the splendid 
fries which were observed by the Viceroy and peo- 
ple in her fconoj. Sir Samuel Baker, tne African 
traveller and Nile river explorer, 'joined the French 
royal party. An English traveller la the Suez Canal 
states ms experiences on tue trip, with his opinion 
of the great wort. 


The Snez Canal Inaugnration fleet, forty-five 


steam vessels, arrived at Suez yesterday, after very 
little trouDle,Sanu in good order. The depth of 
water in the canal ranges from twenty to twenty- 
five feet, and may be deepened. The arrangements 
along the liae are excellent. Waghorn's statne will 
be erected to-day. The Empress of France will 
return through the canal with the aeet. 


Cuba. 


Cholera, yellow fever and small-pox are raging 


fearfully at Santiago de Cuba, Soo deaths having 
occurred from cholera alone within the period of 
thirty clays. It -was found Impossible to give the 
dead proper sepnltnre, the bodies being covered 
only with a few inches of earth. As a consequence 
the stench from the cemetery lias almost become a 
pestilence. The Cubans ic the interior profess to be 
confident of sneeeas and are giving the Spanish 
troops much trouble. 


Deinerarii. 


A cargo of 476 coolies, sent out by an agent from 


Calcutta, has arrived at Demerara- The scheme 
meets with no favor and will prove a great Joss. 
The Governors of Bermuda, Barbados and Jamaica 
proposed to send convicts from those islands to 
Demerara to serve ont their sentences, Demerara to 
receive tlie benefit ot their labor, but the Governor 
declined to have the colony transformed into a penal 
setttemeut, 


Venezuela. 


The government forces have succeeded in regain- 


Ing possession of Maracaibo, and that port is again 
open to commerce. 


Miscellaneous* 


Judge Dent, the conservative candidate for Gov- 


ernor of Mississippi, la confident 01 being elected by 
20,000 majoritj. He says the niteenth amendment is 
sure to be ratified by the conservatives il they carry 
the Legislature. 


The attention of government haa been called to the 


condition of Indian affairs in Montana, as a general 
outbreak among the tribes In the Territory is con- 
sidered imminent. It Is proposed to invest the Ter- 
ritorial authorities with power to try Indian offend- 
ers under formal indictment, and [if found guilty to 
deal with them as in the case of white citizens. 


It is asserted la San Francisco that the govern- 


ment steamer Newbern, on her last trip Irom 
Alaska, brought down a quantity of whiskey, 
which was passed as coal oil, government officials 
•baring in the profits of tue fraud. 


On Thanksgiving Day a tornado occurred at 


Georgetown, Colorado, which laid a large portion of 
the town in ruins. One person was killed and sev- 
eral were Bcrlonsly Injured. Houses were demol- 
ished in every direction, and amonz the buildings 
destroyed was the new Episcopal church. 


An unsuccessful attempt has been made to bond 


$130,000 of the million dollars' worth of sugar seized

Turkey and f JSsypt— Complications Revived. 


The difficulty 
between, the 
Sxdtan and 


Ticeroy is yet far from being amicably and 
harmoniously settled. Although, temporarily 
quieted by outside pressure pending the pre- 
parations for and ceremonies of the opening 
of the Suez Canal, its revival may be ex- 
pected at any time thereafter. In the com- 
prehensive schedule of tributary duty enun- 
ciated in the first a,nd insisted upon in the 
second note addressed to the Viceroy last 
summer, it became evident that the Sultan, 
was determined to humiliate his royal vassal 
by exacting conditions which would wound 
his amour propre, and place Egypt in 
the same position as other less important 
provinces of the 
Ottoman empire. 
An 


ancient firman, unearthed for .the occa- 
sion, was held threateningly over Ismail 
Pacha's head, and a strict compliance with 
and adherence to its odious conditions de- 
manded as the price of the Sultan's favor 
and the essential for future tranquillity. 


The Commander of the Faithful believes 


that had European Powers evinced a favor- 
able disposition to the overtures 
of his 


ambitious vassal nothing less than, a modern 
Egyptian empire, with Ismail at its head, 
was the end and aim contemplated. Heace 
his \rrath. Hence his determination to rebuke 
those dangerous aspirations, and to insist 
upon the specifications of those firmans which 
conferred hereditary administration upon the 
family of the Viceroy. The idea of inde- 
pendent rule m:ist be crushed out; the fresh 
blown glories derived as the presiding spirit 
and the grand master of the ceremonies at 
the inauguration of the Suez Canal, and those 
dreams of future greatness which Ismail no 
doubt indulged in witnessing the gorgeous 
pageant, must be dissipated by another ulti- 
matum, which, we are told, will order the 
acceptance of the Turkish proposals without 
condition, or a suspension from the viceroy- 
ally as the consequence of refusal. 


It will be remembered that the second note 


of rebuke despatched by the Grand Vizier in 
the name of the Sultan declared his satisfaction 
with the Viceroy's assurances of fidelity made 
in answer to the first complaint; but that satis- 
faction was materially qualified by the press- 
ing of certain points in the imperial missive 
which left no doubt that the Sultan was not 
satisfied with the explanation. 
Notwithstand- 


ing the conciliatory response of the Khedive, 
setting forth that he had never sought to trans- 
gress his rights and duties as defined by impe- 
rial firmans; that he was sensible and grate- 
ful for favors received, and had regulated his 
conduct according to the will and orders of 
his Majesty; notwithstanding his many ex- 
pressions of fidelity and devotion—Lhis frank 
explanation which he hoped would remove 
unfavorable impressions produced by unjust 
accusations—he must give further proof of his 
loyalty. His appeal to the clemency and gen- 
erosity of his master, and his avowed readi- 
ness to come and lay his most respectful hom- 
age at the foot of his Majesty's throne, were 
answered by the renewal of terms which we 
were disposed to consider as imperious, arbi- 
trary and oppressive. These were as fol- 
lows :—The Egyptian army must be reduced; 
not more than thirty thousand needle guns 
must be ordered; all other arms and iron-clads 
that had been bargained for must bo counter- 
manded; taxes must be imposed and collected 
in the name of the Sultan only; the financial 
budget and contracts for foreign loans subject 
to his approval and authorization; better 
treatment must be guaranteed to Mussulman 
pilgrims to and from the Holy Shrine; and 
lastly, no direct official intercourse must be 
held by the Viceroy with foreign Powers. 
After a due compliance with these terms and 
the assurance of a faithful observance thereof, 
the note in question graciously announced that 
the homage and visit of the Viceroy would be 
acceptable at Constantinople. 


The Suez Canal movement and the earnest 


counsels of friendly Powers were instrumental 
in tiding over the crisis which ihen appeared 
imminent. The Viceroy did not accept all the 
conditions required, nor did he absolutely re- 
fuse any. He did not go to Constantinople, 
nor did the Sullan demand then and there the 
enforcement of the foregoing stipulations. The 
storm was lulled, but it has not passed over; 
and now when the celebrations of the great 
canal are terminated we are to realize its con- 
quences. The ire of Abdul Aziz, stirred up 
while the Viceroy was visiting the courts of 
Europe last summer, and but ill concealed 
while tlie honors ot the occasion, were being

Were several interested powers of Europe in 


a less critical condition as regards the preserv- 
ation of peace; were France at liberty to fol- 
low her inclinations and sympathies, and were 
it not essential for the lime being that tran- 
quillity should prevail until Napoleon shall have 
have passed through the ordeal of reform, which 
his government is now undergoing, it would 
be no difficult matter to foresee the isgue of 
these exactions on the part of Turkey, and to 
predicate an opinion, amounting almost to a 
certainty, that they would be met with an in- 
dignant ref'sal from Egypt. 
Unfortunately 


for the Khedive, neither France nor Eng- 
land is prepared for a rupture on this 
question; and while their mediation might 
moderate the demands of the Sultan, it is not 
probable that they will energetically protest 
against the humiliation of the vassal. Without 
the hearty support of a powerful ally it would 
be feckless in the Viceroy to defy his master, 
and, as the part of prudence and wisdom, we 
shall expect his submission. In this, however, 
we see no promise of a permanent reconcilia- 
tion. 
Such humiliations, if endured for the 


present, will embitter his spirit, stimulate him 
to renewed exertions towards securing the aid 
of European potentates, and prompt him to 
strike for independent royalty whenever a 
favorable opportunity shall be presented. 


The Sultan is promoting the germs of future 


complications, which are to end in a struggle 
for the mastery of the Suez Canal, and which 
in their importance must enlist several of the 
great Powers of Europe. Ismail Pacha, con- 
scious of the future of Egypt and of his own 
coming importance in the destiny of that coun- 
try, may well afford to bide his time, make 
concessions and submissions to his jealous 
master, and do everything to prevent a rupture 
at this time. 
Patience and prudence will 


yield an abundant harvest of good at no distant 
day; and the time will come, if we may bs 
allowed to indulge in the most reasonable 
speculation, when the jurisdiction of the Sub- 
lime Porte shall cease to enthrall-this "land of 
promise," and no Oriental master shall ques- 
tion the right of Egypt's sovereign to use the 
public treasure whenever he may see fit 
for the advancement of national enterprises. 
The designs of the Sultan, actuated by a 
natural desire to continue control over a tribu- 
tary Power which promises to become a source 
of immense revenue to his government, will be 
tolerated only just so far as the present neces- 
sities of the European situation require. The 
sovereignty and independence of Egypt -Will be 
accomplished whenever the free operation of 
the canal and the interest of neighboring Pow- 
ers shall make it expedient to guarantee for 
the enterprise that security and liberal direc- 
tion which it will hardly experience while 
under the control, directly or indirectly, of the 
Ottoman empire. 


City Politics—Tho Coming Charter Hie ction. 


In another column will be found, under the 


head of "City Politics," a review of the prin- 
cipal field of strife in the coming charter 
election. The offices of Civil and Police Jus- 
tices are very important, and the questions 
coming up in judical connection therewith, 
whether criminally or civilly, often involve 
very serious consequences to the citizens. 
It 


is, therefore, eratifying to know that in the 
host of candidates there are prominently pres- 
ent men who are in every respect fitted for the 
positions they seek. The field is almost entirely 
open to democratic candidates, but there is 
enough of them to pick and choose from. 
Tammany may not nominate the best men, but 
then the fault will be its own, and it must be 
held responsible for any mistakes it may make 
in this matter.

Dr. Livingstone's Ueport—Bi«covenr of th 


Soorcea of the Nile. 


We reproduced yesterday from the Londo 


Post of November 9 the report of Dr. Living 
stone on his explorations and tho sources 
the Nile. This report was read on the even 
ing ot the 8th inst., at the opening meetin; 
of the Royal Geographical Society, in th 
Theatre of the Royal Institution, London 
Sir E. Murchison, tho 
president, in tin 


chair. The Count de Paris, the Duke of Wei 
lington, Sir Bartle Frere and Mr. Crawford 
M. P., were among the crowded and fashion 
able attendance on this memorable occasion 


Dr. Livingstone's report is dated "Nea 


Lake Bangweolo, South Central Africa, July 
18G8." It begins with a reference to hii 
despatch dated February, 18G7, in which hi 
had recorded his impression that he was then 
on the watershed between the Zambesi and 
either the Congo or the Nile. 
More extendec 


observation subsequently convinced him tha 
his impression was essentially correct, an< 
with his habitual modesty he announces one 
of the most glorious discoveries in the annali 
of 
modern, 
geographical 
exploration 
by 


Baying:—"I think I may safely assert that 
the 
chief 
sources 
of 
the 
Nile 
arise 


between ten degrees and twelve degrees south 
latitude, or nearly in the position assigned to 
them by Ptolemy, whose river Khapta is pro- 
bably the Eovuma." The short sketch of his dis- 
coveries which he then proceeds to give conclu- 
sively shows that the springs of the Nile have 
hitherto been searched for very much too far 
to the north. 
"They rise some four hundred 


miles south of the most southerly portion of the 
Victoria Nyanza, and, indeed, south of all the 
lakes except Bangweolo." 
We need not reca- 


pitulate the details of Dr. Livingstone's jour- 
ney from the valley of the Loangwa over the 
upland space some three hundred and Cffy 
miles square, south of Lake Tanganyika; the 
country of Usango, east of that space; the 
southern end of the great valley enclosed be- 
tween Usango and the Kone range; across the 
Charnbeze in ten degrees thirty-four minutes 
south, and its confluents south and north, with 
theirAippopotami; the mountains of Rua ; the 
upland, on the northern slope of which he dis- 
covered on the 2d of April, 1867, Lake 
Liemba, in the midst of "as perfect a natural 
paradise as Xenophon could have desired;" 
and of this a full and minute description 
is given; 
towards 
the 
west 
of Tan- 


ganyika, avoiding the district disturbed by a 
war between the chief of Itawa and a party of 
ivory traders from Zanzibar; his visit to 
Nisama, the chief of Itawa; to Lake Moero ; 
to Cazembe, and north towards Ujiji, which he 
could not reach on account of the inundations. 
Dr. Livingstone gives a vivid account of the in- 
undations which obliged him to return to Cam- 
beze. Only one of his attendants would ac- 
company him as far as he was able to go ; the 
others on various pretences absconded. "The 
fact 13," he says, "they are all tired of this 
everlasting tramping, and so verily am I. 
Were it not for an inveterate dislike to give in 
to difficulties without doing my utmost to over- 
come them I would abscond too. I comfort 
myself with the hope that by making tho 
country and people baltar known I am, doing 
good, and by imparting a little knowledge oc- 
casionally I may be working In accordance 
with the plans of an all-embracing Providence." 
la such simple and noble language does the illus- 
trious explorer reveal the secret motives of the 
ambition, which leads him to expose his life in 
behalf of science and the welfare of mankind. It 
is not at all surprising that this passage and 
other eloquent passages in his report were 
greeted with applause at the meeting of the 
Koyal Geographical Society. The justifiable 
complaints which Dr. Livingstone makes of 
certain persons who have fallen into ridiculous 
blunders by tampering with his mathematical 
observations also provoked and merited sym- 
pathy. 
To a postscript he consigns in a char- 


acteristic style, under the head of "Always 
something new from Africa," an allusion to his 
discovery of a large tribe that lives in under- 
ground houses in Rua. Many other travellers 
would have written a volume about such a 
discovery, but Dr. Livingstone contents him- 
self with a brief mention of it. The whole 
civilized world will rejoice in the announce- 
ment by the President of the Royal Geographi- 
cal Society that the great problem of the 
sources of the Nile has been solved—-that the 
road is open to his illustrious friend, whose 
return, ho said, might be expected within a few 
months, and who would receive a welcome 
such as few Englishmen have ever expe- 
rienced.

News and Humors About Cuba. 


It is evident from our correspondence from 


Cuba that the revolutionary patriots are more 
determined and are exhibiting more vigor than 
the rest of the world gives them credit for. 
They are burning the sugar plantations, and 
even their own property, in order to weaken 
their enemies by cutting off the resources the 
Spaniards have been relying upon. This is 
touching the Spaniards in a tender place, for 
they have been calculating upon seizing the 
sugar crops and other productions for the 
means to carry on the war. In other words, 
they intended to slaughter the Cubans and to 
subjugate them if possible by using the wealth 
of these very Cubans for that purpose. Spain 
is too poor to carry on long such an exhaus- 
tive war as that in Cuba, unless she can draw 
resources from the island itself. 
The Cubans 


have wisely determined not to supply the 
means for the Spaniards to cut their throats 
with. 
This may seem a terrible alternative 


and a fearful destruction of valuable property, 
but it is the natural result of war, and to the 
Cubans may be the price of liberty. It may 
prove a merciful measure in the end, just as 
the terrible, destructive raid of Sherman's 
army through the Southern States led to the 
immediate closing of our civil war. 
The revo- 


lutionary government of Cuba, under Cespe- 
des, is showing extraordinary vigor and deter- 
mination. 


We hear from Washington, too, that the 


administration is likely soon to take a decisive 
course with regard to Cuba. The remarkable 
naval movements in and 
to 
the West 


ladies, as well as other movements of 
the government, indicate this. But it is 
said the object 
is 
kept 
secret, 
and 


therefore it is not known on which side 
the government is going to act. There cer- 
tainly is no necessity for a naval force to sup- 
port Spain, nor for any action of the govern- 
ment whatever for that purpose, even should 
the government be so cruel and so far forget 
its duty to the cause of republican liberty and 
to the sentiment of the American people. 
Spain has been sustained too much and too 
long, in an indirect way, in its brutal war upon 
the Cubans. Any change that may be coa- 
templatsd, therefore, must be in favor of 
Cuban independence. Nor have we any doubt 
that the President and Congress will soon 
act in accordance with public sentiment in 
this country, aad throw tho weight of the gov- 
ernment on the side of republican liberty and 
the independence of Cuba.

able Heart, and contributes ireely and witli a lavish 
fcaud toward the maintenance of institutions wnose 
primary object it is to succor the afflicted and to 
tender assistance to the thousands who are counted 
among "God's poor" In the metropolis. Its numer- 
ous chanties ana charitable institutions, private 
•and public, which will compare favorably with those 
•or any otlier city m the world, attest the trutn of 
•this assertion; but, notwithstanding ail this, a linK 
IsyetwantinstomaKe tne golden cliain complete, 
-and that is a foundling Hospital under State protec- 
tion and support. Years ago public sentiment iu 
this country appeared to be decidedly averse to snch 
•an establishment, but zhsl same public sentiment 
has nndergone a wonderful change of late, until now 
there seems to be but one opinion on the sub- 
ject. The opponents of foundling hospitals were 
wont to contend, that they were simply an eacourage- 
tneat for nanataral parents to discard their chll- 
-dren; that they were temptations to licentiousness, 
-ana that, assnch, they exerted an unfavorable iufln- 
•ence on morality; while, on -the other hand, the ad- 
vocates of the institutions assert tnat their absence 
in a great city llKe ours tends to an increase of 
Infanticide and abortion, and that their existence is 
& Tjowerlul prevention of these two terrible crimes, 
.and, what is bettor than mere assertion, bring for- 
•ward facts to prove that they are right. Indeed, tne 
latter need-only point to the statistics of infanticide 
in this city ror the past, few years, which, has 
Increased with most awaiting rapidity from year to 
year, and then to a conntrv lite Russia, where the 
"property devoted to tlie support, maintenance 
and education of foundlings Is said to amount 
to $500,000,000, and -where infanticide and abortion 
are almost nntnown." Almost every large city in 
Europe has one or more hospitals of the kind, and 
•wherever they exist infanticide prevails in a lar less 
degree than where they are not tolerated. Estab- 
lishments for foundlings existed as distinct institu- 
tions as early cs tlie sixth century, and tbe first one 
f&nnaed Sa Milan was in 757, by a priest, "m order 
to prevent infanticide," Xow .Milan has lier Hospi- 
tal or tlie Holy Guost, Lyons her Hotel Diea, Rome 
her Santo Spinto. London her "Guardian" and 
Jioscow and St. .Petersburg their Vospiiatelafll Dom, 
and yet Sew Tort is tue only city of importance in 
tae world which has seen fit, up to me present time, 
to shut Its eyes to the advantages to be-denved 
from institutions of a similar character in her 
midst.

st.re'HS and gutters and out-ol-tlie-way places. 


ESTAT1I.1S115SEST OP THE HOSrlTAI. 
Among those who saw that tne only reaieuy for 
the existing evil was a Foundling Hospital were 
the 
Sisters or Chanty, who, as every one 
imows, are always lirst in every movement 
that tends to ameliorate the condition 01 tne 
•wretched and the fallen. One of them, bister 
Iiene determined to do all thai lay in her power to 
tailueace the establishment of an asylum for the 
little ones in the city, but now the thing was to be 
done was tlie question. She Knew quite wen it 
•would require considerable money to begin with, 
anu an abundant exchequer to continue tlie institu- 
tion once it liaa begun. However, believing tiiut a 
worK that cannot bnt be pleasing in tne sign-- 01 
God would not be allowed to lall by Him who so loved 
litue children, she laid oat our plans and resolved 
to open a loundling hospital on a small scale at 
first Honing tnat the ciiaruy of all good people 
•would Tirove so abundant as to justify an enlarce- 
menc 01 the institution in due time. Sue selected 
taree other Sisters to join her in the undertaking, 
and with their hearts lull or confidence iu God, and 
tut with not a dollar to commence operations, U;ey 
cast about them forasuilaule honse. Thev Una ly 
obtained one Xo. 17 East Iwelfth street, and on cue 
lltu of lasl October installed themselves therein, 
intelligence of tlie Good Sisters' intentions soon 
reached the ears ol their many menas-waose 
Lames axe leRioa-and in a short tune they were 
•presented wiUi farmture for their rooms and contrl- 
huuons began, to flow in upon them from all bides. 
Tne second night alter they Had tateen possession of 
toe honse and put tlieir plate on the <loor with this 
Inscription, "Foundling Hospital, by the Sisters of 
Ctiarity" and beiore they were able to make the 
Blichtes't preparation for the reception of the chil- 
dren the oeil rang loudly, and one the Sisters going 
out found a baue at>out.a weeK old on tne steps. 
The little ming was taken in and cared for, and had 
to beKept in tne warm kitchen In default or more 
suitable quarters. By tue aid ol kino, mends, 
and many of mem, however, the bisters iu 
a few days were pretty well supplied witk all that 
waS necessary to maKe the children welcome, and 
the HERALD'S frequent notices of the establishment 
canned contributions to flow in rapidly. One gen- 
tleman promised to furnish the house with all the 
mils: needed lor a year to come; another sent a 
chest filled with all sorts of medicines for the little 
ones- another presented a few iron cribs, and others 
aeaiu bed clothing and many other various articles, 
ot which the Sisters stood sorely in need. Heaven 
evidently smiled on th'e institution from the start 
Aft«r two weeks iiad passed by from the time the 
' nouse was opened eighteen children had been left 
;ln the crib that is nightly placed In the vestibule- 
~of tne House lor the reception of "strangers," and 
. on Saturday there were twenty-nine in the nouse. 


ITS OBJECTS. 
It should be well understood that the institution 
•was not founded lor tlie reception ot all sorts of 
rcliildren. Its primary object is to save the lives of 
; "ttte little innocent tilings who, in nine cases out of 
• "Sen. would oe destroyed by their inhuman parents 
'-.at lorth were mere no place in tlie city where they 
could be left without exposing the latter's shame. 
••The Sisters have been called npon by poor women 
"Who nave babes from two to three months old, and 
Tfjio were uuder the impression that they could 
3eavc their cliilaren at the bouse to bs cared lor. Men 
also, whose wives liave died, leaving behind them 
-Inliiuts, have offered the Sisters a regular income to 
-SaKe 
care of their 
babes, bnt, of course, 
their outers were refused. The fact is, the 
Sisters are not workmc for money, nor is 
their honse to be considered an asylum where 
every mother who is either too poor or on willing to 
support lier babe, already months old. can fje relieved 
Iroin the burden. Had tae Sisters a building of siif- 
acieni. dimensions, aad ample Junds to support it, 
tlieywouia glaaiy receive all mlants brought to 
Ihetr doors; bat under their present very limited 
circumstances thev would be doing an injustice to 
the iDiOnrs who are discarded by their parents as 
birth or within a weeK or so alterwards, to receive 
children of any otlier class. As matters now stand, 
it is their intention only to accept babes under three 
•weeks old or .thereabouts. Ill deciding npoa tins 
course tltey are pained to thiaK tliat they are com- 
pelled br<clrcaiasuinees to reiuse any child aflrais- 
: slon bnt the time is not yet, although it undoubt- 
': edly will fee. when by State or city aid tney will nave 
, a building of auuicicnt extent to accommodate all 
t> tcmers. 
IKE PRESENT CONDITION. 
The house inow. occupied by the Sisters Is not large 
^t'oujfn. to nsaet even tne present demands upon tue 
Institution. iu.aJewweeKs mere will undoubtedly 
teiiboul fifty .children in tne house, and how accom- 
modations can be furnished for a greater number in 
tnewalace is a Jjneenon which is just now sorely puz- 
zlirJr- the charitable managers.

Before it was established scarcely a oay passed by 
that the body of a dead inlaut was not found stuffeci 
awav in an ash barrel, under a stoop, or floating 
under the docus. TUe fact l Hat many oflhe twenty- 
nine children were lew-in tne crib of the liospaal 
witniu from a hall hour to taree hours of their birtlx 
suff-ests the inquiry as to wfiat their guilty parents 
woaid have uone with them had there been no place 
to sead them without exposing themselves to dis- 
covery. They, poor little things, would certainly 
have "one the way hundreds of imants have 
cone in years past, aad whose fate 
is re- 
corded in the Coroner's office under ihe stereo- 
tvped heading of "Found dead." The worfc begun 
by the sister Irene 13 one that calls upon the chari- 
tv of every one who would wish to do good. It is not 
sectarian ia its purposes, and so its well wishers and 
fneaas saould be confined to no one class oi persons. 
The Sisters have taSeu upon tnemselves a gigantic 
worK aud they cannot bear it all witaoat ihe help 
of those wlio can and saoald assist them. There are 
many ways by which they can be helped along.

Sew YotS city, with all its badness, Has a cnarlt- 


able Heart, and contributes ireely and witli a lavish 
fcand toward the maintenance of institutions wnose 
primary object it is to succor the afflicted and to 
tender assistance to the thousands who are counted 
among "God's poor" In the metropolis. Its numer- 
ous chanties and charitable institutions, private 
•and public, which, mil compare favorably with tliose 
•or any otlier city m the worla, attest the trutn of 
.toss assertion; but, notwithstanding ail this, a linK 
IsyetwantinsrtoniaKe tne golden cliain complete, 
-and tnat is a fonndlins hospital under State protec- 
tion ana support. Years ago public sentiment iu 
this country appeared to be decidedly averse to soch 
•an establishment, but zusl same public sentiment 
has undergone a wonderful change of late, until now 
there seems to be but one opinion on the sub- 
ject. The opponents of foundling Hospitals were 
wont to contend that Uiey were simply an encourage- 
tneut lor nnnataral parents to discard their chll- 
-dren; that they were temptations to licentiousness, 
.ana that, assncu, they exerted an unfavorable infln- 
•enee on morality; while, on -the other hand, the ad- 
vocates of the institutions assert tnat their absence 
in a great city llKe ours tends to an increase of 
Infanticide and abortion, and that their existence is 
& Tjowerlul prevention of these two terrible crimes, 
.and, what is bettor than mere assertion, bring for- 
•ward facts to prove that they are right. Indeed, tne 
latter need-only point to the statistics of infanticide 
in this city for the past, few years, which, has 
Increased with most awaiting rapidity from year to 
year, and then to a countrv llfce Russia, where the 
"property devoted to tlie support, maintenance 
and education of foundlings Is said to amount 
to $500,000,000, and where infanticide and abortion 
are almost nntnown." Almost every large city in 
Europe has one or more hospitals of the kind, and 
•wherever they exist infanticide prevails in a lar less 
degree than where they are not tolerated. Estab- 
lishments for foundlings existed as distinct institu- 
tions as early cs the sixth century, and tbe first one 
f&unded Sa Milan was in 757, by a priest, "in order 
to prevent infanticide." Xow .Milan Has lier Hospi- 
tal or tlie Holy Guost, Lyons her Hotel Dieu, Rome 
her Santo Spinto. London her "Guardian" and 
Koscow and St. .Petersburg their Vospuatelufll Dom, 
and yet Sew Tort is the only city of importance in 
tae world which, has seen fit, up to the present time, 
to shut Its eyes to tne advantages to be-denred 
from institutions of a similar character in her 
inidst.

Trite, the public press, compelled to it by 
the frightful incrcass of the crime of mlanticie in the 
cirv has raised its powerful voice more than once, 
b»-'ging substantial pity for the little ones; but tlie 
feeling aroused, in the lervor ol tne moment was 
allowed to grow cold ana finally almost to die out 
altogether until occasionally excited to greater in- 
tensity when tne police renorls showed a steauy 
increase ia ttte number or bases found dead m tlie 
st.re'HS and gutters and out-ol-tue-way places. 


ESTAT1L.1S115SEST OP THE HOSPITAL. 
Among those wuo saw that tne only remeuy for 
the existing evil was a Foundling Hospital were 
the 
Sisters of 
Chanty, who, as every one 
imows, are always lirsc in every movement 
that tends to ameliorate the condition 01 tne 
•wretched and the fallen. One of them, bister 
Iiene determined to do all thai lay in her power to 
tailuence the establishment of an asylum for the 
little ones in the city, but now the tiling was to be 
done was tlie question. She Knew quite well it 
•would require considerable money to begin with, 
anu an abundant exchequer to continue Hie institu- 
tion once it liaa begun. However, believing tiiut a 
worK that cannot bnt be pleasing in tne sign-- 01 
God would not be allowed to lall by Him who so loved 
little children, she laid oat onr plans and resolved 
to open a lonndling hospital on a small scale at 
first Honing tnat the ciiaruy of all good people 
•would Tirove so abundant as to justify an enlarce- 
menc 01 the institution in due time. Sue selectee 
taree otucr Sisters to join lier in the undertaking, 
and with their hearts lull or confidence in God, and 
tut with not a dollar to commence operations, U;ey 
cast about them forasuilaule honse. Tliev linn ly 
obtained one Xo. 17 East Iwelfl* street, and on cue 
3UU of lasl October installed themselves therein, 
intelligence of the Good Sisters' intentions soon 
reached the ears ol their many mends-wuose 
names axe legion-ana m a short tune they were 
•nrescnted wiUi furniture for their rooms and contrl- 
huuons began to flow innpon ttem from all bides. 
Tne second night alter they had taken possession of 
the honse and put tneir plate on the <loor with this 
Inscription, "Foundling Hospital, by the Sisters of 
Chanty" and beiore they were able to make the 
Kliehtest preparation for tbe reception of the chil- 
dren the oeil rang loudly, and one the Sisters going 
out found a baue atiouta weeK old on tne steps. 
The little thing was taken in and cared for, and had 
to beKept in tne warm Mtctten In default of more 
suitable quarters. By the aid ol kino, mends, 
and many of mem, however, the bisters iu 
a few days were pretty well supplied with all that 
wal necessary to maKe the children welcome, and 
the HEHALD'S frequent notices of tlie establishment 
canned contributions to flow in rapidly. One gen- 
tleman promised to furnish the house with all the 
mils: needed lor a year to come; another sent a 
chest filled with all sorts of medicines for the little 
ones- another presented a few iron cribs, and others 
aeaiu bed clothing and many other various articles, 
ot which the Sisters stood sorely in need. Heaven 
evidently smiled on tlie institution from the start 
Aft«r two weeks iiad passed by from the time the 
' nouse was opened eighteen children had been left 
;ln the crib that is nightly placed In the vestibule- 
~of tne House lor the reception of "strangers," and 
. on Saturday there were twenty-nine in the nouse. 


ITS OBJECTS. 
It should be well understood that the institution 
•was not founded lor the reception ot all sorts of 
rcliildren. Its primary object is to save the lives of 
; "the little innocent tilings who, iu nine cases out of 
• "Sen. would oe destroyed by their inhuman parents 
'-.at iortu were mere no place in the city where they 
could be left without exposing the latter's shame. 
•-The Sisters have been called npon by poor women 
*wjio nave babes from two to three months old, and 
Tfjio were uuder the impression that they could 
3eavc their chilaren at tae House to bs cared lor. Men 
also, whose wives have died, leaving behind them 
-Inliiuts, have ottered the Sisters a regular income to 
-SaKe 
care of their 
babes, bnt, of course, 
their offers were refused. 
The fact is, the 
Sisters are not workmc for money, nor is 
tkeir honse to be considered an asylum where 
every mother who is either too poor or on willing to 
support lier babe, already months old. can fje relieved 
Iroin the burden. Had tae Sisters a building of suf- 
acieni. dimensions, and ample Innds to support it, 
tlieywouia glaaiy receive all mlants brought to 
Iheitr doors; bat under their present very limited 
circumstances tnev would be doing an injustice to 
the luionrs who are discarded by their parents as 
birth or within a weeK or so alterwards, to receive 
children of any otlier class. As matters now stand, 
it is their intention only to accept babes under three 
•weeks old or , thereabouts, J" deciding npon this 
course tltey are pained to tninK that they are com- 
pelled bF<clrctimsuinees to reinse any child aflmis- 
: slon bnt the time is not yet, although, it undoubt- 
': edly will fee. when by State or city aid tney will have

IKE PRESENT CONDITION. 
The house inow. occupied by the Sisters Is not large

Before it was established scarcely a oay passed by 
tlSt the body of a dead inlaut was not found stuffeci 
awav in an ash barrel, under a stoop, or floating 
under the docus. The fact I hat many oUtte twenty- 
nine children were lew-m tne crib of the hospaal 
witniu from a hall hour to taree hours of their birtlx 
suff-ests the inquiry as to what their guilty parents 
woaid have uone with them had there been no place 
to send them without exposing themselves to dis- 
covery. They, poor little things, would certainly

Such men wete uot generally possessed 
or much moral culture or rcfinctl qualities, yet 
when preparing for tneir battles they co:i«uereil 
their desires, abandoned for the time tlieir depraved 
associations, and witu an iron will restrained ihetr 
otherwise violent passions. Vet while men should 
strive to vanquish the temptations that surrouncied 
tnem there siiould nevertheless be no want ol lorce 
on their pare, for by men's own eaergy were they 
made strong. Men Having intense convictions in 
resard to the great affairs .n life were likely to suc- 
ceed. Adverting to the influences of public scutl- 
meut, the reverend gentleman explained tuat 
they not unfreqaunUy 
acted as a drawback 
ou Christian life. Public sentiment was silent, yet 
powerlul. Like natural law, working day and 
mght, it was wr more powerful than a more noisy ap- 
paratus. Men became better or worse micou-siousiy, 
and so it was always unsafe for a man, no mailer 
how good lie was, to keep Dad cominmy. ^Cotwitu- 
Btandmg all the dangerous innuuiices which sumo 
thought surrounded pabiic sentiment tliero were 
men who found a way to elude public seutiment by 
the eddies which characterized it. Now, it was held 
by men, both m the high and the low spheres ot 
of hie, that public sentiment marred their religious 
progress. Professional men and others would con- 
tend that no man could follow their business, what- 
ever it might be, aud succeed and at the same time 
lead a Christian life. The lawier, the merchant, 
me 
mechanic, 
the shipbuilder, the muster 
mason, in fact, men of every grade, substan- 
tially 
asserted 
that, to be sure, it was a 
very fine thing to be gOJ'i'i but no plan fol- 
lowing their pursuits siicccfcaiuily count be a'Clirlff: 
tian in tha proper sense of the tcrtn. That was no- 
thing short ol being a declaration of infidelity. In 
the next place, there were blmciiiiff temptations 
peculiar to individuals, and which tiiev were under 
the impression were irresistible. But there were 
considerations against all the arguments brought to 
bear upou that subject. Tne will was the grand 
controlling power. It was possible lor a man to 
overcome all temptations, counteract the influences 
or public sentiment in regard to himself aud rise 
Into a pure, Christian life. By the power of man's 
own will all the insidious snares by which he was 
surrounded, every temptation in life, whether 
political, sensual, or pecuniary, the world, the flesh 
and the devil, could be deieated. The reverend gen- 
tleman demonstrated tuat though tne Christian lite 
was marked by difficulties, jet the determined en- 
ergy of man would enable him to pursue it success- 
fully, no matter what position in life he might 
occupy. .

12xi<«tcnce of an Overruling Providence—Sci- 


ence Not Opposed ro Religious Truth. 


At the Universalist church, corner of Forty-fifth 


street ana Filth avenue, the Kev. Dr. Chapin 
preached at the evening service to a large and 
lashtonabie congregation, 
ills text was taken 


from Proverbs, xix., 21:-—"There are many devices 
in a man's heart, nevertheless tue counsel of the 
Lord, that shall stand." lie said that, viewed from 
a merely human point of view, man's course in this 
life was one of Irregularity and uncertainty. The 
true conception of this in its inference alone tnreiv 
light ou tne past and opened up tne future evcu 
beyond the gates or elernity, and connected both 
past and luture satisfactorily wi th the present. The 
true interpretation to which he referred was that 
tnere was an overruling Providence directing and 
Koveromg according to the dictates of illimitable 
wisdom. An analysis of man's own heart aud expe- 
rience illustrated and established this truth. Two 
Influences acted on every man's hie. One was the 
result of Ills own volition, hia desires, his thoughts, 
HIS deeds. These were, to a large extent, m Ins 
own control, lint how little did man's mere wishes 
and action determine lily lot and lature ! 
What is the com rolling power? Some called it by 
the inexorable, incomprehensible and uncousolable 
jiame of late; others had it that it was chance: and 
Borne the result of. blind material force in its ludeii- 
nite action. With an expression ot pity lor tue 
latalist, aud an allusion to the beauty, order and 
harmony of the universe which confounded the 
credulous believer in chance, he pointed out tnat 
the unseen controlling power must be either mate- 
rial lorce or divine intelligence. 
Some men of 
science believed that the mysteries of Knowledge, as 
they gradually unfolded themselves to man's com- 
prehension, were inimical to religious truth, and 
showed It to be baseless, u not an im- 
posture.

No department of knowledge had produced a set o( 
principles and theories which could he set np with 
any confidence against tue truths of revelation. 
The principles of astronomy were better Known 
than those of any other science, and the inferences 
Troin them led to predictions which liad an admira- 
ble imminent. ^ et the developments of that very 
science aud the wonders and glories of the neavens 
which It sets forth really only declare Hie glory 
or God, as was said by the psalmist thousands of 
years ago. la tue social world it was the same 
the principles of all the ages always showing timt 
tue Church of the Lord shall stand.

aud education. Tills separation is a mutonal.wcak- 
ness. The feelimzs engendered and flowing from tills 
matter of expression causes the oppressed to be 
ever ready to war aeainst wliat they hold Is a great 
wrong.

The large chapel of the University, Washington 


square, where the congregation of the Church of the 
Strangers worship, waa well filled yesterday morn- 
ing to listen to the Rev. Dr. J. Ralston Smith, Secre- 
tary of the American Bible Society. After the usual 
preliminary services me reverend seatieman se- 
lected as his text, Psalni cxxx., 7—''For with the 
Lord there is mercy, and with him is plenteous re- 
demption." 


The thoughtful observer of nature, said the doctor, 


is impressed with the immensity of God's worts. A 
seed no larger than a grain of sand enlarges into a 
gsrm of great beauty. That which seems diminutive 
m one view, becomes oftea times, m the processes 
of nature, very great, as it reflects the boundless 
character of God's resources. LOOK where you will 
tnere is found .more than royal munificence from- 
God, whether in the earth, beneath us. In the moun- 
tains, oceans and valleys about us, or in the great 
heavens above, where constellation after constella- 
tion move with harmony in infinite space. If such 
be nature, what then must be redemption? It is 
the pillar of all that is divine. 
Here are 
depths never fathomed, heights never ascended, 
breadth never yet measured. The text suggests, 
first, '-that its plan of plenteous redemption is seen 
In the provisions which God has made to secure it." 
We dare Hot look into the designs of God as we 
would Analyze the measures of men; yet there will 
be found for all His works a philosophical reason, 
an adequate reason to meet any anfl every case. 
The free expenditure of nature's wealth. In tbe 
warmth ot the dull grounds, the gentle showers and 
balmy atmosphere, IB required to cause the result 
of tee bursting blade from the 
tiny seeds, 
and the thought is not less impressive than 
that of the 
redemption 
of sinners. God, of 


infinite power, 
could 
not 
exercise 
the pre- 
rogative of forgiveness, as He could not do anything 
against His own nature. How could the same glo- 
rious being be the inflexible sovereign and the for- 
giving Father? Human reason does not attempt to 
solve the question. The method of salvation can 
only be ascnhed to the mind of God. It was a prin- 
ciple of substitution. The majesty of Jehovah must 
be vindicated. As we laid plunged in tno depths of 
tho darkest grief the Son of God was sent, disclosing 
the way to heaven. By Christ's death there was leri 
to us the greatest, legacy, tnat of life, and infinite 
love was bestowed In its greatest fullness. Second— 
"The universal adaptation of the Gospel to man." 
The conditions or God's plan of redemption are 
such 
and 
such 
only 
as 
man 
can 
fulfil. 
Had wealth, learning, or civilization been essential 
only, millions would have been plunged Into death 
eternal. The love of Jesus apneals to all alike. 
Wnere there is a needy one, there is a fit subject lor 
grace. 
The mghtiest intellects again and again 
nave bowed to tne words of the Gospel. The secret 
of the universal adoption of redemption !s that God 
has given us a Savior human as well as divine. Third— 
"We capacity and results 01 tne great redemption." 
In matters earthly the free offerings of girts might 
be exhausted by eager appetites. Not so with God's 
lore. 
So friendly voice ever cried sincerely 


for Ills mercy aud was not heard. 
Redemption 


for the human soul is the highest and most compre- 
hensive of God's works.

He said that this being the last Sun- 
day before Advent was more than any other Sunday 
in "the year that Christians were invited to give 
thanks to Goa, who made us partakers of taa 
gospel and sharers in the inheritance He provided 
for us. The lesson inculcated was a simple one, and 
should lead us to return thanks for many gifts re- 
ceived from Almighty, but for none other more 
than the gift of faith. The reverend father said he 
wished to be brief and practical in his remarks.

Pass- 
ing from the attributes lie dwelt particularly on 
tne' varied dispensations or Providence, histori- 
cally and socially, in the latter aspect of the deal- 
ings of God with man, where we had to rest very 
frequently entirely on faith In God, for if we were lo 
trust him It was not because we could ever see the 
reason of tills dispensation towards us, but we often 
were called upon to trust God when it seemed us 
though His dispensations towards us were all acamst 
us. Our Father in heaven saw the end from the 
beginning; He saw that which was good for 
us, and it frequently happened that it came to 
tins that either He must tear the idol from us aud 
put it in the grave, or He must put us in the grave. 
Then Hia dispensations in tnis regard were fre- 
quentlv disciplinary. He had crowned us with mer- 
cies and loving Kindnesses, luxurious homes, wealth 
and all -that it could bring—loving hearts in our 
family circle, troops of friends—all was a sunshine 
of daily life, yet we never acknowledged the giver. 
With the steeples or towering churches overshadow- 
ing our home's, with tne song of Zion even in our 
hearing—with a preached Gospel, so eloquent, so 
persuasive, it might win us to listen to it for its 
external attractiveness, ir not for anything else— 
we lived the lives of heathens; we never actnowl- 
ed"ed God, either m the family or abroad. God had 
traeo everytmng to bring us to uiuiselr. He now 
tooK from us that upon whicn we had centred our 
lire's affections and He had thus brought us to Him- 
self. When we got to our heavenly home we should 
see that He had not only done well but mat He had 
loved us well also.

A vast congregation filled the splendid Roman 


Catholic Church of St. Stephen's, in Twenty-eighth 
street, yesterday morning, every seat being occupied 
by the congregation, the aisles and the spaces 
around the doors being completely filled. It waa 
expected that the magciucent marble altar, lately 
erected at an enormous cost (and which was fully 
described in the HEBALD exclusively), would be 
solemnly consecrated and dedicated to the service 
of God; but although that was the original intention 
of che reverend gentleman under whose.auspices the 
altar was erected, it was subsequently agreed to 
defer the formal dedication until the return 
of Archbishop McCloskey from the Ecumenical Coun- 
cil. While, therefore, the services yesterday were of 
unusual interest, the mere slgat-seers were some- 
what disappointed. The splendid music ana the 
pomp and state of the servies of High Mass were, 
nowever, ampb compensation to the devout congre- 
gation. 
The mass was Mozart's Twelfth, and was cele- 
brated by che llfght Kev. William Starr, Vicar Gene- 
ral of the diocese. Tne deacon was the Eev. II. Mc- 
Dowell, nephew of Dr. Cummlngs, che founder of 
the parish, and the sub-deacon, the Rev. Father 
Henry, of the Paulist Fathers. Rev. Dr. McGlynn, the 
pastor, and the courteous Father Griffin and other 
clergymen assisted in tne service. In the singing of 
tue High Mass the usual double quanet of the 
church were assisted by thirty nieces or instrumental 
music and a chorus ol fifty voices. The solos 
were sung by Madame De Lussan (soprano), 
Madame 
Anschutz 
(alto), 
Brookhonse Bow- 
ler 
(tenor) and Signer Coletti (oasso). 
The 
music of this grand mass was well sung throughout, 
and the choruses were harmonious and very effect- 
ively rendered. The solos were also finely sung. 
The thick incense curling up from the censers arouau 
the marble altar and spreading through tQe vaulted 
churca its pleasant odor; tne soft, mellow autumn 
light falling on the up-turned faces of the rapt con- 
gregation engaged in silent prayer; the solemn chant 
of the officiating priest, replied to by the low music 
of voice and harp, and In turn answered by the full 
swell of the chorus, rendered che occasion one of 
great solemnity. 
Commencing at half-pasc ten 
o'clock with tue usual blessing of tae altar, around 
wnich white dressed acolytes flitted m the discharge 
of taeir sacred duties, tas services did not conclude 
until alter twelve o'clock. 
The sermon was preached by the Eev. Fatner 
Hewitt, of the Pauliat Fathers, wuo took for his text 
the eleventh chapter of Heorews, 
Commencing 
with the proposition that the altar is tne corner 
stone not only of all religion, but of all institutions 
and human society, the fevaread gentleman spoke 
at great lengta and with much force on the duties of 
the congregation and their obligations to the Chnrch. 
He also dwelt on the present state of society, and 
his remarks were understood to have a political 
significance. 
Owing to the crowded state of tne 
church it was impossible to get near enough co the 
pulpit to obtain a report of the sermon. 
It was announced from the altar that the subscrip- 
tion to the Sew Cathedral Bniluin; Fund amounted 
during the year to $S2,ooo, somewhat less than tue 
subscription of the preceding year, buc arrangements 
are being made for another general subscription at' 
the close of tne present year. 


ST. LUKE'S EPISCOPAL CHIP.CH.

St. Luke's (Episcopal) church, on Hudson street, 


near Grove, ia one of the old landmarks of 
Sew Kork.

CHU8GH OFJHEJNCARHATIOK. 


Sermon by William F. Moreno, D. D. 


A numerous congregation assembled at the Church 


of the Incarnation, Madison avenue, corner Thlrty- 
flfth afreet, last evening, to listen to tbe Rev. Wil- 
liam F. Morgan, D. D., who preached the flrst an- 
nual sermon before the Sunday School Association 
of tho Protestant Episcopal Chnrch in the city and 
county of Now Yort. The reverend gentleman chose 
for his text Mark x., 13:—"And tuey brought young 
children to him, that he should touch them, and his 
disciples rebuked those that brought them." And 
also a part of John x., 10:— "lam come tnatjthey 
might nave life, and that they might have it more 
abundantly." 


After a lew introductory remarks relatina to the 
power and influence of the Sunday school. Dr. Mor- 
gan paid a high tribute to the children. He did not 
wonder chat Christ blessed nttle children. In that 
sweet labor He must have felt a gleam of sunshine 
fall upon Him, whlca entered ais very soul and 
cheered it. How quick He waa to chide the disci- 
ples who rebuked those bringing little ones to Him, 
and with what emotion, and tenderness, and love 
He exclaimed, "Suffer little children to come unto 
me and forbid them not." Consider the obligations 
due to childhood, due from the parent, due from us 
all. No truth is more perfectly indicated than this: 
that there is a continual transmission of evil in this 
world from generation to generation. Sinful inherit- 
ors beget sin. We spread it over all lands, conn- 
tries, kingdoms. Parents are sinners. Children are 
born and conceived in sin, and no thought 
is more awful than this reproduction of sin from 
sinful natures. He knew, the power jof little chil- 
dren to rebuke us in a thousand ways for having 
lost their purity. We have all journeyed here from 
the days of childhood, but have we Droueht the 
purity and innocence of those days. Parents should 
repress the beginning of evil in their children, they 
should be prompted to an early and an earnest in- 
telligence to the Immortal part of the coilhood. He 
then spoKe of baptism as tne beginning of a true, 
Christian life, the training came aicerwards. In 
this consecration of individuals to a divine life, the 
Church preferred to receive them as lambs, for she 
would then have an influence in their training, buc 
it welcomed as well< the young, the middle aged 
and the old. He spoke of the Lord's supper 
as 
being 
a higher enjoyment 
of spiritual 
grace. There must be in every soul a begin- 
ning of life, before an abounding. That beginning 
we recognize as baptism. The life that begins in 
that act of consecration may be lost, 1C is trrne, like 
seed cast upon stony ground. Ic is a, fearful thing 
to grow in years and not grow in corresponding 
grace. The doctor then reviewed tne manner in 
which the children of to-day are brought np. He 
sharply rebuked the parent who neglecced to instil 
by practice, as well as by preaching, in the minds 
01 tneir offspring a love for che trnta; parents who 
have brought their children to Christ in holy bap- 
tism, sit at their tables with them, giving loose reins 
to temper, aad often uttering words which are 
caugiit and which germinate into siBftuness. 
The sermon was concluded by an allusion to 
what the Sunday school should be; how conducted 
and by whom filled, and an eloquent exhortation to 
parents to care for the tender plants given mto taeir 
keeping. 


TWENTY-EiGHTa STREET CHRISTIAN EH1KCH. 
Sermon by Kev. Mr. Sonzerrille. 


Mr. SomerviUe, of Grecnpoiat, officiated in this 


church and preached from Psalm xlv., 1—"The 
fool hath said in Ais heart there is no God." He 
said that some unbelievers thought that because 
there were no special manifestations of Divine 
power in this aay—that because political, civil 
and social outrages did not meet with imme- 
diate Divine retribution, there was no God. The 
testimony of the Bible went to prove thai an all-wise 
and all-powerful Deity existed, to whom in due tune 
all men must give account, and it was a remarkable 
tact that cne leading atheists of modern times bad 
but a very limited acquaintance wich the facts and 
doctrines therein contained. Robert Owen, in his 
debate with A. Campbell, was compelled to admit 
that he had given the Bible but a cursory reading, 
and tnat David Hume had never read the Sew Tes- 
tament entirely through. And that while Paine 
might star as a politician of the first magnitude, Hume 
as a philosopher and metaphysician, and Owen as 
a benevolent socialist, yet caese men in reference to 
theology and revelation had not mamiested the same 
mental power.

CATHOLIC CHAPEL CQBNEB STOKE LAWS. 


Yesterday afternoon, in presence ol an immens* 


concourse of people, numbering between 5,000 and 
6,000 persons, the corner stone of the new catnedral 
chapel of Our Lady and St. Patrick, now in course ol 
erection on a magnificent site on South Broad 
street, NewarK, N. J., was placed in position witn 
.the impressive ceremonies peculiar to the Catholio 
Church. 
A procession of clergy, the Society 


of St. Vincent de Panl 
and the Seminaries 
from Secon Hall 
College formed at the resi- 
dence, on South Broad street , of Mr. Towle and 
proceeded to the chapel grounds. A very effective 
sermon was preached by Rev. P. McCarty, Vice 
President of becon Hal! college, after the stone nad 
been laid by Vicar General M. A. Conagan. TB£ 
other clergymen present were Rev. Fathers 6. H- 
Doone, T. M. KUleen, J. F. Dalton, C. A. Keilly and 
Dr. P. J. Garvey. 
The new chapel is merely the beginning of trie 
contemplated work. It is intended as soon as suffi- 
cient funds are raised to erecc a grand catnedral, 
which will be the Notre Dame of Sew Jersey. Tha 
lot, purchased some time ago at a cost of $50,000, 
has a frontage on Legrange street of 2M feet, witn a 
depth on south Broad of 460 feet. 


The Protestant Episcopal Free Church of the Re- 


conciliation, on East Tmrty-flrst street, between 
Second and Third avenues, was well fllled last even- 
ing with a numerous congregation. The regular even- 
las service, as prescribed by the Boot of Common 
Prayer, and the lessons appointed for the day were 
read, when the Kev. N. L. Briggs, the pastor 
of the congregation, ascendea tne pulpit and 
delivered a very Impressive and well prepared 
sermon on "TUe Living Wonder." He toot for his 
text the 120th verse of the lioth Psalm—"1'hy testi- 
monies are wonderful; therefore dot{i my soul 
keep them." We Hear, said tue reverend speaker, 
much concerning the wonders In the arts, the 
sciences aud the material progress of the present 
age; that In the present century we have achieved 
peculiar glory in the wonderful and unparalleled 
history of our race. Ail the departments or industry 
have witnessed great methods of reform. The con- 
servatism of tno East heard the West knocking at

REV. H. CAUSE'S CHUHCH. 


Scruiou by tiio Itev. l)r. Ufarryn Scuddcr* ol 


Sun Francisco. 


A sermon was preached by this gentleman m the 


Uev. Dr. Cause's chnrch, in Twenty-third street, 
yesterday forenoon. He took his text from St. Paul's 
epistle to the Ephesians. He described Paul as a 
man of great intellectuality, wao "nad his eye 
always on God," and who loved Him with his whole 
neart. In the passage from which he read of the 
Scriptures, wherein the apostle intimates lhat there 
is one thins that lie lacks, to be as he desired to be. 
In perfect communion wlth_God, tae speaker said 
that that one thing was personal perfection in its 
entirety. There were two kinds of personal perfec- 
tion—the inward and the outward. Tae flrst was the 
perfection of the soul itself, and that was what Paul 
said he had not. Yet if any man but Jesus, the God. 
roan, was perfect, it waa Paul. His love for God. his 
gratitude, his joy and intelligence, ills seif-sacn- 
nces, all call for our special admiration. Vet he said 
lie was not penect. The speaker had once heard a 
minister say he was perfect, and no never wanted to 
hear that minister speak again. Christian perfec- 
tion consisted, flrat. in perfect, not infinite know- 
ledge, for infinite knowledge was God's alone; that 
is, jusc as much knowledge as we have capacity for, 
for the small aa well ns the great; secondly, the har- 
mony of all our faculties and powers, and, thirdly, 
purity. Harmony should exist in the soul; instead 
or worrying we should be at peace. Our visionsshoulu 
be undisturbed, No two powers should De pulling 
in different ways, like untrained oxen Binder the 
same yoke. Puilty, as a part of Christ!**.! pcrfec- 
fection, should he purity of motive and righteous- 
ness of our lives. All wrinkles should be smootned, 
all excressen<;e3 wiped off, all uneveuness levelled. 
Then, as the last quality of perfection, was fellow- 
ship. The speaker then went on to describe what 
Paul meant by forgetting the past, Ue said there- 
was no sadder sight tnan that of a person in mature 
manhood mourning over his paat lire, over tinio 
wasted away, sinned away.* The past could not be 
recalled, nor could it be forgotten, in the general 
sense of the terra; but It could be crowded out of 
tho mind by other thoughts. Wliat Paul really 
meant was to forijet tae past in the way of aw do 


leaning towards the High Church form. Tnere are 
attached to the church a Refuge for Old Ladies, a 
school for girls and a hospital. 
Four clergymen 
and sixteen joung men joined in the services yes- 
terday, all attired in sacerdotal robes. 
The sermon was preached by Rev. Mr. Hillard. 
He took his text Irom the second chapter or John, 
which gives au account of oar Saviour changing 
water into wine at the marriage to Cana. He said 
that to bring in view the lessons of Jesus was one of 
tlie chief objects or all the services of the Church. 
The hand we feel 19 most comfortable, and the more 
so because wo Know we are walking every day i» 
danger. 
There was before us pain, disease 
disappointment and death, and again sin, corrup- 
tion 
and death. 
We need, tnen, that the 
liana, that holds us should be powerful. Christ is 
the hand that protects us, aud, being a worker of 
miracles and snowing His supernatural power, we 
have to depend upon His support and protection. 
The Gospel or the uay snows that He can do all for 
ns that we want. He touched the eyes of the blind 
and they were opened; Ue healed the leper; He 
walked upon the sea, aud burst the bonds or death. 
His first 
miracle was at 
the marriage in 
Cana, and in it 
He 
showed His wisdom 
and nower; He manifested a 
fjlory worthy 


of Himself. The reverend gentlemen gave at some 
length the views of the Church on tne marriage 
feast in Cana. There were some who looked to 
purely earthly events as beacons lor their guidance. 
The atheist could go no further than the Declaration 
of independence. Others looked to the 7th. of March 
speech of 
Daniel 
Webster as their 
mani- 
festo.

ZiOH CHURCH. 


" Henry VIII. and His Divorces." 


At Ziou chnrch, corner Madison avenue aud 


Thirty-eighth street, Kev. X. H. Chamberlain deliv- 
ered the second or his series of lectures on • 'Henry 
VIII. and his Divorces," last evening before 
a numerous congregation. 
The speaker took the 


ground that the character of bluff Kincna!, indo- 
lensiole as it was in many regards, possesses no 
weignt in the charge made by Catholics that such 
character gave birta to Protestantism. The true 
history of the English Reformation has never been 
written. Tnose who nave given ns a picture or it 
were too near the scenes of whlcn taey wrote to 
give a clear conception of them. He was willing 
to admit thatj Henry VIIL was a defective ruler and 
Christian, but he waa only au instrument in tne 
hands of God for the establishment of the pure 
religion and cue reformation of che English Church. 
The Kingship aud marriage of Henry play an im- 
portant part in the Reformation; for in the twelve 
years that elansed between his marriage and the 
issuing of the P'ope's hull of excommunication the 
chiet work of the Reformation was being done, the 
strong leaven was at work m EmrfUud and was soon 
bound to burst lorth with tremendous vitality aud 
make- a wreck or Popery. The true question at the 
time was whether the Pope or Henry should rule 
England. It was true tae latter had no legal right 
to divorce himself from Katharine, buc Pope Clem- 
ent nad as little right to dictate co the Independent 
sovereign of England. 
Between Clement and 
Henry ttaere 
was 
this 
difference—tae for- 
mer was 
a 
strong 
spiritual 
power, 
the 
latter a fearless aud uotent temporal monarch. 
Henry, in the twelve years preceding 1113 excommu- 
nication, prepared himself lor the straggle wirli 
Rome by turning the statute law of the Kingdom 
against the religious institutions. He tore up the 
monastic orders, root and branch, and thereby 
struck a mighty blow at the Pope, cutting off his 
right arm in England. But ae aid not hesitate at 
taking the property of his subjects. He declared 
himself the supreme head of the Church, and laid 
down death as trie penalty of questioning that su- 
premacy. Thus it will be seen that King Henry 
was both cruel and unchristian; lint 1'roiestanta 
do not claim as' the founder of their religion tins 
strong, 
resolute 
and 
sanguinary 
prince;

Catholic. 
As was said beiore, Henry was but 
an instrument in God's hands. Unt li Henry slew 
men lor conscience sake, has not Rome done tho 
same? while both were wrong and vengeful and 
their acts in many ways can find no just apologist. 
The speaker paid a glowing tribute to tne virtues or 
Katharine of Aragon, Henry's first wile, who bore 
to the scaffold all the dignity and grace of a queen, 
and in Her dying moments still expressed attacn- 
mcnt for the nmii who had consigned her to die. 
Katharine was Hie uowsst ol all licwj'a wives, and 


position might be stated thus:—"From notning 
oy nothing something came." But this was incon- 
ceivable, and while we were not justified in disbe- 
lieving anything merely because it was inconceiv- 
able, the belief in such a negation would require a 
"reater effort or mind than any of the miraculous 
events recorded in the Old or Sew Testaments. 
Natural evolution, Innate force aad the apparent iu- 
deatructibuuy of matter were then noticed, the 
speaker remarking that it did not follow tuat that 
winch now exists has always existed, or that what 
exists now will 
always exist. The preacher 
then alluded to the ideal argument, aud said that 
every phase of mind had a practical application to 
the requirements of man, and that only this phase of 
nimil, namely, divine Idealism, was superadditional. 
Thai while this might not De suuicieut in iiself to 
ground belief, it could not justly be disregarded. 
The aesizn argument was most conclusive—the 
adaptability of man to earth aud earth to man. 
The successive coincidences of phenomena, were a 
powerlul argument against chance. 
If, in the 
succession of phenomena there was such a 
thing as chance, then there would 
not be 
that 
conformity to a 
given 
end which WE 
observe now. The Old Testament was the history 
of the Jews, and the incidents of Divine interposi- 
tion taerein recorded muse nave been true or tnere 
would have been some Jews who would have called 
in question the miraculous things recordeu in their 
national history. And he wno would set aside 
reason, revelation and science would involve him- 
self in greater absurdities than it was conceivable 
to invent on the side of belief, and would jnstlv 
merit the appellation of the Psalmist, "The fool 
hath said in his heart there is no God." 


COOPER INSTITUTE LECTUSE ROOM. 


C«u:ieil 
Conflicts at Korae— Tue Ecumenical 


and the Dcatmy of iloman Catuolicism-* 
ILcctnre by Dr. Rogers at Cooper Institntc. 
Dr. J. W. Rogers, of Memphis, Term., lectured last 


evening at the Cooper Institute on "Past Conflicts 
of Rome, Giving Promise to tho Ecumenical Coun- 
cil." The lecturer said he should not undertake to 
define what the Ecumenical Council might do, but 
Be felt safe in asserting tnat nothing would be done 
contrary to the syllabus of the Pope. Some people pre- 
tended to believe that tae Pope was controlled by the 
Jesuits, and mat he would not govern the Council, 
but it was as clear as the noonday sun that the 
Pope's syllabus was vindicated in all the history of 
the Catholic Chnrch. Ic was not to be supposed that 
the Pope had called together a sort of American de- 
bating society to discuss the terms of the syllabus; 
chose had been already fixed- According to tne 
canons of the Catholic Church the Pope still haa 
all tae authority conferred by St. Peter, and pre- 
sided 
over the bishops, so that the Council 
could not go beyond the limits of the syllabus, as has 
been demonscratad in all previous councils, where 
the most obsequious reverence had been manifested 
towards the rescript of the Pope. Here in Xew York 
was a class or people who proclaimed themselves 
as liberal Catholics. In the early days of martyrdom 
aud Belf-sacnffce it had been decided by the Pope 
that no decree 
of 
a 
council 
could 
bind 
the 
conscience 
without 
his 
sanction; 
and 
how 
could these 
so-called Catholics or Sew 
York presume to decide upon principles of faith ! 
In explaining the intent of the Holy Father at 


Home, as indicated an Ills syllabus, the lecturer 
said that he should confine himself to che subjects 
of progress and modern civilization. He had heard 
Protestants say that the Pope was opposed to pro- 
gress, to railroads, the telegraphs and all the great 
achievements of the age, and especially to religious 
liberalism. Liberal Christianity, m the ordinary 
acceptance of the term, was a delusion, and 
those who professed it were divorced from true 
Christianity. 
The speaker then attacked the 
theories of Professsr Fitch, of Harvard, ana after re- 
ferring to the various methods employed at the 
present day for the dissemination of so-called truths 
said that the en!v genuine leachers ot truth were 
those who obeyed tne mandates of the Pope and 
taught his commands to the people. While all other 
philosophies had proved vam and foolish the Catho- 
lic Cnurch alone was subsiaatial and true, and in 
all the history of the world no element of truth had 
ever been set forth or ever would be discovered that 
was not already embodied in the Catholic Chnrch. 
•Vn archbishop or Pans had once announced doc- 
trines contrary to tue aacrees or the Pope, and what 
was the result? The Pope excommunicated him; 
aud, notwithstanding that he was nailed at the time 
bv ail the infidel world, he died in obscurity and his 
name nad almost passed into oDUvion.

Committee Sleeting Yesterday— Re. 


port of the Donations Kecelvetl— Tae Plaas 
Adopted— location of the Hospital and De- 
scription of the Bnildings.

A special meeting of the committee appointed to 


raise funds to build the new Hebrew Hospital, 
intended to be an enlarged branch of the Mount; 
Sinai Hospital, was held yesterday afternoon in the 
lecture room of the Temple Emanuel, corner of Fifth 
avenue and Forty-third street. Mr. Benjamin Nathan 
presided. Sir. Julius J. Lyons, the secretary ol 
the committee, read the minutes of the last meeting, 
which were adopted with a slight correction. Several 
of the gentlemen of the committee reported ad- 
ditional donations in money received by them Irom 
numerous persons of various sums, either in cash 
or by subscriptions, since the last meeting, amount- 
ing in all to $13,700, increasing the fund for the 
hospital now available to upwards of $50,oocs 
Among the donors may be named:— A. T. Stewart, 
$5,000; E. J. King, $5,000; Benjamin Sathan, $2,500; 
I. & W. Seiicmann, $1,500; Peter Cooper, $l,ooo; 
Jacob Stiner, $1,500; Hoyt, Spragues & Co., $1,000; 
Fist & Hatch, $1.000; PMllp Speyer, S1.000; W- 
Butler Drmcan, $1,000; Lawrence M. Cohen, $1,000: 
Isaac Bernheimer, Sl.OOO; Joseph Stiner, $1,000; H. 
B. Ciaflin, $500; D. C. Hays, $590; Miss HendrickS, 
«500, and many others with like or less amounts. 
Quite an extended conversation arose on the ques- 
tion. whether it would be expedient to apply to their 
co-re'iialomsts in their corporate capacity as congre- 
gations or to relv upon the exertions aad the influ- 
ence of the committee with the individual mem- 
bers.

One of the commit- 
tee reported that the services the Mount Sinai 
Hospital has rendered may be gathered from the fact 
tfeat within the last lour vears fifty-two patients had 
been received woo were injured on the Hudson 
Bjver Railroad, and whose treatment at the hospital 
ran throu"H forty-three and a nan" mouths in the ag- 
gregate. One or these patients has been in the hos- 
pital already three months, and may probably re- 
main there two months longer to be perfectly cured- 
For all this service the hosmtal has neither received 
nor charged a Single cent, its services being ren- 
dered gratuitously. 
On motion of Mr. Emanuel B. Hart it was resolved 
that all the members of the committee be requested

building, or rather buildings, will be located on tha

Lexington avenue, from Sixty- 
seventh to Sixty-eighth street, 
the ground 
having been donated by the city for thac purpose. 
The hospital buildings proper will consist of two 
wings, one in each corner, each fronting about forty 
feec on the aveune, with a depth of 138 feet on Sixty- 
seventh aud Sixty-eighth streets. The centre build- 
ins will ne arty feec square, containing the onices, 
apothecary, library, sick rooms for pay patients, 
lying-in hospital, and under the imposing; dome- 
shaped Mansard roof a clinic or dissenting room, 
flfty feet square and thirty feet height of ceiling. 
This centre baildiue is connected wlta tne two wings 
on either side by a covered colonnade on the Urst 
story, of Dorchester f reestoae columns, with arches. 
The front walls will be of Philadelphia pressed 
brick, the basement walls, the copings and casings 
or Dorchester freestone, and the roofs of the French 
Mansard style. In the rear and opening on botn 
the side streets will be gates for carriages, ambu- 
lances and hearses, while the interior courtyard.

Self Control—Sermon by tUe Rev. Henry Ward 


Ecccber. 


Th»s church was yesterday, as usual, crowded to 


the doors. The Eev. Mr. Beecher took lov ills test 
Romans vilt, 2S—" And we know that all ihmgs worK 
lor good to them that love God." The eighth chap- 
ter or Romans was the great centre of spiritual and 
Christian doctrine; it was the evolution of the thought 
of the divine nature and the great fountain of moral 
idea. After some general observations on that sub- 
ject 
the 
reverend 
gentleman proceeded 
to 


dilate 
at 
some length, on 
the self-control- 


ling power of mankind. 
He showed that it 


•was possible for man to resist his passions and 
struggle successfully against all temptations, how- 
ever strong or insidious, lie instanced the case uf 
a prize lignter m train lug lor a pugilistic encounter, 
as an example of the great power 01 human en- 
durance. Such men wete uot generally possessed 
or much moral culture or rcfinctl qualities, yet 
when preparing for tneir battles they co:i«uereil 
their desires, abandoned for the time tlieir depraved 
associations, and witu an iron will restrained ihetr 
otherwise violent passions. Vet while men should 
strive to vanquish the temptations that surrouncied 
tnem there siiould nevertheless be no want ol lorce 
on their pare, for by men's own eaergy were they 
made strong. Men Having intense convictions in 
resard to the great affairs .n life were likely to suc- 
ceed. Adverting to the influences of public scutl- 
meut, the reverend gentleman explained tuat 
they not unfreqaunUy 
acted as a drawback 
ou Christian life. Public sentiment was silent, yet 
powerlul. Like natural law, working day and 
mght, it was wr more powerful than a more noisy ap- 
paratus. Men became better or worse micou-siousiy, 
and so it was always unsafe for a man, no mailer 
how good lie was, to keep Dad cominmy. ^Cotwitu- 
Btandmg all the dangerous innuuiices which sumo 
thought surrounded pabiic sentiment tliero were 
men who found a way to elude public seutiment by 
the eddies which characterized it. Now, it was held 
by men, both m the high and the low spheres ot 
of hie, that public sentiment marred their religious 
progress. Professional men and others would con- 
tend that no man could follow their business, what- 
ever it might be, aud succeed and at the same time 
lead a Christian life. The lawier, the merchant, 
me 
mechanic, 
the shipbuilder, the muster 
mason, in fact, men of every grade, substan- 
tially 
asserted 
that, to be sure, it was a 
very fine thing to be gOJ'i'i but no plan fol- 
lowing their pursuits siicccfcaiuily count be a'Clirlff: 
tian in tha proper sense of the tcrtn. That was no- 
thing short ol being a declaration of infidelity. In 
the next place, there were blmciiiiff temptations 
peculiar to individuals, and which tiiev were under 
the impression were irresistible. But there were 
considerations against all the arguments brought to 
bear upou that subject. Tne will was the grand 
controlling power. It was possible lor a man to 
overcome all temptations, counteract the influences 
or public sentiment in regard to himself aud rise 
Into a pure, Christian life. By the power of man's 
own will all the insidious snares by which he was 
surrounded, every temptation in life, whether 
political, sensual, or pecuniary, the world, the flesh 
and the devil, could be deieated. The reverend gen- 
tleman demonstrated tuat though tne Christian lite 
was marked by difficulties, jet the determined en- 
ergy of man would enable him to pursue it success- 
fully, no matter what position in life he might 
occupy. .

12xi<«tcnce of an Overruling Providence—Sci- 


ence Not Opposed ro Religious Truth. 


At the Universalist church, corner of Forty-fifth 


street ana Filth avenue, the Kev. Dr. Chapin 
preached at the evening service to a large and 
lashtonabie congregation, 
ills text was taken 


from Proverbs, xix., 21:-—"There are many devices 
in a man's heart, nevertheless tue counsel of the 
Lord, that shall stand." lie said that, viewed from 
a merely human point of view, man's course in this 
life was one of Irregularity and uncertainty. The 
true conception of this in its inference alone tnreiv 
light ou tne past and opened up tne future evcu 
beyond the gates or elernity, and connected both 
past and luture satisfactorily wi th the present. The 
true interpretation to which he referred was that 
tnere was an overruling Providence directing and 
Koveromg according to the dictates of illimitable 
wisdom. An analysis of man's own heart aud expe- 
rience illustrated and established this truth. Two 
Influences acted on every man's hie. One was the 
result of Ills own volition, hia desires, his thoughts, 
HIS deeds. These were, to a large extent, m Ins 
own control, lint how little did man's mere wishes 
and action determine lily lot and lature ! 
What is the com rolling power? Some called it by 
the inexorable, incomprehensible and uncousolable 
jiame of late; others had it that it was chance: and 
Borne the result of. blind material force in its ludeii- 
nite action. With an expression ot pity lor tue 
latalist, aud an allusion to the beauty, order and 
harmony of the universe which confounded the 
credulous believer in chance, he pointed out tnat 
the unseen controlling power must be either mate- 
rial lorce or divine intelligence. 
Some men of 
science believed that the mysteries of Knowledge, as 
they gradually unfolded themselves to man's com- 
prehension, were inimical to religious truth, and 
showed It to be baseless, u not an im- 
posture.

No department of knowledge had produced a set o( 
principles and theories which could he set np with 
any confidence against tue truths of revelation. 
The principles of astronomy were better Known 
than those of any other science, and the inferences 
Troin them led to predictions which liad an admira- 
ble imminent. ^ et the developments of that very 
science aud the wonders and glories of the neavens 
which It sets forth really only declare Hie glory 
or God, as was said by the psalmist thousands of 
years ago. la tue social world it was the same 
the principles of all the ages always showing timt 
tue Church of the Lord shall stand.

aud education. Tills separation is a mutonal.wcak- 
ness. The feelimzs engendered and flowing from tills 
matter of expression causes the oppressed to be 
ever ready to war aeainst wliat they hold Is a great 
wrong.

The thoughtful observer of nature, said the doctor, 


is impressed with the immensity of God's worts. A 
seed no larger than a grain of sand enlarges into a 
gsrm of great beauty. That which seems diminutive 
m one view, becomes oftea times, m the processes 
of nature, very great, as it reflects the boundless 
character of God's resources. LOOK where you will 
tnere is found .more than royal munificence from- 
God, whether in the earth, beneath us. In the moun- 
tains, oceans and valleys about us, or in the great 
heavens above, where constellation after constella- 
tion move with harmony in infinite space. If such 
be nature, what then must be redemption? It is 
the pillar of all that is divine. 
Here are 
depths never fathomed, heights never ascended, 
breadth never yet measured. The text suggests, 
first, '-that its plan of plenteous redemption is seen 
In the provisions which God has made to secure it." 
We dare Hot look into the designs of God as we 
would Analyze the measures of men; yet there will 
be found for all His works a philosophical reason, 
an adequate reason to meet any anfl every case. 
The free expenditure of nature's wealth. In tbe 
warmth ot the dull grounds, the gentle showers and 
balmy atmosphere, IB required to cause the result 
of tee bursting blade from the 
tiny seeds, 
and the thought is not less impressive than 
that of the 
redemption 
of sinners. God, of 


infinite power, 
could 
not 
exercise 
the pre- 
rogative of forgiveness, as He could not do anything 
against His own nature. How could the same glo- 
rious being be the inflexible sovereign and the for- 
giving Father? Human reason does not attempt to 
solve the question. The method of salvation can 
only be ascnhed to the mind of God. It was a prin- 
ciple of substitution. The majesty of Jehovah must 
be vindicated. As we laid plunged in tno depths of 
tho darkest grief the Son of God was sent, disclosing 
the way to heaven. By Christ's death there was leri 
to us the greatest, legacy, tnat of life, and infinite 
love was bestowed In its greatest fullness. Second— 
"The universal adaptation of the Gospel to man." 
The conditions or God's plan of redemption are

Had wealth, learning, or civilization been essential 
only, millions would have been plunged Into death 
eternal.

This principle of reverence was so strongly 
implanted in woman that a woman assunmig |tae 
position of master was not at all a lovely tpectacle 
tor female eyes to look upon. Indeed, when the 
order of nature was reversed all affection was gone. 
This obedience was not subjection on the part of the 
woman in a slavish sense; it was only tae reciproca- 
tion of affection. The wlte had lert all lor her hus- 
band, aad the Husband should be supreme. When- 
ever a woman's heart turned cowards anyone else 
all purity was gone. 
Tnese sacred principles duly attended to were a 
fount of happiness; but certain duties followed from 
them. A wire should have no secrets from her has- 
baud. Tnev should be one- Her husband's defects 
she should conceal even from her dearest friends, 
aud from this wise rule • she should never depart, 
except when her case became desperate. Many 
women, however, imagine when thej" have secured 
ahustand they have done the work of their life. 
So they neglect themselves. Their rule, however, 
should be to essay constantly to solve the problem

marriage all that they were 
before—neat in person, careful in word and act, 
diligent m the care of their household, ac- 
tive about their house, which latter should be 
bright and cheerful and fresh-smelling as a parterre 
of spring flowers. The house should not only be 
made pleasant, but the wife, besides Keeping up her 
personal attractions, should, by daily readiug of 
good books and by informing herself from the dally 
papers of the progress of events la the world around 
her—sh* should be able to interchange ideas with 
her husband and thus banish me ennui whlcu 
is so often connected with the idea of home, and 
which leads the discontented husband so oiteu into 
the paths of rum when he has once set his heart on 
external dissipation. If attention to these points 
went hand in hand with the cultivation of the charm 
of her lady modesty, and that instead of dropping 
the bitter words ol contention like hot ehot on the 
head of the partner of her joys and sorrows, she 
used all che 'oyplay which tact and love would sug- 
gest—a gentle tap on tae shoulder, insinuating her 
arm into his. solt, Kmd.ihoneyed words—home would 
then infallibly ba both lor husband and wile the very 
portal of heaven.

ST. ANDREW'S ROHAN CATHOLIC CHUSCH. 


Sermon by Rev. Father Taylor, a Convert. 
The services at St. Andrew's Cnurch, Duane street, 


were conducted yesterday wlta the usaal solemni- 
ties. St. Andrew's Church is one of the oldest 
parishes in New York, and the venerable pastor, 
Rev. Father Curran, has been many years In charge 
of it. At Hign Mass Rev. Father Taylor officiated, 
and he also preached. The lady who presided at 
the organ was Mrs. Earns. The mass sung, aided 
by a volunteer choir, was Haydn's So. 1. 


Rev. Father Taylor, a convert from the English 


Established Church, in commencing his discourse 
took for nis text Colosstaos, i., 9-14— "Giving 
tnanis to God the Father, who fcaa made us worthy 
to be partakers of the lot of the saints in light; 
who hath delivered us from the power of darkness, 
and hath translated us Into the kingdom of the Son 
of Ms Jove." 
He said that this being the last Sun- 
day before Advent was more than any other Sunday 
in "the year that Christians were invited to give 
thanks to Goa, who made us partakers of taa 
gospel and sharers in the inheritance He provided 
for us. The lesson inculcated was a simple one, and 
should lead us to return thanks for many gifts re- 
ceived from Almighty, but for none other more 
than the gift of faith. The reverend father said he 
wished to be brief and practical in his remarks. 
The best way to be a faitaful Christian was to act 
up to

Sermon by Rev. Dr. Corry. 


The little, highly decorated Baptist church on Mur- 


rad Hill, Lexington avenue, was not well filled last 
evening. There was, however, a well-dressed, intel- 
ligent and appreciative audience present, wao evi- 
dently enjoyed tne earnest, neartlelt talk of Dr. 
Corry, who preached a very excellent sermon 
founded on the nineteenth verse of the seventy- 
Beventh Psalm—"Tiiy way is in the sea, and Thy 
path in the great waters, and thy footsteps are 
not known." 
After a brief introduction on the

Omnipotence, who could 
comprehend that characteristic of the Divine Being, 
liis ommacence was equally iucomprehensiole, so 
also was the tnune character and aspect of tlie 
Deity, aud yet His footsteps were in ail these. Pass- 
ing from the attributes lie dwelt particularly on 
tne' varied dispensations or Providence, histori- 
cally and socially, in the latter aspect of the deal- 
ings of God with man, where we had to rest very 
frequently entirely on faith In God, for if we were lo 
trust him It was not because we could ever see the 
reason of tills dispensation towards us, but we often 
were called upon to trust God when it seemed us 
though His dispensations towards us were all acamst 
us. Our Father in heaven saw the end from the 
beginning; He saw that which was good for 
us, and it frequently happened that it came to 
tins that either He must tear the idol from us aud 
put it in the grave, or He must put us in the grave. 
Then Hia dispensations in tnis regard were fre- 
quentlv disciplinary. He had crowned us with mer- 
cies and loving Kindnesses, luxurious homes, wealth 
and all -that it could bring—loving hearts in our 
family circle, troops of friends—all was a sunshine 
of daily life, yet we never acknowledged the giver. 
With the steeples or towering churches overshadow- 
ing our home's, with tne song of Zion even in our 
hearing—with a preached Gospel, so eloquent, so 
persuasive, it might win us to listen to it for its 
external attractiveness, ir not for anything else— 
we lived the lives of heathens; we never actnowl- 
ed"ed God, either m the family or abroad. God had 
traeo everytmng to bring us to uiuiselr. He now 
tooK from us that upon whicn we had centred our 
lire's affections and He had thus brought us to Him- 
self. When we got to our heavenly home we should 
see that He had not only done well but mat He had 
loved us well also.

CATHOLIC CHUBCH. 


Inauguration of tlie New A!taJ*-Hig& Mass 


and Sermon by the Kev. Ansastine S. 
Hewitt. 
A vast congregation filled the splendid Roman 


Catholic Church of St. Stephen's, in Twenty-eighth 
street, yesterday morning, every seat being occupied 
by the congregation, the aisles and the spaces 
around the doors being completely filled. It waa 
expected that the magciucent marble altar, lately 
erected at an enormous cost (and which was fully 
described in the HEBALD exclusively), would be 
solemnly consecrated and dedicated to the service 
of God; but although that was the original intention 
of che reverend gentleman under whose.auspices the 
altar was erected, it was subsequently agreed to 
defer the formal dedication until the return 
of Archbishop McCloskey from the Ecumenical Coun- 
cil. While, therefore, the services yesterday were of 
unusual interest, the mere slgat-seers were some- 
what disappointed. The splendid music ana the 
pomp and state of the servies of High Mass were, 
nowever, ampb compensation to the devout congre- 
gation. 
The mass was Mozart's Twelfth, and was cele- 
brated by che llfght Kev. William Starr, Vicar Gene- 
ral of the diocese. Tne deacon was the Eev. II. Mc- 
Dowell, nephew of Dr. Cummlngs, che founder of 
the parish, and the sub-deacon, the Rev. Father 
Henry, of the Paulist Fathers. Rev. Dr. McGlynn, the 
pastor, and the courteous Father Griffin and other 
clergymen assisted in tne service. In the singing of 
tue High Mass the usual double quanet of the 
church were assisted by thirty nieces or instrumental 
music and a chorus ol fifty voices. The solos 
were sung by Madame De Lussan (soprano), 
Madame 
Anschutz 
(alto), 
Brookhonse Bow- 
ler 
(tenor) and Signer Coletti (oasso). 
The 
music of this grand mass was well sung throughout, 
and the choruses were harmonious and very effect- 
ively rendered. The solos were also finely sung. 
The thick incense curling up from the censers arouau 
the marble altar and spreading through tQe vaulted 
churca its pleasant odor; tne soft, mellow autumn 
light falling on the up-turned faces of the rapt con- 
gregation engaged in silent prayer; the solemn chant 
of the officiating priest, replied to by the low music 
of voice and harp, and In turn answered by the full 
swell of the chorus, rendered che occasion one of 
great solemnity. 
Commencing at half-pasc ten 
o'clock with tue usual blessing of tae altar, around 
wnich white dressed acolytes flitted m the discharge 
of taeir sacred duties, tas services did not conclude 
until alter twelve o'clock. 
The sermon was preached by the Eev. Fatner 
Hewitt, of the Pauliat Fathers, wuo took for his text 
the eleventh chapter of Heorews, 
Commencing 
with the proposition that the altar is tne corner 
stone not only of all religion, but of all institutions 
and human society, the fevaread gentleman spoke 
at great lengta and with much force on the duties of 
the congregation and their obligations to the Chnrch. 
He also dwelt on the present state of society, and 
his remarks were understood to have a political 
significance. 
Owing to the crowded state of tne 
church it was impossible to get near enough co the 
pulpit to obtain a report of the sermon. 
It was announced from the altar that the subscrip- 
tion to the Sew Cathedral Bniluin; Fund amounted 
during the year to $S2,ooo, somewhat less than tue 
subscription of the preceding year, buc arrangements 
are being made for another general subscription at' 
the close of tne present year.

CHU8GH OFJHEJNCARHATIOK. 


Sermon by William F. Moreno, D. D. 


A numerous congregation assembled at the Church 


of the Incarnation, Madison avenue, corner Thlrty- 
flfth afreet, last evening, to listen to tbe Rev. Wil- 
liam F. Morgan, D. D., who preached the flrst an- 
nual sermon before the Sunday School Association 
of tho Protestant Episcopal Chnrch in the city and 
county of Now Yort. The reverend gentleman chose 
for his text Mark x., 13:—"And tuey brought young 
children to him, that he should touch them, and his 
disciples rebuked those that brought them." And 
also a part of John x., 10:— "lam come tnatjthey 
might nave life, and that they might have it more 
abundantly." 


After a lew introductory remarks relatina to the 
power and influence of the Sunday school. Dr. Mor- 
gan paid a high tribute to the children. He did not 
wonder chat Christ blessed nttle children. In that 
sweet labor He must have felt a gleam of sunshine 
fall upon Him, whlca entered ais very soul and 
cheered it. How quick He waa to chide the disci- 
ples who rebuked those bringing little ones to Him, 
and with what emotion, and tenderness, and love 
He exclaimed, "Suffer little children to come unto 
me and forbid them not." Consider the obligations 
due to childhood, due from the parent, due from us 
all. No truth is more perfectly indicated than this: 
that there is a continual transmission of evil in this 
world from generation to generation. Sinful inherit- 
ors beget sin. We spread it over all lands, conn- 
tries, kingdoms. Parents are sinners. Children are 
born and conceived in sin, and no thought 
is more awful than this reproduction of sin from 
sinful natures. He knew, the power jof little chil- 
dren to rebuke us in a thousand ways for having 
lost their purity. We have all journeyed here from 
the days of childhood, but have we Droueht the 
purity and innocence of those days. Parents should 
repress the beginning of evil in their children, they 
should be prompted to an early and an earnest in- 
telligence to the Immortal part of the coilhood. He 
then spoKe of baptism as tne beginning of a true, 
Christian life, the training came aicerwards. In 
this consecration of individuals to a divine life, the 
Church preferred to receive them as lambs, for she 
would then have an influence in their training, buc 
it welcomed as well< the young, the middle aged 
and the old. He spoke of the Lord's supper 
as 
being 
a higher enjoyment 
of spiritual 
grace. There must be in every soul a begin- 
ning of life, before an abounding. That beginning 
we recognize as baptism. The life that begins in 
that act of consecration may be lost, 1C is trrne, like 
seed cast upon stony ground. Ic is a, fearful thing 
to grow in years and not grow in corresponding 
grace. The doctor then reviewed tne manner in 
which the children of to-day are brought np. He 
sharply rebuked the parent who neglecced to instil 
by practice, as well as by preaching, in the minds 
01 tneir offspring a love for che trnta; parents who 
have brought their children to Christ in holy bap- 
tism, sit at their tables with them, giving loose reins 
to temper, aad often uttering words which are 
caugiit and which germinate into siBftuness. 
The sermon was concluded by an allusion to 
what the Sunday school should be; how conducted 
and by whom filled, and an eloquent exhortation to 
parents to care for the tender plants given mto taeir 
keeping. 


TWENTY-EiGHTa STREET CHRISTIAN EH1KCH. 
Sermon by Kev. Mr. Sonzerrille. 


Mr. SomerviUe, of Grecnpoiat, officiated in this 


church and preached from Psalm xlv., 1—"The 
fool hath said in Ais heart there is no God." He 
said that some unbelievers thought that because 
there were no special manifestations of Divine 
power in this aay—that because political, civil 
and social outrages did not meet with imme- 
diate Divine retribution, there was no God. The 
testimony of the Bible went to prove thai an all-wise 
and all-powerful Deity existed, to whom in due tune 
all men must give account, and it was a remarkable 
tact that cne leading atheists of modern times bad 
but a very limited acquaintance wich the facts and 
doctrines therein contained. Robert Owen, in his 
debate with A. Campbell, was compelled to admit 
that he had given the Bible but a cursory reading, 
and tnat David Hume had never read the Sew Tes- 
tament entirely through. And that while Paine 
might star as a politician of the first magnitude, Hume 
as a philosopher and metaphysician, and Owen as 
a benevolent socialist, yet caese men in reference to 
theology and revelation had not mamiested the same 
mental power.

A procession of clergy, the Society 


of St. Vincent de Panl 
and the Seminaries 
from Secon Hall 
College formed at the resi- 
dence, on South Broad street , of Mr. Towle and 
proceeded to the chapel grounds. A very effective 
sermon was preached by Rev. P. McCarty, Vice 
President of becon Hal! college, after the stone nad 
been laid by Vicar General M. A. Conagan. TB£ 
other clergymen present were Rev. Fathers 6. H- 
Doone, T. M. KUleen, J. F. Dalton, C. A. Keilly and 
Dr. P. J. Garvey. 
The new chapel is merely the beginning of trie 
contemplated work. It is intended as soon as suffi- 
cient funds are raised to erecc a grand catnedral, 
which will be the Notre Dame of Sew Jersey. Tha 
lot, purchased some time ago at a cost of $50,000, 
has a frontage on Legrange street of 2M feet, witn a 
depth on south Broad of 460 feet.

In perfect communion wlth_God, tae speaker said 
that that one thing was personal perfection in its 
entirety. There were two kinds of personal perfec- 
tion—the inward and the outward. Tae flrst was the 
perfection of the soul itself, and that was what Paul 
said he had not. Yet if any man but Jesus, the God. 
roan, was perfect, it waa Paul. His love for God. his 
gratitude, his joy and intelligence, ills seif-sacn- 
nces, all call for our special admiration. Vet he said 
lie was not penect. The speaker had once heard a 
minister say he was perfect, and no never wanted to 
hear that minister speak again. Christian perfec- 
tion consisted, flrat. in perfect, not infinite know- 
ledge, for infinite knowledge was God's alone; that 
is, jusc as much knowledge as we have capacity for, 
for the small aa well ns the great; secondly, the har- 
mony of all our faculties and powers, and, thirdly, 
purity. Harmony should exist in the soul; instead 
or worrying we should be at peace. Our visionsshoulu 
be undisturbed, No two powers should De pulling 
in different ways, like untrained oxen Binder the 
same yoke. Puilty, as a part of Christ!**.! pcrfec- 
fection, should he purity of motive and righteous- 
ness of our lives. All wrinkles should be smootned, 
all excressen<;e3 wiped off, all uneveuness levelled. 
Then, as the last quality of perfection, was fellow- 
ship. The speaker then went on to describe what 
Paul meant by forgetting the past, Ue said there- 
was no sadder sight tnan that of a person in mature 
manhood mourning over his paat lire, over tinio 
wasted away, sinned away.* The past could not be 
recalled, nor could it be forgotten, in the general 
sense of the terra; but It could be crowded out of 
tho mind by other thoughts. Wliat Paul really 
meant was to forijet tae past in the way of aw do 


leaning towards the High Church form. Tnere are 
attached to the church a Refuge for Old Ladies, a 
school for girls and a hospital. 
Four clergymen 
and sixteen joung men joined in the services yes- 
terday, all attired in sacerdotal robes. 
The sermon was preached by Rev. Mr. Hillard. 
He took his text Irom the second chapter or John, 
which gives au account of oar Saviour changing 
water into wine at the marriage to Cana. He said 
that to bring in view the lessons of Jesus was one of 
tlie chief objects or all the services of the Church. 
The hand we feel 19 most comfortable, and the more 
so because wo Know we are walking every day i» 
danger. 
There was before us pain, disease 
disappointment and death, and again sin, corrup- 
tion 
and death. 
We need, tnen, that the 
liana, that holds us should be powerful. Christ is 
the hand that protects us, aud, being a worker of 
miracles and snowing His supernatural power, we 
have to depend upon His support and protection. 
The Gospel or the uay snows that He can do all for 
ns that we want. He touched the eyes of the blind 
and they were opened; Ue healed the leper; He 
walked upon the sea, aud burst the bonds or death. 
His first 
miracle was at 
the marriage in 
Cana, and in it 
He 
showed His wisdom 
and nower; He manifested a 
fjlory worthy 


of Himself. The reverend gentlemen gave at some 
length the views of the Church on tne marriage 
feast in Cana. There were some who looked to 
purely earthly events as beacons lor their guidance. 
The atheist could go no further than the Declaration 
of independence. Others looked to the 7th. of March 
speech of 
Daniel 
Webster as their 
mani- 
festo.

is beiore expressing an opinion. The Same way 
Jesus of Nazareth is to ne judged by His divine acts.

He was a living, breath- 
ing aud acting person, aud uot a figment of Hie im- 
agination. He comes out to the human understand- 
ing as an ordinary business transaction. He 
is the

Wnen Jonas was on board the 
tempest-tossed ship tne heathens appealed to their 
several gods—the jews to Moses—but tne disciples 
appealed to Christ n their danger, and thev were 
saved. Let ns accept the loving teacnings of this 
man, Jesus. Let us accept the stones told in the 
Gospel and inwardly digest them, and we may be 
certain that if we wait in the right path tne Lord 
will hold us up. 


ZiOH CHURCH. 


" Henry VIII. and His Divorces." 


At Ziou chnrch, corner Madison avenue aud 


Thirty-eighth street, Kev. X. H. Chamberlain deliv- 
ered the second or his series of lectures on • 'Henry 
VIII. and his Divorces," last evening before 
a numerous congregation. 
The speaker took the 


ground that the character of bluff Kincna!, indo- 
lensiole as it was in many regards, possesses no 
weignt in the charge made by Catholics that such 
character gave birta to Protestantism. The true 
history of the English Reformation has never been 
written. Tnose who nave given ns a picture or it 
were too near the scenes of whlcn taey wrote to 
give a clear conception of them. He was willing 
to admit thatj Henry VIIL was a defective ruler and 
Christian, but he waa only au instrument in tne 
hands of God for the establishment of the pure 
religion and cue reformation of che English Church. 
The Kingship aud marriage of Henry play an im- 
portant part in the Reformation; for in the twelve 
years that elansed between his marriage and the 
issuing of the P'ope's hull of excommunication the 
chiet work of the Reformation was being done, the 
strong leaven was at work m EmrfUud and was soon 
bound to burst lorth with tremendous vitality aud 
make- a wreck or Popery. The true question at the 
time was whether the Pope or Henry should rule 
England. It was true tae latter had no legal right 
to divorce himself from Katharine, buc Pope Clem- 
ent nad as little right to dictate co the Independent 
sovereign of England. 
Between Clement and 
Henry ttaere 
was 
this 
difference—tae for- 
mer was 
a 
strong 
spiritual 
power, 
the 
latter a fearless aud uotent temporal monarch. 
Henry, in the twelve years preceding 1113 excommu- 
nication, prepared himself lor the straggle wirli 
Rome by turning the statute law of the Kingdom 
against the religious institutions. He tore up the 
monastic orders, root and branch, and thereby 
struck a mighty blow at the Pope, cutting off his 
right arm in England. But ae aid not hesitate at 
taking the property of his subjects. He declared 
himself the supreme head of the Church, and laid 
down death as trie penalty of questioning that su- 
premacy. Thus it will be seen that King Henry 
was both cruel and unchristian; lint 1'roiestanta 
do not claim as' the founder of their religion tins 
strong, 
resolute 
and 
sanguinary 
prince;

Catholic. 
As was said beiore, Henry was but 
an instrument in God's hands. Unt li Henry slew 
men lor conscience sake, has not Rome done tho 
same? while both were wrong and vengeful and 
their acts in many ways can find no just apologist. 
The speaker paid a glowing tribute to tne virtues or 
Katharine of Aragon, Henry's first wile, who bore 
to the scaffold all the dignity and grace of a queen, 
and in Her dying moments still expressed attacn- 
mcnt for the nmii who had consigned her to die. 
Katharine was Hie uowsst ol all licwj'a wives, and 


position might be stated thus:—"From notning 
oy nothing something came." But this was incon- 
ceivable, and while we were not justified in disbe- 
lieving anything merely because it was inconceiv- 
able, the belief in such a negation would require a 
"reater effort or mind than any of the miraculous 
events recorded in the Old or Sew Testaments. 
Natural evolution, Innate force aad the apparent iu- 
deatructibuuy of matter were then noticed, the 
speaker remarking that it did not follow tuat that 
winch now exists has always existed, or that what 
exists now will 
always exist. The preacher 
then alluded to the ideal argument, aud said that 
every phase of mind had a practical application to 
the requirements of man, and that only this phase of 
nimil, namely, divine Idealism, was superadditional. 
Thai while this might not De suuicieut in iiself to 
ground belief, it could not justly be disregarded. 
The aesizn argument was most conclusive—the 
adaptability of man to earth aud earth to man. 
The successive coincidences of phenomena, were a 
powerlul argument against chance. 
If, in the 
succession of phenomena there was such a 
thing as chance, then there would 
not be 
that 
conformity to a 
given 
end which WE 
observe now. The Old Testament was the history 
of the Jews, and the incidents of Divine interposi- 
tion taerein recorded muse nave been true or tnere 
would have been some Jews who would have called 
in question the miraculous things recordeu in their 
national history. And he wno would set aside 
reason, revelation and science would involve him- 
self in greater absurdities than it was conceivable 
to invent on the side of belief, and would jnstlv 
merit the appellation of the Psalmist, "The fool 
hath said in his heart there is no God." 


COOPER INSTITUTE LECTUSE ROOM. 


C«u:ieil 
Conflicts at Korae— Tue Ecumenical 


and the Dcatmy of iloman Catuolicism-* 
ILcctnre by Dr. Rogers at Cooper Institntc. 
Dr. J. W. Rogers, of Memphis, Term., lectured last 


evening at the Cooper Institute on "Past Conflicts 
of Rome, Giving Promise to tho Ecumenical Coun- 
cil." The lecturer said he should not undertake to 
define what the Ecumenical Council might do, but 
Be felt safe in asserting tnat nothing would be done 
contrary to the syllabus of the Pope. Some people pre- 
tended to believe that tae Pope was controlled by the 
Jesuits, and mat he would not govern the Council, 
but it was as clear as the noonday sun that the 
Pope's syllabus was vindicated in all the history of 
the Catholic Chnrch. Ic was not to be supposed that 
the Pope had called together a sort of American de- 
bating society to discuss the terms of the syllabus; 
chose had been already fixed- According to tne 
canons of the Catholic Church the Pope still haa 
all tae authority conferred by St. Peter, and pre- 
sided 
over the bishops, so that the Council 
could not go beyond the limits of the syllabus, as has 
been demonscratad in all previous councils, where 
the most obsequious reverence had been manifested 
towards the rescript of the Pope. Here in Xew York 
was a class or people who proclaimed themselves 
as liberal Catholics. In the early days of martyrdom 
aud Belf-sacnffce it had been decided by the Pope 
that no decree 
of 
a 
council 
could 
bind 
the 
conscience 
without 
his 
sanction; 
and 
how 
could these 
so-called Catholics or Sew 
York presume to decide upon principles of faith ! 
In explaining the intent of the Holy Father at 


Home, as indicated an Ills syllabus, the lecturer 
said that he should confine himself to che subjects 
of progress and modern civilization. He had heard 
Protestants say that the Pope was opposed to pro- 
gress, to railroads, the telegraphs and all the great 
achievements of the age, and especially to religious 
liberalism. Liberal Christianity, m the ordinary 
acceptance of the term, was a delusion, and 
those who professed it were divorced from true 
Christianity. 
The speaker then attacked the 
theories of Professsr Fitch, of Harvard, ana after re- 
ferring to the various methods employed at the 
present day for the dissemination of so-called truths 
said that the en!v genuine leachers ot truth were 
those who obeyed tne mandates of the Pope and 
taught his commands to the people. While all other 
philosophies had proved vam and foolish the Catho- 
lic Cnurch alone was subsiaatial and true, and in 
all the history of the world no element of truth had 
ever been set forth or ever would be discovered that 
was not already embodied in the Catholic Chnrch. 
•Vn archbishop or Pans had once announced doc- 
trines contrary to tue aacrees or the Pope, and what 
was the result? The Pope excommunicated him; 
aud, notwithstanding that he was nailed at the time 
bv ail the infidel world, he died in obscurity and his 
name nad almost passed into oDUvion. Yet. had the 
Atlantic cable been m existence then the Sew YorK 
papers would probably nave called on him to eomo 
over 
and 
be Pope 
in 
New 
York 
as 
a 
champion 
or progress. 
Ths 
lecturer 
then 


devoted considerable time to ridiculing Sew Bug- 
laud, and said that the Greeks, Germans and Xew 
England men all went round aud round in the same 
circle of false philosophy, while the Church of Rome 
continued to proudly advance its irresistible dictum 
of truth. AH the liberalism or the present day was 
out the philosophy of the Greeks m new words: and 
all the truths which these isms contained and ail tlie 
progress of the age Were due wholly to the Catholic 
Church.

Committee Sleeting Yesterday— Re.

A special meeting of the committee appointed to 


raise funds to build the new Hebrew Hospital, 
intended to be an enlarged branch of the Mount; 
Sinai Hospital, was held yesterday afternoon in the 
lecture room of the Temple Emanuel, corner of Fifth 
avenue and Forty-third street. Mr. Benjamin Nathan 
presided. Sir. Julius J. Lyons, the secretary ol 
the committee, read the minutes of the last meeting, 
which were adopted with a slight correction. Several 
of the gentlemen of the committee reported ad- 
ditional donations in money received by them Irom 
numerous persons of various sums, either in cash 
or by subscriptions, since the last meeting, amount- 
ing in all to $13,700, increasing the fund for the 
hospital now available to upwards of $50,oocs 
Among the donors may be named:— A. T. Stewart, 
$5,000; E. J. King, $5,000; Benjamin Sathan, $2,500; 
I. & W. Seiicmann, $1,500; Peter Cooper, $l,ooo; 
Jacob Stiner, $1,500; Hoyt, Spragues & Co., $1,000; 
Fist & Hatch, $1.000; PMllp Speyer, S1.000; W- 
Butler Drmcan, $1,000; Lawrence M. Cohen, $1,000: 
Isaac Bernheimer, Sl.OOO; Joseph Stiner, $1,000; H. 
B. Ciaflin, $500; D. C. Hays, $590; Miss HendrickS, 
«500, and many others with like or less amounts. 
Quite an extended conversation arose on the ques- 
tion. whether it would be expedient to apply to their 
co-re'iialomsts in their corporate capacity as congre- 
gations or to relv upon the exertions aad the influ- 
ence of the committee with the individual mem- 
bers. Much diversity of opinion prevailed upon this 
point, and it resulted finally in a general agreement 
to urge the special sub-committee, of which Mr. Max 
Stadler is chairman, to maKe all arrangements ap- 
propriate in tlieir opinion for the collection of funds, 
and to increase their number if fooid requisite.

One of the commit- 
tee reported that the services the Mount Sinai 
Hospital has rendered may be gathered from the fact 
tfeat within the last lour vears fifty-two patients had 
been received woo were injured on the Hudson 
Bjver Railroad, and whose treatment at the hospital 
ran throu"H forty-three and a nan" mouths in the ag- 
gregate. One or these patients has been in the hos- 
pital already three months, and may probably re- 
main there two months longer to be perfectly cured- 
For all this service the hosmtal has neither received 
nor charged a Single cent, its services being ren- 
dered gratuitously. 
On motion of Mr. Emanuel B. Hart it was resolved 
that all the members of the committee be requested 
in writing by the secretary to be present at the next 
meeting, with a notice that cheir non-attendance at 
the next meeting subsequent to that will be consid- 
ered equivalent to a resignation of membership by 
tue absentees, aua others will be chosen in their 
stead. Tne meeting then adjourned. 
Tne plans for She proposed new hospital have 
already been adopted. Taey were prepared by 
Messrs. Griffith Thomas & Sons, architects. 
The 
building, or rather buildings, will be located on tha 
ease side of 
Lexington avenue, from Sixty- 
seventh to Sixty-eighth street, 
the ground 
having been donated by the city for thac purpose. 
The hospital buildings proper will consist of two 
wings, one in each corner, each fronting about forty 
feec on the aveune, with a depth of 138 feet on Sixty- 
seventh aud Sixty-eighth streets. The centre build- 
ins will ne arty feec square, containing the onices, 
apothecary, library, sick rooms for pay patients, 
lying-in hospital, and under the imposing; dome- 
shaped Mansard roof a clinic or dissenting room, 
flfty feet square and thirty feet height of ceiling. 
This centre baildiue is connected wlta tne two wings 
on either side by a covered colonnade on the Urst 
story, of Dorchester f reestoae columns, with arches. 
The front walls will be of Philadelphia pressed 
brick, the basement walls, the copings and casings 
or Dorchester freestone, and the roofs of the French 
Mansard style. In the rear and opening on botn 
the side streets will be gates for carriages, ambu- 
lances and hearses, while the interior courtyard.

Paris is in the turmoil of another election. Four 


of the Deputies elected to the Corps Lc Jaatif from 
the first third, faurih and eighth districts of this 
city were at the same time elected in four of the 
rural districts. 
They chose, or -opted,1' to repre- 


sent their rural constituents, being thoroughly con- 
vinced that the vacant seats thus created in Paris 
would inevitably be filled by candidates of then- 
own party, whom tis opposition has Ion's been eaaer 
to bring forward. In consequence of this option 
the government nas convoked the electors in the 
several districts mentioned for the 21st and 22d 
inat., and the naw Deputies are to be chosen on 
those dates ju«t m time to take their places In the 
Legislature which, meets on the 29th. in view of 
these facts, and or ttw immense changes that have 
occurred 12 varians Trays throughout the empire 
since the general elections in May and the Emperor's 
message in July, politics, candidates, electors and 
newspapers are iust now all huddled into one pot, a 
seething cauldron at that. Notiiing else Is thought, 
talked or heard of save "the elections." War with 
Prussia ana the mighty Bismarck, Father Hya- 
ctathe and the Ecumenical Council. Spain and the 
coming King from Genoa, even that favorite topis, 
the Emperor's health, ara all cast into the back- 
ground by the Incessant bustle and uproar made over 
the elections. To speat truth, tlas is not all merely 
owing to the fussmess of the candidates and aspi- 
rants on the scones. The entire French public 
regard the pending elections with an eager and un- 
usually significant eye. There is no doubt but that 
public opinion in the rural regions, as well as in the 
capital, has undergone a rapid change since the la:e 
grants made irom cae throne. It has been rendered 
more bold and exacting than it has ever dared to 
be before under the sscond empire, and this bold- 
ness and exaction has been entirely inspired by the 
press, particularly by tho metropolitan press, 
which, as a matter of course, wields the cleverest 
pens to be found m French journalism. Exciting 
phlllipplcs and jmngent diatribes have not been 
lacking in its columns to stir up the population to 
Its lowest depths. 


To exhibit the chango Cms brought about, let me. 


employing tne narty terms current here, remark 
only this:—In May the opposition candidates were 
called •'irrcconcilab'.es,'' and their electors wera 
dubbed "liberal;" in November the same candidates 
are Btylod the "unoathed" (all who retase to take 
any oath of allegiance to tae Emperor and his 
dynasty), while the electors have become "Irrecon- 
cilablea." In Slay Messrs. Cambetta, Bancel, Ernest 
Picaru and Jules Simon, In the four districts Irom 
which they now retire, received 99,310 votes; the 
government or oaicial candidates received only 
31,805 votes. As tainzs now staad, the system of 
official candidacies having been abandoned, tne gov- 
ernment has pet up no candidates, for it is conceded 
by the official sheets that it could not draw off aw 
votes from the "unoathefl" and "irrecoucilablcs." 
Hence the opposition candidates, o! whatever leather 
or color, are having things all their own way. It is 
trne they are fighting a httle among themselves, but 
it Is generally allowed that they will come out all 
right by the 21st, whsn the cable will be able to inform 
you of the winning names, or course, if the "nn- 
oathefl" ("inasserrnenles") are returned. Napoleon 
HL will not allow them to take their seats, anu Paris 
will have four empty chairs in the Corps Lesislatlf. 
It is about this little item or the practicability of 
taking or not taking the required oath of allegiance 
that organs and candidates are now scuffling, The 
more reasonable of the party claim that it will 
never do to lose four seats. The fire-eaters pretend 
that four seats filled would count fur nothing, white 
four empty chairs, uoheld as they would be by 100,000 
Parisian electors, would go a great way in breaking 
up the present state of things—in fact, would shake 
their empty backs at the Emperor until he should 
fall to pieces through mere fright. So waxes the 
contest, although it is more than probable that the 
candidates who will be elected, rather than forego 
the honor of sitting in the Palais Bourbon among 
the chosen lew, will be disposed to swallow any oatU 
or oaths propounded to them, ir there is a country 
In the world where a hankering exists after offi-.-e 
and the poinps, bis and iutle vanities adherent 
thereto, that country Is under the government and 
control of his Majesty, Napoleon III. The candi- 
dates are numerous, and nightly meetings are Held in 
In each district to carry on tnoir canvass. In these 
"reunions" tiie discussions are various and amus- 
ing; scenes occurring not unfrequentty that arc 
simniy ludicrous. The French fttrici is as yet unused 
10 public speaking, meetings and the like; whether 
It will ever adopt that ready lacilicy and becoming 
cravity of Anglo-Saxon political life, is a question 
jet to be solved. In the meantime 3d. Labonlaye, in 
the Temps, has drawn lor all concerned a list of 
gestures, tones, attitudes and other necessary items 
for the guidance of the new speakers and debaters 
in the public meetings now taking place. It is a 
very cood cookery book on eloquence, or "how 
Cicero acted m the forum." 


Among the candidates running, tne most promi- 
nent Is tha famous Kocaefort. There is no doubt 
that the editor of the Lanurne. wields an immense 
influence over tne people o; i'aris. They look upon 
him as having bseu the fiist to speak out boid utter- 
ances to the rulers that be, even berore the demon- 
stration over Itaudm's tomo last November, wliea 
the public agitation in the empire and about the em- 
pire assumed a tangible and threatening aspect. His 
wit, his points and his inrusw since have afforded 
no lltue amusement and are counted as so many 
ecores to his credit; his election is conceded over all 
Ilia competitors.

M. Glais-Iiizoin, an ex-deputy, Is also runnlne In 
one oflhe districts; H. Emauuel Arago In aaotner 
These are the more prominent personages, bu 
some are now uppermost that were never before 
heard of by tiie public at targe. Tlxe candidates o 
this class belong to "tiie people," ana they are very 
anxious to serve "the people." In other words 
they huve all the pushing arrogance and callousness 
of a true rcpre.-eiitative of sans-ctilo'Msm; they 
would prove ju--t as unscrupulous and cruel in power 
as were the men of 17&U-9S, while tueir Ignorance i» 
unprecedented gross and palpable. Their aspira- 
tions are laughable, for they are based on nothing 
but the most bestial desires. Their efforts to obtait 
success m tne electoral fleld are incessant, and their 
noisy utterances are numberless in behalf of "radical 
socialism''—that la, of the rijjht of everybody to wort, 
ristht of children, of women to the earth tuat they 
cultivate, or whoever does cultivate it." Their 
underground intrigues against each other are amu- 
smjr. one of them calls a meetnut and. rents apuolic 
hall for the holding thereof; his rival sets vent uf the 
ail'air and attempts to oust the whole assemblage, 
speaker and all the invlied, into the streets by ob- 
taiEinz a prior lease of the building. &c. The com- 
missaries ol the police, who by law are compelled to 
oe present at every meeting, have as yet dissolved 
none, but the intriguers do not scruple to call on 
them to interfere lor the gratification of then- rival 
pretensions.

M. Jules Allix, in a word, pits himself 
agaiust the Tuiierles; he desires to tear down that 
palace and regenerate the tiuinan race with his 
philosophical code of socialism. He has one set 
speech on hia school of politics, which he spouts on 
ail occasions. lc would be useless to recapitulate 
all his peculiar views upon society contained in that 
set speech, which I only mention as a descriptive 
item of the individual under remark. Wishin" to 
hear this and other wonld-be representatives of the 
people, I have attended several of these gentlemen 
In their respective locatiaiities of resort; aad, hav- 
ing taua mingled wita them, have had the oppor- 
tunity to ascertain that these demagogues now ram- 
pant here. with, the bible of socialism in one hand, 
would as readily play the same old game of havoc 
as did their fathers in 17<J9. The same biood-tflirsty 
scenes which occurred under the "Terror" inurut 
occur here again in this covetous age and luxuri- 
ous capital were it not Jor the wnolesome res;raiut 
of King Chassepot.

The Satsama of Japan Sncd in ZL Paris Conrt.

A suit in which the 1'rmce of Satzuma, one of the 
most powerful Daiii:ios ot Japan, was tne defendant, 
has just been decided before the imperial Court of 
Paris.

gwa an account of the snm of M.sajr. which he had 
received, at tne same time ollcrlng him 4,ooor. as 
payment lor his services. M. Lissignol then put for- 
ward a claim for 25,5'J2T. for diiferent matters, In- 
cluding plans for the reconstruction oi the Japanese 
navy, &c-, and brought an action before the Civil 
Coun to obtain payment. 
The evidence, however, 
snowed that he had never received instructions to 
prepare any such project, and tue judges, consider- 
ing that tlie 4,0901. was suillcient remuneration for 
wuat he had dona, non-suiied him. 
The plamtiif then appealed to tne Imperial Court, 
which has naw couurjiied the former judgment.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 1,1869. 


Since the departure of the Empress of France the 


Sultan bas received visits from the Crown Prince of 
Prussia, the Italian Prince Duke d'Aosta (an Admi- 
ral of the Italian Marine) and tae Prince of Hesse, 
son-in-law of Queen Victoria. These 'have been 
lodge;! by the Sultan in his palaces on the Bosphorus 
and treated with a hospitality which calls to mind 
those of the older Caliphs of Arabia—even of Haroun 
al Easchid himself. They visited all of the more 
interesting points on the Bosphorus and the curiosi- 
ties in stamboul, the main arsenal and the splendid 
ordnance depot of Tophamb and its workshops, now 
in excellent condition, under the charge of his F.xcal- 
lency Halll Pacha. They had an opportunity in the 
latter of examining the Springfield rines lately pur- 
chased in the Cnitea States, with which the Pacha 
is extremely well satisfied. 


These have now all taken their departure for 


Egypt, to be present at the openlnc of the Suez 
Canal. 
The only 
guest with the Sultan is 


Francis Joseph Hapsburg, Emperor of Austria and 
King of Hungary, who, with a large suite, resides in 
the Sultan's own palace of Dolma Baktcha, on the 
European side of the Bosphorus. The arrival of the 
Emperor has been expected here with, more than 
ordinary Interest, n-inccs bave beea so pleutiiul of 
ate as to attract small attention among tne people 
or Stambonl; but an Emperor haa never been seen 
here except this one—Padishah Abdul Aziz. The 
ract that the latter has received Mm In his own 
palace, m return. It is supposed, for the attention of 
a similar character oestowed upon him at Schon- 
brnn during the tour of the Sultan, in 1867, has 
rendered him of more than ordinary importance 
n the sight of the "Faithful." Some of the less 
olerant, however, look upon him as the great 
;emtcha Ghiaour, or the "Austrian Infidel," of 
whom they have so often heard, and who figures in 
hat character in the novel of "Hadji Baba." 
The Empress arrived yesterday via the Danube, the 
iastcliook and Varna Railroad. The Austrian Am- 
bassador of this place, Baroa Prokesh Osten; his 
iliglmess All Pacha, the Grand vizier, and Omar 
Paclia, the veteran Commander-in-Chlef of the Otta- 
man army, met her Imperial Majesty at BnstchooK, 
and from thence escorted him by railroad to Varna, 
where he embarked in the Snltan's largest yacnt, 
"he smtanawich, for tne Bosphorus and stamboul. 
Seven large steamers of the Austrian Lloyd's gave 


Tree accommodation to all those who wished to go 
in them and visit the mouth of the Bosphorus when 
the Emperor entered. About 3,000 persona profited 
ot this civility. Beside those several other steam- 
ers, large aad small, joined in the affair, &.1 full ot 
people, so toat the corte~ce consisted of some twenty 
steamers oilier than tnose of the Sultan placed at 
the disposal of the Emperor. Admiral Tegetoff uad 
gone to Varna to meet his sovereign with two steam 
corvettes, but as these proved to be slower than the 
bultanawicn they did not reach the mouth oi tuo 
Straits until long after the Emperor had disem- 
barked at tne Sultan's palace. The spectacle of the 
entree-ol tho Emperor was very fine. All of the 
steamers were dressed out in nags uf every hue and 
size, while the suitanawich only had on her main- 
masthead 
tne Imperial colora ot Austria, and 
on tae two others tun standard of the Padis.huli. So 
soon as the Emperor entered tne mouth of the Bos- 
phorua and passed by the famous -Cyencan liocte," 
the main batteries opened a running tiro oi cannon. 
Tula roareii terribly, and wu ce-eclioeJ i»c «ud 


near among the ollfta and valleys of tho Bosphorus. 
No euch cannonade has been heard among the 
diplomats of liennnununnn ana TlicrassJ:i uluco 
the salutes of the allied naval lorcos of England, 
France, Turlcoy and Italy, on their way out to attack 
Sebastopol. All the merchant snios at anchor were 
more or loss decorated with flags, and a9 luo 
weather was very line his Imperial Majesty could 
not but have been much pleased with the Kindly 
welcome offered him by every one. 


The Emperor, in full Austrian uniform sat on the 
bridge of the paddle ooxes, surrounded bv a large 
suite of Turks, Austnaus and Hungarians. Ainuns 
ths lauer was Count Anurassi, once tne agent of 
Kossutu aad an oiilcer of uorgey's army, lie was 
burned in effigy in Fcsth after the fall of the civil 
war of Uuaaary, and lor some years did not venture 
to return to lus own home. He remained at largo 
an exile in Paris aud London, until the amnesty of 
the Emperor allowed Hun to return to his estates. 
l>ut all things have an end, and even, revolutions are 
forgotten m the biiter and more fearful times 
wlucti succeed them. Even the greatest rebels reratu 
tueir *'lost estate," and become laithtul subject or 
citizens. Such has beea the lot of Count Audrassl, 
now President of me Hungarian Diet and the brave 
companion ot the Emperor Francis Joseph. This is 
the more remarkable, as It is understood that he is 
said to come hero as a return visit of the Sultan to 
I'esth In 1S67, when all of tfle magnates turned o'.it 
to compliment linn lor the valuable protection ollered 
to Kossuth and h;s eyjyver£>, who sought a shelter 
from the vindictive arms of Austria and Russia 
alter being compelled to ily from Hungary. 
As soon as the Sultanwich cast ancttor before the 
Sultan's palace, the Sultaa drew alongside of has, in 
one of his finest state bayes. They embraced ench 
other as brothers, sucti beinj the custom ol tnose 
sovereigns, who have been placed over the people, 
by direct divine interposition. Then, leaving the 
yachts, preceded by all the suite or the Empress, the 
two sovereigns were rowed ashore to tne palace. 
The ships of war again belched forth voiutnus of 
smoke and put the thunders of the sky to blush by 
this uproar. The troops everywhere ciieeied. and so 
did 
the motley assemblies in the escorting 
steamers. 
Later in the day the Empress made 
a short excursion In the harbor and along the 
valley of Stamboul in. a small steamer of war, 
and returaed-m time to dine with the Sultan. To- 
day, as the latter went to mosque, at noon, the gala 
was even more splendid than tnat during the visit of 
tho Empress of France. 


The local papers mate considerable noise over 
the visit of the empress, and seem to attacli to it 
an object of a political character. However, he will 
proceei Hence to Greece and Jerusalem before 
going down into Egypt, where he has been fre- 
quently invited by Ismail Facha, the Viceroy. Some 
suppose tnat the course of events has laid the desti- 
nies of Austria and Italv more or less togetner: tnat 
the Panslavism. of Kussia threatens both empires 
alike, and an enteme between the two sovereigns 
has oeeeme a necessity. As a theme for an argu- 
ment this not far from correct. Bat as governments 
have no hearts, though great heads in abundance, to 
imagine aay other en'ective or friendly alliance be- 
tween the two sovereigns and people, so aistmct are 
these In nature, religion and evea habits than otheis 
of mutual protection against a common enemy, is 
preposterons. 
uolh may now be eonsiderea as 
Eastern empires, full of varied elements of discord 
and disunion, all growing out of the several sernl- 
nationautiea and even different religions, which, 
whenlsast expected, may indulge m dreams of la- 
depenileoce aud separation from the parent stock. 
It is stiU a matter of conjecture whether or not the 
Sultan will go in person to Egypt and attend the 
opening of the great canal. Tne Turks say that 
their Sultan has not been invited by his vassal, tne 
Pacha, and cannot, tfierefore, go. Some, on the o'tjier 
hand, state that, he needs no such invitation, inas- 
much as Egypt is his own property and Ismail Paciia 
a governor general, like many others of the empire. 
The higuer classes, chose la office, regard the posi- 
tion or things too serious for the sultan to do so 
much Uonor to the quasi rebel Pacha; but others 
desire, la view or settling the difficulty, & I'airnaWe, 
that be sliouW put aside all other considera- 
tions and take the shine out of Ismail racha, 
anil come down on him when lie least ex- 
pects it. Some say that France does not wish 
aim to be there, GO as not to lessen the position or 
the Viceroy, and this Is possible; though against 
this it has aeen asserted that ihc Empress ha-i re- 
quested tlio Grand Vizier to settle the whole affair 
before her arrival here, and that this not having 
been done she rattier showed htm the "cold shoul- 
der" auring her visit. The most humorous ot the 
an, dits is that the Sultan is deeply in love with the 
fair Empress and Is strongly desirous of iraing down 
into Egypt only so as to see her again. Perhaps the 
Euiparor of Austria wdl exert an Influence in tne 
matter and bring about a solution, though he mleht 
be a dangerous rival to the lovesick Sultan la 
Egypt. 


ENGLAND. 


FoefSnE Towards JJoino aad tho JScnmcnical 


Council—Previous Calholic Slcrachical As- 
cembEases—The Genera] CuancKs of the 
CisnrcJi—What Haa Bcoa Declared* defined 
and .Accomplished. 


LoNocm, Nov. 8, 1863. 


The Ecumenical Council, which will assemble this 


day month, at Rome, IB to be called "The First Coun- 
cil of the Vatican," and will be the nineteenth gene- 
ral council or the Catholic Church according to the 
opinion, of the leading, or I might say ol all, the au- 
thorities of that Church, both living and dead- As I 
proposes In a former letter on tills subject it may 
not be uninteresting to give a short account or these 
eighteen councils that have preceded the one now 
about to meat and to note down briefly what each one 
has done towards affirming, defining or condemning 
doctrines, and that has been the result of each such 
assembly upon the Church over which Its decisions 
have ruled. Ana first 1 will give yon a nominal Hat 
of these General Councils, dividing them, or lather 
classifying them, alterwards in such a manner as 
may make their workings all the more easy to un- 
derstand. Let me only remind you once more that in 


xlting ol historial facts concerning the Catholic 


Church I have consulted almost entirely Catholic 
Historians and writers, just aa I would if engaged 
upon a. history of your great republic go to Ameri- 
can, and not to British or French, writers lor the 
data upon which to write- 


According, then, to the universally received opin- 


ion among Catholic writers on the subject, tUe eigh- 
teen general councils of the Church that have been 
held up to this time are— 


First—The first Council of Nice, held in the year 


323. 


Secana—The flrat Council of Constantinople, held 
in 331. 


Third—The Council of Ephesus, held In 431.

These eighteen Ecumenical Councils may be 


classed under the following lour heads:— 


First—The flrst of these Includes the eight coun- 
cils which head my list, ail ol wnien were neld in 
the East. 
seeoiui—The second comprises the fonr councils 
held in the Basilica or CUurca of St. John Laterau, 
at Home, ana termed respectively the First, Second, 
Third and Fourth Councils of Lateran, which ei- 
tendea over the years from 11S4 to 1215, both inclu- 
sive. 
r/wrd—The third gronp, so to speas, of General 
Councils includes the First and Second councils of 
Lyons, that of Vieune and that of Florence, and the 
Filth Council of Laterau—five councils, extending 
from 1245 to 1512. 
fourUi—The fourth classification includes only 
that of Trent, neld in 1545. 


Of the flrst group It may be said that the work of 


those eight was chieflv that of dettnlng theologi- 
cal dogmas. As I said before, the eight Councils 
were all held in the East, and those mostly inter- 
ested respecting them were Greeks; for they took 
place before the separation between the-Eastern and 
the Western Churches. The Greeks were always 
more or less speculative In their ideas, and daring 
the first ages of the Church they rebelled against the 
doctrines of the Trinity, of the Incarnation and of 
the Divinity of our. Savicmr. The famous Ariai, a 
Greek by Birth, bnt a priest of Alexaad»a by occn- 
pation, was the founder of what is called in the 
Catholic Church the Arian heresy. He proclaimed 
boldly that Jesus Christ was not equal to God the 
Faiber, ana was, in fact, but a man, although 
wittt a sinless nature. 
This heresy spread all 
over 
the 
East with a. rapidity that nothing 
could stop, and was accepted by patriarchs, bishops, 
priests and laymen throughout the various Churches 
in Africa and Asia. It was to combat tms aoctilne 
that we nrst .Ecumenical Council was called-to- 
gether at Nice, in the year 325, and there 3SO bisnops 
decided and proclaimed tliat God the Sou 13 equal 
ami consubstantial with God the Father. There, also, 
it was that the "Nicene Creed," which is an enlarge- 
ment, or development of that which is called tne 
••Apostle's Creed," was drawn up, and is to tnis day 
used as the Roman Catholic Mi.oal, aa well as the 
Boot of Common Prayer of the Protcatant Episcopal 
Church. 
About nfty or eixtj years after the Council of 


Nice another heresy sprung into existence, the 
author 
of 
which was Maccdonlus, patriarch 


of 
Constantinople. 
Toe 
chief 
featnru 
of 
tlila doctrine w-as to dear the divinity of the 
Holy Uhost, tae Third Penan of tuo uoly TrinUj. 


This error, or heresy, was also very popular, 
irdeed, throuirhont the East, and numerous Ariaus, 
who had not received tho teaching of the Council 
of Nice, also Joined it. At the same time another 
heresy, the exact contrary ot Arlantsm, appeared, 
aiu has to the present day never been fully eradi- 
cated from the Eastern Churches. It was termed 
Mamcheisni, and pronounced that our Saviour had 
no human body, or liumau nature, but was in all 
respects divine, and only divine. Tho church was 
at this period very much divided, Indeed, for 
throughout the East the Episcopal authority was 
almost entirely in 
tho hands 
of the Ariau 
bishops, tho lay people having embraced Maui- 
cheisui as an antidote to it, and the lower 
clergy aloje holding tbtit would now be termed the 
true doctrine on these points. For this reason, and 
also on account of the great laxity of morals which 
had become prevalent in the East, the flrst Council 
of Constantiuaple, which is the second on the list 
1 have given above, was. held, and decided the 
principles of 
Christian laith which bad been 
attacked. This Council met in the year 381, and 
realliruiea that which Uie Council of Kice had pro- 
claimed, namely, that God the Son Is consubstantial 
and coequal with God the Father; and also that our 
Saviour had a human as well as a divine nature, or 
that he wap "perfect God and perfect man." Hardly, 
however, had the first Council of Constantinople 
closed its sittings and pronounced its decisions 
(decisions which, by the way, were confirmed by the 
Pope of Koine belorc they were promulgated), when 
a new heresy, speculative, of course, as coming 
from the Easterns, broke out, and to comoat it tne 
Council ot Ephesus, the third upou my list, was con- 
voked in 431. 
The Council ot Nice and the First 
Couacil of Constantinople had effectually set at rest 
the questions respecting the divine nature of God 
the Son, aad bad also spoken out aud proclaimed 
the opinion that Jesus Christ had no huma.i nature 
to be erroneous. Bu; ?s yet the Church had not offi- 
cially, so to speak, denned in what manner or how 
Christ was the Son of Uod. 


About che year A. D. 418 or 415, Nestorlns, an 
archpriest in Constantinople, began to teacu that 
tnere were in Jesus Christ two persons united, that 
Uie Son of God lining one ol these persons, had wholly 
sanctified the other, or human person, but that che 
lormsr had never died, had never suffered, and had 
not been born of tne Vircin Mary. Consequently ttiat 
He was born al Bethlehem, and who suffered and 
died on the cross, was the human nature and human 
jorin; but that He wiio had ascended into heaven 
was the divine nature of the same being. To com- 
bat this doctrine, which seems to us Westerns a 
kiBd of word playing almost upon sacred subjects, 
tne Council of Ephesas was called together, and 
affirmed th it Christ had a divine and a human nature, 
and that both were naited in the dinue person; that 
it must be said of Christ, and therefore of God, that 
He was born of the Virgin Slarv, suffered, died, 
arose again and in the same divine person ascended 
into Heaven. The oroceedings of tne Council of 
Ephesus were conttnnea at Rome, aad Nestorius 
was condemned. But the heresy exists still in the 
East, acd is professed by a very large body of people 
called the Nestonans. who reside chiefly in the pro- 
vince near tne site or the ancient Sinsvah. 
But before the Council of Ephesus had terminated 
Its sitting another heresy (also speculative aud also 
from among the GreeKs) had appeared. This was 
the peculiar doctrine of Eutycaus, head of a mo- 
nastery at Constantinople. Nest-onus hail denied tne 
unity of the person or Jesus Christ; Eutychus denied 
the duality of Uis natures. Here those who neld 
with the majority were deleated. 
The Couacil 
was held to be of no euect as regards its latter de- 
cisions, a&d the bishops appealed to anotner gene- 
ral council, which was held at Chalcedon in A. D. 
4al, and affirmed that "Christ was censubstantial 
with God the Fatner as regarded His divinity, and 
consubslantial with-man as regarded His humanity; 
perfect in his humanity, uerlect in His divinity; 
true God and true Man, without confusion or change 
of either nature; not divided, but united, or one 
only Son of God—the word made flesh." 
1 have brought you down to the end of the Coun- 
cil of Chalcedon, the fourth general council of the 
Church, and nave thus disposed of the first half of 
the flrsc group of councils, alter which comes the 
second Council of Constantinople, oi' which I will 
treat in my next, as it would take up too much 
space to iinlsh it In this letter.

andience at the Vatican Mr. aud Mrs. D. J. Oliver, of 
San Frauclsco, with their children. Mr. Oliver pre- 
sented to his Holiness on this occasion one of the 
finest specimens of virgin silver ever extracted from 
the mines of California. This precious mass of ore, 
whose progressive number was G,0u2, was conveyed 
from San^ Francisco to Pans, whence the casa was 
safely transmitted to the Eterua! City, bearing on it 
the inscription, "D. J- Oliver, wife and children, to 
Pius IX." its weight is 8,885 ounces and its degree 
of 
fineness 
is 
expressed 
by 993-1000, being 


two degrees less of natural alloy than aay silver 
yet received at the Vatican mint, where the finest 
specimens have hitherto not surpassed 090. The 
value of the lump is $5,013 78, and although 
the Pope has doubtless received offerings worth 
much more money, ne has certainly never received 
a more interesting specimen of the natural riches 
of the earth. Whether it will ultimately find its way 
to the mint or .whether it will form a precious addi- 
tion to the mineralogical museum remains to he 
seen.

SCOTLAND. 


Public Education and Nationality. 


At a dinner of the directors of the Edlnbnrg 


Philosophical Institution on Saturday evening no- 
vember 6, Lord Jloncreifl (Lord Justice Clerk) made 
the following remarks in. regard to the education 
question:— 


I do not thins the difficulties in the way of the set- 


tlement of the education question are ecclesiastic al 
diuiculties. 1 believe the ecclesiastical difficulties to 
be mere phantoms. Toe religious question does not 
stand In the way of Scottish education; there is no 
suca difficulty presenting itself in this country. 
There are no mountains in tiie pafeh; there are ouiy 
molehills. But a great many molehills are as bad 
as one mountain, or rather a great deal worse. If 
you flnd the old accustomed road tuat you 
travel full of those little risings they 
are 
apt to trip your horse. If it were a mountain 
you could tunnel it, or make your road round it. 
It was over a molehill, I tainfc, that wiiuain Ill.'s 
horse stumbled and brought that great potentate to 
fiis end. We inanatre the mountain well enough; it 
is levelled—there is" a rauroaa carried over it; and If 
the molehills can only be levelled also, there is noth- 
ing to impede the career of Scottish education. I 
have only one mortification in leaving public life. 
It is not that I have not succeeded m carrying a 
measure of education for this country, though tuat, 
no doubt, would have been a great and glorious 
achievement, whicti.l should have been Drouct to 
have had my name connected with. It is that, with 
no diiflculiles to speak of m our way, we are going 
to let Knglaad get the precedence of us. 1 aui sorry 
ttiat such should be tiie case. I trust, however, that 
vi other nands tiiit, cause may bucceed, and cnat 
alter all wo snail be ai-lc, not to loiiow, but to set 
tae example to tiie sister country in the question o£ 
education.

Reviews of Nevr Books. 


TUB PARKS, PKO5IESADES JCTO GABDEN3 OF PARIS. 
Described and considered in relation to the wants 
ot our own cities and of public and private gar- 
dens. By W. oblason, F. L. S. With upwards 
of 400 Illustrations. London: John Murray. New 
York: tacrlbaer, Welford & Co. 
In 1867 the author of this work, an English, horti- 


culturist of some reputation, though but little known 
la the United States, was sent to Paris by the Lon- 
don Times as correspondent for the horticultural 
department of the great exhibition. While In France 
he devoted much time to visiting and inspectingths 
numerous gardens in and around Paris and to Inves- 
tigating the French system of horticulture. The 
result of his research, we have before us in one of 
the most Interesting ana iastructive of books that 
have been written aud published on the same sub- 
ject. It is admirably printed, illustrated aud bound, 
there being nothing in the mechanical execution 
with which to flnd fault. 


It is not unlikely that a majority of our readers 


have either visited many of the places described 
here or have read descriptions of them. It Is doubt- 
ful, though, if either the ordinary tourists or the 
readers liave seea or read anything wliicb gives so 
clear and vivid an Idea aa this book does of the won- 
derful progress the French have made in horti- 
cultural science. Mr. llobinson's descriptions are 
those of the artist. He leaves nothing unsaid aud 
exaggerates notliimr. The picture he draws of the 
Champs Elysrea aud the gardens of the Louvre aud 
tuo Tuilerics are not less natural than graphic, and 
the same can be said of his descriptions of the liois 
de Boulogne, the IJols de Viacennes, the Pare Mou- 
ccau, tho Paic aes Buttes Cliaumont, the Jardln ilcs 
Piantes and the Luxembourg gardens, the squares 
des Btttlgaolles. dc aiontrouge, dn Teurple, des Arts 
et Metiers and several others of 
minor im- 


portance, 
the 
church 
gardens 
and 
ceme- 


teries, 
the boulevards and the Jardln Fleur- 


iste and 
other public nurseries" of 
the city 


of Paris. He gives due praise to all these places of 
note, and at the same time judiciously criticises such 
features in them as, in his opinion, are susceptible 
or improvement. 
But perfection in any earthly 


work is so nearly akin to the impossible that we can 
readily foreive any shortcomings apparent in the 
details, wiille indnlgiust in the liveliest admiration 
of the beauty or the whole. 


To the present 
Emperor 
Franca 
is 
in- 


debted 
to 
a considerable 
extent for 
her 


rapid advancement In the science of horticul- 
ture. But little la other parts of Europe and 
nothing in America can compare with the gardens 
of Paris. Tho book before us opens with a brief 
account of the Place de la Concorde, from whence 
we are conducted up the avenue des Champs Ely- 
sues, with its borders of elms, chestnuts and other 
rees, to the noble gardens of the same name. Here 
the scene is grand. Although but nine years have 
passed since these gardens were laid oat, they "look 
aa ancient artair, have many respectable speci- 
mens, conifers, magnolias, Ac., numerous larjje 
and

of 


rhododendrons, azaleas, hollies, and the 
bsst 


shrubs aud 
trees 
generally, 
with 
abundant 


room lor planting summer flowers." Amid "foun- 
tains, weeping willows and not less beautiful weep- 
ing saphoras," we are led to a garden devoted co 
music—"The Concert of the Champs Etysces, con- 
ducted by ilusard," vrita which we are all familiar. 
After describing all the features of these gardens 
Mr. Kobmson sketches the Place du Carrousel and 
then goes into a description of the gardens of the 
Louvre and the Tuileries, with tnelr diversity of 
flowers and numerous works of art. 


The Bois de Boulogne is, of course, tho great fea- 


ture among the noted sights of Paris. In 1852 it 
was a forest, wild, in artistic, ugly. After Napoleon 
became Emperor he transformed it Into a combina- 
tion of wiiawood and pleasure garden, making it 
fairly magmflcent. Its lakes, waterfalls and cas- 
cades; its islands, its Garden of Acclimatization, 
lined with, an almost endless variety or animals and 
plants, aud the thousand and one other leatures 
which distinguish tula noblest of modern works of 
the kind, iorrn subjects for deiightlnl reading evea 
to tnose who have had the good fortune to be eye- 
witnesses to the scenes described. 
It would, ol coarse, be impossible for us to follow 
Mr. Kobmson over the entire fleld of his observa- 
tion. To do so would be to demand »a amount of 
space not obtainable in a paper like the HKKAI.D, 
with Its vast variety of news. -To the gardens, 
squares, &c., already mentioned as described, we 
win add Versailles, Fontaiuebleaa and the Gladiolus 
grounds of Jl. Souchet, the gardens of St. Cloud, 
ileudon, the peacti gardens or Montreuil and ths 
market gardens of Paris. There are numerous 
others to which we mast refer tue reader. 


Not least in importance aro those parts of the Boot 
which enter upou a prolessional and*critical review 
of the Frencli system of horticulture. Cpon the 
whole Mr. Koblnaou concludes that It is superior to 
the English system, and we have no doubt of its 
superiority to the American. Indeed, it seems as 
if our restless energy is incapable, or at least, unwil- 
ling, to devote itself to a High development 01' horti- 
cultural science. The excuse ,that we are a young 
nation is tho lamest of apologies In this age 
of progress. How absurd it does appear lor 
a people that nave 
invented 
tae 
telegraph 
and the steamboat to apologize for backwardness in 
ilie development of tue beautiful on the ground of 
youth! Why can we not have nurseries in New YorK 
like the Jardln Fleurlste of Paris? And, for the mat- 
ter or that, why have we not had, tor the past quar- 
ter of a century, a system of horticulture excelling 
that of France, wnicn naa really been perfected only 
since the coup <Ptital > 
We have not read a page of this book without 
mentally contrasting New York with Paris. Execut- 
ing Central Pars, which Is far removed from com- 
pletion, we havo not really a fine place of public 
reaort in this city. Union square, Madison square, 
Washington and Tomptlns squares, Stuy vcsant park, 
and the few other squares aad parks which we own 
are wofully neglected. 
Why should not Union 
square be the equal of the Pare Mouceau, which 
Mr. Kobinson thtnKs tno most beautiful garden m 
Paris f Again, the opportunity is ample for making 
Madison square a garden of surpassing beauty. 
In point of ornamentation everything has to be done 
nore. Our works or art are lew; the subjects for 
them are m profusion everywhere, awaiting the 
Chtsul of ttio BCulDior. 
It we uuut wait turougU 


many long years before we can liave ouch another 
garden us that of Versailles, we need aol delay 
equalling the garaona ol tU8 Louvro and th» 
Tuileries. 
It is uotour purpose to draw an Invldiona compari- 
son between the Hois de lioulo^ne aad Central Park. 
We have uotlimg but praise for the latter. It is s 
nobie work and one destined lo become celebrated. 
There has, undoubtedly, ucea less of public spirit 
manifested m it ttiau wo desired to sse. Tue dona- 
tions which have been made to it by citizens have 
been comparatively small, while the yearly appropri- 
ations by government have bean limited. Under thes* 
circumstauces it must be admitted that tua commis- 
sioners nave done welL ttui years are likely to pasi 
berore we possess such a garden of accitautizaUon 
as is to be louuu m the Bois de Boulogne, the estab- 
lishment of winch, by iho way, does not date many 
years uacic iroui the laving out ol Central i'ars. 


We know very well tuac some shrivelled up sou!, 
unable to discover beauty in any other thing than 
money, and hopelessly blind to the u.ility of beauty, 
will remind us that it the people oi Paris have hBd 
their city so improved as to stand to-day unrivalled 
inpoiut of niagnnlcence by au-.- ottier existing city 
or the world, they have had" to pay deurly for 
their whistle. So they have. But Is it not a conso- 
lation to them that the toy Is of incomparable gran- 
deur? Does not tue Parisian, sitting in the garden 
or the Champs ElysC-es, listening to Musard's delight- 
ful music, or strolling amid me charming scenery 
of the Bois de Boulogne, foal amply recom- 
pensed for tne heavy taxes he pays yearly 1 And 
for the matter of that, do not we, in this good 
city of New York, pay a frightful price for our 
whistle? Alas, what a poor, cracked bauble we do 
(tet lor tne money 1 In saventeeu years I'aris him 
paid a vast sum, but—when we consider the relativa 
sizes of the two cities—hardly greater than we hava 
paid in the same period. We see what has been 
dohe tor the Parisians' money. 
What has been 
done lor ours ? Ask the politicians 1 Can one enter 
Madison or Union square on a summer evening, anil 
sealing ourselves, leau backwards, and inhale to 
languor tne fragrance of p. thousand flowers, even as 
do tho Parisians in their numero us parks? Alas I no- 
His languor arises from the sultriness of the weather, 
aad he sits snuttlng tue parched dust, till a burly 
policeman, seizing him by the couar, drags nim to th» 
nearest station on a charge of drun&uancss. 
Are there many refined persons in New York, per- 
sons with aesthetic tastes, who do not sometimes 
sigh forau American Haussmaan to play the part of 
dictator and embellish in a becoming manner tha 
greatest city of the New World V 
Keturnlag to ilr. Kobinson and his book, we tar« 
up hu> descriptions of tho Jardiii Fleuriste and other 
public nurseries of tae city of Pans. These are neces- 
sary for the proper adornment of the parts. The 
propagation of plants here is earned on to an enor- 
mous extent and with surprising success. In winter 
tender plants are stored away in caves under ths 
Jardiu Fleuriste. Attached to this garden is what 
we mizht term a college of horticulture, to whica 
students ef all nations are admitted. The botaaioal 
library is extensive and admirably arraHged. 
At Petit Bry, near Nogeut-sur-iiarae, is locates 
the nursery for trees for the boulevards; the nursery 
for shrubs is in the Bois de Boulogne, near the race 
course of Longchauips, and that for herbaceous 
plants is in the Bois de Vincennes. We need hardly 
sav that these nurseries are as perfect as science can 
now make them. Following m regular order wa 
have an inierestiag chapter on trees for city parka, 
avenues, gardens, streets, &c.; tuea one on sub- 
tropical plants for tue flower garden, aad another 
ou'hardy plants for the subtropical irardea. tue two 
last named belug most interesting and instructive 
chapters, containing among otaer things lists or sub- 
tropical and hardy herbaceous and annual plants 
suited to the climate of England. How lar they 
would suit our American climate we must leave It 
to che horticulturists to decide, with some of them 
we are familiar; with others we are aot. The tlur- 
teeath chapter is devoted to the plant decorauoa of 
apartmeuts, refona in tne conservatories, palms and 
the Ivy aad its uses in, Parisian gai-deua. Tue last 
named subject we commend as beiag especially 
wortny of a caretul perusal. 
The lourteeuth lo the nineteenth chapters are de- 
voted to Iruit culture. The improvement, or, rather, 
advancement, in this branca ot horticulture a 
almost wonderful. Numerous wood cuts illustrate- 
the manner la which the peach and pear are grown 
and trained. We iiave but little or nothing ot the 
like in the United states. But lew of our iruit gar- 
dens are cultivated scleutittcally—something urcatiy 
to be regretted, for tue growtn uud yield or ttiutreea 
are not only oeueflted by scieuutie treatment, but 
they are also made to combine art and boauty with 
pecuuiary proiit. Kvery intelligent iruit grower in tiiia 
country should study irom tills book how cordons of 
tue most perfect and artistic character are lormed of 
the pear aud pencil- We have Uere descriptions of 
the spiral, the obilque, the vertical, tha horizontal 
and other kinds or cordons foriaeu by thess trees, ell 
of widen arc very beautiiul. la wuas we suppose is 
called -laucy" growing here ara illustrations of tho 
lamuus NuDoleou peach tree, grown to spell tha 
name of tne French limperor; tne Lcpere trees, 
crown m the same maaner; aud iruit trees grown 
in the vase lorm. Next to ihe Kupolcou. wluch la 
really a wonderful triumph or science, ,13 the -pear 
tree shown at the Puns Expoditiou of ISGT by M. 
Creux, of Sceaux," au engraving of which is m llio 
book. The illustrations or botii cheao trees must bo 
seen to be properly appreciated. 


Of curious interest, though, perhaps not quite so 
useful to this country, is tue account of tho mush- 
room culture in 1-ranee, irwe aie not mistaken a 
dcsorlptiou of the BUUIC was given not long ago in 
jUurjJi'i-'s MwuSitu und may uavo been i;;keu from 
these pages. Tlie remaining chapters of the boot 
are dcvoied to the culture ol salads, asparagus, cur- 
rot, cauliflower, sweijt poutoes and tne numerous 
otner vegetables of ttiu kitchen ir.trden. Tnere IH 
also a description or "dhov/itig roses in Franco" and

cuupter relating lo horticultural machines. Imple- 
ments, appliances, *tc., IH quite eutei-Laiain^ and in- 
struct ive, as la also the closing chapter, descriptive 
ola horticultural tour through parts of Franco. Our 
space, however, will UOL pcrjiit a review of the^o 
tilings, so tnat we must leave tiieni to the reader to 
be enjoj'ed even as we have eujoyed thorn. 


We have no hesitation in renouiuiendms this boofe 
to all reilaed, educatea persons, it is valuable to 
Hteiiiture for the sake or ttie admirable style ia 
which it is written. II it had aotluujf else to recom- 
meuci it than its graphic description or "the parks, 
promenades aud jrardeus of pans," it would still 
deserve to rank high amoii£ receat literary produc- 
tions. But it has au additional merit. As a horti- 
cultural work it will be round of great service to all 
who reel the slightest Interest iu the ilower sardea, 
aud of inestimable benelU to the grower of fruits 
aud vegetables. We are cot suflicieutly versed in 
horticulture to crltici.-ie adversely tnose of Mr. Eob- 
lasou's conclusions with which wo ure inclined to 
disagree. Such criticism we leave to the proles, 
sionai horticulturist. But we lecl assured that in 
scueral excellence the contents of the volume can 
for the hignest praise. That tuer will have some- 
thing mor-j tnan an ephemeral existence we hava 
no doubt. As an inceuuve to a closer attention to 
horticulture the volume is so peculiarly applicable 
to this'country that we repeat our recommendation 
of its extensive uud careful pjrusai.

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 16,1S69. 


This morning. In the United States Court, before 


Judge JJurell, aa attempt was made to bond £180,01)0 
worth of the million or so or sugar seized by tha 
government officials in New Orleans tor alleged 
Infractions of the revenue laws. 


United States District Attorney P- H. Morgaa 


(who, at the request of the Attorney General, has 
withdrawn his resignation) strenuously opposed th9 
motion, stating tnat tho government wished to havo 
the thing itself la court, so that, whether the gov- 
ernment gained or lost tua case, the litigation might 
be brought to a climax at once. 


Mr. E. C. Billings, on behalf of the claimants, said 


whatever might be the wishes of tlie government, it 
was not probable that the case would be brought to 
a flam disposition Inside of five years, for the parties 
were determined to exhauet everr legal remedy. 


Judge Durell remarked that after four months' 


delay tha motion to bond made at the instant that 
the government was prepared to go to trial cer- 
tainly came at a most suspicious time. 
Mr. Billings explained that the delay had bcea 
caused by the difficulty in getting the sugars released 
from the attachments of creditors. 
Judge Dureli said he would hear what the sureties 
had to say and decide upon the case afterwards. 
Two leading sugar factors were offered as sureties, 


one swearing to ST5.000 of unencumbered property 
and the other to $800,000.. Tue Court agreed to ac- 
cept one of them for $25,000 and the other for 
£JU,000. 
At this rate of progression the bonds are not likely 
to be lound till alter the case has been decided. 


Meanwhile the District Attorney purposes bringing 
the suits for trial wltiua a wees. 
The criminal indictments acainst Perry Fuller are 
In preparation and will be laid before tue Griiud 
Jury as soon as it is empanelled.

PARIS, Nov. 6, 1S6S). 


Paris is in the turmoil of another election. Four 


of the Deputies elected to the Corps Lc Jaatif from 
the first third, faurih and eighth districts of this 
city were at the same time elected in four of the 
rural districts. 
They chose, or -opted,1' to repre- 


sent their rural constituents, being thoroughly con- 
vinced that the vacant seats thus created in Paris 
would inevitably be filled by candidates of then- 
own party, whom tis opposition has Ion's been eaaer 
to bring forward. In consequence of this option 
the government nas convoked the electors in the 
several districts mentioned for the 21st and 22d 
inat., and the naw Deputies are to be chosen on 
those dates ju«t m time to take their places In the 
Legislature which, meets on the 29th. in view of 
these facts, and or ttw immense changes that have 
occurred 12 varians Trays throughout the empire 
since the general elections in May and the Emperor's 
message in July, politics, candidates, electors and 
newspapers are iust now all huddled into one pot, a 
seething cauldron at that. Notiiing else Is thought, 
talked or heard of save "the elections." War with 
Prussia ana the mighty Bismarck, Father Hya- 
ctathe and the Ecumenical Council. Spain and the 
coming King from Genoa, even that favorite topis, 
the Emperor's health, ara all cast into the back- 
ground by the Incessant bustle and uproar made over 
the elections. To speat truth, tlas is not all merely 
owing to the fussmess of the candidates and aspi- 
rants on the scones. The entire French public 
regard the pending elections with an eager and un- 
usually significant eye. There is no doubt but that 
public opinion in the rural regions, as well as in the 
capital, has undergone a rapid change since the la:e 
grants made irom cae throne. It has been rendered 
more bold and exacting than it has ever dared to 
be before under the sscond empire, and this bold- 
ness and exaction has been entirely inspired by the 
press, particularly by tho metropolitan press, 
which, as a matter of course, wields the cleverest 
pens to be found m French journalism. Exciting 
phlllipplcs and jmngent diatribes have not been 
lacking in its columns to stir up the population to 
Its lowest depths. 


To exhibit the chango Cms brought about, let me. 


employing tne narty terms current here, remark 
only this:—In May the opposition candidates were 
called •'irrcconcilab'.es,'' and their electors wera 
dubbed "liberal;" in November the same candidates 
are Btylod the "unoathed" (all who retase to take 
any oath of allegiance to tae Emperor and his 
dynasty), while the electors have become "Irrecon- 
cilablea." In Slay Messrs. Cambetta, Bancel, Ernest 
Picaru and Jules Simon, In the four districts Irom 
which they now retire, received 99,310 votes; the 
government or oaicial candidates received only 
31,805 votes. As tainzs now staad, the system of 
official candidacies having been abandoned, tne gov- 
ernment has pet up no candidates, for it is conceded 
by the official sheets that it could not draw off aw 
votes from the "unoathefl" and "irrecoucilablcs." 
Hence the opposition candidates, o! whatever leather 
or color, are having things all their own way. It is 
trne they are fighting a httle among themselves, but 
it Is generally allowed that they will come out all 
right by the 21st, whsn the cable will be able to inform 
you of the winning names, or course, if the "nn- 
oathefl" ("inasserrnenles") are returned. Napoleon 
HL will not allow them to take their seats, anu Paris 
will have four empty chairs in the Corps Lesislatlf. 
It is about this little item or the practicability of 
taking or not taking the required oath of allegiance 
that organs and candidates are now scuffling, The 
more reasonable of the party claim that it will 
never do to lose four seats. The fire-eaters pretend 
that four seats filled would count fur nothing, white 
four empty chairs, uoheld as they would be by 100,000 
Parisian electors, would go a great way in breaking 
up the present state of things—in fact, would shake 
their empty backs at the Emperor until he should 
fall to pieces through mere fright. So waxes the 
contest, although it is more than probable that the 
candidates who will be elected, rather than forego 
the honor of sitting in the Palais Bourbon among 
the chosen lew, will be disposed to swallow any oatU 
or oaths propounded to them, ir there is a country 
In the world where a hankering exists after offi-.-e 
and the poinps, bis and iutle vanities adherent 
thereto, that country Is under the government and 
control of his Majesty, Napoleon III. The candi- 
dates are numerous, and nightly meetings are Held in 
In each district to carry on tnoir canvass. In these 
"reunions" tiie discussions are various and amus- 
ing; scenes occurring not unfrequentty that arc 
simniy ludicrous. The French fttrici is as yet unused 
10 public speaking, meetings and the like; whether 
It will ever adopt that ready lacilicy and becoming 
cravity of Anglo-Saxon political life, is a question 
jet to be solved. In the meantime 3d. Labonlaye, in 
the Temps, has drawn lor all concerned a list of 
gestures, tones, attitudes and other necessary items 
for the guidance of the new speakers and debaters 
in the public meetings now taking place. It is a 
very cood cookery book on eloquence, or "how 
Cicero acted m the forum." 


Among the candidates running, tne most promi- 
nent Is tha famous Kocaefort. There is no doubt 
that the editor of the Lanurne. wields an immense 
influence over tne people o; i'aris. They look upon 
him as having bseu the fiist to speak out boid utter- 
ances to the rulers that be, even berore the demon- 
stration over Itaudm's tomo last November, wliea 
the public agitation in the empire and about the em- 
pire assumed a tangible and threatening aspect. His 
wit, his points and his inrusw since have afforded 
no lltue amusement and are counted as so many 
ecores to his credit; his election is conceded over all 
Ilia competitors. 
He has this verr day arrived In 
Pans from Brussels In order to place himself at the 
command of tne people, as he savs, either to 
take li.s seat quie;ly or to 
bear hia breast 
to cannon balls, uis entrance on French territory 
was at first contested by tne oollce, who ceremo- 
niously arrested him, but who released him on the 
express orcier of the Emparor. who was also cle- 
ment enough to tarnish him witu a safe conduct 
darinjz-the election period, as he Is under a sentence 
of Imprisonment passed by the ordinary tribunals. 
Kochefort re-enters n;s capital, then, amid tne uur- 
rans of the populace and tne excitement of tiie 
boulevaralsts. 1 haa barely time to catch a glimpse 
or him as his friends hurried him through the crowd 
Into a hack al tne railway station.

or Cajsars P » M. Allen, a prominent lawyer, is a 
candidate lor another of the seats and tho wages 
attached to It, or'li.ooo irancs per annum. 


M. Laurier, anoiher prominent lawyer, nas Just 
withdrawn his catulidaci in favor of his comuetitor 
Rocheioru in view of Hie arrest of the latter by the 
government, although tho arrest lasted only two 
hours. 


M. Glais-Iiizoin, an ex-deputy, Is also runnlne In 
one oflhe districts; H. Emauuel Arago In aaotner 
These are the more prominent personages, bu 
some are now uppermost that were never before 
heard of by tiie public at targe. Tlxe candidates o 
this class belong to "tiie people," ana they are very 
anxious to serve "the people." In other words 
they huve all the pushing arrogance and callousness 
of a true rcpre.-eiitative of sans-ctilo'Msm; they 
would prove ju--t as unscrupulous and cruel in power 
as were the men of 17&U-9S, while tueir Ignorance i» 
unprecedented gross and palpable. Their aspira- 
tions are laughable, for they are based on nothing 
but the most bestial desires. Their efforts to obtait 
success m tne electoral fleld are incessant, and their 
noisy utterances are numberless in behalf of "radical 
socialism''—that la, of the rijjht of everybody to wort, 
ristht of children, of women to the earth tuat they 
cultivate, or whoever does cultivate it." Their 
underground intrigues against each other are amu- 
smjr. one of them calls a meetnut and. rents apuolic 
hall for the holding thereof; his rival sets vent uf the 
ail'air and attempts to oust the whole assemblage, 
speaker and all the invlied, into the streets by ob- 
taiEinz a prior lease of the building. &c. The com- 
missaries ol the police, who by law are compelled to 
oe present at every meeting, have as yet dissolved 
none, but the intriguers do not scruple to call on 
them to interfere lor the gratification of then- rival 
pretensions.

Withal, M. Jules Alllx has something 
of the Gavroche clement in his constitution; he is to 
b* seen darting about all over Parts, and travelling 
around sergetitx de vitte, troops of the line and the 
oubuc buildings, as if he had it in his power to 
smite and overturn them all with a wave of 6is 
hand. 
M. Jules Allix, in a word, pits himself 
agaiust the Tuiierles; he desires to tear down that 
palace and regenerate the tiuinan race with his 
philosophical code of socialism. He has one set 
speech on hia school of politics, which he spouts on 
ail occasions. lc would be useless to recapitulate 
all his peculiar views upon society contained in that 
set speech, which I only mention as a descriptive 
item of the individual under remark. Wishin" to 
hear this and other wonld-be representatives of the 
people, I have attended several of these gentlemen 
In their respective locatiaiities of resort; aad, hav- 
ing taua mingled wita them, have had the oppor- 
tunity to ascertain that these demagogues now ram- 
pant here. with, the bible of socialism in one hand, 
would as readily play the same old game of havoc 
as did their fathers in 17<J9. The same biood-tflirsty 
scenes which occurred under the "Terror" inurut 
occur here again in this covetous age and luxuri- 
ous capital were it not Jor the wnolesome res;raiut 
of King Chassepot. 1 went the other day to visit M. 
Juies Ailuc. ai his residence, lie lives in a laahiona- 
Ble quarter, since his house is oaly lour or live 
doors from the Champs Elvs^es, autiougu it is by no 
means a palatial-looking one and he 13 not at ail in 
wealthy circumstances. He was out at the time 
electioneering. His lady was at home, and, after a 
moment's hesitation, received me with all the high 
flown air of a, lad y of tne Parisian working classes,

Tiie tnreatened dates on the calendar are now 
put off for tae iilst lust., the aay of the elections; 
th'j 28tn inst-, the day of the Corps Legislatif open- 
ing by tho Emperor, and th2 3d of December, the 
anniversary oi Baudln's death.

The Satsama of Japan Sncd in ZL Paris Conrt.

A suit in which the 1'rmce of Satzuma, one of the 
most powerful Daiii:ios ot Japan, was tne defendant, 
has just been decided before the imperial Court of 
Paris.

1857, tiie two agents ot the Prince employed in u!s 
name M. Lissignol, a French engineer, to inspect the 
delivery ot the arms and to perlorm other missions, 
but in the following August informed hiia tliat his 
aid was no longer required, and called on Win to 
gwa an account of the snm of M.sajr. which he had 
received, at tne same time ollcrlng him 4,ooor. as 
payment lor his services. M. Lissignol then put for- 
ward a claim for 25,5'J2T. for diiferent matters, In- 
cluding plans for the reconstruction oi the Japanese 
navy, &c-, and brought an action before the Civil 
Coun to obtain payment. 
The evidence, however, 
snowed that he had never received instructions to 
prepare any such project, and tue judges, consider- 
ing that tlie 4,0901. was suillcient remuneration for 
wuat he had dona, non-suiied him. 
The plamtiif then appealed to tne Imperial Court, 
which has naw couurjiied the former judgment.

Sultan bas received visits from the Crown Prince of 
Prussia, the Italian Prince Duke d'Aosta (an Admi- 
ral of the Italian Marine) and tae Prince of Hesse, 
son-in-law of Queen Victoria. These 'have been 
lodge;! by the Sultan in his palaces on the Bosphorus 
and treated with a hospitality which calls to mind 
those of the older Caliphs of Arabia—even of Haroun 
al Easchid himself. They visited all of the more 
interesting points on the Bosphorus and the curiosi- 
ties in stamboul, the main arsenal and the splendid 
ordnance depot of Tophamb and its workshops, now 
in excellent condition, under the charge of his F.xcal- 
lency Halll Pacha. They had an opportunity in the 
latter of examining the Springfield rines lately pur- 
chased in the Cnitea States, with which the Pacha 
is extremely well satisfied. 


These have now all taken their departure for 


Egypt, to be present at the openlnc of the Suez 
Canal.

guest with the Sultan is 


Francis Joseph Hapsburg, Emperor of Austria and 
King of Hungary, who, with a large suite, resides in 
the Sultan's own palace of Dolma Baktcha, on the 
European side of the Bosphorus. The arrival of the 
Emperor has been expected here with, more than 
ordinary Interest, n-inccs bave beea so pleutiiul of 
ate as to attract small attention among tne people 
or Stambonl; but an Emperor haa never been seen 
here except this one—Padishah Abdul Aziz.

It is supposed, for the attention of 
a similar character oestowed upon him at Schon- 
brnn during the tour of the Sultan, in 1867, has 
rendered him of more than ordinary importance 
n the sight of the "Faithful." Some of the less 
olerant, however, look upon him as the great 
;emtcha Ghiaour, or the "Austrian Infidel," of 
whom they have so often heard, and who figures in 
hat character in the novel of "Hadji Baba." 
The Empress arrived yesterday via the Danube, the 
iastcliook and Varna Railroad. The Austrian Am- 
bassador of this place, Baroa Prokesh Osten; his 
iliglmess All Pacha, the Grand vizier, and Omar 
Paclia, the veteran Commander-in-Chlef of the Otta- 
man army, met her Imperial Majesty at BnstchooK, 
and from thence escorted him by railroad to Varna, 
where he embarked in the Snltan's largest yacnt, 
"he smtanawich, for tne Bosphorus and stamboul. 
Seven large steamers of the Austrian Lloyd's gave 


Tree accommodation to all those who wished to go 
in them and visit the mouth of the Bosphorus when 
the Emperor entered. About 3,000 persona profited 
ot this civility. Beside those several other steam- 
ers, large aad small, joined in the affair, &.1 full ot 
people, so toat the corte~ce consisted of some twenty 
steamers oilier than tnose of the Sultan placed at 
the disposal of the Emperor. Admiral Tegetoff uad 
gone to Varna to meet his sovereign with two steam 
corvettes, but as these proved to be slower than the 
bultanawicn they did not reach the mouth oi tuo 
Straits until long after the Emperor had disem- 
barked at tne Sultan's palace. The spectacle of the 
entree-ol tho Emperor was very fine. All of the 
steamers were dressed out in nags uf every hue and 
size, while the suitanawich only had on her main- 
masthead 
tne Imperial colora ot Austria, and 
on tae two others tun standard of the Padis.huli. So 
soon as the Emperor entered tne mouth of the Bos- 
phorua and passed by the famous -Cyencan liocte," 
the main batteries opened a running tiro oi cannon. 
Tula roareii terribly, and wu ce-eclioeJ i»c «ud 


near among the ollfta and valleys of tho Bosphorus. 
No euch cannonade has been heard among the 
diplomats of liennnununnn ana TlicrassJ:i uluco 
the salutes of the allied naval lorcos of England, 
France, Turlcoy and Italy, on their way out to attack 
Sebastopol. All the merchant snios at anchor were 
more or loss decorated with flags, and a9 luo 
weather was very line his Imperial Majesty could 
not but have been much pleased with the Kindly 
welcome offered him by every one. 


The Emperor, in full Austrian uniform sat on the 
bridge of the paddle ooxes, surrounded bv a large 
suite of Turks, Austnaus and Hungarians. Ainuns 
ths lauer was Count Anurassi, once tne agent of 
Kossutu aad an oiilcer of uorgey's army, lie was 
burned in effigy in Fcsth after the fall of the civil 
war of Uuaaary, and lor some years did not venture 
to return to lus own home. He remained at largo 
an exile in Paris aud London, until the amnesty of 
the Emperor allowed Hun to return to his estates. 
l>ut all things have an end, and even, revolutions are 
forgotten m the biiter and more fearful times 
wlucti succeed them. Even the greatest rebels reratu 
tueir *'lost estate," and become laithtul subject or 
citizens. Such has beea the lot of Count Audrassl, 
now President of me Hungarian Diet and the brave 
companion ot the Emperor Francis Joseph. This is 
the more remarkable, as It is understood that he is 
said to come hero as a return visit of the Sultan to 
I'esth In 1S67, when all of tfle magnates turned o'.it 
to compliment linn lor the valuable protection ollered 
to Kossuth and h;s eyjyver£>, who sought a shelter 
from the vindictive arms of Austria and Russia 
alter being compelled to ily from Hungary. 
As soon as the Sultanwich cast ancttor before the 
Sultan's palace, the Sultaa drew alongside of has, in 
one of his finest state bayes. They embraced ench 
other as brothers, sucti beinj the custom ol tnose 
sovereigns, who have been placed over the people, 
by direct divine interposition. Then, leaving the 
yachts, preceded by all the suite or the Empress, the 
two sovereigns were rowed ashore to tne palace. 
The ships of war again belched forth voiutnus of 
smoke and put the thunders of the sky to blush by 
this uproar. The troops everywhere ciieeied. and so 
did 
the motley assemblies in the escorting 
steamers. 
Later in the day the Empress made 
a short excursion In the harbor and along the 
valley of Stamboul in. a small steamer of war, 
and returaed-m time to dine with the Sultan. To- 
day, as the latter went to mosque, at noon, the gala 
was even more splendid than tnat during the visit of 
tho Empress of France. 


The local papers mate considerable noise over 
the visit of the empress, and seem to attacli to it 
an object of a political character. However, he will 
proceei Hence to Greece and Jerusalem before 
going down into Egypt, where he has been fre- 
quently invited by Ismail Facha, the Viceroy. Some 
suppose tnat the course of events has laid the desti- 
nies of Austria and Italv more or less togetner: tnat 
the Panslavism. of Kussia threatens both empires 
alike, and an enteme between the two sovereigns 
has oeeeme a necessity. As a theme for an argu- 
ment this not far from correct. Bat as governments 
have no hearts, though great heads in abundance, to 
imagine aay other en'ective or friendly alliance be- 
tween the two sovereigns and people, so aistmct are 
these In nature, religion and evea habits than otheis 
of mutual protection against a common enemy, is 
preposterons. 
uolh may now be eonsiderea as 
Eastern empires, full of varied elements of discord 
and disunion, all growing out of the several sernl- 
nationautiea and even different religions, which, 
whenlsast expected, may indulge m dreams of la- 
depenileoce aud separation from the parent stock. 
It is stiU a matter of conjecture whether or not the 
Sultan will go in person to Egypt and attend the 
opening of the great canal. Tne Turks say that 
their Sultan has not been invited by his vassal, tne 
Pacha, and cannot, tfierefore, go. Some, on the o'tjier 
hand, state that, he needs no such invitation, inas- 
much as Egypt is his own property and Ismail Paciia 
a governor general, like many others of the empire. 
The higuer classes, chose la office, regard the posi- 
tion or things too serious for the sultan to do so 
much Uonor to the quasi rebel Pacha; but others 
desire, la view or settling the difficulty, & I'airnaWe, 
that be sliouW put aside all other considera- 
tions and take the shine out of Ismail racha, 
anil come down on him when lie least ex- 
pects it. Some say that France does not wish 
aim to be there, GO as not to lessen the position or 
the Viceroy, and this Is possible; though against 
this it has aeen asserted that ihc Empress ha-i re- 
quested tlio Grand Vizier to settle the whole affair 
before her arrival here, and that this not having 
been done she rattier showed htm the "cold shoul- 
der" auring her visit. The most humorous ot the 
an, dits is that the Sultan is deeply in love with the 
fair Empress and Is strongly desirous of iraing down 
into Egypt only so as to see her again. Perhaps the 
Euiparor of Austria wdl exert an Influence in tne 
matter and bring about a solution, though he mleht 
be a dangerous rival to the lovesick Sultan la 
Egypt.

FoefSnE Towards JJoino aad tho JScnmcnical 


Council—Previous Calholic Slcrachical As- 
cembEases—The Genera] CuancKs of the 
CisnrcJi—What Haa Bcoa Declared* defined 
and .Accomplished. 


LoNocm, Nov. 8, 1863. 


The Ecumenical Council, which will assemble this 


day month, at Rome, IB to be called "The First Coun- 
cil of the Vatican," and will be the nineteenth gene- 
ral council or the Catholic Church according to the 
opinion, of the leading, or I might say ol all, the au- 
thorities of that Church, both living and dead- As I 
proposes In a former letter on tills subject it may 
not be uninteresting to give a short account or these 
eighteen councils that have preceded the one now 
about to meat and to note down briefly what each one 
has done towards affirming, defining or condemning 
doctrines, and that has been the result of each such 
assembly upon the Church over which Its decisions 
have ruled. Ana first 1 will give yon a nominal Hat 
of these General Councils, dividing them, or lather 
classifying them, alterwards in such a manner as 
may make their workings all the more easy to un- 
derstand. Let me only remind you once more that in 


xlting ol historial facts concerning the Catholic 


Church I have consulted almost entirely Catholic 
Historians and writers, just aa I would if engaged 
upon a. history of your great republic go to Ameri- 
can, and not to British or French, writers lor the 
data upon which to write- 


According, then, to the universally received opin- 


ion among Catholic writers on the subject, tUe eigh- 
teen general councils of the Church that have been 
held up to this time are— 


First—The first Council of Nice, held in the year 


323. 


Secana—The flrat Council of Constantinople, held 
in 331. 


Third—The Council of Ephesus, held In 431. 
Fourth—rue Council ol ciiaiceaon, held In 451. 
t'ifJi—The second Council uf Constantinople, held 
in 553.

These eighteen Ecumenical Councils may be 


classed under the following lour heads:— 


First—The flrst of these Includes the eight coun- 
cils which head my list, ail ol wnien were neld in 
the East. 
seeoiui—The second comprises the fonr councils 
held in the Basilica or CUurca of St. John Laterau, 
at Home, ana termed respectively the First, Second, 
Third and Fourth Councils of Lateran, which ei- 
tendea over the years from 11S4 to 1215, both inclu- 
sive. 
r/wrd—The third gronp, so to speas, of General 
Councils includes the First and Second councils of 
Lyons, that of Vieune and that of Florence, and the 
Filth Council of Laterau—five councils, extending 
from 1245 to 1512. 
fourUi—The fourth classification includes only 
that of Trent, neld in 1545. 


Of the flrst group It may be said that the work of 


those eight was chieflv that of dettnlng theologi- 
cal dogmas. As I said before, the eight Councils 
were all held in the East, and those mostly inter- 
ested respecting them were Greeks; for they took 
place before the separation between the-Eastern and 
the Western Churches. The Greeks were always 
more or less speculative In their ideas, and daring 
the first ages of the Church they rebelled against the 
doctrines of the Trinity, of the Incarnation and of 
the Divinity of our. Savicmr. The famous Ariai, a 
Greek by Birth, bnt a priest of Alexaad»a by occn- 
pation, was the founder of what is called in the 
Catholic Church the Arian heresy. He proclaimed 
boldly that Jesus Christ was not equal to God the 
Faiber, ana was, in fact, but a man, although 
wittt a sinless nature. 
This heresy spread all 
over 
the 
East with a. rapidity that nothing 
could stop, and was accepted by patriarchs, bishops, 
priests and laymen throughout the various Churches 
in Africa and Asia. It was to combat tms aoctilne 
that we nrst .Ecumenical Council was called-to- 
gether at Nice, in the year 325, and there 3SO bisnops 
decided and proclaimed tliat God the Sou 13 equal 
ami consubstantial with God the Father. There, also, 
it was that the "Nicene Creed," which is an enlarge- 
ment, or development of that which is called tne 
••Apostle's Creed," was drawn up, and is to tnis day 
used as the Roman Catholic Mi.oal, aa well as the 
Boot of Common Prayer of the Protcatant Episcopal 
Church. 
About nfty or eixtj years after the Council of 


Nice another heresy sprung into existence, the 
author 
of 
which was Maccdonlus, patriarch 


of 
Constantinople. 
Toe 
chief 
featnru 
of 
tlila doctrine w-as to dear the divinity of the 
Holy Uhost, tae Third Penan of tuo uoly TrinUj. 


This error, or heresy, was also very popular, 
irdeed, throuirhont the East, and numerous Ariaus, 
who had not received tho teaching of the Council 
of Nice, also Joined it. At the same time another 
heresy, the exact contrary ot Arlantsm, appeared, 
aiu has to the present day never been fully eradi- 
cated from the Eastern Churches. It was termed 
Mamcheisni, and pronounced that our Saviour had 
no human body, or liumau nature, but was in all 
respects divine, and only divine. Tho church was 
at this period very much divided, Indeed, for 
throughout the East the Episcopal authority was 
almost entirely in 
tho hands 
of the Ariau 
bishops, tho lay people having embraced Maui- 
cheisui as an antidote to it, and the lower 
clergy aloje holding tbtit would now be termed the 
true doctrine on these points. For this reason, and 
also on account of the great laxity of morals which 
had become prevalent in the East, the flrst Council 
of Constantiuaple, which is the second on the list 
1 have given above, was. held, and decided the 
principles of 
Christian laith which bad been 
attacked. This Council met in the year 381, and 
realliruiea that which Uie Council of Kice had pro- 
claimed, namely, that God the Son Is consubstantial 
and coequal with God the Father; and also that our 
Saviour had a human as well as a divine nature, or 
that he wap "perfect God and perfect man." Hardly, 
however, had the first Council of Constantinople 
closed its sittings and pronounced its decisions 
(decisions which, by the way, were confirmed by the 
Pope of Koine belorc they were promulgated), when 
a new heresy, speculative, of course, as coming 
from the Easterns, broke out, and to comoat it tne 
Council ot Ephesus, the third upou my list, was con- 
voked in 431. 
The Council ot Nice and the First 
Couacil of Constantinople had effectually set at rest 
the questions respecting the divine nature of God 
the Son, aad bad also spoken out aud proclaimed 
the opinion that Jesus Christ had no huma.i nature 
to be erroneous. Bu; ?s yet the Church had not offi- 
cially, so to speak, denned in what manner or how 
Christ was the Son of Uod. 


About che year A. D. 418 or 415, Nestorlns, an 
archpriest in Constantinople, began to teacu that 
tnere were in Jesus Christ two persons united, that 
Uie Son of God lining one ol these persons, had wholly 
sanctified the other, or human person, but that che 
lormsr had never died, had never suffered, and had 
not been born of tne Vircin Mary. Consequently ttiat 
He was born al Bethlehem, and who suffered and 
died on the cross, was the human nature and human 
jorin; but that He wiio had ascended into heaven 
was the divine nature of the same being. To com- 
bat this doctrine, which seems to us Westerns a 
kiBd of word playing almost upon sacred subjects, 
tne Council of Ephesas was called together, and 
affirmed th it Christ had a divine and a human nature, 
and that both were naited in the dinue person; that 
it must be said of Christ, and therefore of God, that 
He was born of the Virgin Slarv, suffered, died, 
arose again and in the same divine person ascended 
into Heaven. The oroceedings of tne Council of 
Ephesus were conttnnea at Rome, aad Nestorius 
was condemned. But the heresy exists still in the 
East, acd is professed by a very large body of people 
called the Nestonans. who reside chiefly in the pro- 
vince near tne site or the ancient Sinsvah. 
But before the Council of Ephesus had terminated 
Its sitting another heresy (also speculative aud also 
from among the GreeKs) had appeared. This was 
the peculiar doctrine of Eutycaus, head of a mo- 
nastery at Constantinople. Nest-onus hail denied tne 
unity of the person or Jesus Christ; Eutychus denied 
the duality of Uis natures. Here those who neld 
with the majority were deleated. 
The Couacil 
was held to be of no euect as regards its latter de- 
cisions, a&d the bishops appealed to anotner gene- 
ral council, which was held at Chalcedon in A. D. 
4al, and affirmed that "Christ was censubstantial 
with God the Fatner as regarded His divinity, and 
consubslantial with-man as regarded His humanity; 
perfect in his humanity, uerlect in His divinity; 
true God and true Man, without confusion or change 
of either nature; not divided, but united, or one 
only Son of God—the word made flesh." 
1 have brought you down to the end of the Coun- 
cil of Chalcedon, the fourth general council of the 
Church, and nave thus disposed of the first half of 
the flrsc group of councils, alter which comes the 
second Council of Constantinople, oi' which I will 
treat in my next, as it would take up too much 
space to iinlsh it In this letter.

yet received at the Vatican mint, where the finest 
specimens have hitherto not surpassed 090. The 
value of the lump is $5,013 78, and although 
the Pope has doubtless received offerings worth 
much more money, ne has certainly never received 
a more interesting specimen of the natural riches 
of the earth. Whether it will ultimately find its way 
to the mint or .whether it will form a precious addi- 
tion to the mineralogical museum remains to he 
seen.

SCOTLAND. 


Public Education and Nationality. 


At a dinner of the directors of the Edlnbnrg 


Philosophical Institution on Saturday evening no- 
vember 6, Lord Jloncreifl (Lord Justice Clerk) made 
the following remarks in. regard to the education 
question:— 


I do not thins the difficulties in the way of the set- 


tlement of the education question are ecclesiastic al 
diuiculties. 1 believe the ecclesiastical difficulties to 
be mere phantoms. Toe religious question does not 
stand In the way of Scottish education; there is no 
suca difficulty presenting itself in this country. 
There are no mountains in tiie pafeh; there are ouiy 
molehills. But a great many molehills are as bad 
as one mountain, or rather a great deal worse. If 
you flnd the old accustomed road tuat you 
travel full of those little risings they 
are 
apt to trip your horse. If it were a mountain 
you could tunnel it, or make your road round it. 
It was over a molehill, I tainfc, that wiiuain Ill.'s 
horse stumbled and brought that great potentate to 
fiis end. We inanatre the mountain well enough; it 
is levelled—there is" a rauroaa carried over it; and If 
the molehills can only be levelled also, there is noth- 
ing to impede the career of Scottish education. I 
have only one mortification in leaving public life. 
It is not that I have not succeeded m carrying a 
measure of education for this country, though tuat, 
no doubt, would have been a great and glorious 
achievement, whicti.l should have been Drouct to 
have had my name connected with. It is that, with 
no diiflculiles to speak of m our way, we are going 
to let Knglaad get the precedence of us. 1 aui sorry 
ttiat such should be tiie case. I trust, however, that 
vi other nands tiiit, cause may bucceed, and cnat 
alter all wo snail be ai-lc, not to loiiow, but to set 
tae example to tiie sister country in the question o£ 
education.

Reviews of Nevr Books. 


TUB PARKS, PKO5IESADES JCTO GABDEN3 OF PARIS. 
Described and considered in relation to the wants 
ot our own cities and of public and private gar- 
dens. By W. oblason, F. L. S. With upwards 
of 400 Illustrations. London: John Murray. New 
York: tacrlbaer, Welford & Co. 
In 1867 the author of this work, an English, horti- 


culturist of some reputation, though but little known 
la the United States, was sent to Paris by the Lon- 
don Times as correspondent for the horticultural 
department of the great exhibition. While In France 
he devoted much time to visiting and inspectingths 
numerous gardens in and around Paris and to Inves- 
tigating the French system of horticulture. The 
result of his research, we have before us in one of 
the most Interesting ana iastructive of books that 
have been written aud published on the same sub- 
ject. It is admirably printed, illustrated aud bound, 
there being nothing in the mechanical execution 
with which to flnd fault. 


It is not unlikely that a majority of our readers 


have either visited many of the places described 
here or have read descriptions of them. It Is doubt- 
ful, though, if either the ordinary tourists or the 
readers liave seea or read anything wliicb gives so 
clear and vivid an Idea aa this book does of the won- 
derful progress the French have made in horti- 
cultural science. Mr. llobinson's descriptions are 
those of the artist. He leaves nothing unsaid aud 
exaggerates notliimr. The picture he draws of the 
Champs Elysrea aud the gardens of the Louvre aud 
tuo Tuilerics are not less natural than graphic, and 
the same can be said of his descriptions of the liois 
de Boulogne, the IJols de Viacennes, the Pare Mou- 
ccau, tho Paic aes Buttes Cliaumont, the Jardln ilcs 
Piantes and the Luxembourg gardens, the squares 
des Btttlgaolles. dc aiontrouge, dn Teurple, des Arts 
et Metiers and several others of 
minor im- 


portance, 
the 
church 
gardens 
and 
ceme- 


teries, 
the boulevards and the Jardln Fleur- 


iste and 
other public nurseries" of 
the city 


of Paris. He gives due praise to all these places of 
note, and at the same time judiciously criticises such 
features in them as, in his opinion, are susceptible 
or improvement. 
But perfection in any earthly 


work is so nearly akin to the impossible that we can 
readily foreive any shortcomings apparent in the 
details, wiille indnlgiust in the liveliest admiration 
of the beauty or the whole. 


To the present 
Emperor 
Franca 
is 
in- 


debted 
to 
a considerable 
extent for 
her 


rapid advancement In the science of horticul- 
ture. But little la other parts of Europe and 
nothing in America can compare with the gardens 
of Paris. Tho book before us opens with a brief 
account of the Place de la Concorde, from whence 
we are conducted up the avenue des Champs Ely- 
sues, with its borders of elms, chestnuts and other 
rees, to the noble gardens of the same name. Here 
the scene is grand. Although but nine years have 
passed since these gardens were laid oat, they "look 
aa ancient artair, have many respectable speci- 
mens, conifers, magnolias, Ac., numerous larjje 
and

rhododendrons, azaleas, hollies, and the

room lor planting summer flowers." Amid "foun- 
tains, weeping willows and not less beautiful weep- 
ing saphoras," we are led to a garden devoted co 
music—"The Concert of the Champs Etysces, con- 
ducted by ilusard," vrita which we are all familiar. 
After describing all the features of these gardens 
Mr. Kobmson sketches the Place du Carrousel and 
then goes into a description of the gardens of the 
Louvre and the Tuileries, with tnelr diversity of 
flowers and numerous works of art. 


The Bois de Boulogne is, of course, tho great fea- 


ture among the noted sights of Paris. In 1852 it 
was a forest, wild, in artistic, ugly. After Napoleon 
became Emperor he transformed it Into a combina- 
tion of wiiawood and pleasure garden, making it 
fairly magmflcent. Its lakes, waterfalls and cas- 
cades; its islands, its Garden of Acclimatization, 
lined with, an almost endless variety or animals and 
plants, aud the thousand and one other leatures 
which distinguish tula noblest of modern works of 
the kind, iorrn subjects for deiightlnl reading evea 
to tnose who have had the good fortune to be eye- 
witnesses to the scenes described. 
It would, ol coarse, be impossible for us to follow 
Mr. Kobmson over the entire fleld of his observa- 
tion. To do so would be to demand »a amount of 
space not obtainable in a paper like the HKKAI.D, 
with Its vast variety of news. -To the gardens, 
squares, &c., already mentioned as described, we 
win add Versailles, Fontaiuebleaa and the Gladiolus 
grounds of Jl. Souchet, the gardens of St. Cloud, 
ileudon, the peacti gardens or Montreuil and ths 
market gardens of Paris. There are numerous 
others to which we mast refer tue reader. 


Not least in importance aro those parts of the Boot 
which enter upou a prolessional and*critical review 
of the Frencli system of horticulture. Cpon the 
whole Mr. Koblnaou concludes that It is superior to 
the English system, and we have no doubt of its 
superiority to the American. Indeed, it seems as 
if our restless energy is incapable, or at least, unwil- 
ling, to devote itself to a High development 01' horti- 
cultural science. The excuse ,that we are a young 
nation is tho lamest of apologies In this age 
of progress. How absurd it does appear lor 
a people that nave 
invented 
tae 
telegraph 
and the steamboat to apologize for backwardness in 
ilie development of tue beautiful on the ground of 
youth! Why can we not have nurseries in New YorK 
like the Jardln Fleurlste of Paris? And, for the mat- 
ter or that, why have we not had, tor the past quar- 
ter of a century, a system of horticulture excelling 
that of France, wnicn naa really been perfected only 
since the coup <Ptital > 
We have not read a page of this book without 
mentally contrasting New York with Paris. Execut- 
ing Central Pars, which Is far removed from com- 
pletion, we havo not really a fine place of public 
reaort in this city. Union square, Madison square, 
Washington and Tomptlns squares, Stuy vcsant park, 
and the few other squares aad parks which we own 
are wofully neglected. 
Why should not Union 
square be the equal of the Pare Mouceau, which 
Mr. Kobinson thtnKs tno most beautiful garden m 
Paris f Again, the opportunity is ample for making 
Madison square a garden of surpassing beauty. 
In point of ornamentation everything has to be done 
nore. Our works or art are lew; the subjects for 
them are m profusion everywhere, awaiting the 
Chtsul of ttio BCulDior. 
It we uuut wait turougU 


many long years before we can liave ouch another 
garden us that of Versailles, we need aol delay 
equalling the garaona ol tU8 Louvro and th» 
Tuileries. 
It is uotour purpose to draw an Invldiona compari- 
son between the Hois de lioulo^ne aad Central Park. 
We have uotlimg but praise for the latter. It is s 
nobie work and one destined lo become celebrated. 
There has, undoubtedly, ucea less of public spirit 
manifested m it ttiau wo desired to sse. Tue dona- 
tions which have been made to it by citizens have 
been comparatively small, while the yearly appropri- 
ations by government have bean limited. Under thes* 
circumstauces it must be admitted that tua commis- 
sioners nave done welL ttui years are likely to pasi 
berore we possess such a garden of accitautizaUon 
as is to be louuu m the Bois de Boulogne, the estab- 
lishment of winch, by iho way, does not date many 
years uacic iroui the laving out ol Central i'ars. 


We know very well tuac some shrivelled up sou!, 
unable to discover beauty in any other thing than 
money, and hopelessly blind to the u.ility of beauty, 
will remind us that it the people oi Paris have hBd 
their city so improved as to stand to-day unrivalled 
inpoiut of niagnnlcence by au-.- ottier existing city 
or the world, they have had" to pay deurly for 
their whistle. So they have. But Is it not a conso- 
lation to them that the toy Is of incomparable gran- 
deur? Does not tue Parisian, sitting in the garden 
or the Champs ElysC-es, listening to Musard's delight- 
ful music, or strolling amid me charming scenery 
of the Bois de Boulogne, foal amply recom- 
pensed for tne heavy taxes he pays yearly 1 And 
for the matter of that, do not we, in this good 
city of New York, pay a frightful price for our 
whistle? Alas, what a poor, cracked bauble we do 
(tet lor tne money 1 In saventeeu years I'aris him 
paid a vast sum, but—when we consider the relativa 
sizes of the two cities—hardly greater than we hava 
paid in the same period. We see what has been 
dohe tor the Parisians' money. 
What has been 
done lor ours ? Ask the politicians 1 Can one enter 
Madison or Union square on a summer evening, anil 
sealing ourselves, leau backwards, and inhale to 
languor tne fragrance of p. thousand flowers, even as 
do tho Parisians in their numero us parks? Alas I no- 
His languor arises from the sultriness of the weather, 
aad he sits snuttlng tue parched dust, till a burly 
policeman, seizing him by the couar, drags nim to th» 
nearest station on a charge of drun&uancss. 
Are there many refined persons in New York, per- 
sons with aesthetic tastes, who do not sometimes 
sigh forau American Haussmaan to play the part of 
dictator and embellish in a becoming manner tha 
greatest city of the New World V 
Keturnlag to ilr. Kobinson and his book, we tar« 
up hu> descriptions of tho Jardiii Fleuriste and other 
public nurseries of tae city of Pans. These are neces- 
sary for the proper adornment of the parts. The 
propagation of plants here is earned on to an enor- 
mous extent and with surprising success. In winter 
tender plants are stored away in caves under ths 
Jardiu Fleuriste. Attached to this garden is what 
we mizht term a college of horticulture, to whica 
students ef all nations are admitted. The botaaioal 
library is extensive and admirably arraHged. 
At Petit Bry, near Nogeut-sur-iiarae, is locates 
the nursery for trees for the boulevards; the nursery 
for shrubs is in the Bois de Boulogne, near the race 
course of Longchauips, and that for herbaceous 
plants is in the Bois de Vincennes. We need hardly 
sav that these nurseries are as perfect as science can 
now make them. Following m regular order wa 
have an inierestiag chapter on trees for city parka, 
avenues, gardens, streets, &c.; tuea one on sub- 
tropical plants for tue flower garden, aad another 
ou'hardy plants for the subtropical irardea. tue two 
last named belug most interesting and instructive 
chapters, containing among otaer things lists or sub- 
tropical and hardy herbaceous and annual plants 
suited to the climate of England. How lar they 
would suit our American climate we must leave It 
to che horticulturists to decide, with some of them 
we are familiar; with others we are aot. The tlur- 
teeath chapter is devoted to the plant decorauoa of 
apartmeuts, refona in tne conservatories, palms and 
the Ivy aad its uses in, Parisian gai-deua. Tue last 
named subject we commend as beiag especially 
wortny of a caretul perusal. 
The lourteeuth lo the nineteenth chapters are de- 
voted to Iruit culture. The improvement, or, rather, 
advancement, in this branca ot horticulture a 
almost wonderful. Numerous wood cuts illustrate- 
the manner la which the peach and pear are grown 
and trained. We iiave but little or nothing ot the 
like in the United states. But lew of our iruit gar- 
dens are cultivated scleutittcally—something urcatiy 
to be regretted, for tue growtn uud yield or ttiutreea 
are not only oeueflted by scieuutie treatment, but 
they are also made to combine art and boauty with 
pecuuiary proiit. Kvery intelligent iruit grower in tiiia 
country should study irom tills book how cordons of 
tue most perfect and artistic character are lormed of 
the pear aud pencil- We have Uere descriptions of 
the spiral, the obilque, the vertical, tha horizontal 
and other kinds or cordons foriaeu by thess trees, ell 
of widen arc very beautiiul. la wuas we suppose is 
called -laucy" growing here ara illustrations of tho 
lamuus NuDoleou peach tree, grown to spell tha 
name of tne French limperor; tne Lcpere trees, 
crown m the same maaner; aud iruit trees grown 
in the vase lorm. Next to ihe Kupolcou. wluch la 
really a wonderful triumph or science, ,13 the -pear 
tree shown at the Puns Expoditiou of ISGT by M. 
Creux, of Sceaux," au engraving of which is m llio 
book. The illustrations or botii cheao trees must bo 
seen to be properly appreciated. 


Of curious interest, though, perhaps not quite so 
useful to this country, is tue account of tho mush- 
room culture in 1-ranee, irwe aie not mistaken a 
dcsorlptiou of the BUUIC was given not long ago in 
jUurjJi'i-'s MwuSitu und may uavo been i;;keu from 
these pages. Tlie remaining chapters of the boot 
are dcvoied to the culture ol salads, asparagus, cur- 
rot, cauliflower, sweijt poutoes and tne numerous 
otner vegetables of ttiu kitchen ir.trden. Tnere IH 
also a description or "dhov/itig roses in Franco" and 
"forcing tiie while lilac,-' wiucn is mtui-eatiug. Tno 
cuupter relating lo horticultural machines. Imple- 
ments, appliances, *tc., IH quite eutei-Laiain^ and in- 
struct ive, as la also the closing chapter, descriptive 
ola horticultural tour through parts of Franco. Our 
space, however, will UOL pcrjiit a review of the^o 
tilings, so tnat we must leave tiieni to the reader to 
be enjoj'ed even as we have eujoyed thorn. 


We have no hesitation in renouiuiendms this boofe 
to all reilaed, educatea persons, it is valuable to 
Hteiiiture for the sake or ttie admirable style ia 
which it is written. II it had aotluujf else to recom- 
meuci it than its graphic description or "the parks, 
promenades aud jrardeus of pans," it would still 
deserve to rank high amoii£ receat literary produc- 
tions. But it has au additional merit. As a horti- 
cultural work it will be round of great service to all 
who reel the slightest Interest iu the ilower sardea, 
aud of inestimable benelU to the grower of fruits 
aud vegetables. We are cot suflicieutly versed in 
horticulture to crltici.-ie adversely tnose of Mr. Eob- 
lasou's conclusions with which wo ure inclined to 
disagree. Such criticism we leave to the proles, 
sionai horticulturist. But we lecl assured that in 
scueral excellence the contents of the volume can 
for the hignest praise. That tuer will have some- 
thing mor-j tnan an ephemeral existence we hava 
no doubt. As an inceuuve to a closer attention to 
horticulture the volume is so peculiarly applicable 
to this'country that we repeat our recommendation 
of its extensive uud careful pjrusai.

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 16,1S69. 


This morning. In the United States Court, before 


Judge JJurell, aa attempt was made to bond £180,01)0 
worth of the million or so or sugar seized by tha 
government officials in New Orleans tor alleged 
Infractions of the revenue laws. 


United States District Attorney P- H. Morgaa 


(who, at the request of the Attorney General, has 
withdrawn his resignation) strenuously opposed th9 
motion, stating tnat tho government wished to havo 
the thing itself la court, so that, whether the gov- 
ernment gained or lost tua case, the litigation might 
be brought to a climax at once. 


Mr. E. C. Billings, on behalf of the claimants, said 


whatever might be the wishes of tlie government, it 
was not probable that the case would be brought to 
a flam disposition Inside of five years, for the parties 
were determined to exhauet everr legal remedy. 


Judge Durell remarked that after four months' 


delay tha motion to bond made at the instant that 
the government was prepared to go to trial cer- 
tainly came at a most suspicious time. 
Mr. Billings explained that the delay had bcea 
caused by the difficulty in getting the sugars released 
from the attachments of creditors. 
Judge Dureli said he would hear what the sureties 
had to say and decide upon the case afterwards. 
Two leading sugar factors were offered as sureties, 


one swearing to ST5.000 of unencumbered property 
and the other to $800,000.. Tue Court agreed to ac- 
cept one of them for $25,000 and the other for 
£JU,000. 
At this rate of progression the bonds are not likely 
to be lound till alter the case has been decided.

:sr Aiajesty was expected to spend at Alexandria 
Has been wisely devoted to explorations here. For 
the last three days Cairo has been tin fete, and 
what ttiis meaus it is difficult to put Into words. The 
Empress herself, accustomed as she is to magnifi- 
cent spectacles skilfully arranged, has probably 
never beheld such an amalgamation of unusual 
sights as greeted her during her midnight drive 
with the Viceroy and suite on the mgut before 
last, and humbler people may be content to record 
a lew of the wonders to be seen at 
every 
tarn. Strangers are told that ths Illuminations are 
nothing to what take place on a great religious fes- 
tival, that tlie proceedings on last and preceding 
evenings should be regarded as rehearsals, and that 
the rejoicings to celebrate the opening of the canal 
will throw them all into the shade. It is impossible 
to think so. When the Empress, alter dining with 
the ladies of the Khedive's harem, was escorted by 
Sis Highness ttironah the highways and byways of 
Ills capital; when the brilliant cavalcade of run- 
ning footmen—stalworthiirabs, with flaming torches 
at the top of long poles, whose snneKS could be 
heard hall a mile off, aau who leu a long wake of 
hurulug sparks in their train; or dainty carriages, 
•with stern Nuo;an eunucus or guards all round 
them; of outriders in bnl.unt uniforms; of military 
figures, whose array recalled equally Salaain the 
Majjuiticent and the gorgeous immooJitr of cur own 
lite Uuaras; of joanis ana men in oriental garb, 
who ran and ejaculated through the narrow streets 
until the tm-baucd crowd made protest, and beat the 
peripatetics oack witti SUCKS; or veiled wotuen who

strolled down Uegent street on a Queea's birthday 
night, or who remembers the peace illuminations ac 
the termination 01 tlie Crimean war. it was the sneer 
extent aud multiplied of these oils and candles 
"which, conjointly with the scenes shey snone npon, 
made their charm. I saw no transparencies, and cas 
•was certainly not used la the parts of Cairo whicn 
commanded one's admiration most.

so the streets and squares ana minarets the impress 
drove througn presented an infinitely better tout en- 
semble for picturesque brilliance than anything the 
most cuanlug arilhce has or could produce witu us. 
At a&ont half past ten on Saturday evening 
some wild names were seen, and some wilder 
cries announced the Viceroy's and tha Empress's 
approach to the bazaars. If the mainmast of a 
ship at sea were well rosined and set fire to whea 
tbe wind was rrcsa and the waves turbulent, it 
would convey not inaptly the effect of the long 
poles of the running Arabs, ana the cases of 
flame they bore aloft. Preserving a regular space 
between themselves and the Viceroy's carnage and 
pair, which followed at a brisk trot, tliese men 
cleared tne way effectually. The Empress—who 
must snrely nave drunk of the waters which pre- 
serve youth and beauty, wore a pale blue satin 
eveniiQ dress, with a slender llllet of velvet of the 
game color ornamented uy a diaraona of immense 
size, and with clusters of the same precious stone 
in her hair—was without bonnet or hat, and in- 
deed nad come direct from the dinner taolo at his 
Highness' hareem to the wedding of an officer in 
the Kliedive's service,

rules, the Khedive instructed one of his court to 
take to himself a wile last Saturday in order that 
the Empress mignt ua1' "d the ceremonies attend- 
ing a Mahommedan unu. ~;ge. In so small a matter 
of course to speak was to be'obeyed, and the 
officer in question was made nappy to order, 
and witu much pomp, tlie Khedive giving away 
the bride, or performing the Egyptian equivalent to 
that formal act of duty, and providing her with a 
mumflcent dowry. Thus the Empress lias seena 
ilahoiumeclau marriage under the most lavorablo 


., circumstances, and with an approach to that prm- 
*oiple of selection by the Lord Chancellor which a 
late eminent jurist insisted upon as the safest key to 
domestic happiness. 1 am not informed as to the 
number of nuptials between people of lower de"rec 
prompted by the Empress's visit, but, judging from 
the quantity of wedding,parties to be met in the 
streets durmc the tost night or two, n must have 
been considerable. Tiiey all made much noise ana 
wuat tne dragomen term "Arab musike ver pood" 
permeated the proceasious, the members or which 
elbowed their way through tho crowds, singing. 
Nor were these the only formal ceremonies to 
be remarked. When in the midst of the thou- 
sands of loungers, who were smoking, sleeping 
and talking among the bazaars, a series of 
metallic jlugles and yells, as it of men in 
agony, were heard. 
Then, two-anrt-two, came 
a string of men, all old or midflie-agcrt, all hand- 
somely attircu in nowina: robes and turbans 01 aaudy 
lines, all walking slowly and gnmacln" in a way 
•which would have been comic, save that there was 
evidence of a strong purpose underlying it. The dm 
aeeiiiud hideous to unaccustomed ears, and me 
jlunng lorchus of some ol I he party lit np taualical 
countenances which wero oblivious to the banners 
aua lamps, to th« many tongues winch hushed at 
their approach, or, indeed, of aught one the mission 
they had sot iliwusclvea, 01 which had been set lor 
them, of dolnft honor to the Prophet and to me 
Bneik accompanying them, whose day (or night) it 
was, and whose hMucas rliey were celebrating. 
la a drive ol two hoars duration tho limprcga, 


•who It should be saM eat side Or aid* with the 
Viceroy m an open barouche, aud wltli one of the 
laulcs of her nutie us her oniy other companion, 
saw many such eights as these, and came upon 
many a lone and narrow street so full of turbaned 
figures that it seemed Impassable—the pea of red 
and while hejda moving to and fro with quite as 
much vivacity as in an English crowd. The run- 
ning Dame-bearers soon made way, However, aud 
the face, half amused, half scandalized, of the 
Cairo citizen, (he bazaar keeper, the public scribe, 
(lie pastry cook or the barber, was bowed respect- 
hilly to the beautiiul lady who bent and stnileuso 
graciously, and whom the Khedive had decreed to 
notior. After tho carriage containing the Empress 
ana the Viceroy came those of the chief Ministers, 
Uien those of the ladies and gentlemen of the Em- 
press' suite, then a portion of the harem, with some 
of the lair Europeans sitting with them, aud guarded 
by eunucns gorgeously attired; then more of the 
court officials and runners, criers and horsemen 
Innumerable. This long cavalcade made the tour of 
those bazaars by which driving Is possible aud 
through the chief squares and public buildings, tne 
Viceroy aud the Empress conversing with anima- 
tion, and the turbaned men and shrouded women 
looking on with a general feeling that what must 
be must be, but tiiat times have changed indeed. 
Atteveral street corners we saw dancing girls 
pursuing their ca ling lor the entertainment of those 
assembled, and with the City Guara keeping order, 
a function they exercised by beating all who came 
too near lustily with sticks. These street performers 
did not, probably, furnish any very favorable ex- 
amples of an art concerning whicn much has been 
said and written. Their gestures and perlormance 
were m some degree those of which readers of 
Lane's "Modern Egyptians" will remember the de- 
scription, and apneared to give great dellgut to the 
lookers-on; but there was less of grace than one ex- 
pected, and the display was curious rather than 
pleasing. 
Yesterday morning the Empress, accompanied by 
the Viceroy, drove to the Barrage of the Kile—the 
costly at tempt to dam up tne great river which was 
abandoned some years ago, but the massive masonry 
of which yet stands: and the long drive to the 
Palace of Shoobra—the Row or Hyde Park of Cairo, 
npon which European vehicles and equestrians are 
seen in great variety for an hour before and after 
sunset—has been visited twice. The museum of 
Egyptian antiquities at Booiak is to be seen to-day, 
and the Pyramids later. It must be understood that 
the Empress' incognito is strictly observed and that 
in none of her appearances in public is ebe treated 
otherwise than as an exalted private lady whom the 
ruler of the country desires to piea*e. 
The party of French, German and Italian guests 
or the Khedive wjio started for Upper Egypt a few 
days since will precede the Empress by about a 
week, and the imperial trip np tne Kile, which will 
be a strictly private one, will commence, as at pre- 
sent arranged, on Wednesday next. The mnnda- 
tlons, which are greater than they have been lor 
five years, have submerged sncn large tracts of 
country that the road to the Pyramids maae by the 
Viceroy across the desert twelve months ago is in 
many places under water, and visitors havs to leave 
their donkeys and tate to boats. Seen from the 
citadel the Kile itself looks an insignificant stream 
by the side of the 
vast plains of water it 
has created; yet 
snch la the effect of the 
improvements and appliances introduced recently, 
that while the great river has iisen several metres 
hiirher than it did live years ago, it has ceen mr more 
thoroughly under control than then, and those 
verged in its modern history speak gratefully of the 
euormons difference to agriculture and to the vil- 
lages on its DanKS of tne security, proved by the 
severe lest of the current season. 
The canal, upon which so many hopes are cen- 
tered, is, we are assured by some authorities here, 
in such a state 
of forwardness that the in- 
augural ceremonies of the 17th will be no mere 
formal opening, while that large vesse.s will pass 
down it with ease from and after that date is spoken 
of as certain. On the other hand, gossips are not 
wanting who take a somewhat modified view, and 
numberless visitors are now Inspecting it to judge 
lor themseives of ihe probability ot that which will 
be -ascertained beyond donot in three weeks' time. 
The Dnke of Aosta. is one of the several strangers 
•who have honored M. de Lessens with a visit, and 
inspected the Canal within the last few days.

Although her Majesty the Empress of the French, 


for reasous best known to herself, continues her 
•incognito under guise of the less exalted title of 
Countess of 1'ierre Fonds, it does not prevent her 
from being the object of the greatest possible dis- 
tinctions at the hands of the Khedive, her host. 
Her Majesty left Cairo for Upper Egypt on the '-'5th 
Instant, suortly after noon, In a steamer, which has 
been fittud nu with incomparable elegance, and is 
wortny of a better fate than invasions by myriads of 
flies, shoals of moseinitos and frequent detachments 
of sandnies—lor tne weather here is still very 
hoc, 
and her Majesty will not fail to suffer from 
heat the more southerly she eoes. Besides the 
steamer 
which carries the 
imperial visitor, 
eight others have escorted it, lor the accom- 
modation 
of 
her 
Majesty's suite, which is 
composed of the Empress' two nieces, the Mile. 
d'Alae and Mme. de Sancy, Prince Joachim Murat, 
General uouay. Count lleynaud de St. Jean d'An- 
gely, First Equerry to his Majesty the Emperor, M. 
Kaimbeaax, Bquerry to his Majesty the Emperor, 
Count Cosse" Brissac, Ac. 
I mentioned in my last week's letter that the 
Khedive had on the spnr of the moment ordered one 
of the aide-de-camp's to Prmce Mohammed Tanflt 
Vaclia to enter the bonds of holy matrimony with a 
fair flaxen haired Clrc*fisiau maiden, to whom his 
burliness had given a handsome dowry. Tba mar- 
riage took place at the palace of Rassz Aali, and her 
Majesty was much diverted at the sight she saw. 
During her stay here the Empress had also tne cere- 
mony of an outdoor Arab marriage procession 
offered to her view, and as this is one of the sights 
which the natives love to see, a large crowd had 
collected on the occasion. 


On Monday last, at about ten, the Khedive aud his 
distinzuishcd guest, and their respective suites and 
some lew other personages, among whom was Sir 
Samuel Baker, started In French ehar-a banes drawn 
by Xormaudy grays, on an excursion to the Virgiu's 
Tree, and lunched afterwards In one of the viceregal 
chateaux at Kobbe, near the race course, on t'ua 
plain of the Abossich. Towards five o'clock in the 
afternoon balconies, windows, the flat housetops 
(the Italian architecture predominates In the Euro- 
pean quarters), pavements and roads throusch which 
the procession passed, eventually to emerge from 
tlie street known as tne "Alonski," opposite the 
palace which tne Prince and irincess of Wales 
inhabited when last here, were filled with a. motley 
assemblage of ..many natloaaltles anxious to behold 
the pageant as It passed, but more so still to sec rhe 
Empress, who, it -was surmised,would appear on the 
balcony ol the palace I have just meutioued. 
The natives, in their bright costumes I have said, 
had mustered strong likewise, and, be lc remarked 
here, that a sight or thsir owu. is infinitely more at- 
tractive to them than what, in their vernacular, they 
term an infidel show. When, then, shortly after 
five a ilutter and murmur in the crowd, and ths 
sound in the distance of timbrels, trombones, flies 
and lutes announced that tho 'Arab procession 
was advancing, the cavasses on duty on horse- 
back backed their horses to clear a passage In 
the throng, in which they were assisted by the newly 
imported body of policemen from Switzerland, who 
in dress similar to the one worn by their confrei-es 
at the councils of the "Bund," and with an Intelli- 
gent superintendent, who is said to understand his 
duties well, are organizing a native force for the 
Khedive. The procession was led on by a brace ol' 
swarthv gentlemen, with dress that at Trouville ana 
Dienpe is considered orthodox when mingling in the 
wafer with the fair sex, although the irantlc gesticu- 
lations and hitting and parrying blows made with 
staves at one another by the two gentlemen afore- 
said was anything bur.refrlgerativeona hot summer 
day, and might not therelore by the laculty have been 
considered advisable immediately before a sea bath. 
Alter these two men came others less divested of 
carments, on white curvetting horses, which, with 
sudden jerks at cruel bits, they brought on their 
naunehes, while with their sword hands they poised 
jereeds, and a portion of the evolutions consisted in 
pretending to hurl them at one another. Tnen came 
a fattened ox, gaily dressed, and with bells tinkling 
from tip to toe," worthy m short to have been 
paraded through Paris on a Hurdin Gros. The ox 
dragged a six wheel cart, on which was a boat 
sufficiently large for 
the 
comfort of twelve 
corpulent 
oarsmen, 
who 
did

dled away ac vacuum, give one the appear- 
ance 
of havintt undergone aquatic training. 
Their turbans and embroidered clothes ana general 
*'get up" would nave been a caution, f overheard a 
countryman exclaim, for au Oxford crew—and so 
It would. Alterirarils'came a man in sheep skin, 
although his appearance and representation 01 the 
Innocent animal was. as ne capered onward, any- 
thlne but sheepish. Dromedaries, richly capari- 
soned, horses equally so—the latter agea and trained 
to their work, as if from some circus—followed in 
quick succession, wttn dimmntlve boys ana vener- 
able, white bearded men on taeir backs, the former 
clapping their little hands, the latter smoking pipes. 
Men there were who represented the various guilds in 
which Cairo rejoices. Tnere were master masons and 
master tailors, master shoemakers, butchers aud bak- 
ers, and for aught 1 know there might have been mas- 
ter sweeimeat-maKers, master shetbet-concoctora 
and so on ad tiijlnuum. Presently boys carrying trara 
with presents for the bride strode onwards, and then 
others bearing brass-framed lookmcr glasses on tlieir 
heads—the latter supposed to Keep away the evil 
eye. And finally—preceded by musicians playing 
their strange, nnharmoulous Arab airs, anil b? 
choristers singing incantations for the coming 
event—came tho bride, heralded again by what m 
England one would conclude to oe bridesmaids—all 
Bhrouuett, lite the bride herself, m voluminous dra- 
pery, and walking under a canupy supported by 
poles, which men held. 
To the resident a procession of the nature I have 
endeavored to describe is no novelty. Although 
somewhat antiquated in the heart of Cairo, it is a 
matter of frequent occurrence in tne rumor towns 
and villages. Hut to the stranger this hetcrogenous 
mass of human beings, hemmed in where the crowd 
was greatest, like Yarmouth bloaters in their barrels, 
must have been Interesting and amusing. But great 
as was the crowd In the streets that wind round tho 
palace l have mentioned, it was as nothing com- 
pared to what It would have been had it been known 
to the natives and to the loreign poplation that 
their Khedive was abroad on a donkey, escort- 
ing her Imperial Majesty the Empress of the 
French on a like animal, and that Egypt's great 
dignitaries of Stdtc, and Princes and l-rincesses of 
the blood belonging to her Jiajesty'a suite, were 
similarly mounted. 
1C might havo gladdened tho 
heart, too, of many a Parisian to have seen tue Em- 
press, scampering alongside tho Khedive, with their 
suites obsequiously following—oa doukey-back all 
or tneai, cicenj the Bucheia d'Albe, jsir j-amuel 


Baiter ana Big Excellency Riaz Pacha, who roa« 
dromedaries from KobbC- to the Jlouakl, which IB a 
distance live miles, or thereabouts. Whea the Arab 
marriage procession had passed the Empress, who 
was intensely Interested at what she saw, her Ma- 
jesty leit uer trusty little donkey for her more dig- 
Hilled conveyance—which stood within hall—with 
the other court equipages. 
In the eveulnz her Sfajesty gave a banquet In her 
palace at aizlreh. at winch Sir S. Baker was present. 
Her Majesty, who is a fellow of the French Geo- 
graphical society, to which Sir Samuel likewise be- 
longs, expressed the liveliest interest In the creat 
enterprise, m which the distinguished travellers 
will In a few days embark. It may not be generally 
known that some two months ago tho Emperor of 
the French requested the sanction of the Khedive 
for a countryman of his to accompany Sir Samuel's 
expedition, and It was a request with which the 
Khedive could not refuse to cmoply. Viscount de 
Bizemont. a fellow of the French ueographtcal So- 
ciety and an officer in the French navy, was 
instructed to accompany the "expoditlon, and the 
Empress has now Interested herself in the welfare 
of this gentleman by recommending him to the Kind 
consideration of Sir Samuel, who had already ap- 
pointed him an aide-de-camp npon his staff. 


An Englishman's Voyage Through the Suez 


Caua.1—From Ismallla to Lake Timsnh— 
The

[Port Said (Oct 27) correspondence of London News,] 
I have been ever since the date of my last letter 
on the Suez uanal, have given twenty-four hours to 
Ismallia and Lake Ttmsah and a couple of days to 
the harbor and breakwaters, of what will be, if all 
goes well in the future, the most important place in 
.Egypt to European commerce. A hot and dnsty 
railway ride of live hours takes the traveller from 
Cairo to lamallia. the droughty and barren desert his 
only viovr for miles. When the brilliant blue of the 
waters of Lake Timsah at length greet him, he 
knows that the end of his weary journey is 
nigh, and welcomes even the shrieking crowd of 
Arabs who fasten on the train the instant it stops, 
and who seize npon and fight over flits baggage, 
quite as if they thought it had been brought down 
to give them a merry bnt pugnacious scramble. The 
backsheesh hunters of Cairo and Alexandria seem 
mere slaves to conventionality compared to the veri- 
table children of the desert whose acquaintance yon 
begin to make now, and whom yon never lose sight 
of for long during your inspection of the canal and 
the lands ic runs through. Yet yon have scarcely 
recovered from yonr angry struggles with the ma- 
rauders, scarcely regained the breath yon have 
expended in protest and expostulation, scarcely 
done wondering at the ease with which they are 
beaten bact aud the timiu patience with which they 
snbmlc Co the blows freely distributed by a swarthy 
official armed with a long stick, when you see other 
figures attired m complete European cossunie, and 
who might be transferred as they stand to the iiou - 
levards of Paris or the steyne at Brighton without 
sense of incongruity. The tattered robes, the bare 
brown legs and arms, the naked chests, the coarse 
and ragged turbans, the black and bronze faces, 
the long dark veils with garish brass fastenings of 
the women, which look like so many orna- 
mental nose bags; the strange yells ana shrieks, 
belong to the'dwellers in yonder Arab village; the 
European dresses, the well appointed carriaies, tne 
handsome villas, toe luxuriant gardens are chose of 
the French colony of which 11. de Lesseps is the 
courteous king. The contrast between civilized and 
savage lite, which is forever lorced upon you here, 
is at its strongest now; and if you are fortunate 
enough to be included in the list of ai. de Lesseps' 
guest tnis evatung, you assist at a private din- 
ner and 
soirue, 'at which you meet royal 
visitors, as well as a crowd of ladies and 
gentlemen whose evening dress is so faultless 
as to make jour own travelling attire seem sadly 
one of place. Still tne same contrast through. The 
atner <L La Russe is brought from the spacious offices 
and handed to the Frenchmen In faumess black who 
wait by barefooted Nubians, whose jetty handsome 
leatures are sec off by their white robes and crimson 
fezzes. The pathway by the garden gate, where the 
Chinese lanterns slimmer gaily through the rich 
creepers, is strewed with Orientals, who squat and 
smoke and sleep; and when yon leave, to grope 
your way through the sand to your hotel, the stratus 
of the piano mlnzie with the bowlings of wild ilogs 
and the harsh cries of men who are still wilder. 
toeveu years ago there was notnma to distinguish 
fsmailia or the smiling lake before you from the rest 
ot the desert, and all was sand. It is the canal \\ hich 
has raised up the numerous handsome villas aud fine 
gardens. Fresh water is all that is needed to tnrn the 
and desert into a Iruitlnl soil; and tne supply of this 
is provided by the subsidiary canal which the com- 
pany has formed side by side with that broad salt 
one which now unites two worlds. Wonaerlnl 
scones are told of the productiveness of the gardens, 
and a walk through any of those belonging to the 
leading officials stationed at Isrnauia is to Vcrny 
them all. Vines with large bnnches of grapes 
pendant from their branches; orange trees with 
the green fruit just showing a golden tint; ivy, 
roses, geraniums from England, and an endless va- 
riety of rich tropical plants are ail flourishing. Ifl 
the centre of the town is a square with trees and a 
LHiik-.mi' clothed with rich creepers in its midst. 
Everything here looks French. A handsome boule- 
vard runs down to the point or embarkation, the 
streets and squares are on the true Parisian model, 
and there are rajcx, billiard rooms aud cafi, cJtan- 
taitts which might easily belong to .Nantes or Lyons. 
Tnere are of course huge gaps wuere the houses and 
shops will be, the roads are many of them still of 
saud, camels draw carts and generally pervade 
tne place in long striuES, but with all this you aru 
kept in a state of wonder during yonr stav at 
Isuiaiha; first, at the marvellous conversion whicn 
has taken place and is taking place under vonr eyes, 
and secondly at the supreme conlidcnce which looks 
forward to entertamiug SliO guests in three weeks' 
time in a place where every house—I had almost 
written every bed—seems occupied, and at a palace 
which has yet to be built. Tne stately building being 
erected on the banks of Lake Timsah by tne Viceroy 
will be of stone; but u is little more than a carcass 
now, while the grounds in which/et'es are LO be held 
is simply a huge stonemason's yard. If it is suf- 
ficiently finished for its purpose by tne 17th of No- 
vember the marvel will be as great as any worked 
by Aladdin's lamp. 
Tickets for the dally steamer to Port Said are 


Issued to all travellers wishing to avail themselves 
of the £5uez Canal, and i embark on the day afcer 
my arrival at isinaila, not a little curious as to the 
cnaracter of my voyage. Lafe Timsah is, as every 
one knows, about midway between the Red Sea and 
the Mediterranean, so that tha inspection about to 
be described embraced in round numbers lilty miles 
of the canal, or half its entire length. The experi- 
ence was so utterly unlike what had been expected 
beforehand that it partook of the nature of a sur- 
prise. The very word canal seems misapplied to a 
continuous sheet of water, the surface of which 
la

where 
flylns 
flsh 
skim 
before 
you, and 
which is literally crammed with sea-fish, as me cou- 
siaut jumps and eddying circles prove. A eanal, 
again, in spite of an one nas read of this particular 
one, does vaguely suggest locks and tow-ropes and 
barges dragged by horses. Here sailing vessels, with 
tue curious sails and lolly tapering inadts of the 
Nile boats, arc almost always in sight, some bearing 
stores to the various stations, others carry a niotiey 
load of Mussulmans, Egyptians and grnnv mechan- 
icians to aud irom their work. A broad and hand- 
some river, -which runs straight co its destination, 
luscead 01 indulging in devious windings, is what 
the Suez Canal resembles most at a hrst glaace. 
You embark at ismailia, at a regular steam- 
boat wharf, and after three soundings or a shrill 
whistle, pursue your way into the centre of a "lake 
which is so ex&iisive ihat you cannot trace the 
course of the canal on the other siae of it. Your 
sceamer is licensed to carry forty first aud thirty 
second class passengers, 
aud has saloons and a, 
deck over tnem like some of the boats running be- 
tween London anu Gravesend. For che first quar- 
ter of an hour or so you might be going out to saj,. 
so rapidly do the waters expand to riaht and leit. 
Then a corner to tha leit is reached, and the word is 
given to go slowly, and in a few minutes aiore you 
are on tue canal, and having the point at which it 
joins Lake Timsah on its other or Suez side shown 
you m the distance. 


Before recording what turned ont to be an exceed- 
ingly uneventful voyage, 1C may be well u> remind 
my readers that Ismailia is so called after the pres- 
ent Viceroy, jusc as Port Said is named aftsr his 
predecessor, aud that the former Is designed to be 
the great commercial centre on the Canal, it is to 
this end that the wharves, tna spacious streets ana 
market places, the palace of the Viceroy and the 
enormous deep water harbor, have been de- 
signed. 
When tne Sue/ Canal 13 the hish- 
way of the world, Ismmlia will be the meat 
convenient landing place for Egypt, and hence, 
it Is said, tho efforts being made to lit it for 
being the business capital of the country. We 
pass through a narrower part of the canal on leav- 
ing Lake Timsah than we meet with again. Even 
here, however, the witters are of considerable width, 
aud for the first hour we see camels, donkeys and 
laborers, literally by" the thousand, at wort upon 
the banks. Past groups which look strange co our 
unaccustomed eyes, naked Nubians swimming out 
to meet us, their white teeth gleaming in the sun as 
they give us a welcome, other Nubians tasini: 
their rest in holes in the 
soft saud, their 
heads 
alone 
beinc visible 
above it; little 
groups ol devout Xnssnlmen workmen, who, 
whilo the string of camels at their side are being 
laden with sand, employ their time in prayer, and 
stand up and prostrate themselves, and touch ths 
ground with their foreheads with profound indiffer- 
ence to all around; children, us&ed as they were 
born, helping to fill the panniers; men in blue robes 
and red caps, digging away at tho canal sides with 
some of the energy of English navvies; a Hock of 
vultures, at least a hundred strong, leaSlua on a 
dead camel, and here and there a wild dog, who 
comes to tha top of the embankment, or Is roused 
if 0111 his sandy lair to bark—past all these goes tha 
traveller down the canaL No new of the coun- 
try 
is 
to 
be 
had. 
A 
jnxgnlfled 
railway 
cutting, the sloping banks of which are ol sand, 
and the space between each side of which is tha 
width of many railway lines, is what tne canal 
resembles most. The breadth from point to point 
from each embankment top is enormous, and when 
It is remembered that this represents the degree of 
excavation which has taken place, the wonders of 
the Suez canal far transcends all your previous esti- 
mates concerning it. it will ho understood that the 
width of surface water does not au'cct its practica- 
bility for the transit ot great snips. These must keep 
iu a prescribed channel m the centre, and it i» agreed 
on all hands that as two cannot pass each other m 
this at the same time, tho same precautions will 
have to be taken as on a single line or railway. Ac- 
cordlngly, sidings will be constructed every six or 
eight roues, into which tho ship going one way will 
be shunted, while those on the opposite tacK are 
Himnteu. At present, however, the chief point of 
is tho effect of the uDcoluir on cue mii; 


»nd yesterday eom« of the Penlmratar and Oriental 
Company's officers arrived here from Suez, talclnu 
carelul.soundings all_ the way, with the view of 
ascertaining how far the canal 13'already prac- 
ticable for large vessels. Their report Is that much 
lias yet to be done, but that tbe engineers ad-uilt 
tins, while insisting that all 'will be ready before 
the opening day. As 
the 
soundings taken 
yesterday gave live feet and a half In certain places, 
it is to be hoped the engineers are right. On the 
llth, however, tne Viceroy's yacht, which draws 
from seventeen to twenty-two leec of water, will 
leave Port Said .for Suez, makias an experimental 
trip, and If all goes well the Viceroy himself will go 
over tne same ground (or water) in her the next 
day. 
The programme for the 17th Is, of course, 
liable to alteration, but that of men of war of seve- 
ral nations will take part in it, that the Emperor 
of Austria and the crown Prince of Prussia will bo 
here, and that loo.rwo of the Viceroy's subjects will 
be encamped at Ismailia, to represent the various 
colors and customs of the tribes over which ais 
Highness has sway, Is the present belief. 
The passenger by steamer finds It difficult to real- 
ize time there is anything in the way of the inaugu- 
ration being a success, for his craft draws but little 
water, and though he feels it grating against the bot- 
tom once for a moment, it is explained that this is 
before he IB out of the shullows of one portion of 
Lake Tlsmah, and does not bear upon the canal. 
The astonishing thing IB tho extent of the traffic 
already going on. Onedoes not consider at first that 
these large sailed barges are all of light 
draught; and as ' Port Said. and Its 
break- 
waters are reached at night 
the sight of 
larse steamers and enormous harbors strengthens 
the illusion that the Canal is virtually open and that 
the Inauguration is a formality. It is right to add 
that this assumption is utterly erroneous, and that, 
while those best qualified to form an opinion are 
confident of its ultimate and speedy success, they 
are equally certain that it is beiug opened too soon 
and that the regular traffic of large shins will have 
to be postponed. 


ISMAIUA, OCt 29, 1889. 
Since posting my letter I have steamed along tee 
uanal again at a steady rate of nine knots an hour, 
and have spent another day in sounding its depths 
at parts said to be critical. The circumstances 
under which I waa enabled to do this were 
peculiarly favorabe to independent observation. 
No Frenchman and no official connected with 
Cither to* Egyptian government or the Suez Canal 
Company were of tne party; and the lead was heaved 
and the measurements were taken and recorded 
until the precise state of the canal and the extent of 
Its fitness for great ships are as well known to us as 
they can possibly be to any one. Whenever there 
was a doabtfnl return from the man with the lead 
oui little steamer was stopped and its boat pat out. 
One of our party was then pulled slowly across the 
canal, with a'lead line in one hand and a measuring 
rope in the ottier. The end of the latter was he;d by 
one of us on the steamer, and as each jaro 
was paid ont the depth shown by the lead line was 
called from the boat and entered In a book. Every 
precaution was taken againss me possibility of error, 
and whenever the return of tae number of feet of 
depth differed from what we expected the waters 
were ganged again and by another hand. Careful 
notes were taken throughout and compared and 
veri led while we were on the spot, so that what 1 
have to record may be accepted as being as autuen- 
nc and accurate an account of the preaent state of 
the &uez Canal as can be possibly arrived at under 
any conceivable condition. 
it is highly satisfactory to be able to confirm gen- 
erally the statements of the French engineers. Tiiere 
can bs ao sort of doubt that a deep passage exists 
all tne way between the Red Ssa and the Mediterra- 
nean, that there is an aoundant supply of water, 
and taat vessels can and do pdS3 along the entire 
canal. The width of tms passage on the 17th ol No- 
vember, and whether all its remaining shoals will 
have been removed by that date, are the only points 
upon which durereace of opinion can arise. The 
great suriace breadth of tne canal, to which I have 
already alluded as most impressive to a stranger, 
has, ot course, nothing to do with tls capacity for 
bearing large ships. It is the freedom Irom obstruc- 
tion ol che central channel npon which their safety 
must depend, and upon whioa English owners must 
be satisfied before availing themselves of tue route. 
Tnis can be only tested by such a, course as I nave 
taken part in, or by a ship of a certata draught 
passing through or stinking fast. 
Takmg the 
posts or bnoys which mark out one side of 
this channel as oar standing-point, we measured 
and gauged as I have said, aud arrived at 
tue unanimous conclusion that while It would be 
impossible lor the Viceroy's yacht, the Mahroussa, 
which drawsciunteen feet of water, to pass from sea 
to sea now, it is quite probable that matters will 
have been so lar advanced by the 12tu, the day 
•nxed lor the experiment to be tried privately, that she 
will do so without, material hitch. We found several 
places in which tne dredging machines—which 
are on tae same principle as tnose working on the 
Thames, bringing up a succession ol bucketsiul 
of eanh and saud from the bottom, depositing the 
mass into a long trough, which tilts its con- 
tents on to the laud—had portions of their work still 
to do. The lead not unlrequently gave depths con- 
siderably under that which is to be guaranteed, 
though the rapidity with which the statistics recov- 
ered themselves, and the snddeuness with which 
the return jumped irom a low to a sufllcieacly hi2h 
Dgure. proved the obstacles still existing co be of in- 
considerable size. Their existence is not denied by 
the authorities, who insist, however, that tuey will 
be removed by the day of the Inauguration. 


Of the sittings, or stations as they are marked in 
the last map of the canal published by authority, 
only one exists. This is at Kantara, between Lake 
Ballah and Ei Ferdame, and Is of su31cicnt size for 
Us purpose—i. e., lor admitting ships to temporary 
anchorage, while other ships pass in an opposite 
direction, 'ifhere is no lock and none of the incon- 
veniences which the word "station," used m connec- 
tion witu a stoppage in mid-transit might suggest, 
being simply u bay scooned out of the canal:s mdos 
aud deepened until it an'ordu an ample an- 
chorage ground. 
There will be ten 01 these 
bava hereafter, BO that there will be opportunities of 
stopping or of turning at every ten miles. The 
parts or the canal Known as cue buez aud Kerapeuin 
Cuttmus show the narrowest surface of water, and 
the situ" ground by the corner of Lake Tunsah lias 
the greatest number of zuen, camels and asses busy 
on its banks. The scene here recalls Mr. Poyntcr's 
Dicture of "Israel la Egypt" forcibly—save that the 
suck is bcmc applied, not to men, but to the over- 
worked, overlauea camels ana donkey, whose 
moans, and occasional stubborn upsets of, and 
reiusal to carry, their burdens of saud and stone, 
can be seen and heard from tne steamer. 
That there is some tide in cue canal was insisted 
on yesterday by more tuau one dweller on its banks. 
We'were at some pams to collect aud compare tue 
local evidence on tnm Disputed pome, and while all 
we spoke to declared there was a rise aud fall, vary- 
ing in cheir statement from two inches to six, none 
would ngrea to this being aue to wind, but pointed 
10 a regular water fine, which they averrtd to be 
high water mark. 
Another point, to which we 
gave more attention 
than 1 was able to 
oestow upon it during previous visits, was 
the action of tec water upon tne canal's 
sides. These sides or banks vary considerably in 
character. Now stretching co a great height, now 
low lying; now composed of ane dry saud, now of 
sand wiucn is intermingled with mud and compara- 
tively hard. Throughout you reel yourself on a 
mighty river rather than on an artuicial channel. 
Wuere the bides look softest and waere the marks of 
camels' noofs sink deepest and clumsiest into the 
soil, the ripples trom two sicatuers meeting ctr- 
caluly bring down lumps of sand, and count- 
less small holes, as if Burrowed 
by minute 
animals, snow tnat these portions are undermined 
by tue action of the water. Iu many parts, how- 
over, the stunted shrubs of the deseri. have been 
planted; and in others a small barricade of loose 
rock has been placed at the water's edge, and both 
these preservatives appear eilectaai where tried. 
The condition of some of the banks, particularly a 
road near the Viceroy's chalet—an edlrice near 
ismaila not to be confounded with tha palace pre- 
viously alluded to as in course of erection—shows, 
however, how the nne dry sand drifts, it using three 
feet deep yesterday m saad, which had evidently 
not laid on it long. 


To sum np conclusions, l, to common with other 
observers, regard it as unlorcunate that the format 
inauguration of this great enterprise should not 
have been delayed at least a few months longer; and 
while of opinion that large ships may be piloted 
through Irom tne .Mediterranean to the Ked Sea on 
the l"ta November, consider that the proceeding 
nill not be free from risk and will need the nicest 
pilotage. Bnt that tne unbroken communication be- 
tween sea and sea is no myth, and that a further, 
and perhaps continuous, expenditure of capital, 
labor and skill in the direction which has already 
accomplished so much are alone needed to inako the 
Suez canal a practicable highway for the nations of 
the earth must be obvious to all who have eyes 
to see. 
independent investigation has proven that a canal 


of tlie proportions stared by the engineers—namely, 
sixty or sixty-five feet wide and twenty-four or 
twenty-six deep—is formed, always excepting cer- 
tain obstructions cot yet cleared away, and which 
would produce disaster at present, bus the wherea- 
bouts of which ara known, and upon which tne ma- 
chinery la, and will be during the next three weeks, 
ac work. What tms will imply when all is clear— 
which 1 cannot help doubting will be by the day 
fixed for the opening—will be understood from the 
fact mat the average draught 01 the lamest steamers 
running to the East is some twenty feet, and trom 
the circumstance that the Great Eastern, on leaving 
the Nore with the whole of tha Atlantic cable on 
board, drew but twency-seveu feet forward and 
thirty-two or thirty-three ait. 
Into the commercial aspecc of this great Suez 
Canal question I do not care to enter. The reader 
can work that branch of the subject out lor himself, 
aud as well in England as here. It has been to test 
personally what has been done and what remains to 
DC done that l have given up ihe last few days, and 
circumstances have enabled me to do so very fully, 
&nd with a minute completeness for which l scarcely 
hoped.

Tlio British-Indian Submarine Cable—Sailing

Cable-splicing at Sea. 


[From the London Times, Kov. 9,] 


On Saturday morning the Great Eeasteru steam- 
ship left Portland, on her way to Bombay* carrying 
once more tne precious freight of a deep sea cable, 
and fltted with all appliances lor submerging it. 
Her tanks contain 2,735 nautical miles, and her com- 
panion ships, the Hlberuia, Chiltern and Hawfc 
carry among them 1,225 miles more, mating > total 
of 3,800 nautical, or about 4.050 statute miles. This 
length will suffice lor the communication between 
Bombay and Suez by way of Aden, and will Join the 
present Malta and Alexandria line. Another cable 
u projected, to be laid from Faunoutii to Gibraltar 
and Malta, and its completion will unite Bombay 
and the BritiBtifortresseain che Mediterranean along 
one line of submarine telegraphy which will bs un- 
broken except at Suez. 
The success of the Malta and Alexandria cable as 
a dividend-paying property, and the successful lay- 
ing of the French Atlantic cable, are circumstances 
which have rendered camtalists favoraaiy disposed 
towards other projected lines, and wm'ch have 
greatly facilitated the present undertaking- its 
accomplishment will in like manner prepare the 
way for other great enterprises of a similar kind, 
and an extension to Singapore, and from there to 
some point of the Australian continent. Is already 
spoken abont as one that must be speedily 
undertaken. 
The length of the Bombay and Suez cable, now 
on its way. chances to be precisely the same as 
that of the Kronen Atlantic between Brest 
and Dnxbury, and, excepting for the liberal use of 
ground Hint or silica, aa a protection againsc the 
ravages of the teredo, its coverings are also similar. 
The teredo attacks heiap 'with great readiness, and 
in a cable recently raised that had been lying for 
some years between Toulon and Algiers was round 
to nave reached and slightly to have channelled tne 
sutta percha or the core. Like the French Atlantic, 
tae cable now on its way will receive extra cover- 
ings for a great distance Irom tne shore. Expe- 
rience has shown that motion on tha bottom of the 
sea extends to a much greater dapth than was at 
one time believed, and, therefore, in addition to the 
ordinary massive shore end, it is now the practice 
to have many miles of an. Intermediate character 
Before the comparatively weak deep sea section com- 
mences. It may not be without interest to give 
some account of these various sections and ot the 
mode in which they are manufactured. 
The central and essential portion of the cable, 
tbe conductor, consists of a strana of seven copper 
wires, six of which are wonnd In long spiral coils 
around a central one. In the section between Bom- 
bay and Aden these wires are one-fourth heavier 
than between Aden and Suez, but in both sections 
they are quite fine and slender, weighing at most 
only ISO pounds per nantical mile. The strand of 
wires is then covered with alternate layers of Chat- 
terton's compound, a mixture of gntta percha, India 
rubber and other gums, and of gucta percha itself. 
The Chatterton's compound 13 first applied, and it 
flows Into and fl;ls the interstices between tha wires. 
In the Bombay and Aden section four layers of each 
kind are employed, In tne Aden and Snez sec- 
tion three layers, and in both cases tae con- 
ductor and these layers constitute together what is 
called the core of the caoie. This core is alictle 
more than a quarter ot an inch In diameter-and is 
sent in three mile lengths from the gotta percha 
works to Uie factory at Greenwich for eompletlon. 
Each tbree mile length is wonnd upon a haze bob- 
biu, and on arrival at Greenwich is put lato a tame 
under water and tested electrically after some hours 
of submersion. If its condition oe satisfactory it is 
next covered with a serving of jute yarn steeped in 
a solution of cutch or other preservative mixture 
and being, in fact, a protective padding between 
the core and its outer coverings. This jnte yarn 
is applied by a machine consisting of several bob- 
bins, revolving around a tubular axis throngn which 
the core pass'es, so that it is clothed as it goes on 
its way. It is Important aa regards electric condi- 
tion that the cable should be always wet. The 
core on its bobbin retains enough rnoistnre by cohe- 
sion to fulfil tnis requirement, the jute yarn itself is 
wet, and the clothed core passes Immediately into a 
tank containing water. Up to this point, except for 
the slight difference of thickness already mentioned, 
the whole of the cable is alike; but alterwards its 
treatment varies wita its destination. The greatest 
length, or the 1,374 miles of deep sea cable between 
Bombay anu Aden, requires tne least procection. It 
is covered by nine strands of wire and hemn, each 
strand composed of a. galvanized homogeneous iron 
wire, ratner i&js than one-tentu of an, inch in diame- 
ter, and surrounded by flve yarns of Russian or 
Manila hemp. Each strand is first passed through 
a mixture 
of 
pitch, 
tar 
and 
eround flint, 
and tbe whole cable again 
through a simi- 
lar mixture. Lastlv, a strand cr strands of 
yarn are wound spirally round it; it Is again passed 
through the mixture, and so into a tank to be ready 
for shipment. The effect of winding the yarnarouad 
the covering wires is that these are not in contact, 
bnt separated from each other by about their own 
diameter. The section next m length consists of 
1,205 
miles for the deeper portion of the Ked Sea, 
and this is more strongly protected. Its covering 
consists of twelve galvanized iron wires, without 
hemp, each aoout the sixth or an inch in dtsnieter, 
and wound on spirally, so as to be in absolute con- 
tact. Above this there are strands of jute yarn, laid 
on in two servings In opposite directions, and 
covered with one covering or Lacimer Clark's com- 
pound—that is, of ground flint and mineral pitch- 
The shore end at Bombay* receives for ten miles the 
additional protection of 12 strands of galvanized 
iron wire, each strand consisting of three wires of 
oue-flfth of an mch in diameter- 
For 88 miles 
further it is covered by ten single wires, each a 
quarter of an inch In diameter; and for 50 miles 
more by 12 wires, each one-atth of an tncttm 
diameter. Approaching Aden, the shore end uas 20 
miles like tne last described portion, and men ten 
miles covered with the strands of triple wire. In 
the Red Sea, both at Aden and snez, there will be ten 
miles with triple strands, and ac the Aden extremity 
325 miles, covered with ten wires of one-filth of an 
inch, before the deep sea portion is reached. In 
all the portions the strands, or single wires, are 
wound on spirally, and iu ail excepting each ten 
miles of shore end, the 'wires are covered externally 
by yarn, and this by a coating of La'.mier Clark's 
compound. 
The Great Eastern left England carrying 5,512 tons 


of cable. S,S'ii tons of fuel, 6,499 tons of coal, and 
apparatus and appliances miking up a freight of 
21.000 tons in weight and of abont £3,000,000 sterling 
in value. Her design is to call at St. Vincent to lill 
up with coal—not only replacing what has been con- 
suined, bat loading deep. Her next scoppaae will 
be at the Cape, aud from thence she will proceed 
through the Mozambique Channel to Bombay, whero 
she win be due after-sixty steaming days, or early 
in January, aud where she will bei joined by cue 
Cnilcern. The Hibernia will proceed direct to Aden 
and the Hawk to Suez. 


When the Great Eastern and Chlltem have com- 
pleted j their coaling at Bombay they willlproceed 
in company to Aden, che lormer ;ar!uir the cable. 
When the Hibernia, Great Eastern and Chilteru 
are ready to leave Aden they will proceed in com- 
pany for 335 miles, by wluca time the Great Eastern 
will" have exhausted her Ked Sea portion.. The 
Hibernia will then splice and carry on the work, 
the Great Eastern leaving ner consorts and return- 
luff by way of Aden to England. When the Uiberma 
has paid ont all her cable the Chiltern win splice m 
her tnrn, and continue laying as far as the Gulf of 
Suez. By tne time this is done the Hawk will have 
laid her shore end at Snez, and have come sixty 
miles to meet che Chiltern. A splice between these 
portions will complete the undertaking. The speed 
at which the cable is laid must not exceed nve 
knots an hour. 
In the many accounts that hare now been given of 
submarine cables the manner of splicing has bean 
scarcely at all described. A great variety of circum- 
stances render it necessary that the cable should be 
cut and joined again, and the joining is effected as 
follows:— 
The coverings of the core, whatever they may be, 
are first ravelled back for a considerable distance, 
generally about sixty feet, and the core itself is cut 
straight through. The operator tnen warms the 
gutta percha or the core over a saint lamp and 
moulds it back with his fingers as it softens until 
the conductor is laid bare for about two inches. The 
condnctor IB then washed with naphtha, so as ca 
cleanse it from all grease or extraneous matter, and 
solder is run among the wires of which it is com- 
posed, so as to unite them Into a solid rod. The 
end of this rod is filed obliquely into a smooth scarf, 
and to this the other end, similarly prepared, is ap- 
plied. Fine copper wire is tnen wound lirmly round 
me joint and the ends of this wire arc soldered to 
the condnctor, one on each side of the joint solder 
is also run over the whole and the gutta percha re- 
placed by the flnsers in the same way that it was 
moulded back. Alternate layers of suttapercha and 
Chatterton's compound are then applied, so that the 
core over tne joint Is somewhat thicker than else- 
where, and the coverings of yarn or wire, or both, 
are replaced in the ordinary manner of nautical 
splicing. The effect of the whole process is to make 
the joint the strongest part of the cable. If the ends 
of the original condnctor could be pulled apart the 
wire wound round the scarf conld be elongated to 
the extent of ten inches and would still give passage 
to the electric current. 


The Great Eastern and the expedition as a whole 
are under the command of Captain Halpin, who B 
assisted by the same staff ana carries the same ma- 
chinery that laid the Atlantic cable of 1800 and the 
French Atlantic cable of the present year. Captain 
Halpin commanded on the latter occasion, and was 
chief officer of the Great Eastern on the former, so 
that he brings to his work all the advantages of ex- 
perience and full knowledge of those who are unser 
his orders. Reckoning crew, engineers and tne 
staff specially carried for 
laying and testing 
the cable the Great Eastern, has 860 souls 
on 
board. Her 
magnitude is 
conspicuously 
displayed by the fittings required for the expedi- 
tion, oa her deck there are several bouses that 
break its length, and the guides for paying out the 
cable, the massive machine ior hauling in, the coops 
and pens for various live stocs, and even the masts 
themselves combine to produce a similar effect. But 
when, alter descending to what was once a dining 
saloon, tno visitor comes to the edge ot the mam 
t.mk, and finds himself loosing across a circnl.ir pit 
7a feet in diameter, is feet in depth, and coawmiiis:

50 pigs, 100 dozen 
of poultry, 20 tons of potatoes, three or four tons of 
fresh vegetables of other kinds and a quantity of dead 
eaine preserved in Ice. The cost ot tne supplies of 
fresh provisions thos tatcen on board amounted to a 
sum of nearly £3,000, and the members of tae expe- 
dition will fare as well, from Its commencement to 
its close, as tlicy could hare done if they had re- 
mained in London. 


The novelty of the attempt to lajthe two flrst 
Atlantic cables, and the great purposes that they 
were expected to subserve, attracted public atten- 
tion to them to no ordinary degree. Their com- 
plete success, and the facility with which th» 
French cable was laid this year, hare had some 
tendency to produce a reaction aud unduly to 
dimmish the Interest felt in similar undertakings. 
But it should not be forgotten that tne apparent 
ease Is a result of the combination of the most pro- 
round selentilie knowledge with the highest degree 
of mechanical skill, and that a submarine cable 
must long continue to represent one of the 
greatest or man's triumphs over the forces of nature. 
A chain which rests beneath the sea, beyond the 
reach of hostile interference, which In this position 
or safety will unite ns to British India, and, befow 
very long, to the Australian coiomas also, may well 
be a source of pride to Englishmen. 
The pride will 
net be diminished by the reflection that the enter- 
prise and its success are wholly our own. In such 
achievements no other nation has even started In tha 
race, and the last evidence of England's empire 
over the sea has been her use or Us greatest depths 
as the resting place of tne Units by which she is 
binding together the uttermost parts of the world 
In sympathetic and instantaneous Incercammunlca-' 
tion.

Savages ol the Cholera and Tellow Fever— 


The Ba.ya.mo Massacre—The Revolution. 


KISGSTOK, Ja-, Nov. 7,1839. 


'We have intelligence from Santiago de Cuba to 


tne 3d inst. 


Cholera, yellow fever and smallpox were raging la 


that town and its suburbs. There had oeen 300 
deaths from cholera within a period of thirty days. 
In a cholera diteji which had been aug for the re- 
ception of 100 bodies soo corpses had been thrown, 
with barely sufficient earth to cover them. The 
stench from the cemetery had become so Intolerable 
that the corpse bearers would not venture near the 
place. The consequence has been tnat coffins ara 
thrown alongside the road 290 yards nearer the city, 
and Santiago being on an elevation, the stench has 
almost become a pestilance. 


The publication of the protests of the Cubans who 
were massacred near Bayamo, whlca appeared in 
the NEW YOKE HEBALD of the 18th October, and the 
leading article which appeared in the HEKALD or 
the Uth, produced intense excitement on the arrival 
of the HEBALD by mail. 
The revolutionary uarty continue to hold their po- 
sitions with great tenacity, and the Spanish forces 
were comparatively helpless, as they confined their 
efforts to small engagements, which could be of 
little service to the suppression orinsnrrection; bnt 
by cae annoyance or private individuals in man? 
§etcy ways, unworthy of gentlemen or soldiers, tha 
panlards endeavored to suppress the insurrection. 
Tie. revolutionists appear to receive material aid 
from foreign sources, wmch the Snamsh authorities 
ara powerless to prevent.

Truce of tbe Assassin.

Among the crimes and tragedies daily occurring 


In every large city there are occasionally to bs 
found some marked by peculiar and outre features, 
either of horror or of circumstance, and snch is one 
which was developed yestsrday morning. A woman 
found dead in a vacant lot is, to be sure, no very 
startling announcement, but the Interest d«epens 
when investigation links other circumstances to 
the fact. Her skull has been smashed in bj 
remorseless blows; 
her arm, thrown up to 


defend, 
has 
also 
been 
struck, 
aud 
from 
other indications it is evldant she was the 
victim of a murder. Bnt further examination 
reveals other rather singular particulars. 
She 
has been dead longer than *. night, and she was not 
killed at the spot" where found. There are no Indi- 
cations of a struggle in the vicinity, and the boots 
on the corpse are free from the wee, soft soil of tho 
lot. Then, again, her nose and chin have been 
gnawed by rats, and the nignt lias been one of 
steady, heavy rain, when rata, It is said, are not 
nicely to be abroad. These things, with the appear- 
ance of the corpse, pretty clearly establish a some- 
what singular case. A woman has been murdered, 
concealed for a day or so. and then the body re- 
moved la the nighttime and thrown into a vacant 
lot some little distance from the street. This is all 
that is tnown at present, and tao murderer and his 
motive are shrouded in mystery. As the case is a 
somewhat peculiar one we will give all the details It 
was possible to collect. 


FISDINO OP THB BOOT. 
About half-past six o'clock yesterday morning, aa 
Robert Clodiff. In the employ of James Veruia, lum- 
ber dealer on the corner of tenth and Poplar streets, 
and a comrade were going down Tenth street to 
then- respective places of business, Coldiif came 
suddenly upon the g-hastly and iialf-nude corpse 
lying In the mud, by the side of the street, about 
midway between Clart avenue and Poplar streets. 
On the right and leit sides of Tenth street, for about 
hall a block going south on Tenth street from Clark 
avenue, are the lumber yards of William Druhe. On 
the right side, going south, and lor about half a 
block, is a high picket-fence serving as an enclosure 
to that yard. It was immediately at the end of this 
fence, and just around the corner where it was dls- 
covered. 
Coldiff aud his comrade coming npon 
it so suddenly, were someivnat frightened, and 
barely taking a look they hastened on. 
coidin* 
rushed Into the office of the lumber yard belonging 
to Verdln and told the clerk that a dead woman lay 
just by the corner of tne fence. He went up, and bf 
that time a few persons and a policeman were there. 


AITEiKANCE OF THE CORPSE. 
The heavy ram of the night and mormns had ren- 
dered the ground about the place quite mnddy. 
The corpse lay with tlie head to the ease in the mud- 
dy, loamy soil. Tue icec aud less were about eight 
inches higher than her head, which, was supported 
by a rock. The clothing was disturbed and tha per- 
son exposed. Obliquelj down tlie right side of tna 
forehead, and down to me eye, was a fearful gash, 
penetrating the skull, and another almost as bad 
hiuher up on the head, either of which, it appeared, 
would have produced death, and had the appear- 
ance of having been made with a hatchet. She was 
lying at length, with her right arm raised as if pro- 
tecting the head, and between the e:bow and the 
wrist was an ugly bruise, as if given by some hard 
substance, while endeavoring to protect the head. 
One linger of the hand was also broken, we believe. 
Blood was lound on the ground at her feet and a 
pool of olood at her head. 
Her face gave evidence 


of some beauty and she seemed to be about tliirtj 
years of age and prosably nva feat two inches in 
height. She was not only rather poorly dressed, 
but quite lls&c. 
Near her was a common plaid 
shawl, but no bonnet or hat was found. Her hair 
was dark and cut tolerably short, tihe had appar- 
ently been taken there alter the murder nad been 
committed or while in a state of insensibility, and 
the rest of the bloody deed finished there. 
At the 


chin and apparently at the edges of the learfnl 
wounds rat: had been at work. 


SOMOKS, SOESE3, Era 
In a short time after the discovery of ths body It 
appeared as u" fully half tha neighborhood for t\vo 
blocks around cams plodding through the mud to 
see the ghastly sight. jHen, women and children 
came there to wonder and ask unanswered ques- 
tions of each other, ror not one of them seemed to 
know ner or had ever seen her before. One thought 
ic was a washerwoman [we forgot her name) who 
lived in tne neighborhood, but this was found to ba 
an error. It was the general impression that she 
had been murdered somewhere else and the body 
conveyed to where it was found. It seems a won- 
der that whpever brought the body there had 
not taken it a few feet larther on towards 
tne Missouri 
Paciac 
Railroad and thrown it 
into a large, deap pond which exists there. Tha 
darkness of the night probably had something to do 
with leaving it where it was found. Probably the 
burden became too heavy and the mud about there 
too thics to go further. 
There was no evidence of a struggle there, no 
marks of footprints hurriedly mixed up as if there 
had been a melee, nothing to Indicate aught else 
than that the deed was not committed tnere. 
About half-past ten o'ciock the Body was placed 
In a rude coffin and removed by order of the Cor- 
oner to Manning & Dei's stable, ouSorth Eleventh 
street, where it now awaits the inquest. 


As soon SF the body was discovered to have been 
murdered, the detectives went to work on the case, 
and it is to be hoped the mystery now surrounding 
the crime will be explained and the guilty party 
brought to the judgment of the law.

Alexandria's loss has been Cairo's gain. TUe time 
:sr Aiajesty was expected to spend at Alexandria 
Has been wisely devoted to explorations here. For 
the last three days Cairo has been tin fete, and 
what ttiis meaus it is difficult to put Into words. The 
Empress herself, accustomed as she is to magnifi- 
cent spectacles skilfully arranged, has probably 
never beheld such an amalgamation of unusual 
sights as greeted her during her midnight drive 
with the Viceroy and suite on the mgut before 
last, and humbler people may be content to record 
a lew of the wonders to be seen at 
every 
tarn. Strangers are told that ths Illuminations are 
nothing to what take place on a great religious fes- 
tival, that tlie proceedings on last and preceding 
evenings should be regarded as rehearsals, and that 
the rejoicings to celebrate the opening of the canal 
will throw them all into the shade. It is impossible 
to think so. When the Empress, alter dining with 
the ladies of the Khedive's harem, was escorted by 
Sis Highness ttironah the highways and byways of 
Ills capital; when the brilliant cavalcade of run- 
ning footmen—stalworthiirabs, with flaming torches 
at the top of long poles, whose snneKS could be 
heard hall a mile off, aau who leu a long wake of 
hurulug sparks in their train; or dainty carriages, 
•with stern Nuo;an eunucus or guards all round 
them; of outriders in bnl.unt uniforms; of military 
figures, whose array recalled equally Salaain the 
Majjuiticent and the gorgeous immooJitr of cur own 
lite Uuaras; of joanis ana men in oriental garb, 
who ran and ejaculated through the narrow streets 
until the tm-baucd crowd made protest, and beat the 
peripatetics oack witti SUCKS; or veiled wotuen who 
were drawn up against w_alls and kept iu order wnlle 
permitted to gaze by their lord and master and his 
oilicer—when her Imperial jlajesty drove through 
ell lacse sights and sounds tbe spirit of the Bast 
seemed to be joining forces with that of the West in 
a marvellously stnting display. 
The French theatre ana circus were both open; 
the eighty Parisian ballet girls encaged tor the new 
opera house, ' he season at winch begins in a lew 
da,-s, though it is hut four mouths smca tbe Khedive 
commanded its erection—some or ottier of tuese fair 
ladies were to be seea driving past the illuminar 
1aons or among the audiences at tUe places 01 amuse- 
meut named; tne ex-prison where t-Uey are comlort- 
ably housed, at the decorated entrance or winch pri- 
vate broughams and vpen carriages were cot unirc- 
quently taking up or setting do-.va; the large open 
space upon whicn fehepherd's. Aboat's and th? new 
Grand Hotel look, and which is not only Eurouean in 
Its general aspect, but has recently been levelled and 
partitioned oir by wicker-work into what may be 
eligible building lots, but which recall tue new cattle 
market at Islington, was noisy with roclcets and the 
notes of admiration of tlie passers by; the cales 
were full of customers, among whom the turban 
w<i3 in a minority and the fez bareiy held its own.

strolled down Uegent street on a Queea's birthday 
night, or who remembers the peace illuminations ac 
the termination 01 tlie Crimean war. it was the sneer 
extent aud multiplied of these oils and candles 
"which, conjointly with the scenes shey snone npon, 
made their charm.

In so small a matter 
of course to speak was to be'obeyed, and the 
officer in question was made nappy to order, 
and witu much pomp, tlie Khedive giving away 
the bride, or performing the Egyptian equivalent to 
that formal act of duty, and providing her with a 
mumflcent dowry. Thus the Empress lias seena 
ilahoiumeclau marriage under the most lavorablo 


., circumstances, and with an approach to that prm- 
*oiple of selection by the Lord Chancellor which a 
late eminent jurist insisted upon as the safest key to 
domestic happiness. 1 am not informed as to the 
number of nuptials between people of lower de"rec 
prompted by the Empress's visit, but, judging from 
the quantity of wedding,parties to be met in the 
streets durmc the tost night or two, n must have 
been considerable. Tiiey all made much noise ana 
wuat tne dragomen term "Arab musike ver pood" 
permeated the proceasious, the members or which 
elbowed their way through tho crowds, singing. 
Nor were these the only formal ceremonies to 
be remarked. When in the midst of the thou- 
sands of loungers, who were smoking, sleeping 
and talking among the bazaars, a series of 
metallic jlugles and yells, as it of men in 
agony, were heard. 
Then, two-anrt-two, came 
a string of men, all old or midflie-agcrt, all hand-

The run- 
ning Dame-bearers soon made way, However, aud 
the face, half amused, half scandalized, of the 
Cairo citizen, (he bazaar keeper, the public scribe, 
(lie pastry cook or the barber, was bowed respect- 
hilly to the beautiiul lady who bent and stnileuso 
graciously, and whom the Khedive had decreed to 
notior. After tho carriage containing the Empress 
ana the Viceroy came those of the chief Ministers, 
Uien those of the ladies and gentlemen of the Em- 
press' suite, then a portion of the harem, with some 
of the lair Europeans sitting with them, aud guarded 
by eunucns gorgeously attired; then more of the 
court officials and runners, criers and horsemen 
Innumerable. This long cavalcade made the tour of 
those bazaars by which driving Is possible aud 
through the chief squares and public buildings, tne 
Viceroy aud the Empress conversing with anima- 
tion, and the turbaned men and shrouded women 
looking on with a general feeling that what must 
be must be, but tiiat times have changed indeed. 
Atteveral street corners we saw dancing girls 
pursuing their ca ling lor the entertainment of those 
assembled, and with the City Guara keeping order, 
a function they exercised by beating all who came 
too near lustily with sticks. These street performers 
did not, probably, furnish any very favorable ex- 
amples of an art concerning whicn much has been 
said and written. Their gestures and perlormance 
were m some degree those of which readers of 
Lane's "Modern Egyptians" will remember the de- 
scription, and apneared to give great dellgut to the 
lookers-on; but there was less of grace than one ex- 
pected, and the display was curious rather than 
pleasing. 
Yesterday morning the Empress, accompanied by 
the Viceroy, drove to the Barrage of the Kile—the 
costly at tempt to dam up tne great river which was 
abandoned some years ago, but the massive masonry 
of which yet stands: and the long drive to the 
Palace of Shoobra—the Row or Hyde Park of Cairo, 
npon which European vehicles and equestrians are 
seen in great variety for an hour before and after 
sunset—has been visited twice. The museum of 
Egyptian antiquities at Booiak is to be seen to-day, 
and the Pyramids later. It must be understood that 
the Empress' incognito is strictly observed and that 
in none of her appearances in public is ebe treated 
otherwise than as an exalted private lady whom the 
ruler of the country desires to piea*e. 
The party of French, German and Italian guests 
or the Khedive wjio started for Upper Egypt a few 
days since will precede the Empress by about a 
week, and the imperial trip np tne Kile, which will 
be a strictly private one, will commence, as at pre- 
sent arranged, on Wednesday next. The mnnda- 
tlons, which are greater than they have been lor 
five years, have submerged sncn large tracts of 
country that the road to the Pyramids maae by the 
Viceroy across the desert twelve months ago is in 
many places under water, and visitors havs to leave 
their donkeys and tate to boats. Seen from the 
citadel the Kile itself looks an insignificant stream 
by the side of the 
vast plains of water it 
has created; yet 
snch la the effect of the 
improvements and appliances introduced recently, 
that while the great river has iisen several metres 
hiirher than it did live years ago, it has ceen mr more 
thoroughly under control than then, and those 
verged in its modern history speak gratefully of the 
euormons difference to agriculture and to the vil- 
lages on its DanKS of tne security, proved by the 
severe lest of the current season. 
The canal, upon which so many hopes are cen- 
tered, is, we are assured by some authorities here, 
in such a state 
of forwardness that the in- 
augural ceremonies of the 17th will be no mere 
formal opening, while that large vesse.s will pass 
down it with ease from and after that date is spoken 
of as certain. On the other hand, gossips are not 
wanting who take a somewhat modified view, and 
numberless visitors are now Inspecting it to judge 
lor themseives of ihe probability ot that which will 
be -ascertained beyond donot in three weeks' time. 
The Dnke of Aosta. is one of the several strangers 
•who have honored M. de Lessens with a visit, and 
inspected the Canal within the last few days.

Although her Majesty the Empress of the French, 


for reasous best known to herself, continues her 
•incognito under guise of the less exalted title of 
Countess of 1'ierre Fonds, it does not prevent her 
from being the object of the greatest possible dis- 
tinctions at the hands of the Khedive, her host. 
Her Majesty left Cairo for Upper Egypt on the '-'5th 
Instant, suortly after noon, In a steamer, which has 
been fittud nu with incomparable elegance, and is 
wortny of a better fate than invasions by myriads of 
flies, shoals of moseinitos and frequent detachments 
of sandnies—lor tne weather here is still very 
hoc, 
and her Majesty will not fail to suffer from 
heat the more southerly she eoes. Besides the 
steamer 
which carries the 
imperial visitor, 
eight others have escorted it, lor the accom- 
modation 
of 
her 
Majesty's suite, which is 
composed of the Empress' two nieces, the Mile. 
d'Alae and Mme. de Sancy, Prince Joachim Murat, 
General uouay. Count lleynaud de St. Jean d'An- 
gely, First Equerry to his Majesty the Emperor, M. 
Kaimbeaax, Bquerry to his Majesty the Emperor, 
Count Cosse" Brissac, Ac. 
I mentioned in my last week's letter that the 
Khedive had on the spnr of the moment ordered one 
of the aide-de-camp's to Prmce Mohammed Tanflt 
Vaclia to enter the bonds of holy matrimony with a 
fair flaxen haired Clrc*fisiau maiden, to whom his 
burliness had given a handsome dowry. Tba mar- 
riage took place at the palace of Rassz Aali, and her 
Majesty was much diverted at the sight she saw. 
During her stay here the Empress had also tne cere- 
mony of an outdoor Arab marriage procession 
offered to her view, and as this is one of the sights 
which the natives love to see, a large crowd had 
collected on the occasion. 


On Monday last, at about ten, the Khedive aud his 
distinzuishcd guest, and their respective suites and 
some lew other personages, among whom was Sir 
Samuel Baker, started In French ehar-a banes drawn 
by Xormaudy grays, on an excursion to the Virgiu's 
Tree, and lunched afterwards In one of the viceregal 
chateaux at Kobbe, near the race course, on t'ua 
plain of the Abossich. Towards five o'clock in the 
afternoon balconies, windows, the flat housetops 
(the Italian architecture predominates In the Euro- 
pean quarters), pavements and roads throusch which 
the procession passed, eventually to emerge from 
tlie street known as tne "Alonski," opposite the 
palace which tne Prince and irincess of Wales 
inhabited when last here, were filled with a. motley 
assemblage of ..many natloaaltles anxious to behold 
the pageant as It passed, but more so still to sec rhe 
Empress, who, it -was surmised,would appear on the 
balcony ol the palace I have just meutioued. 
The natives, in their bright costumes I have said, 
had mustered strong likewise, and, be lc remarked 
here, that a sight or thsir owu. is infinitely more at- 
tractive to them than what, in their vernacular, they 
term an infidel show. When, then, shortly after 
five a ilutter and murmur in the crowd, and ths 
sound in the distance of timbrels, trombones, flies 
and lutes announced that tho 'Arab procession 
was advancing, the cavasses on duty on horse- 
back backed their horses to clear a passage In 
the throng, in which they were assisted by the newly 
imported body of policemen from Switzerland, who 
in dress similar to the one worn by their confrei-es 
at the councils of the "Bund," and with an Intelli- 
gent superintendent, who is said to understand his 
duties well, are organizing a native force for the 
Khedive. The procession was led on by a brace ol' 
swarthv gentlemen, with dress that at Trouville ana 
Dienpe is considered orthodox when mingling in the 
wafer with the fair sex, although the irantlc gesticu- 
lations and hitting and parrying blows made with 
staves at one another by the two gentlemen afore- 
said was anything bur.refrlgerativeona hot summer 
day, and might not therelore by the laculty have been 
considered advisable immediately before a sea bath. 
Alter these two men came others less divested of 
carments, on white curvetting horses, which, with 
sudden jerks at cruel bits, they brought on their 
naunehes, while with their sword hands they poised 
jereeds, and a portion of the evolutions consisted in 
pretending to hurl them at one another. Tnen came 
a fattened ox, gaily dressed, and with bells tinkling 
from tip to toe," worthy m short to have been 
paraded through Paris on a Hurdin Gros. The ox 
dragged a six wheel cart, on which was a boat 
sufficiently large for 
the 
comfort of twelve 
corpulent 
oarsmen, 
who 
did 
not, Judg- 
ing 
from 
tne 
way 
In 
which they 
pad- 
dled away ac vacuum, give one the appear- 
ance 
of havintt undergone aquatic training. 
Their turbans and embroidered clothes ana general 
*'get up" would nave been a caution, f overheard a 
countryman exclaim, for au Oxford crew—and so 
It would. Alterirarils'came a man in sheep skin, 
although his appearance and representation 01 the 
Innocent animal was. as ne capered onward, any- 
thlne but sheepish. Dromedaries, richly capari- 
soned, horses equally so—the latter agea and trained 
to their work, as if from some circus—followed in 
quick succession, wttn dimmntlve boys ana vener- 
able, white bearded men on taeir backs, the former 
clapping their little hands, the latter smoking pipes. 
Men there were who represented the various guilds in 
which Cairo rejoices. Tnere were master masons and 
master tailors, master shoemakers, butchers aud bak- 
ers, and for aught 1 know there might have been mas- 
ter sweeimeat-maKers, master shetbet-concoctora 
and so on ad tiijlnuum. Presently boys carrying trara 
with presents for the bride strode onwards, and then 
others bearing brass-framed lookmcr glasses on tlieir 
heads—the latter supposed to Keep away the evil 
eye. And finally—preceded by musicians playing 
their strange, nnharmoulous Arab airs, anil b? 
choristers singing incantations for the coming 
event—came tho bride, heralded again by what m 
England one would conclude to oe bridesmaids—all 
Bhrouuett, lite the bride herself, m voluminous dra- 
pery, and walking under a canupy supported by 
poles, which men held. 
To the resident a procession of the nature I have 
endeavored to describe is no novelty. Although 
somewhat antiquated in the heart of Cairo, it is a 
matter of frequent occurrence in tne rumor towns 
and villages. Hut to the stranger this hetcrogenous 
mass of human beings, hemmed in where the crowd 
was greatest, like Yarmouth bloaters in their barrels, 
must have been Interesting and amusing. But great 
as was the crowd In the streets that wind round tho 
palace l have mentioned, it was as nothing com- 
pared to what It would have been had it been known 
to the natives and to the loreign poplation that 
their Khedive was abroad on a donkey, escort- 
ing her Imperial Majesty the Empress of the 
French on a like animal, and that Egypt's great 
dignitaries of Stdtc, and Princes and l-rincesses of 
the blood belonging to her Jiajesty'a suite, were 
similarly mounted. 
1C might havo gladdened tho 
heart, too, of many a Parisian to have seen tue Em- 
press, scampering alongside tho Khedive, with their 
suites obsequiously following—oa doukey-back all 
or tneai, cicenj the Bucheia d'Albe, jsir j-amuel 


Baiter ana Big Excellency Riaz Pacha, who roa« 
dromedaries from KobbC- to the Jlouakl, which IB a 
distance live miles, or thereabouts. Whea the Arab 
marriage procession had passed the Empress, who 
was intensely Interested at what she saw, her Ma- 
jesty leit uer trusty little donkey for her more dig- 
Hilled conveyance—which stood within hall—with 
the other court equipages. 
In the eveulnz her Sfajesty gave a banquet In her 
palace at aizlreh. at winch Sir S. Baker was present. 
Her Majesty, who is a fellow of the French Geo- 
graphical society, to which Sir Samuel likewise be- 
longs, expressed the liveliest interest In the creat 
enterprise, m which the distinguished travellers 
will In a few days embark. It may not be generally 
known that some two months ago tho Emperor of 
the French requested the sanction of the Khedive 
for a countryman of his to accompany Sir Samuel's 
expedition, and It was a request with which the 
Khedive could not refuse to cmoply. Viscount de 
Bizemont. a fellow of the French ueographtcal So- 
ciety and an officer in the French navy, was 
instructed to accompany the "expoditlon, and the 
Empress has now Interested herself in the welfare 
of this gentleman by recommending him to the Kind 
consideration of Sir Samuel, who had already ap- 
pointed him an aide-de-camp npon his staff. 


An Englishman's Voyage Through the Suez 


Caua.1—From Ismallla to Lake Timsnh—

[Port Said (Oct 27) correspondence of London News,] 
I have been ever since the date of my last letter 
on the Suez uanal, have given twenty-four hours to 
Ismallia and Lake Ttmsah and a couple of days to 
the harbor and breakwaters, of what will be, if all 
goes well in the future, the most important place in 
.Egypt to European commerce. A hot and dnsty 
railway ride of live hours takes the traveller from 
Cairo to lamallia. the droughty and barren desert his 
only viovr for miles. When the brilliant blue of the 
waters of Lake Timsah at length greet him, he 
knows that the end of his weary journey is 
nigh, and welcomes even the shrieking crowd of 
Arabs who fasten on the train the instant it stops, 
and who seize npon and fight over flits baggage, 
quite as if they thought it had been brought down 
to give them a merry bnt pugnacious scramble. The 
backsheesh hunters of Cairo and Alexandria seem 
mere slaves to conventionality compared to the veri- 
table children of the desert whose acquaintance yon 
begin to make now, and whom yon never lose sight 
of for long during your inspection of the canal and 
the lands ic runs through. Yet yon have scarcely 
recovered from yonr angry struggles with the ma- 
rauders, scarcely regained the breath yon have 
expended in protest and expostulation, scarcely 
done wondering at the ease with which they are 
beaten bact aud the timiu patience with which they 
snbmlc Co the blows freely distributed by a swarthy 
official armed with a long stick, when you see other 
figures attired m complete European cossunie, and 
who might be transferred as they stand to the iiou - 
levards of Paris or the steyne at Brighton without 
sense of incongruity. The tattered robes, the bare 
brown legs and arms, the naked chests, the coarse 
and ragged turbans, the black and bronze faces, 
the long dark veils with garish brass fastenings of 
the women, which look like so many orna- 
mental nose bags; the strange yells ana shrieks, 
belong to the'dwellers in yonder Arab village; the 
European dresses, the well appointed carriaies, tne 
handsome villas, toe luxuriant gardens are chose of 
the French colony of which 11. de Lesseps is the 
courteous king. The contrast between civilized and 
savage lite, which is forever lorced upon you here, 
is at its strongest now; and if you are fortunate 
enough to be included in the list of ai. de Lesseps' 
guest tnis evatung, you assist at a private din- 
ner and 
soirue, 'at which you meet royal 
visitors, as well as a crowd of ladies and 
gentlemen whose evening dress is so faultless 
as to make jour own travelling attire seem sadly 
one of place. Still tne same contrast through. The 
atner <L La Russe is brought from the spacious offices 
and handed to the Frenchmen In faumess black who 
wait by barefooted Nubians, whose jetty handsome 
leatures are sec off by their white robes and crimson 
fezzes. The pathway by the garden gate, where the 
Chinese lanterns slimmer gaily through the rich 
creepers, is strewed with Orientals, who squat and 
smoke and sleep; and when yon leave, to grope 
your way through the sand to your hotel, the stratus 
of the piano mlnzie with the bowlings of wild ilogs 
and the harsh cries of men who are still wilder. 
toeveu years ago there was notnma to distinguish 
fsmailia or the smiling lake before you from the rest 
ot the desert, and all was sand. It is the canal \\ hich 
has raised up the numerous handsome villas aud fine 
gardens. Fresh water is all that is needed to tnrn the 
and desert into a Iruitlnl soil; and tne supply of this 
is provided by the subsidiary canal which the com- 
pany has formed side by side with that broad salt 
one which now unites two worlds. Wonaerlnl 
scones are told of the productiveness of the gardens, 
and a walk through any of those belonging to the 
leading officials stationed at Isrnauia is to Vcrny 
them all. Vines with large bnnches of grapes 
pendant from their branches; orange trees with 
the green fruit just showing a golden tint; ivy, 
roses, geraniums from England, and an endless va- 
riety of rich tropical plants are ail flourishing. Ifl 
the centre of the town is a square with trees and a 
LHiik-.mi' clothed with rich creepers in its midst. 
Everything here looks French. A handsome boule- 
vard runs down to the point or embarkation, the 
streets and squares are on the true Parisian model, 
and there are rajcx, billiard rooms aud cafi, cJtan- 
taitts which might easily belong to .Nantes or Lyons. 
Tnere are of course huge gaps wuere the houses and 
shops will be, the roads are many of them still of 
saud, camels draw carts and generally pervade 
tne place in long striuES, but with all this you aru 
kept in a state of wonder during yonr stav at 
Isuiaiha; first, at the marvellous conversion whicn 
has taken place and is taking place under vonr eyes, 
and secondly at the supreme conlidcnce which looks 
forward to entertamiug SliO guests in three weeks' 
time in a place where every house—I had almost 
written every bed—seems occupied, and at a palace 
which has yet to be built. Tne stately building being 
erected on the banks of Lake Timsah by tne Viceroy 
will be of stone; but u is little more than a carcass 
now, while the grounds in which/et'es are LO be held 
is simply a huge stonemason's yard. If it is suf- 
ficiently finished for its purpose by tne 17th of No- 
vember the marvel will be as great as any worked 
by Aladdin's lamp. 
Tickets for the dally steamer to Port Said are 


Issued to all travellers wishing to avail themselves 
of the £5uez Canal, and i embark on the day afcer 
my arrival at isinaila, not a little curious as to the 
cnaracter of my voyage. Lafe Timsah is, as every 
one knows, about midway between the Red Sea and 
the Mediterranean, so that tha inspection about to 
be described embraced in round numbers lilty miles 
of the canal, or half its entire length. The experi- 
ence was so utterly unlike what had been expected 
beforehand that it partook of the nature of a sur- 
prise. The very word canal seems misapplied to a 
continuous sheet of water, the surface of which

where 
flylns 
flsh 
skim 
before 
you, and 
which is literally crammed with sea-fish, as me cou- 
siaut jumps and eddying circles prove. A eanal, 
again, in spite of an one nas read of this particular 
one, does vaguely suggest locks and tow-ropes and 
barges dragged by horses. Here sailing vessels, with 
tue curious sails and lolly tapering inadts of the 
Nile boats, arc almost always in sight, some bearing 
stores to the various stations, others carry a niotiey 
load of Mussulmans, Egyptians and grnnv mechan- 
icians to aud irom their work. A broad and hand- 
some river, -which runs straight co its destination, 
luscead 01 indulging in devious windings, is what 
the Suez Canal resembles most at a hrst glaace. 
You embark at ismailia, at a regular steam- 
boat wharf, and after three soundings or a shrill 
whistle, pursue your way into the centre of a "lake 
which is so ex&iisive ihat you cannot trace the 
course of the canal on the other siae of it. Your 
sceamer is licensed to carry forty first aud thirty 
second class passengers, 
aud has saloons and a, 
deck over tnem like some of the boats running be- 
tween London anu Gravesend. For che first quar- 
ter of an hour or so you might be going out to saj,. 
so rapidly do the waters expand to riaht and leit. 
Then a corner to tha leit is reached, and the word is 
given to go slowly, and in a few minutes aiore you 
are on tue canal, and having the point at which it 
joins Lake Timsah on its other or Suez side shown 
you m the distance. 


Before recording what turned ont to be an exceed- 
ingly uneventful voyage, 1C may be well u> remind 
my readers that Ismailia is so called after the pres- 
ent Viceroy, jusc as Port Said is named aftsr his 
predecessor, aud that the former Is designed to be 
the great commercial centre on the Canal, it is to 
this end that the wharves, tna spacious streets ana 
market places, the palace of the Viceroy and the 
enormous deep water harbor, have been de- 
signed. 
When tne Sue/ Canal 13 the hish- 
way of the world, Ismmlia will be the meat 
convenient landing place for Egypt, and hence, 
it Is said, tho efforts being made to lit it for 
being the business capital of the country. We 
pass through a narrower part of the canal on leav- 
ing Lake Timsah than we meet with again. Even 
here, however, the witters are of considerable width, 
aud for the first hour we see camels, donkeys and 
laborers, literally by" the thousand, at wort upon 
the banks. Past groups which look strange co our 
unaccustomed eyes, naked Nubians swimming out 
to meet us, their white teeth gleaming in the sun as 
they give us a welcome, other Nubians tasini: 
their rest in holes in the 
soft saud, their 
heads 
alone 
beinc visible 
above it; little 
groups ol devout Xnssnlmen workmen, who, 
whilo the string of camels at their side are being 
laden with sand, employ their time in prayer, and 
stand up and prostrate themselves, and touch ths 
ground with their foreheads with profound indiffer- 
ence to all around; children, us&ed as they were 
born, helping to fill the panniers; men in blue robes 
and red caps, digging away at tho canal sides with 
some of the energy of English navvies; a Hock of 
vultures, at least a hundred strong, leaSlua on a 
dead camel, and here and there a wild dog, who 
comes to tha top of the embankment, or Is roused 
if 0111 his sandy lair to bark—past all these goes tha 
traveller down the canaL No new of the coun- 
try 
is 
to 
be 
had. 
A 
jnxgnlfled 
railway 
cutting, the sloping banks of which are ol sand, 
and the space between each side of which is tha 
width of many railway lines, is what tne canal 
resembles most. The breadth from point to point 
from each embankment top is enormous, and when 
It is remembered that this represents the degree of 
excavation which has taken place, the wonders of 
the Suez canal far transcends all your previous esti- 
mates concerning it. it will ho understood that the 
width of surface water does not au'cct its practica- 
bility for the transit ot great snips. These must keep 
iu a prescribed channel m the centre, and it i» agreed 
on all hands that as two cannot pass each other m 
this at the same time, tho same precautions will 
have to be taken as on a single line or railway. Ac- 
cordlngly, sidings will be constructed every six or 
eight roues, into which tho ship going one way will 
be shunted, while those on the opposite tacK are 
Himnteu. At present, however, the chief point of 
is tho effect of the uDcoluir on cue mii; 


»nd yesterday eom« of the Penlmratar and Oriental 
Company's officers arrived here from Suez, talclnu 
carelul.soundings all_ the way, with the view of 
ascertaining how far the canal 13'already prac- 
ticable for large vessels. Their report Is that much 
lias yet to be done, but that tbe engineers ad-uilt 
tins, while insisting that all 'will be ready before 
the opening day. As 
the 
soundings taken 
yesterday gave live feet and a half In certain places, 
it is to be hoped the engineers are right. On the 
llth, however, tne Viceroy's yacht, which draws 
from seventeen to twenty-two leec of water, will 
leave Port Said .for Suez, makias an experimental 
trip, and If all goes well the Viceroy himself will go 
over tne same ground (or water) in her the next 
day. 
The programme for the 17th Is, of course, 
liable to alteration, but that of men of war of seve- 
ral nations will take part in it, that the Emperor 
of Austria and the crown Prince of Prussia will bo 
here, and that loo.rwo of the Viceroy's subjects will 
be encamped at Ismailia, to represent the various 
colors and customs of the tribes over which ais 
Highness has sway, Is the present belief. 
The passenger by steamer finds It difficult to real- 
ize time there is anything in the way of the inaugu- 
ration being a success, for his craft draws but little 
water, and though he feels it grating against the bot- 
tom once for a moment, it is explained that this is 
before he IB out of the shullows of one portion of 
Lake Tlsmah, and does not bear upon the canal. 
The astonishing thing IB tho extent of the traffic 
already going on. Onedoes not consider at first that 
these large sailed barges are all of light 
draught; and as ' Port Said. and Its 
break- 
waters are reached at night 
the sight of 
larse steamers and enormous harbors strengthens 
the illusion that the Canal is virtually open and that 
the Inauguration is a formality. It is right to add 
that this assumption is utterly erroneous, and that, 
while those best qualified to form an opinion are 
confident of its ultimate and speedy success, they 
are equally certain that it is beiug opened too soon 
and that the regular traffic of large shins will have 
to be postponed. 


ISMAIUA, OCt 29, 1889. 
Since posting my letter I have steamed along tee 
uanal again at a steady rate of nine knots an hour, 
and have spent another day in sounding its depths 
at parts said to be critical. The circumstances 
under which I waa enabled to do this were 
peculiarly favorabe to independent observation. 
No Frenchman and no official connected with 
Cither to* Egyptian government or the Suez Canal 
Company were of tne party; and the lead was heaved 
and the measurements were taken and recorded 
until the precise state of the canal and the extent of 
Its fitness for great ships are as well known to us as 
they can possibly be to any one. Whenever there 
was a doabtfnl return from the man with the lead 
oui little steamer was stopped and its boat pat out. 
One of our party was then pulled slowly across the 
canal, with a'lead line in one hand and a measuring 
rope in the ottier. The end of the latter was he;d by 
one of us on the steamer, and as each jaro 
was paid ont the depth shown by the lead line was 
called from the boat and entered In a book. Every 
precaution was taken againss me possibility of error, 
and whenever the return of tae number of feet of 
depth differed from what we expected the waters 
were ganged again and by another hand. Careful 
notes were taken throughout and compared and 
veri led while we were on the spot, so that what 1 
have to record may be accepted as being as autuen- 
nc and accurate an account of the preaent state of 
the &uez Canal as can be possibly arrived at under 
any conceivable condition. 
it is highly satisfactory to be able to confirm gen- 
erally the statements of the French engineers. Tiiere 
can bs ao sort of doubt that a deep passage exists 
all tne way between the Red Ssa and the Mediterra- 
nean, that there is an aoundant supply of water, 
and taat vessels can and do pdS3 along the entire 
canal. The width of tms passage on the 17th ol No- 
vember, and whether all its remaining shoals will 
have been removed by that date, are the only points 
upon which durereace of opinion can arise. The 
great suriace breadth of tne canal, to which I have 
already alluded as most impressive to a stranger, 
has, ot course, nothing to do with tls capacity for 
bearing large ships. It is the freedom Irom obstruc- 
tion ol che central channel npon which their safety 
must depend, and upon whioa English owners must 
be satisfied before availing themselves of tue route. 
Tnis can be only tested by such a, course as I nave 
taken part in, or by a ship of a certata draught 
passing through or stinking fast. 
Takmg the 
posts or bnoys which mark out one side of 
this channel as oar standing-point, we measured 
and gauged as I have said, aud arrived at 
tue unanimous conclusion that while It would be 
impossible lor the Viceroy's yacht, the Mahroussa, 
which drawsciunteen feet of water, to pass from sea 
to sea now, it is quite probable that matters will 
have been so lar advanced by the 12tu, the day 
•nxed lor the experiment to be tried privately, that she 
will do so without, material hitch. We found several 
places in which tne dredging machines—which 
are on tae same principle as tnose working on the 
Thames, bringing up a succession ol bucketsiul 
of eanh and saud from the bottom, depositing the 
mass into a long trough, which tilts its con- 
tents on to the laud—had portions of their work still 
to do. The lead not unlrequently gave depths con- 
siderably under that which is to be guaranteed, 
though the rapidity with which the statistics recov- 
ered themselves, and the snddeuness with which 
the return jumped irom a low to a sufllcieacly hi2h 
Dgure. proved the obstacles still existing co be of in- 
considerable size. Their existence is not denied by 
the authorities, who insist, however, that tuey will 
be removed by the day of the Inauguration. 


Of the sittings, or stations as they are marked in 
the last map of the canal published by authority, 
only one exists. This is at Kantara, between Lake 
Ballah and Ei Ferdame, and Is of su31cicnt size for 
Us purpose—i. e., lor admitting ships to temporary 
anchorage, while other ships pass in an opposite 
direction, 'ifhere is no lock and none of the incon- 
veniences which the word "station," used m connec- 
tion witu a stoppage in mid-transit might suggest, 
being simply u bay scooned out of the canal:s mdos 
aud deepened until it an'ordu an ample an- 
chorage ground. 
There will be ten 01 these 
bava hereafter, BO that there will be opportunities of 
stopping or of turning at every ten miles. The 
parts or the canal Known as cue buez aud Kerapeuin 
Cuttmus show the narrowest surface of water, and 
the situ" ground by the corner of Lake Tunsah lias 
the greatest number of zuen, camels and asses busy 
on its banks. The scene here recalls Mr. Poyntcr's 
Dicture of "Israel la Egypt" forcibly—save that the 
suck is bcmc applied, not to men, but to the over- 
worked, overlauea camels ana donkey, whose 
moans, and occasional stubborn upsets of, and 
reiusal to carry, their burdens of saud and stone, 
can be seen and heard from tne steamer. 
That there is some tide in cue canal was insisted 
on yesterday by more tuau one dweller on its banks. 
We'were at some pams to collect aud compare tue 
local evidence on tnm Disputed pome, and while all 
we spoke to declared there was a rise aud fall, vary- 
ing in cheir statement from two inches to six, none 
would ngrea to this being aue to wind, but pointed 
10 a regular water fine, which they averrtd to be 
high water mark. 
Another point, to which we 
gave more attention 
than 1 was able to 
oestow upon it during previous visits, was 
the action of tec water upon tne canal's 
sides. These sides or banks vary considerably in 
character. Now stretching co a great height, now 
low lying; now composed of ane dry saud, now of 
sand wiucn is intermingled with mud and compara- 
tively hard. Throughout you reel yourself on a 
mighty river rather than on an artuicial channel. 
Wuere the bides look softest and waere the marks of 
camels' noofs sink deepest and clumsiest into the 
soil, the ripples trom two sicatuers meeting ctr- 
caluly bring down lumps of sand, and count- 
less small holes, as if Burrowed 
by minute 
animals, snow tnat these portions are undermined 
by tue action of the water. Iu many parts, how- 
over, the stunted shrubs of the deseri. have been 
planted; and in others a small barricade of loose 
rock has been placed at the water's edge, and both 
these preservatives appear eilectaai where tried. 
The condition of some of the banks, particularly a 
road near the Viceroy's chalet—an edlrice near 
ismaila not to be confounded with tha palace pre- 
viously alluded to as in course of erection—shows, 
however, how the nne dry sand drifts, it using three 
feet deep yesterday m saad, which had evidently 
not laid on it long. 


To sum np conclusions, l, to common with other 
observers, regard it as unlorcunate that the format 
inauguration of this great enterprise should not 
have been delayed at least a few months longer; and 
while of opinion that large ships may be piloted 
through Irom tne .Mediterranean to the Ked Sea on 
the l"ta November, consider that the proceeding 
nill not be free from risk and will need the nicest 
pilotage. Bnt that tne unbroken communication be- 
tween sea and sea is no myth, and that a further, 
and perhaps continuous, expenditure of capital, 
labor and skill in the direction which has already 
accomplished so much are alone needed to inako the 
Suez canal a practicable highway for the nations of 
the earth must be obvious to all who have eyes 
to see. 
independent investigation has proven that a canal 


of tlie proportions stared by the engineers—namely, 
sixty or sixty-five feet wide and twenty-four or 
twenty-six deep—is formed, always excepting cer- 
tain obstructions cot yet cleared away, and which 
would produce disaster at present, bus the wherea- 
bouts of which ara known, and upon which tne ma- 
chinery la, and will be during the next three weeks, 
ac work. What tms will imply when all is clear— 
which 1 cannot help doubting will be by the day 
fixed for the opening—will be understood from the 
fact mat the average draught 01 the lamest steamers 
running to the East is some twenty feet, and trom 
the circumstance that the Great Eastern, on leaving 
the Nore with the whole of tha Atlantic cable on 
board, drew but twency-seveu feet forward and 
thirty-two or thirty-three ait. 
Into the commercial aspecc of this great Suez 
Canal question I do not care to enter. The reader 
can work that branch of the subject out lor himself, 
aud as well in England as here. It has been to test 
personally what has been done and what remains to 
DC done that l have given up ihe last few days, and 
circumstances have enabled me to do so very fully, 
&nd with a minute completeness for which l scarcely 
hoped.

OCEAN TELEGRAPHY, 


Tlio British-Indian Submarine Cable—Sailing 


of tne Great Eastern and Her Consorts 


for Bombay—The Bombay and Suez 


Wire—Its length Jnst 
the 


Sam« as the French Atlantic 


Cable-splicing at Sea. 


[From the London Times, Kov. 9,] 


On Saturday morning the Great Eeasteru steam- 
ship left Portland, on her way to Bombay* carrying 
once more tne precious freight of a deep sea cable, 
and fltted with all appliances lor submerging it. 
Her tanks contain 2,735 nautical miles, and her com- 
panion ships, the Hlberuia, Chiltern and Hawfc 
carry among them 1,225 miles more, mating > total 
of 3,800 nautical, or about 4.050 statute miles. This 
length will suffice lor the communication between 
Bombay and Suez by way of Aden, and will Join the 
present Malta and Alexandria line. Another cable 
u projected, to be laid from Faunoutii to Gibraltar 
and Malta, and its completion will unite Bombay 
and the BritiBtifortresseain che Mediterranean along 
one line of submarine telegraphy which will bs un- 
broken except at Suez. 
The success of the Malta and Alexandria cable as 
a dividend-paying property, and the successful lay- 
ing of the French Atlantic cable, are circumstances 
which have rendered camtalists favoraaiy disposed 
towards other projected lines, and wm'ch have 
greatly facilitated the present undertaking- its 
accomplishment will in like manner prepare the 
way for other great enterprises of a similar kind, 
and an extension to Singapore, and from there to 
some point of the Australian continent. Is already 
spoken abont as one that must be speedily 
undertaken. 
The length of the Bombay and Suez cable, now 
on its way. chances to be precisely the same as 
that of the Kronen Atlantic between Brest 
and Dnxbury, and, excepting for the liberal use of 
ground Hint or silica, aa a protection againsc the 
ravages of the teredo, its coverings are also similar. 
The teredo attacks heiap 'with great readiness, and 
in a cable recently raised that had been lying for 
some years between Toulon and Algiers was round 
to nave reached and slightly to have channelled tne 
sutta percha or the core. Like the French Atlantic, 
tae cable now on its way will receive extra cover- 
ings for a great distance Irom tne shore. Expe- 
rience has shown that motion on tha bottom of the 
sea extends to a much greater dapth than was at 
one time believed, and, therefore, in addition to the 
ordinary massive shore end, it is now the practice 
to have many miles of an. Intermediate character 
Before the comparatively weak deep sea section com- 
mences. It may not be without interest to give 
some account of these various sections and ot the 
mode in which they are manufactured. 
The central and essential portion of the cable, 
tbe conductor, consists of a strana of seven copper 
wires, six of which are wonnd In long spiral coils 
around a central one. In the section between Bom- 
bay and Aden these wires are one-fourth heavier 
than between Aden and Suez, but in both sections 
they are quite fine and slender, weighing at most 
only ISO pounds per nantical mile. The strand of 
wires is then covered with alternate layers of Chat- 
terton's compound, a mixture of gntta percha, India 
rubber and other gums, and of gucta percha itself. 
The Chatterton's compound 13 first applied, and it 
flows Into and fl;ls the interstices between tha wires. 
In the Bombay and Aden section four layers of each 
kind are employed, In tne Aden and Snez sec- 
tion three layers, and in both cases tae con- 
ductor and these layers constitute together what is 
called the core of the caoie. This core is alictle 
more than a quarter ot an inch In diameter-and is 
sent in three mile lengths from the gotta percha 
works to Uie factory at Greenwich for eompletlon. 
Each tbree mile length is wonnd upon a haze bob- 
biu, and on arrival at Greenwich is put lato a tame 
under water and tested electrically after some hours 
of submersion. If its condition oe satisfactory it is 
next covered with a serving of jute yarn steeped in 
a solution of cutch or other preservative mixture 
and being, in fact, a protective padding between 
the core and its outer coverings. This jnte yarn 
is applied by a machine consisting of several bob- 
bins, revolving around a tubular axis throngn which 
the core pass'es, so that it is clothed as it goes on 
its way. It is Important aa regards electric condi- 
tion that the cable should be always wet. The 
core on its bobbin retains enough rnoistnre by cohe- 
sion to fulfil tnis requirement, the jute yarn itself is 
wet, and the clothed core passes Immediately into a 
tank containing water. Up to this point, except for 
the slight difference of thickness already mentioned, 
the whole of the cable is alike; but alterwards its 
treatment varies wita its destination. The greatest 
length, or the 1,374 miles of deep sea cable between 
Bombay anu Aden, requires tne least procection. It 
is covered by nine strands of wire and hemn, each 
strand composed of a. galvanized homogeneous iron 
wire, ratner i&js than one-tentu of an, inch in diame- 
ter, and surrounded by flve yarns of Russian or 
Manila hemp. Each strand is first passed through 
a mixture 
of 
pitch, 
tar 
and 
eround flint, 
and tbe whole cable again 
through a simi- 
lar mixture. Lastlv, a strand cr strands of 
yarn are wound spirally round it; it Is again passed 
through the mixture, and so into a tank to be ready 
for shipment. The effect of winding the yarnarouad 
the covering wires is that these are not in contact, 
bnt separated from each other by about their own 
diameter. The section next m length consists of 
1,205 
miles for the deeper portion of the Ked Sea, 
and this is more strongly protected. Its covering 
consists of twelve galvanized iron wires, without 
hemp, each aoout the sixth or an inch in dtsnieter, 
and wound on spirally, so as to be in absolute con- 
tact. Above this there are strands of jute yarn, laid 
on in two servings In opposite directions, and 
covered with one covering or Lacimer Clark's com- 
pound—that is, of ground flint and mineral pitch- 
The shore end at Bombay* receives for ten miles the 
additional protection of 12 strands of galvanized 
iron wire, each strand consisting of three wires of 
oue-flfth of an mch in diameter- 
For 88 miles 
further it is covered by ten single wires, each a 
quarter of an inch In diameter; and for 50 miles 
more by 12 wires, each one-atth of an tncttm 
diameter. Approaching Aden, the shore end uas 20 
miles like tne last described portion, and men ten 
miles covered with the strands of triple wire. In 
the Red Sea, both at Aden and snez, there will be ten 
miles with triple strands, and ac the Aden extremity 
325 miles, covered with ten wires of one-filth of an 
inch, before the deep sea portion is reached. In 
all the portions the strands, or single wires, are 
wound on spirally, and iu ail excepting each ten 
miles of shore end, the 'wires are covered externally 
by yarn, and this by a coating of La'.mier Clark's 
compound. 
The Great Eastern left England carrying 5,512 tons 


of cable. S,S'ii tons of fuel, 6,499 tons of coal, and 
apparatus and appliances miking up a freight of 
21.000 tons in weight and of abont £3,000,000 sterling 
in value. Her design is to call at St. Vincent to lill 
up with coal—not only replacing what has been con- 
suined, bat loading deep. Her next scoppaae will 
be at the Cape, aud from thence she will proceed 
through the Mozambique Channel to Bombay, whero 
she win be due after-sixty steaming days, or early 
in January, aud where she will bei joined by cue 
Cnilcern. The Hibernia will proceed direct to Aden 
and the Hawk to Suez. 


When the Great Eastern and Chlltem have com- 
pleted j their coaling at Bombay they willlproceed 
in company to Aden, che lormer ;ar!uir the cable. 
When the Hibernia, Great Eastern and Chilteru 
are ready to leave Aden they will proceed in com- 
pany for 335 miles, by wluca time the Great Eastern 
will" have exhausted her Ked Sea portion.. The 
Hibernia will then splice and carry on the work, 
the Great Eastern leaving ner consorts and return- 
luff by way of Aden to England. When the Uiberma 
has paid ont all her cable the Chiltern win splice m 
her tnrn, and continue laying as far as the Gulf of 
Suez. By tne time this is done the Hawk will have 
laid her shore end at Snez, and have come sixty 
miles to meet che Chiltern. A splice between these 
portions will complete the undertaking. The speed 
at which the cable is laid must not exceed nve 
knots an hour. 
In the many accounts that hare now been given of 
submarine cables the manner of splicing has bean 
scarcely at all described. A great variety of circum- 
stances render it necessary that the cable should be 
cut and joined again, and the joining is effected as 
follows:— 
The coverings of the core, whatever they may be, 
are first ravelled back for a considerable distance, 
generally about sixty feet, and the core itself is cut 
straight through. The operator tnen warms the 
gutta percha or the core over a saint lamp and 
moulds it back with his fingers as it softens until 
the conductor is laid bare for about two inches. The 
condnctor IB then washed with naphtha, so as ca 
cleanse it from all grease or extraneous matter, and 
solder is run among the wires of which it is com- 
posed, so as to unite them Into a solid rod. The 
end of this rod is filed obliquely into a smooth scarf, 
and to this the other end, similarly prepared, is ap- 
plied. Fine copper wire is tnen wound lirmly round 
me joint and the ends of this wire arc soldered to 
the condnctor, one on each side of the joint solder 
is also run over the whole and the gutta percha re- 
placed by the flnsers in the same way that it was 
moulded back. Alternate layers of suttapercha and 
Chatterton's compound are then applied, so that the 
core over tne joint Is somewhat thicker than else- 
where, and the coverings of yarn or wire, or both, 
are replaced in the ordinary manner of nautical 
splicing. The effect of the whole process is to make 
the joint the strongest part of the cable. If the ends 
of the original condnctor could be pulled apart the 
wire wound round the scarf conld be elongated to 
the extent of ten inches and would still give passage 
to the electric current. 


The Great Eastern and the expedition as a whole 
are under the command of Captain Halpin, who B 
assisted by the same staff ana carries the same ma- 
chinery that laid the Atlantic cable of 1800 and the 
French Atlantic cable of the present year. Captain 
Halpin commanded on the latter occasion, and was 
chief officer of the Great Eastern on the former, so 
that he brings to his work all the advantages of ex- 
perience and full knowledge of those who are unser 
his orders. Reckoning crew, engineers and tne 
staff specially carried for 
laying and testing 
the cable the Great Eastern, has 860 souls 
on 
board. Her 
magnitude is 
conspicuously 
displayed by the fittings required for the expedi- 
tion, oa her deck there are several bouses that 
break its length, and the guides for paying out the 
cable, the massive machine ior hauling in, the coops 
and pens for various live stocs, and even the masts 
themselves combine to produce a similar effect. But 
when, alter descending to what was once a dining 
saloon, tno visitor comes to the edge ot the mam 
t.mk, and finds himself loosing across a circnl.ir pit 
7a feet in diameter, is feet in depth, and coawmiiis:

The directors of the Telegrapa 
construction and Maintenance company are prac- 
tical believers in the sound doctrine mac English- 
men must be well fed If they are to do irood work.

Slmonds, oS Leadenhftll market, were called Into ra< 
quisltiou, and he supplied the ship with 35 bullocks, 
120 Southdown sheep, 10 calves. 50 pigs, 100 dozen 
of poultry, 20 tons of potatoes, three or four tons of 
fresh vegetables of other kinds and a quantity of dead 
eaine preserved in Ice. The cost ot tne supplies of 
fresh provisions thos tatcen on board amounted to a 
sum of nearly £3,000, and the members of tae expe- 
dition will fare as well, from Its commencement to 
its close, as tlicy could hare done if they had re- 
mained in London. 


The novelty of the attempt to lajthe two flrst 
Atlantic cables, and the great purposes that they 
were expected to subserve, attracted public atten- 
tion to them to no ordinary degree. Their com- 
plete success, and the facility with which th» 
French cable was laid this year, hare had some 
tendency to produce a reaction aud unduly to 
dimmish the Interest felt in similar undertakings. 
But it should not be forgotten that tne apparent 
ease Is a result of the combination of the most pro- 
round selentilie knowledge with the highest degree 
of mechanical skill, and that a submarine cable 
must long continue to represent one of the 
greatest or man's triumphs over the forces of nature. 
A chain which rests beneath the sea, beyond the 
reach of hostile interference, which In this position 
or safety will unite ns to British India, and, befow 
very long, to the Australian coiomas also, may well 
be a source of pride to Englishmen. 
The pride will 
net be diminished by the reflection that the enter- 
prise and its success are wholly our own. In such 
achievements no other nation has even started In tha 
race, and the last evidence of England's empire 
over the sea has been her use or Us greatest depths 
as the resting place of tne Units by which she is 
binding together the uttermost parts of the world 
In sympathetic and instantaneous Incercammunlca-' 
tion.

Savages ol the Cholera and Tellow Fever— 


The Ba.ya.mo Massacre—The Revolution. 


KISGSTOK, Ja-, Nov. 7,1839.

tne 3d inst. 


Cholera, yellow fever and smallpox were raging la 


that town and its suburbs. There had oeen 300 
deaths from cholera within a period of thirty days. 
In a cholera diteji which had been aug for the re- 
ception of 100 bodies soo corpses had been thrown, 
with barely sufficient earth to cover them. The 
stench from the cemetery had become so Intolerable 
that the corpse bearers would not venture near the 
place. The consequence has been tnat coffins ara 
thrown alongside the road 290 yards nearer the city, 
and Santiago being on an elevation, the stench has 
almost become a pestilance. 


The publication of the protests of the Cubans who 
were massacred near Bayamo, whlca appeared in 
the NEW YOKE HEBALD of the 18th October, and the 
leading article which appeared in the HEKALD or 
the Uth, produced intense excitement on the arrival 
of the HEBALD by mail. 
The revolutionary uarty continue to hold their po- 
sitions with great tenacity, and the Spanish forces 
were comparatively helpless, as they confined their 
efforts to small engagements, which could be of 
little service to the suppression orinsnrrection; bnt 
by cae annoyance or private individuals in man? 
§etcy ways, unworthy of gentlemen or soldiers, tha 
panlards endeavored to suppress the insurrection. 
Tie. revolutionists appear to receive material aid 
from foreign sources, wmch the Snamsh authorities 
ara powerless to prevent.

Truce of tbe Assassin.

Among the crimes and tragedies daily occurring 


In every large city there are occasionally to bs 
found some marked by peculiar and outre features, 
either of horror or of circumstance, and snch is one 
which was developed yestsrday morning. A woman 
found dead in a vacant lot is, to be sure, no very 
startling announcement, but the Interest d«epens 
when investigation links other circumstances to 
the fact. Her skull has been smashed in bj 
remorseless blows; 
her arm, thrown up to 


defend, 
has 
also 
been 
struck, 
aud 
from 
other indications it is evldant she was the 
victim of a murder. Bnt further examination 
reveals other rather singular particulars. 
She 
has been dead longer than *. night, and she was not 
killed at the spot" where found. There are no Indi- 
cations of a struggle in the vicinity, and the boots 
on the corpse are free from the wee, soft soil of tho 
lot. Then, again, her nose and chin have been 
gnawed by rats, and the nignt lias been one of 
steady, heavy rain, when rata, It is said, are not 
nicely to be abroad. These things, with the appear- 
ance of the corpse, pretty clearly establish a some- 
what singular case. A woman has been murdered, 
concealed for a day or so. and then the body re- 
moved la the nighttime and thrown into a vacant 
lot some little distance from the street. This is all 
that is tnown at present, and tao murderer and his 
motive are shrouded in mystery. As the case is a 
somewhat peculiar one we will give all the details It 
was possible to collect. 


FISDINO OP THB BOOT. 
About half-past six o'clock yesterday morning, aa 
Robert Clodiff. In the employ of James Veruia, lum- 
ber dealer on the corner of tenth and Poplar streets, 
and a comrade were going down Tenth street to 
then- respective places of business, Coldiif came 
suddenly upon the g-hastly and iialf-nude corpse 
lying In the mud, by the side of the street, about 
midway between Clart avenue and Poplar streets. 
On the right and leit sides of Tenth street, for about 
hall a block going south on Tenth street from Clark 
avenue, are the lumber yards of William Druhe. On 
the right side, going south, and lor about half a 
block, is a high picket-fence serving as an enclosure 
to that yard. It was immediately at the end of this 
fence, and just around the corner where it was dls- 
covered. 
Coldiff aud his comrade coming npon 
it so suddenly, were someivnat frightened, and 
barely taking a look they hastened on. 
coidin* 
rushed Into the office of the lumber yard belonging 
to Verdln and told the clerk that a dead woman lay 
just by the corner of tne fence. He went up, and bf 
that time a few persons and a policeman were there. 


AITEiKANCE OF THE CORPSE. 
The heavy ram of the night and mormns had ren- 
dered the ground about the place quite mnddy. 
The corpse lay with tlie head to the ease in the mud- 
dy, loamy soil. Tue icec aud less were about eight 
inches higher than her head, which, was supported 
by a rock. The clothing was disturbed and tha per- 
son exposed. Obliquelj down tlie right side of tna 
forehead, and down to me eye, was a fearful gash, 
penetrating the skull, and another almost as bad 
hiuher up on the head, either of which, it appeared, 
would have produced death, and had the appear- 
ance of having been made with a hatchet. She was 
lying at length, with her right arm raised as if pro- 
tecting the head, and between the e:bow and the 
wrist was an ugly bruise, as if given by some hard 
substance, while endeavoring to protect the head. 
One linger of the hand was also broken, we believe. 
Blood was lound on the ground at her feet and a 
pool of olood at her head. 
Her face gave evidence 


of some beauty and she seemed to be about tliirtj 
years of age and prosably nva feat two inches in 
height. She was not only rather poorly dressed, 
but quite lls&c. 
Near her was a common plaid 
shawl, but no bonnet or hat was found. Her hair 
was dark and cut tolerably short, tihe had appar- 
ently been taken there alter the murder nad been 
committed or while in a state of insensibility, and 
the rest of the bloody deed finished there. 
At the 


chin and apparently at the edges of the learfnl 
wounds rat: had been at work. 


SOMOKS, SOESE3, Era 
In a short time after the discovery of ths body It 
appeared as u" fully half tha neighborhood for t\vo 
blocks around cams plodding through the mud to 
see the ghastly sight. jHen, women and children 
came there to wonder and ask unanswered ques- 
tions of each other, ror not one of them seemed to 
know ner or had ever seen her before. One thought 
ic was a washerwoman [we forgot her name) who 
lived in tne neighborhood, but this was found to ba 
an error. It was the general impression that she 
had been murdered somewhere else and the body 
conveyed to where it was found. It seems a won- 
der that whpever brought the body there had 
not taken it a few feet larther on towards 
tne Missouri 
Paciac 
Railroad and thrown it 
into a large, deap pond which exists there. Tha 
darkness of the night probably had something to do 
with leaving it where it was found. Probably the 
burden became too heavy and the mud about there 
too thics to go further. 
There was no evidence of a struggle there, no 
marks of footprints hurriedly mixed up as if there 
had been a melee, nothing to Indicate aught else 
than that the deed was not committed tnere. 
About half-past ten o'ciock the Body was placed 
In a rude coffin and removed by order of the Cor- 
oner to Manning & Dei's stable, ouSorth Eleventh 
street, where it now awaits the inquest. 


As soon SF the body was discovered to have been 
murdered, the detectives went to work on the case, 
and it is to be hoped the mystery now surrounding 
the crime will be explained and the guilty party 
brought to the judgment of the law.

The Snez Canal Inaugnration fleet, forty-five

The depth of 
water in the canal ranges from twenty to twenty- 
five feet, and may be deepened. The arrangements 
along the liae are excellent. Waghorn's statne will 
be erected to-day. The Empress of France will 
return through the canal with the aeet. 


Cuba. 


Cholera, yellow fever and small-pox are raging 


fearfully at Santiago de Cuba, Soo deaths having 
occurred from cholera alone within the period of 
thirty clays. It -was found Impossible to give the 
dead proper sepnltnre, the bodies being covered 
only with a few inches of earth. As a consequence 
the stench from the cemetery lias almost become a 
pestilence. The Cubans ic the interior profess to be 
confident of sneeeas and are giving the Spanish 
troops much trouble.

Turkey and f JSsypt— Complications Revived. 


The difficulty 
between, the 
Sxdtan and 


Ticeroy is yet far from being amicably and 
harmoniously settled. Although, temporarily 
quieted by outside pressure pending the pre- 
parations for and ceremonies of the opening 
of the Suez Canal, its revival may be ex- 
pected at any time thereafter. In the com- 
prehensive schedule of tributary duty enun- 
ciated in the first a,nd insisted upon in the 
second note addressed to the Viceroy last 
summer, it became evident that the Sultan, 
was determined to humiliate his royal vassal 
by exacting conditions which would wound 
his amour propre, and place Egypt in 
the same position as other less important 
provinces of the 
Ottoman empire. 
An 


ancient firman, unearthed for .the occa- 
sion, was held threateningly over Ismail 
Pacha's head, and a strict compliance with 
and adherence to its odious conditions de- 
manded as the price of the Sultan's favor 
and the essential for future tranquillity. 


The Commander of the Faithful believes 


that had European Powers evinced a favor- 
able disposition to the overtures 
of his 


ambitious vassal nothing less than, a modern 
Egyptian empire, with Ismail at its head, 
was the end and aim contemplated. Heace 
his \rrath. Hence his determination to rebuke 
those dangerous aspirations, and to insist 
upon the specifications of those firmans which 
conferred hereditary administration upon the 
family of the Viceroy. The idea of inde- 
pendent rule m:ist be crushed out; the fresh 
blown glories derived as the presiding spirit 
and the grand master of the ceremonies at 
the inauguration of the Suez Canal, and those 
dreams of future greatness which Ismail no 
doubt indulged in witnessing the gorgeous 
pageant, must be dissipated by another ulti- 
matum, which, we are told, will order the 
acceptance of the Turkish proposals without 
condition, or a suspension from the viceroy- 
ally as the consequence of refusal. 


It will be remembered that the second note 


of rebuke despatched by the Grand Vizier in 
the name of the Sultan declared his satisfaction 
with the Viceroy's assurances of fidelity made 
in answer to the first complaint; but that satis- 
faction was materially qualified by the press- 
ing of certain points in the imperial missive 
which left no doubt that the Sultan was not 
satisfied with the explanation. 
Notwithstand- 


ing the conciliatory response of the Khedive, 
setting forth that he had never sought to trans- 
gress his rights and duties as defined by impe- 
rial firmans; that he was sensible and grate- 
ful for favors received, and had regulated his 
conduct according to the will and orders of 
his Majesty; notwithstanding his many ex- 
pressions of fidelity and devotion—Lhis frank 
explanation which he hoped would remove 
unfavorable impressions produced by unjust 
accusations—he must give further proof of his 
loyalty. His appeal to the clemency and gen- 
erosity of his master, and his avowed readi- 
ness to come and lay his most respectful hom- 
age at the foot of his Majesty's throne, were 
answered by the renewal of terms which we 
were disposed to consider as imperious, arbi- 
trary and oppressive. These were as fol- 
lows :—The Egyptian army must be reduced; 
not more than thirty thousand needle guns 
must be ordered; all other arms and iron-clads 
that had been bargained for must bo counter- 
manded; taxes must be imposed and collected 
in the name of the Sultan only; the financial 
budget and contracts for foreign loans subject 
to his approval and authorization; better 
treatment must be guaranteed to Mussulman 
pilgrims to and from the Holy Shrine; and 
lastly, no direct official intercourse must be 
held by the Viceroy with foreign Powers. 
After a due compliance with these terms and 
the assurance of a faithful observance thereof, 
the note in question graciously announced that 
the homage and visit of the Viceroy would be 
acceptable at Constantinople. 


The Suez Canal movement and the earnest 


counsels of friendly Powers were instrumental 
in tiding over the crisis which ihen appeared 
imminent. The Viceroy did not accept all the 
conditions required, nor did he absolutely re- 
fuse any. He did not go to Constantinople, 
nor did the Sullan demand then and there the 
enforcement of the foregoing stipulations. The 
storm was lulled, but it has not passed over; 
and now when the celebrations of the great 
canal are terminated we are to realize its con- 
quences. The ire of Abdul Aziz, stirred up 
while the Viceroy was visiting the courts of 
Europe last summer, and but ill concealed 
while tlie honors ot the occasion, were being 


mate and his heroic wife, who gallantly held 
on to her until she went down, and then saved 
themselves only with the utmost difficulty. If 
these vessels are insured—and we presume 
they are—the Board of Underwriters should 
see to it that they are not so much overladen 
as to place them in imminent peril.

dispensed with a bounteous hand to royal 
guests at the grand levee along the Isthmus of 
Suez, will not contain' itself longer, and the 
dreaded ultimatum must be again submitted, 
and this time with a threat of suspension from 
the viceroyalty. 


Were several interested powers of Europe in 


a less critical condition as regards the preserv- 
ation of peace; were France at liberty to fol- 
low her inclinations and sympathies, and were 
it not essential for the lime being that tran- 
quillity should prevail until Napoleon shall have 
have passed through the ordeal of reform, which 
his government is now undergoing, it would 
be no difficult matter to foresee the isgue of 
these exactions on the part of Turkey, and to 
predicate an opinion, amounting almost to a 
certainty, that they would be met with an in- 
dignant ref'sal from Egypt. 
Unfortunately 


for the Khedive, neither France nor Eng- 
land is prepared for a rupture on this 
question; and while their mediation might 
moderate the demands of the Sultan, it is not 
probable that they will energetically protest 
against the humiliation of the vassal. Without 
the hearty support of a powerful ally it would 
be feckless in the Viceroy to defy his master, 
and, as the part of prudence and wisdom, we 
shall expect his submission. In this, however, 
we see no promise of a permanent reconcilia- 
tion. 
Such humiliations, if endured for the 


present, will embitter his spirit, stimulate him 
to renewed exertions towards securing the aid 
of European potentates, and prompt him to 
strike for independent royalty whenever a 
favorable opportunity shall be presented. 


The Sultan is promoting the germs of future 


complications, which are to end in a struggle 
for the mastery of the Suez Canal, and which 
in their importance must enlist several of the 
great Powers of Europe. Ismail Pacha, con- 
scious of the future of Egypt and of his own 
coming importance in the destiny of that coun- 
try, may well afford to bide his time, make 
concessions and submissions to his jealous 
master, and do everything to prevent a rupture 
at this time. 
Patience and prudence will 


yield an abundant harvest of good at no distant 
day; and the time will come, if we may bs 
allowed to indulge in the most reasonable 
speculation, when the jurisdiction of the Sub- 
lime Porte shall cease to enthrall-this "land of 
promise," and no Oriental master shall ques- 
tion the right of Egypt's sovereign to use the 
public treasure whenever he may see fit 
for the advancement of national enterprises. 
The designs of the Sultan, actuated by a 
natural desire to continue control over a tribu- 
tary Power which promises to become a source 
of immense revenue to his government, will be 
tolerated only just so far as the present neces- 
sities of the European situation require. The 
sovereignty and independence of Egypt -Will be 
accomplished whenever the free operation of 
the canal and the interest of neighboring Pow- 
ers shall make it expedient to guarantee for 
the enterprise that security and liberal direc- 
tion which it will hardly experience while 
under the control, directly or indirectly, of the 
Ottoman empire. 


City Politics—Tho Coming Charter Hie ction. 


In another column will be found, under the 


head of "City Politics," a review of the prin- 
cipal field of strife in the coming charter 
election. The offices of Civil and Police Jus- 
tices are very important, and the questions 
coming up in judical connection therewith, 
whether criminally or civilly, often involve 
very serious consequences to the citizens. 
It 


is, therefore, eratifying to know that in the 
host of candidates there are prominently pres- 
ent men who are in every respect fitted for the 
positions they seek. The field is almost entirely 
open to democratic candidates, but there is 
enough of them to pick and choose from. 
Tammany may not nominate the best men, but 
then the fault will be its own, and it must be 
held responsible for any mistakes it may make 
in this matter. The leaders cannot hereafter 
claim immunity under thp plea of "political 
necessity." The game is in their own hands— 
the selection of the best men rests with them-— 
and it is a duty they owe to the people that 
they shall select none but the best.

ODK COASTING VESSELS.—No one who haa

schooner Margaret Kennedy during the late 
storm is an evidence of this kind of greed, ex- 
emplified in the endeavor to make small ves- 
sels do the duty of large ones. This schooner 
carried a load of a hundred and twenty-eight 
tons of coal, and was literally laden to the 
water's edge. Thus aa ordinary accident—to 
say nothing of a hurricane—might at any 
moment have swamped her.

Dr. Livingstone's Ueport—Bi«covenr of th 


Soorcea of the Nile. 


We reproduced yesterday from the Londo 


Post of November 9 the report of Dr. Living 
stone on his explorations and tho sources 
the Nile. This report was read on the even 
ing ot the 8th inst., at the opening meetin; 
of the Royal Geographical Society, in th 
Theatre of the Royal Institution, London 
Sir E. Murchison, tho 
president, in tin 


chair. The Count de Paris, the Duke of Wei 
lington, Sir Bartle Frere and Mr. Crawford 
M. P., were among the crowded and fashion 
able attendance on this memorable occasion 


Dr. Livingstone's report is dated "Nea 


Lake Bangweolo, South Central Africa, July 
18G8." It begins with a reference to hii 
despatch dated February, 18G7, in which hi 
had recorded his impression that he was then 
on the watershed between the Zambesi and 
either the Congo or the Nile. 
More extendec 


observation subsequently convinced him tha 
his impression was essentially correct, an< 
with his habitual modesty he announces one 
of the most glorious discoveries in the annali 
of 
modern, 
geographical 
exploration 
by 


Baying:—"I think I may safely assert that 
the 
chief 
sources 
of 
the 
Nile 
arise 


between ten degrees and twelve degrees south 
latitude, or nearly in the position assigned to 
them by Ptolemy, whose river Khapta is pro- 
bably the Eovuma." The short sketch of his dis- 
coveries which he then proceeds to give conclu- 
sively shows that the springs of the Nile have 
hitherto been searched for very much too far 
to the north. 
"They rise some four hundred 


miles south of the most southerly portion of the 
Victoria Nyanza, and, indeed, south of all the 
lakes except Bangweolo." 
We need not reca- 


pitulate the details of Dr. Livingstone's jour- 
ney from the valley of the Loangwa over the 
upland space some three hundred and Cffy 
miles square, south of Lake Tanganyika; the 
country of Usango, east of that space; the 
southern end of the great valley enclosed be- 
tween Usango and the Kone range; across the 
Charnbeze in ten degrees thirty-four minutes 
south, and its confluents south and north, with 
theirAippopotami; the mountains of Rua ; the 
upland, on the northern slope of which he dis- 
covered on the 2d of April, 1867, Lake 
Liemba, in the midst of "as perfect a natural 
paradise as Xenophon could have desired;" 
and of this a full and minute description 
is given; 
towards 
the 
west 
of Tan- 


ganyika, avoiding the district disturbed by a 
war between the chief of Itawa and a party of 
ivory traders from Zanzibar; his visit to 
Nisama, the chief of Itawa; to Lake Moero ; 
to Cazembe, and north towards Ujiji, which he 
could not reach on account of the inundations. 
Dr. Livingstone gives a vivid account of the in- 
undations which obliged him to return to Cam- 
beze. Only one of his attendants would ac- 
company him as far as he was able to go ; the 
others on various pretences absconded. "The 
fact 13," he says, "they are all tired of this 
everlasting tramping, and so verily am I. 
Were it not for an inveterate dislike to give in 
to difficulties without doing my utmost to over- 
come them I would abscond too. I comfort 
myself with the hope that by making tho 
country and people baltar known I am, doing 
good, and by imparting a little knowledge oc- 
casionally I may be working In accordance 
with the plans of an all-embracing Providence." 
la such simple and noble language does the illus- 
trious explorer reveal the secret motives of the 
ambition, which leads him to expose his life in 
behalf of science and the welfare of mankind. It 
is not at all surprising that this passage and 
other eloquent passages in his report were 
greeted with applause at the meeting of the 
Koyal Geographical Society. The justifiable 
complaints which Dr. Livingstone makes of 
certain persons who have fallen into ridiculous 
blunders by tampering with his mathematical 
observations also provoked and merited sym- 
pathy. 
To a postscript he consigns in a char- 


acteristic style, under the head of "Always 
something new from Africa," an allusion to his 
discovery of a large tribe that lives in under- 
ground houses in Rua. Many other travellers 
would have written a volume about such a 
discovery, but Dr. Livingstone contents him- 
self with a brief mention of it. The whole 
civilized world will rejoice in the announce- 
ment by the President of the Royal Geographi- 
cal Society that the great problem of the 
sources of the Nile has been solved—-that the 
road is open to his illustrious friend, whose 
return, ho said, might be expected within a few 
months, and who would receive a welcome 
such as few Englishmen have ever expe- 
rienced. 


THE PKABODT MONUMENT FHND—A SCAN-

Let us have the testimony by all means. 


News and Humors About Cuba. 


It is evident from our correspondence from 


Cuba that the revolutionary patriots are more 
determined and are exhibiting more vigor than 
the rest of the world gives them credit for. 
They are burning the sugar plantations, and 
even their own property, in order to weaken 
their enemies by cutting off the resources the 
Spaniards have been relying upon. This is 
touching the Spaniards in a tender place, for 
they have been calculating upon seizing the 
sugar crops and other productions for the 
means to carry on the war. In other words, 
they intended to slaughter the Cubans and to 
subjugate them if possible by using the wealth 
of these very Cubans for that purpose. Spain 
is too poor to carry on long such an exhaus- 
tive war as that in Cuba, unless she can draw 
resources from the island itself. 
The Cubans 


have wisely determined not to supply the 
means for the Spaniards to cut their throats 
with. 
This may seem a terrible alternative 


and a fearful destruction of valuable property, 
but it is the natural result of war, and to the 
Cubans may be the price of liberty. It may 
prove a merciful measure in the end, just as 
the terrible, destructive raid of Sherman's 
army through the Southern States led to the 
immediate closing of our civil war. 
The revo- 


lutionary government of Cuba, under Cespe- 
des, is showing extraordinary vigor and deter- 
mination. 


We hear from Washington, too, that the 


administration is likely soon to take a decisive 
course with regard to Cuba. The remarkable 
naval movements in and 
to 
the West 


ladies, as well as other movements of 
the government, indicate this. But it is 
said the object 
is 
kept 
secret, 
and 


therefore it is not known on which side 
the government is going to act. There cer- 
tainly is no necessity for a naval force to sup- 
port Spain, nor for any action of the govern- 
ment whatever for that purpose, even should 
the government be so cruel and so far forget 
its duty to the cause of republican liberty and 
to the sentiment of the American people. 
Spain has been sustained too much and too 
long, in an indirect way, in its brutal war upon 
the Cubans. Any change that may be coa- 
templatsd, therefore, must be in favor of 
Cuban independence. Nor have we any doubt 
that the President and Congress will soon 
act in accordance with public sentiment in 
this country, aad throw tho weight of the gov- 
ernment on the side of republican liberty and 
the independence of Cuba.

(leslruclmnof property in the surrounding country 
has been great. In this city the spire or the Presby- 
terian church was partially blown over, and a por- 
tion of it was curried some distance. The building 
in tlie public sciuare known as the Anable block was 
unroofed onu damaged to a considerable extent. In 
dinorcni parts ul the city chimneys and fences were 
blown Uown. 


In Athens the stables or the Knickerbocker Ice 
Company were unrooled and tlie roof carried some 
iwo hundred yards, other damage was done about 
the village. 


At Stoclcport the Columblavilie nridge, a sub- 


slantial structure 3SO reet in length, was blown 
down. It will require $20,000 to replace it There 
was a general sweeping or trees and fences through- 
out tlie town, and the damage in this respect will be 
great. 


In Claverack the hay barracks of John Miller were 
demolished and the contents scattered over a wide 
range of territory. A large number of trees were 
uprooted and seven chimneys were blown from tne 
Chiverack Institute. 
A large number of fences 
were blown down.

Reciprocity With Canada—The Fishery License 


System. 


A telegram from Ottawa, dated November 18, 


published on Friday morning, states on what is 
termed good authority "that there la no truth in the 
report from Washington that the government of the 
Dominion had threatened retaliatory measures if 
the present restrictions on commercial intercourse 
was continued by the United States." The report 
from Washington', as contained to the Washington 
telegram of the 14th instant, and to which the 
Ottawa despatch refers, made use or no such words 
as "threatened" or "retaliation." The exact ex- 
pression was as follows:— 


The Canadian authorities have notified onr gov- 
ernment, throneh official documents, that unless the 
trade between the two countries Is arranged so as to 
be somewhat reciprocal, they fear they will be 
unable to withstand the pressure from all parts or 
the Dominion, urging them to do away with the 
system of fishery licenses, and compel American 
fishermen to remain outside of the three mile limit 
or the shores or Canada; to establish duty on foreign 
coal, so as to elvo the market of Western Canada to 
Nova Scotia coal, Instead of having it supplied as at 
present, from Pennsylvania and Ohio; to place an 
export duty on pine lumber, and an import duty on 
American breadstuffs, a large market for which is 
now found in Canada, under the present Canadian 
tariff, the returns from the last year showing the 
value of breadstufls. barley, wheat, &c., Imported 
trom the united States into Canada of $12,282,561. 


The authority for the above statement is ample, 


ana Is contained in the budget speech of the 
Canadian Finance Minister In the Dominion Parlia- 
ment on the 7th of May last, in which he said, 
speaking of the commercial relations between the 
United States ana Canada:—

A Wealthy South Carolinian Arrested for 


Attempted Crime.—A Young Woman in the 
Case—A Test Case on the Tnpis. 
On Saturday last a man giving nis name as 


Andrew iioran, of Anderson Court House, S. C.. 
was arrested on a warrant issued by Judge Led- 
with at Jeflerson Market, together with a young 
lady about eighteen years of age, named Caroline 
Tuller, of the sume place, apd both parties were 
locked up for the night. The case is certainly, In 
this city at least, a novel one, and may, perhaps, 
tend much toward the suppression of a shocking 
crime for which the whole country, whether de- 
servedly or not, is obtaining great proverbiallty. 


The complaint was made by Mi's, charlotte I. 


Lozier, M. 1)., of No. 323 West Thirty-fourth street, 
who charges the defendant Moran with attempting 
to procure abortion upon th'e person of Miss Tuller, 
and alleges that on Friday last Hiss Tuller came to 
her office, stated that she was enceinte and asked 
advice. Mrs. Lozier advised the young lauy against 
taking any violent measures in the matter, and Miss 
Tuller linally left. 
On Saturday, however, Mr 
iioran, the putative and confessed father of the 
unborn child, called upon Mrs. Lozier and with 
great effrontery and every-day, oir-hand business 
air. made a proposal to Mrs. Lozier to bring about 
premature delivery. Upon being remonstrated with, 
lie 
became more Importunate and 
somewhpt 
"sancy," and Mrs. Lozier, finding that advice was 
unavailing, had him arrested, as above stated under 
a statute of 1864, which has hitherto been practically 
a <!ead letter, but which mates even the attempted 
procurement of this crime an offence punishable 
by imprisonment. 


Mrs. Lozier will be recognized as one of the ladies 


prominently identitled with the "Working Women's 
Association" of this city, and also as a lady who In 
conjunction with Airs. Susan B. Anthonv and other 
ladies, took a prominent part m securing the pardon 
of Hester Vaughan, having waited upon the Gover- 
nor of Pennsylvania to beseech hla clemency in 
Hester's behalf, and having also visited her while m 
prison. 


In the present case Mrs. Lozier desired to snare 


lUssTuilur irom arrest, but upon being informed 
that both parties must be arrested she reluctantly 
acceded. Mr. Moran came io this city with his wife 
and Miss Tuller, who is also hia relative, and en- 
gaged apartments at the St. Denis Hoiel. Upon 
being taken before Justice Lctlwith both parties 
were held to await examination and Tuesday lixed 
aa the time for a hearing. 


Yesterday, however, Mrs. Lozier appeared at the 
court and certified that Miss Tuller had not solicited 
the operation in any manner, therefore not being 
amenable to the law. though she had in her great 
mental distress, consequent upon her disgraced and 
painful pos tion, tacitly consented to submit to any- 
thing io hide her shame. Miss Tuller was thereupon 
discharged, out Moran was held. Mrs. Loz er atatca 
tliat suo -was prompted to this course solely by u 
desire to check the present systematized and "oro- 
fesslonal" crimes of infanucido and fostlcldo. and i t 
is well known that she has' frequently made it the 
subject of severe denunciation in nubile meetings 


Moran is reported to be very wealthy, and oi&r'ed 


Mrs. Lozier, through a third party, $1,000 to with- 
draw the charge. Tne caso win prove of grent inter- 
est in a moral sense, ana the examination will 
doubtless proceed to-morrow. Mr. Joftn Seauwlck 
haa been retained as counael for the Uoicnoe. * 


We may now fairly say to our neighbors, the 
United States, this state of things has gone on for 
three or rour years, but you must understand it can- 
not continue. 
The time may soon corns when 


we may require to have a national policy or our 
own, when the exceptional interests to which I have 
alluded, which are now suffering with special sever- 
ity, wilUiavo to be considered in this House. But I 
do not mink tne time to do this is when we mav be 
on the eve or opening up negotiations on the whole 


These remarks were maae in deprecation of the 


attempts by Members of the House to Impose duties 
on American products. With special regard to the 
fisheries, a return has just been published by the 
Dominion government In reply to an address of the 
House of Commons and which is to be laid before 
that body la February next, containing reports of 
the Minister of Marine and Fisheries, which embody 
several strong declarations as to the temporary 
character of the fishery llcenso system and urges the 
government to yield to the prayers of the Nova 
Scotia flsbing interests by abandoning the license 
system and thus excluding American fishermen 
from their waters. The Privy Council of Canada 
fully endorsed the Minister's views, saying that the 
license system "was adopted on the distinct under- 
standing that unless some satisfactory arrangement 
between the two countries be made during tne 
course or tho year this privilege will cease, and all 
concessions made in the treaty of 1854 will be liable 
to be withdrawn." And they continue:— 


The Privy Council cannot refrain from respectfully 
impressing upon his Excellency (the (Joveruor Gene- 
ral) the urgency or communicating without lurlher 
delay to the American government the course de- 
cided on, as they feel, should this not be done ad- 
vantage may be tiken to continue the present pvs- 
tem for still another year. Already has decisive action 
been deferred in tho hope that certain indications 
of- a returning disposition towards renewed com- 
mercial intercourse, which were perceptible in the 
United states, would lead to proposals obviating the 
necessity for any sneclal policy on the fishery, ques- 
tion. Ihese, however, have not as yet led rt any- 
thing deflmtc, and the subject being in this instance 
more urgent than when, two vears ago, It was 
pressed on the decision of the "Canadian gove-n- 
ment by Mr. Secretary Cardwell (ihe British Colo- 
nial secretary), it is or the highest importance that 
no further time should be lost. 


The enure pamphlet Is full of expressions of a 


similar character, including tne following from Mr. 
Mitchell, the Minister of Marine and Fisheries:— 


Under all or these circumstances it is respectfully 
but earneativ submitted whether the svstem of 
licensing United States fishing vessels, avowedly a 
provisional one* and iinolymg no principle, should 
now be absolutely discontinued, and that it shall In 
the future, give place to a dellnite policy or exclu- 
sion, agreeable to colonial Interests ana consistent 
with national dignity and rights. 
Tho Argentine Republic—Tiie English 
Iliffl- 


cuto—Important Reduction oa American 
Imports—TUc Wool Trade with the United 
States. 
It has been ascertained from an official source 


that the repoit recently published concerning the 
English claim against the Argentine Republic is a 
misstatcment of the facts. The truth is that there 
was no confiscation or British property and no 
menace or force on the part of the British govern- 
ment against the Argentine Republic. The question 
at issue was discussed solely through diplomatic 
notes, and is merely of claims for damages 
preferred by a coal dealer on a shipment of co°al. 
Reverdy Johnson, it Is true, has been selected as 
the arbiter m tne ca.se. 


The Argentine customs law reduces the tariff on 


some of the American Imports and exports for 1870. 
Importers of lumber and ploughs to the Argentine 
Republic will be interested to learn that the reduction 
or duties on those articles is from twenty-three to 
fifteen per centum—a reduction equal to an average 
of four dollars in gold per thousand feet on lumber 
and sixty cents In gold on a plough. Export duties 
on unwashed wool and sheepskins have also been 
reduced from six to two and a half per cent for ISTO. 


A pamphlet has just appeared, entitled "Remarks 


concerning the means to re-establish the deciullig 
state of commerce between the United States and 
the Argentine Republic, by the proper reduction of 
the present tariffs." 
The fact is stated that the 


quantity of Argentine wool purchased by the United 
States was only 8,100,000 pounds in 1SOT, having been 
nearly 28,500,000 previous to the adoption of the new 
tariff. 
The pamphlet concludes by pressing upon 


Congress the necessity and propriety of a reduction 
of some rates of duty, on the ground that a 
reduction on import duties on wool and hides 
will be profitable to everybody Interested in the 
commercial prosperity or the American manufac- 
tures and trade, as well as beneficial to national 
income and Argentine producers and consumers of 
American commodities.

has been great. In this city the spire or the Presby- 
terian church was partially blown over, and a por- 
tion of it was curried some distance. The building 
in tlie public sciuare known as the Anable block was 
unroofed onu damaged to a considerable extent. In 
dinorcni parts ul the city chimneys and fences were 
blown Uown. 


In Athens the stables or the Knickerbocker Ice 
Company were unrooled and tlie roof carried some 
iwo hundred yards, other damage was done about 
the village.

Reciprocity With Canada—The Fishery License 


System. 


A telegram from Ottawa, dated November 18, 


published on Friday morning, states on what is 
termed good authority "that there la no truth in the 
report from Washington that the government of the 
Dominion had threatened retaliatory measures if 
the present restrictions on commercial intercourse 
was continued by the United States." The report 
from Washington', as contained to the Washington 
telegram of the 14th instant, and to which the 
Ottawa despatch refers, made use or no such words 
as "threatened" or "retaliation." The exact ex- 
pression was as follows:— 


The Canadian authorities have notified onr gov- 
ernment, throneh official documents, that unless the 
trade between the two countries Is arranged so as to 
be somewhat reciprocal, they fear they will be 
unable to withstand the pressure from all parts or 
the Dominion, urging them to do away with the 
system of fishery licenses, and compel American 
fishermen to remain outside of the three mile limit 
or the shores or Canada; to establish duty on foreign 
coal, so as to elvo the market of Western Canada to 
Nova Scotia coal, Instead of having it supplied as at 
present, from Pennsylvania and Ohio; to place an 
export duty on pine lumber, and an import duty on 
American breadstuffs, a large market for which is 
now found in Canada, under the present Canadian 
tariff, the returns from the last year showing the 
value of breadstufls. barley, wheat, &c., Imported 
trom the united States into Canada of $12,282,561. 


The authority for the above statement is ample, 


ana Is contained in the budget speech of the 
Canadian Finance Minister In the Dominion Parlia- 
ment on the 7th of May last, in which he said, 
speaking of the commercial relations between the 
United States ana Canada:—

A Wealthy South Carolinian Arrested for 


Attempted Crime.—A Young Woman in the 
Case—A Test Case on the Tnpis. 
On Saturday last a man giving nis name as 


Andrew iioran, of Anderson Court House, S. C.. 
was arrested on a warrant issued by Judge Led- 
with at Jeflerson Market, together with a young 
lady about eighteen years of age, named Caroline 
Tuller, of the sume place, apd both parties were 
locked up for the night. The case is certainly, In 
this city at least, a novel one, and may, perhaps, 
tend much toward the suppression of a shocking 
crime for which the whole country, whether de- 
servedly or not, is obtaining great proverbiallty. 


The complaint was made by Mi's, charlotte I. 


Lozier, M. 1)., of No. 323 West Thirty-fourth street, 
who charges the defendant Moran with attempting 
to procure abortion upon th'e person of Miss Tuller, 
and alleges that on Friday last Hiss Tuller came to 
her office, stated that she was enceinte and asked 
advice. Mrs. Lozier advised the young lauy against 
taking any violent measures in the matter, and Miss 
Tuller linally left. 
On Saturday, however, Mr 
iioran, the putative and confessed father of the 
unborn child, called upon Mrs. Lozier and with 
great effrontery and every-day, oir-hand business 
air. made a proposal to Mrs. Lozier to bring about 
premature delivery. Upon being remonstrated with, 
lie 
became more Importunate and 
somewhpt 
"sancy," and Mrs. Lozier, finding that advice was 
unavailing, had him arrested, as above stated under 
a statute of 1864, which has hitherto been practically 
a <!ead letter, but which mates even the attempted 
procurement of this crime an offence punishable 
by imprisonment. 


Mrs. Lozier will be recognized as one of the ladies 


prominently identitled with the "Working Women's 
Association" of this city, and also as a lady who In 
conjunction with Airs. Susan B. Anthonv and other 
ladies, took a prominent part m securing the pardon 
of Hester Vaughan, having waited upon the Gover- 
nor of Pennsylvania to beseech hla clemency in 
Hester's behalf, and having also visited her while m 
prison. 


In the present case Mrs. Lozier desired to snare 


lUssTuilur irom arrest, but upon being informed 
that both parties must be arrested she reluctantly 
acceded. Mr. Moran came io this city with his wife 
and Miss Tuller, who is also hia relative, and en- 
gaged apartments at the St. Denis Hoiel. Upon 
being taken before Justice Lctlwith both parties 
were held to await examination and Tuesday lixed 
aa the time for a hearing. 


Yesterday, however, Mrs. Lozier appeared at the 
court and certified that Miss Tuller had not solicited 
the operation in any manner, therefore not being 
amenable to the law. though she had in her great 
mental distress, consequent upon her disgraced and 
painful pos tion, tacitly consented to submit to any- 
thing io hide her shame. Miss Tuller was thereupon 
discharged, out Moran was held. Mrs. Loz er atatca 
tliat suo -was prompted to this course solely by u 
desire to check the present systematized and "oro- 
fesslonal" crimes of infanucido and fostlcldo. and i t 
is well known that she has' frequently made it the 
subject of severe denunciation in nubile meetings 


Moran is reported to be very wealthy, and oi&r'ed 


Mrs. Lozier, through a third party, $1,000 to with- 
draw the charge. Tne caso win prove of grent inter- 
est in a moral sense, ana the examination will 
doubtless proceed to-morrow. Mr. Joftn Seauwlck 
haa been retained as counael for the Uoicnoe. * 


We may now fairly say to our neighbors, the 
United States, this state of things has gone on for 
three or rour years, but you must understand it can- 
not continue. 
The time may soon corns when 


we may require to have a national policy or our 
own, when the exceptional interests to which I have 
alluded, which are now suffering with special sever- 
ity, wilUiavo to be considered in this House. But I 
do not mink tne time to do this is when we mav be 
on the eve or opening up negotiations on the whole 


These remarks were maae in deprecation of the 


attempts by Members of the House to Impose duties 
on American products. With special regard to the 
fisheries, a return has just been published by the 
Dominion government In reply to an address of the 
House of Commons and which is to be laid before 
that body la February next, containing reports of 
the Minister of Marine and Fisheries, which embody 
several strong declarations as to the temporary 
character of the fishery llcenso system and urges the 
government to yield to the prayers of the Nova 
Scotia flsbing interests by abandoning the license 
system and thus excluding American fishermen 
from their waters. The Privy Council of Canada 
fully endorsed the Minister's views, saying that the 
license system "was adopted on the distinct under- 
standing that unless some satisfactory arrangement 
between the two countries be made during tne 
course or tho year this privilege will cease, and all 
concessions made in the treaty of 1854 will be liable 
to be withdrawn." And they continue:— 


The Privy Council cannot refrain from respectfully 
impressing upon his Excellency (the (Joveruor Gene- 
ral) the urgency or communicating without lurlher 
delay to the American government the course de- 
cided on, as they feel, should this not be done ad- 
vantage may be tiken to continue the present pvs- 
tem for still another year. Already has decisive action 
been deferred in tho hope that certain indications 
of- a returning disposition towards renewed com- 
mercial intercourse, which were perceptible in the 
United states, would lead to proposals obviating the 
necessity for any sneclal policy on the fishery, ques- 
tion. Ihese, however, have not as yet led rt any- 
thing deflmtc, and the subject being in this instance 
more urgent than when, two vears ago, It was 
pressed on the decision of the "Canadian gove-n- 
ment by Mr. Secretary Cardwell (ihe British Colo- 
nial secretary), it is or the highest importance that 
no further time should be lost. 


The enure pamphlet Is full of expressions of a 


similar character, including tne following from Mr. 
Mitchell, the Minister of Marine and Fisheries:— 


Under all or these circumstances it is respectfully 
but earneativ submitted whether the svstem of 
licensing United States fishing vessels, avowedly a 
provisional one* and iinolymg no principle, should 
now be absolutely discontinued, and that it shall In 
the future, give place to a dellnite policy or exclu- 
sion, agreeable to colonial Interests ana consistent 
with national dignity and rights. 
Tho Argentine Republic—Tiie English 
Iliffl- 


cuto—Important Reduction oa American 
Imports—TUc Wool Trade with the United 
States. 
It has been ascertained from an official source 


that the repoit recently published concerning the 
English claim against the Argentine Republic is a 
misstatcment of the facts. The truth is that there 
was no confiscation or British property and no 
menace or force on the part of the British govern- 
ment against the Argentine Republic. The question 
at issue was discussed solely through diplomatic 
notes, and is merely of claims for damages 
preferred by a coal dealer on a shipment of co°al. 
Reverdy Johnson, it Is true, has been selected as 
the arbiter m tne ca.se. 


The Argentine customs law reduces the tariff on 


some of the American Imports and exports for 1870. 
Importers of lumber and ploughs to the Argentine 
Republic will be interested to learn that the reduction 
or duties on those articles is from twenty-three to 
fifteen per centum—a reduction equal to an average 
of four dollars in gold per thousand feet on lumber 
and sixty cents In gold on a plough. Export duties 
on unwashed wool and sheepskins have also been 
reduced from six to two and a half per cent for ISTO. 


A pamphlet has just appeared, entitled "Remarks 


concerning the means to re-establish the deciullig 
state of commerce between the United States and 
the Argentine Republic, by the proper reduction of 
the present tariffs." 
The fact is stated that the 


quantity of Argentine wool purchased by the United 
States was only 8,100,000 pounds in 1SOT, having been 
nearly 28,500,000 previous to the adoption of the new 
tariff. 
The pamphlet concludes by pressing upon 


Congress the necessity and propriety of a reduction 
of some rates of duty, on the ground that a 
reduction on import duties on wool and hides 
will be profitable to everybody Interested in the 
commercial prosperity or the American manufac- 
tures and trade, as well as beneficial to national 
income and Argentine producers and consumers of 
American commodities.

were three large zinc-covered tables 'on that floor; 
the empty barrels were tiered up in the back end or 
the room; there were about forty-five or fifty bar- 
rels; the oil casks were or; the north side, near thfr 
hatchway; the barrels and .oil casks were on tho 
floor just under where Wallace lived; those barrels 
were about eisrhc or ten rest from the stairway; 
there was uo other way or getting up or down stairs 
except by the stairs or hatchway; I put the barrets 
there because I had no other place to put theu>;

when we quit work on Friday nizht; it was Wal- 
lace's business to see to that; he was a very careful 
sober and industrious man; there was no posstbla- 
way of getting out of Wallace's rooms after the sialra 
were burned except by the window or hatchway- 
don't think tne flre originated on his floor.

History of tho Captivity 3>y the Indians o 


-LUtio Gfirls— Bow Tbcir Release Was £f- 
fccle:!— An AJTe-c!icmn.£3 SqnaTT. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20, 1563. 


About noon to-day an old gentleman, accompanied 


by two prerty little girls, aged respectively about five 
and seven years, called at the White House and asked 
for an interview with the President. The aflectiort- 
ate care displayed by the old gentleman lor his little 
companions might well have led any one to sup- 
pose that he was their grandfather or other near 
relative. .But a few moments' talfc with him woald 
dispel the idea. The interesting little pair were not 
of his blood, but proved to be captives ransomed 
from the Ktc wa Indians in 188S. The old gentleman 


as CoL J. H. Leavenworth, formerly one of the 


Indian agents of oar government, who came to the 
Executive Mansion lor the purpose of euttstms the 
sympathies of the President In behall of bis two 
little wards. 


The story of these little children Is of more than 


common interest. In. January, 1S58, a band or the 
Eiowa Indians made a raid into Dentou connty, 
Texas, killing and capturing a number of white 
men, wotacn ana chlldteij. Among these captives 
were two families— the Fitzpatricks and the Longs— 
to cither of •which our two little ransomed children 
must belong, for all the rest known to hare teen 
victims to the raid referred to have been accounted 
for. Fitzpatricfc, with his wife, infant boy and two 
little daughters, was journeying through. Denton 
county at the time or the raid, when he was over- 
taken by the Indians, scalped and put to death. 
The poor wife was obliged to witness her husband's 
slaughter, aud fen, weeping and fainting, upon the 
road side. 
In this condition she herself was 


butchered, and the brains ef her little hoy flashed 
out oa a rock. The two girls were committed to 
the tenaer mercies of the Kiowa sguaws, who 
wrapped them up tn blankets and bore them off 
Into captivity. 


Colonel Leavenworth, the agent of our govern- 


ment at the time In that region, soon heard of tne 
outrage that had been committed and commenced 
proceedings to obtain the release ol the captives. 
Our story, however, must be confined to the two Ut- 
tle girls referred to above. 


Colonel Leavenworth happen ed to meet the Kiowa 


chieftain, Para-ga-soit, and abruptly catechized him 
relative to the murder of the whites in Denton 
county and the abduction of children. 


"Why did you till the whito man and mq wile and 


pappoose, vrho were travelling along the road 
in IJenton, and carry away their two little chil- 
dren?" said Leavenworth to the chieftain, in Indian 
dialtfct. 
• At this Para-ca-soit held down his head aad. turn- 
ing to a squaw that was with, him, said to her; — 


"How does the Gray Eagle (the Inaian name given 


to Colonel Leaveuworth) Know this V" 


Colonel Leavenworth, who understood the tongue 


perfectly, on hearing this remark of the cmeftaiu, 
knew that Fara-ga-solt was the leader of the band 
that bad committed the outrage and rebuked htm 
severely for having been concerned In it. Tfte In- 
dian held down his head remorsefully and remained 
silent. Colonel Leavenwortn asked the chieftain 
what he had done with ttie two little children, and 
heard that they were in the custody of some or the 
squaws of the tribe. Tne Colons! then demanded 
their release, at tne same time offering to pay a 
handsome ransom, though our government did not 
allow anv remuneration to be paid for captives heid 
by the Indians. Colonel Leavenworth knsw well 
that there would be no hope or -ever obtaining their 
release otherwise, anfl, that had he demanded their 
surrender oo aay other terms, the Indians would 
have slaughtered the chilarea rather than give them 
up. The Indian chief promised to release the little 
girls and departed. 


One day while Colonel Leavenworth was absent 
Iroia nis agency, some twenty runes away, some of 
the Indians brought to his secretary the two little 
girls and released them. As the children were too 
young for a man to take care or, the secretary sent 
tuem to a fnendly squaw, called Cheyenne' Jenny, 
with directions to watch over them la the most a't- 
tentive manner. Tney had not been long under tne 
care of this squaw when the Indians came a<raia and 
carried the children off. Colonel Leavenworth, on 
remrumg to ms agency and hearing of this act, was 
both grievea and incensed, but leit more taaa ever 
desirous of releasing the poor little orphan children. 
He made a second effort, therefore, and was re- 
warded with success. 
Threa 
of 
the 
Indian 


chiefs 
brought 
Uie 
children 
to 
him 
aud 
received rich rewards lor their conduct. 
Un- 


fortunately, however, Leavenworth found blmseii 
lu the same embarrassing ax as his secretary. He 
was unable to take proper care of tue girls, ana 
again were they turned over to Cheyenne Jenny for 
nursing- All went well for a while, and the Colonel 
hoped that his wards would be safely cared for until 
such time as he could send them into some civilized 
place where their proper training would be attended 
io. But one day Chejeane Jenny came running to 
the agency, with tears in her eves and moaning bit- 
terly. It was the earns story over again- The In 
dians had visited her place aud run off with 
the children once more. The poor squaw, who 
had become deeply attached to the girls, seemed 
heart broken, and Colonel Leavenworth himself 
was scarcely less affected. Alter all his exertions 
it was too bad to have the little orphans, who had 
been twice released, again captives. In this strait 
a friendly Indian chief volunteered his assistance. 
He told Leavenworth not to lament, for he (the 
chief) wonld see thai the children should be given 
np for good. 1'hls chief started off in pursuit, ana 
in the meantime Colonel Leavenworth had sent mes- 
sengers for military support, but m vain. On flimsy 
pretexts the military authorities of the district 
refused to give aid, and after a while Colonel Lea- 
Tenwonh found himself alone and surrounded by 
nearly 18,000 Indians, some of whom were inendly 
to hiat. He icnew hot what an hour would bring 
forth, and considered that it was just about as likely 
he himself would be slaughtered as that the chil- 
dren Tronla be brought back aad allowed to 
depart with, him in safety, in this 
dreadful 
situation 
he 
maintained 
the 
most 
uerfecc 


composure, 
showing 
not 
the 
least 
sign 


of fear, though internally anticipating the most 
direiul results. After waiting for two days in this 
dreadful state or sasperfse, the sounds of ao ap- 
proacmng band of Indians were heard", and soon tho 
baud Itself came in view, led by three entertains, 
two of whom carried with them the cantivechUdren. 
Not a word was spoken. The two chieftains, with 
the children, (jnietiy came forward and laid the 
Kirls beside Coionel Leavenworth In his ambulance, 
Ihe Colonel was allowed to depart with his restored 
wards, aud soon alter came on to this city, where 
ho placed liium in a 1'rotestant Orphan Asylum. In 
this house for menfljcss children tho little cirls are 
jstlll kept. 
They have been named respectively 
Helen and Heioiso Liijcoin. The surname or Lincoln 
wafl given them by Mr. prtft, a member of Congress 
rrom Indiana, after the fotely martyred President

which to have the two little orphans suitably edu- 
cated at some female institute. Several members 
have already promised to vote for the cliariuolc 
object, with the understanding that only the inierest 
ot the money shall bo used, ana that the disposition 
of it shall be controlled by the Secretary ol Hie Inte- 
rior. In tho meantime eveiy effort will be made to 
hunt up any relatives of ihe children who may exist. 
They are very bright, pretty looking and intelligent 
children. 


CUEVEN'NB JEXSY—A NOBUS INDIAN SQtJAW. 


To the squaw mentioned two or three lini»s in the 


story of these little captives there is a history at- 
tached full of romantic interest. She-was the sister 
ol Dig Head, one ol the most intrepid ol the Cheyenne 
chieftain". She is described as having been aiiobie 
ooking linliau lemale, of great beauty for her race, 
highly intelligent and full 01 benevolent sympathies. 
She had lutle of the savage Instinct of her race, aud 
Irom all accounts would have made, if leit to her 
owu Inclinations, a good wife for some or our Indian 
traders. But what a hlslory is ours of wrongs and 
injustices practised upon the poor Indians—male 
aud female! We talk and write pathetically of the 
savage wrongs 
of our 
own race, 
but cast 
mto oblivion the bitter, cruel outrages upou 
the 
poor Indians. 
A

army, 
who 
holds

a society—God bless the mart—crossed the paih of 
tne artless- Indian maiden. 
She was beautiful, 


graceful and loving, aud pleased his eye. He made 
ler his mistress aad promised, to love her faithfully 
torever. In her simplicity the poor Indian maiden 
believed this general's protestations and vows, aud 
gave up to him her whole heart. He became her 
idol, but she to him was only the plaything of his 
idle moments. In course ol time he was betrothed 
to a respectable lady; his wedding day arrived, and 
Cheyenne Jenny became dejected and desperat*. 
Earaged at the heartlessnses of her destroyer she 
threatened revenge, and was heard to declare 
that she would Kill her uale-iaced rival, 
i'oor 
thing! All her ravings were useless, and all her 
tragic plottlnjjs doomed to failure. A friend of the 
laiihless general Induced Jenny to go with mm to a 
place some distance away from the fort, and there 
Jenny was plied with liquor until she became obu- 
vious ol everything. When consciousness return»d 
she wandered forth to the Indian camp, and never 
again was seen about the fore until the general and 
Ufa wife had removed lar away to another scene of 
action. Some years after she became the unstress 
of a white trader, with whom she lived until auout a 
year ago, when she died. Do to the hour of her 
death s^e never ceased to remember her lalthkss 
white lover, and a deep melancholy marked her 
countfuance. She died in great distress about the 
close of BUendan'ii campaign.

Lewis Dent, formerly of California aad uow of un- 
econstructed Mississippi, becomes an object of some 
merest at the present tune, lor two reasons. First, 
e Is the brother-in-law of President Grant, and sec- 
nd, he is the conservative candidate for Governor 
f Mississippi. In the latter capacity he has at- 
racted unusual attention on account of the fact that 
Grant, with a rigid regard to his Ideas or public duty, 
kin to that displayed by Brutua of old, has sacri- 
iccd private and family wishes for the sake of 
irmciple. President Grant's irablle expression in 
avor of the election of Alcorn as Governor of Mis- 
sissippi in preference to Dent, his own brother-iu- 
aw, has become a matter 01 common notoriety. 
Not only has the President written privately to 
udge Dent, regretting the candidacy of the latter, 
but he has also taken occasion to give public expres- 
sion to his opinion to the lormof an authorized pub- 
islied conversation, wherein he unqualifiedly in- 
dorsed the platform and standard bearers of the 
radical party in Mississippi.' Some weeks ago I 
etegrapbed you the substance of tuat conversa- 
lon, which must still be fresh in the recollection of 
your readers. 


Judge Dent is now here for the purpose of attend- 
ng to some private law business, having come from 
Mississippi a few days ago, where he was engaged 
a a spirited joint oratorical trial with his opponent, 
Alcorn. The Judge is not much like his senior 
brother, Frederick T., of warlike antecedents, either 
n personal appearance or manner. Fred Is of 
ordinary stature and prone to pat oa airs. 
,ewis is quite smail, but, unlike most little men, he 
is modest and nnassummat. There is very little 
vanity about Lewis; he is very uractlcal, a good 
awyer, with a fine practice, and very much 
esteemed in ths social circle.

THS T&EiSCRT—THE BUSTS&E. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE HEKALD:— 


We are very much encouraged by the tone and, in 


sonic cases, decided opinions of the daily pressnpon 
the oft repeated cry of on to specie payments. Au 
evening paper has headed an article, '-How Values 
are Ellected by the Decline In Gold," ana nig ar- 
ticle shows plainly that the price ot farm produce 
and gold rise and fall together. This Is a vary en- 
couraging chance. A morning paper, speaking of a 
project ror establishing a new bank, says:—"Its 
connection with the Southern States and the foreign, 
exchange market can be used to produce a revolu- 
tion In our foreign exchanges which will enure 
jreatly to the advantage of the Southern States aud 
all American interests, thereby emancipating our 
money market ftoro the control or the Bank or Eng- 
land and loreign bankers." Sow. this is not vety 
clear as a conclusion Irom any of the promises laid 
down by the writer, nor does he show how the Bank 
of England and the foreign bankers can control 
our market. There Is but one way by which, 
taey do so - at 
any 
time, and that Is by 
drawing largely upon us for gold, and this they caa- 
not do unless we are largely indebted to Europe. 
We would therefore modestly suggest that tha safest 
way ror us as a people is to ruu in debt no more, but 
strive to pay all we owe before we place ourselves in 
the power 01 the Bank of Eugland by attempting to 
establish a specie par of exchange. Fifty auca. 
banks could do no good for such a purpose until we 
become a creditor nation, and tnen as the gold will 
now back upon us we do not need tae use of b4nks. 
Inere IB no expedient in our case, as a. debtor ua- 
tlon, but to pay or postpone tne time lor paying tiio 
debt. We have resorted to tha expedient 01 post- 
ponement by the use of our bonded debt. We thus 
keep down ttie price of produce and gold. There is 
no other way. If we were not postponing m Enis 
manner exchange would oe not less than 150, and 
possibly 200. In our present condition any attempt 
short ot payment or postponement ef our great debt, 
beiore attempting to inaias specie par, would crush 
down or overthrow all the material interests of our 
country. 
Suppose power could crush down the debtor aud 
elevtue tne creditor interest equal to the premium 
on gold, which wonld be a oillerencd taken Jroiri 
the debtor aud added to the creditor Interest ol 
twenty-live per cent, what would be the ellccc at 
home? For this process would pay no part ol our 
foreign debt, except by bankrupting the merchant 
that may be. indebted abroad. It would not only 
deduct twenty-hve per cent iroin tue value of tiie 
products of labor, but it would so affect capital that 
labor wonld cease Io get employment. All trade 
aud inlaud business would be paralyzed. Your rail- 
roads aad cauals would have uo business. For when 
you strike at labor or the producing power you shake 
tue foundations of society. 
Deduct twenty-five uer 
cent Irom tbe present price of Western produce and 
tue lariner will cease to raise It.

If it were possible to 
put a stop to the sending of our bonded debt to 
Kurone tae effect wouid be to advance the price uf 
gold and exchange very largely; and, thereiore, the 
course taken by the Secretary of the Treasury has 
been a suoject of marvel with thoughtful men. The 
Secretary wishes to sell gold, aud he is usmg all tne 
power aud influences he uossesses to cry down aud 
depress the very gold ha is onenuc lor sale. 'Ihe 
Secretary wishes to buy bouds, and he is crying up 
the value and trying to euhauce the prices ol tne 
very oonds he is seeking to purchase. Tuis is a new- 
Kind or fianancierms, and was never before set 
down as evidence of American statesmanship. 
II the opposite policy were pursued he would help 


the farmers and manufacturers of our country; but 
tms course of management savors strongly of lunacy 
or political blindness. We have now so large a deot 
in Europe that one hundred and fifty millions bent 
irom here ui com annually will not pay all the inte- 
rest; add to this some forty or nfty millions drawn 
rrom here by wealthy absentees, and you have u 
large annual draft upou our industry lor these two 
non-producing items. This heavy drain will con- 
tinue for many years, and will cause exchange and 
gold to rale high In this country, without taking into 
consideration ihat we suouid, m the meantime, be 
paying off some or tae bonds n* we expect to extin- 
guish our debt at an? time- 
There is no way to reduce specie to par but by 
paying our debt to Europe, and therefore 110 attempt 
ahould be made, by legislation or otherwise, to force 
down the premium on exchange. If tne public men 
of our country will see the law of supply and de- 
mand as applied to exchange they will cease to dis- 
cuss the Question of the par of specie in a debtor 
country. "

History of tho Captivity 3>y the Indians o 


-LUtio Gfirls— Bow Tbcir Release Was £f- 
fccle:!— An AJTe-c!icmn.£3 SqnaTT. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20, 1563. 


About noon to-day an old gentleman, accompanied 


by two prerty little girls, aged respectively about five 
and seven years, called at the White House and asked 
for an interview with the President. The aflectiort- 
ate care displayed by the old gentleman lor his little 
companions might well have led any one to sup- 
pose that he was their grandfather or other near 
relative. .But a few moments' talfc with him woald 
dispel the idea. The interesting little pair were not 
of his blood, but proved to be captives ransomed 
from the Ktc wa Indians in 188S. The old gentleman 


as CoL J. H. Leavenworth, formerly one of the 


Indian agents of oar government, who came to the 
Executive Mansion lor the purpose of euttstms the 
sympathies of the President In behall of bis two 
little wards. 


The story of these little children Is of more than 


common interest. In. January, 1S58, a band or the 
Eiowa Indians made a raid into Dentou connty, 
Texas, killing and capturing a number of white 
men, wotacn ana chlldteij. Among these captives 
were two families— the Fitzpatricks and the Longs— 
to cither of •which our two little ransomed children 
must belong, for all the rest known to hare teen 
victims to the raid referred to have been accounted 
for. Fitzpatricfc, with his wife, infant boy and two 
little daughters, was journeying through. Denton 
county at the time or the raid, when he was over- 
taken by the Indians, scalped and put to death. 
The poor wife was obliged to witness her husband's 
slaughter, aud fen, weeping and fainting, upon the 
road side. 
In this condition she herself was 


butchered, and the brains ef her little hoy flashed 
out oa a rock. The two girls were committed to 
the tenaer mercies of the Kiowa sguaws, who 
wrapped them up tn blankets and bore them off 
Into captivity. 


Colonel Leavenworth, the agent of our govern- 


ment at the time In that region, soon heard of tne 
outrage that had been committed and commenced 
proceedings to obtain the release ol the captives. 
Our story, however, must be confined to the two Ut- 
tle girls referred to above. 


Colonel Leavenworth happen ed to meet the Kiowa 


chieftain, Para-ga-soit, and abruptly catechized him 
relative to the murder of the whites in Denton 
county and the abduction of children. 


"Why did you till the whito man and mq wile and 


pappoose, vrho were travelling along the road 
in IJenton, and carry away their two little chil- 
dren?" said Leavenworth to the chieftain, in Indian 
dialtfct. 
• At this Para-ca-soit held down his head aad. turn- 
ing to a squaw that was with, him, said to her; — 


"How does the Gray Eagle (the Inaian name given 


to Colonel Leaveuworth) Know this V" 


Colonel Leavenworth, who understood the tongue 


perfectly, on hearing this remark of the cmeftaiu, 
knew that Fara-ga-solt was the leader of the band 
that bad committed the outrage and rebuked htm 
severely for having been concerned In it. Tfte In- 
dian held down his head remorsefully and remained 
silent. Colonel Leavenwortn asked the chieftain 
what he had done with ttie two little children, and 
heard that they were in the custody of some or the 
squaws of the tribe. Tne Colons! then demanded 
their release, at tne same time offering to pay a 
handsome ransom, though our government did not 
allow anv remuneration to be paid for captives heid 
by the Indians. Colonel Leavenworth knsw well 
that there would be no hope or -ever obtaining their 
release otherwise, anfl, that had he demanded their 
surrender oo aay other terms, the Indians would 
have slaughtered the chilarea rather than give them 
up. The Indian chief promised to release the little 
girls and departed. 


One day while Colonel Leavenworth was absent 
Iroia nis agency, some twenty runes away, some of 
the Indians brought to his secretary the two little 
girls and released them. As the children were too 
young for a man to take care or, the secretary sent 
tuem to a fnendly squaw, called Cheyenne' Jenny, 
with directions to watch over them la the most a't- 
tentive manner. Tney had not been long under tne 
care of this squaw when the Indians came a<raia and 
carried the children off. Colonel Leavenworth, on 
remrumg to ms agency and hearing of this act, was 
both grievea and incensed, but leit more taaa ever 
desirous of releasing the poor little orphan children. 
He made a second effort, therefore, and was re- 
warded with success.

Un- 


fortunately, however, Leavenworth found blmseii 
lu the same embarrassing ax as his secretary. He 
was unable to take proper care of tue girls, ana 
again were they turned over to Cheyenne Jenny for 
nursing- All went well for a while, and the Colonel 
hoped that his wards would be safely cared for until 
such time as he could send them into some civilized 
place where their proper training would be attended 
io. But one day Chejeane Jenny came running to 
the agency, with tears in her eves and moaning bit- 
terly. It was the earns story over again- The In 
dians had visited her place aud run off with 
the children once more. The poor squaw, who 
had become deeply attached to the girls, seemed 
heart broken, and Colonel Leavenworth himself 
was scarcely less affected. Alter all his exertions 
it was too bad to have the little orphans, who had 
been twice released, again captives. In this strait 
a friendly Indian chief volunteered his assistance. 
He told Leavenworth not to lament, for he (the 
chief) wonld see thai the children should be given 
np for good. 1'hls chief started off in pursuit, ana 
in the meantime Colonel Leavenworth had sent mes- 
sengers for military support, but m vain. On flimsy 
pretexts the military authorities of the district 
refused to give aid, and after a while Colonel Lea- 
Tenwonh found himself alone and surrounded by 
nearly 18,000 Indians, some of whom were inendly 
to hiat. He icnew hot what an hour would bring 
forth, and considered that it was just about as likely 
he himself would be slaughtered as that the chil- 
dren Tronla be brought back aad allowed to 
depart with, him in safety, in this 
dreadful 
situation 
he 
maintained 
the 
most 
uerfecc 


composure, 
showing 
not 
the 
least 
sign 


of fear, though internally anticipating the most 
direiul results. After waiting for two days in this 
dreadful state or sasperfse, the sounds of ao ap- 
proacmng band of Indians were heard", and soon tho 
baud Itself came in view, led by three entertains, 
two of whom carried with them the cantivechUdren. 
Not a word was spoken. The two chieftains, with 
the children, (jnietiy came forward and laid the 
Kirls beside Coionel Leavenworth In his ambulance, 
Ihe Colonel was allowed to depart with his restored 
wards, aud soon alter came on to this city, where 
ho placed liium in a 1'rotestant Orphan Asylum. In 
this house for menfljcss children tho little cirls are 
jstlll kept. 
They have been named respectively 
Helen and Heioiso Liijcoin. The surname or Lincoln 
wafl given them by Mr. prtft, a member of Congress 
rrom Indiana, after the fotely martyred President

which to have the two little orphans suitably edu- 
cated at some female institute. Several members 
have already promised to vote for the cliariuolc 
object, with the understanding that only the inierest 
ot the money shall bo used, ana that the disposition 
of it shall be controlled by the Secretary ol Hie Inte- 
rior. In tho meantime eveiy effort will be made to 
hunt up any relatives of ihe children who may exist. 
They are very bright, pretty looking and intelligent 
children. 


CUEVEN'NB JEXSY—A NOBUS INDIAN SQtJAW. 


To the squaw mentioned two or three lini»s in the 


story of these little captives there is a history at- 
tached full of romantic interest. She-was the sister 
ol Dig Head, one ol the most intrepid ol the Cheyenne 
chieftain". She is described as having been aiiobie 
ooking linliau lemale, of great beauty for her race, 
highly intelligent and full 01 benevolent sympathies. 
She had lutle of the savage Instinct of her race, aud 
Irom all accounts would have made, if leit to her 
owu Inclinations, a good wife for some or our Indian 
traders. But what a hlslory is ours of wrongs and 
injustices practised upon the poor Indians—male 
aud female! We talk and write pathetically of the 
savage wrongs 
of our 
own race, 
but cast 
mto oblivion the bitter, cruel outrages upou 
the 
poor Indians.

a society—God bless the mart—crossed the paih of 
tne artless- Indian maiden. 
She was beautiful, 


graceful and loving, aud pleased his eye. He made 
ler his mistress aad promised, to love her faithfully 
torever. In her simplicity the poor Indian maiden 
believed this general's protestations and vows, aud 
gave up to him her whole heart. He became her 
idol, but she to him was only the plaything of his 
idle moments. In course ol time he was betrothed 
to a respectable lady; his wedding day arrived, and 
Cheyenne Jenny became dejected and desperat*. 
Earaged at the heartlessnses of her destroyer she 
threatened revenge, and was heard to declare 
that she would Kill her uale-iaced rival, 
i'oor 
thing! All her ravings were useless, and all her 
tragic plottlnjjs doomed to failure. A friend of the 
laiihless general Induced Jenny to go with mm to a 
place some distance away from the fort, and there 
Jenny was plied with liquor until she became obu- 
vious ol everything. When consciousness return»d 
she wandered forth to the Indian camp, and never 
again was seen about the fore until the general and 
Ufa wife had removed lar away to another scene of 
action. Some years after she became the unstress 
of a white trader, with whom she lived until auout a 
year ago, when she died. Do to the hour of her 
death s^e never ceased to remember her lalthkss 
white lover, and a deep melancholy marked her 
countfuance. She died in great distress about the 
close of BUendan'ii campaign.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19,1869. 


Lewis Dent, formerly of California aad uow of un- 
econstructed Mississippi, becomes an object of some 
merest at the present tune, lor two reasons. First, 
e Is the brother-in-law of President Grant, and sec- 
nd, he is the conservative candidate for Governor 
f Mississippi. In the latter capacity he has at- 
racted unusual attention on account of the fact that 
Grant, with a rigid regard to his Ideas or public duty, 
kin to that displayed by Brutua of old, has sacri- 
iccd private and family wishes for the sake of 
irmciple. President Grant's irablle expression in 
avor of the election of Alcorn as Governor of Mis- 
sissippi in preference to Dent, his own brother-iu- 
aw, has become a matter 01 common notoriety. 
Not only has the President written privately to

To THE EDITOR OF THE HEKALD:— 


We are very much encouraged by the tone and, in 


sonic cases, decided opinions of the daily pressnpon 
the oft repeated cry of on to specie payments. Au 
evening paper has headed an article, '-How Values 
are Ellected by the Decline In Gold," ana nig ar- 
ticle shows plainly that the price ot farm produce 
and gold rise and fall together. This Is a vary en- 
couraging chance. A morning paper, speaking of a 
project ror establishing a new bank, says:—"Its 
connection with the Southern States and the foreign, 
exchange market can be used to produce a revolu- 
tion In our foreign exchanges which will enure 
jreatly to the advantage of the Southern States aud 
all American interests, thereby emancipating our 
money market ftoro the control or the Bank or Eng- 
land and loreign bankers." Sow. this is not vety 
clear as a conclusion Irom any of the promises laid 
down by the writer, nor does he show how the Bank 
of England and the foreign bankers can control 
our market. There Is but one way by which, 
taey do so - at 
any 
time, and that Is by 
drawing largely upon us for gold, and this they caa- 
not do unless we are largely indebted to Europe. 
We would therefore modestly suggest that tha safest 
way ror us as a people is to ruu in debt no more, but 
strive to pay all we owe before we place ourselves in 
the power 01 the Bank of Eugland by attempting to 
establish a specie par of exchange. Fifty auca. 
banks could do no good for such a purpose until we 
become a creditor nation, and tnen as the gold will 
now back upon us we do not need tae use of b4nks. 
Inere IB no expedient in our case, as a. debtor ua- 
tlon, but to pay or postpone tne time lor paying tiio 
debt. We have resorted to tha expedient 01 post- 
ponement by the use of our bonded debt. We thus 
keep down ttie price of produce and gold. There is 
no other way. If we were not postponing m Enis 
manner exchange would oe not less than 150, and 
possibly 200. In our present condition any attempt 
short ot payment or postponement ef our great debt, 
beiore attempting to inaias specie par, would crush 
down or overthrow all the material interests of our 
country. 
Suppose power could crush down the debtor aud 
elevtue tne creditor interest equal to the premium 
on gold, which wonld be a oillerencd taken Jroiri 
the debtor aud added to the creditor Interest ol 
twenty-live per cent, what would be the ellccc at 
home? For this process would pay no part ol our 
foreign debt, except by bankrupting the merchant 
that may be. indebted abroad. It would not only 
deduct twenty-hve per cent iroin tue value of tiie 
products of labor, but it would so affect capital that 
labor wonld cease Io get employment. All trade 
aud inlaud business would be paralyzed. Your rail- 
roads aad cauals would have uo business. For when 
you strike at labor or the producing power you shake 
tue foundations of society. 
Deduct twenty-five uer 
cent Irom tbe present price of Western produce and 
tue lariner will cease to raise It. Tbe Uboter will 
cease to fiud employment, our active, euterprismg 
aud intelligent population will be reduced to tue 
condition of the population or Italy. The post- 
pomug of our foreign debt haa been going 
on rapidly- AU the foreign 
bankers 
anil 
a 
large number 
of 
our 
importing booses 
are 
watching the bond aud gold market, and th&ir 
calculations dally determine at what price each can 
be exported to Europe at a protic. The conse- 
quence is that every steamer takes out a batch oi 
our bonds, which, belug valued against, mate bills 
ol exchange. Thus, alternately buying boudd aud 
tnen gold, as the prices fluctuate, they so lar inilu- 
euce the market that bonds and irold are held at a 
comparatively steady price. If it were possible to 
put a stop to the sending of our bonded debt to 
Kurone tae effect wouid be to advance the price uf 
gold and exchange very largely; and, thereiore, the 
course taken by the Secretary of the Treasury has 
been a suoject of marvel with thoughtful men. The 
Secretary wishes to sell gold, aud he is usmg all tne 
power aud influences he uossesses to cry down aud 
depress the very gold ha is onenuc lor sale. 'Ihe 
Secretary wishes to buy bouds, and he is crying up 
the value and trying to euhauce the prices ol tne 
very oonds he is seeking to purchase. Tuis is a new- 
Kind or fianancierms, and was never before set 
down as evidence of American statesmanship. 
II the opposite policy were pursued he would help 


the farmers and manufacturers of our country; but 
tms course of management savors strongly of lunacy 
or political blindness. We have now so large a deot 
in Europe that one hundred and fifty millions bent 
irom here ui com annually will not pay all the inte- 
rest; add to this some forty or nfty millions drawn 
rrom here by wealthy absentees, and you have u 
large annual draft upou our industry lor these two 
non-producing items. This heavy drain will con- 
tinue for many years, and will cause exchange and 
gold to rale high In this country, without taking into 
consideration ihat we suouid, m the meantime, be 
paying off some or tae bonds n* we expect to extin- 
guish our debt at an? time- 
There is no way to reduce specie to par but by 
paying our debt to Europe, and therefore 110 attempt 
ahould be made, by legislation or otherwise, to force 
down the premium on exchange. If tne public men 
of our country will see the law of supply and de- 
mand as applied to exchange they will cease to dis- 
cuss the Question of the par of specie in a debtor 
country. " 
As soon as this point shall be settled a plan for tlie 
consolidating aud funding our public iiubt CJ.H oe 
presented (hat will so clearly utilize it tuut it will 
ceiieo to be a burden.

From this should be 
deducted nearly thirty milHons for the outstanding 
gold certificates and fifty millions for the accrued ln° 
terest on the public debt, which, if paid on Norem- 
ber 1, would have left the Treasury with oaly thirty, 
six millions of gold, on the 1st of January 
another one per cent will be due on'the interest 
bearing portion of the debt, which would further 
reduce this sum to sixteen millions. The only acces- 
sion would be from the customs receipts meantime 
which would leave the Treasury in possession of 
about thirty millions of gold to be-in the redemp- 
tion of nearly four hnndred millions ofpaper money 
on the 1st of January, 1870. It is to be hoped ia 
view or these facts, that Congress will not so stul- 
tify itself and Tso jeopardize the business interests 
of the country as to attempt any scheme so Uto- 
pian.
